And  every  act  which  received  the  assent  of  a 
majority  of  all  the  members  elected  to  each  branch  of  the  legis- 
lature, pursuant  to  section  15  of  article  3  of  the  constitution  of 
this  state,  is  designated  under  its  title  by  the  words  "  passed,  a 
majority  being  present"  And  every  act  which  received  the 
assent  of  two-thirds  of  all  the  members  elected  to  each  branch  of 
the  legislature,  pursuant  to  section  20  of  article  3  of  the  con- 
stitution of  this  state,  is  designated  under  its  title  by  the  words 
*'  passed  by  a  two-thirds  vote."  [See  legislative  law,  laws  of  1909, 
chapter  37,  section  44.] 
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PUBLICATION  OF  SESSION  LAWS. 


§  46.  Publieation  of  sessioii  laws;  contents  of  published  volumes  of 
session  laws.  The  secretary  of  state  shall  annually  cause  the 
session  laws  to  be  published  as  soon  as  possible  after  the  adjourn- 
ment of  the  legislature.    Such  volumes  shall  contain : 

1.  A  statement  of  the  names  and  residences  of  the  governor, 
lieutenant-governor,  senators  and  members  of  assembly,  the  pre- 
siding officers  and  clerks  of  both  houses  in  office  during  each 
session. 

2.  The  laws  and  concurrent  resolutions  passed  at  each  session. 

3.  Amendments  to  the  state  constitution  approved  and  ratified 
by  the  people  at  the  last  preceding  general  election. 

4.  Tables  showing  the  laws  and  parts  thereof  amended  or 
repealed  by  such  laws. 

6.  Indexes  of  the  laws  and  concurrent  resolutions  contained  in 
such  volumes. 

C.  Such  other  matters  as  are  required  by  law  to  be  published 
in  such  volumes. 

Such  laws,  concurrent  resolutions,  tables,  indexes  and  other 
matters  so  required  to  be  published  shall  be  prepared  for  publi- 
cation in  the  state  library  under  the  supervision  of  the  director 
thereof.  Side  notes  or  section  headings  shall  be  inserted  indi- 
cating the  subject-matter  of  the  several  sections  of  the  laws  and 
concurrent  resolutions.  Suitable  references  to  existing  general 
or  consolidated  laws,  codes,  or  special  or  local  laws  may  be  made 
in  foot  notes  or  otherwise.  The  said  director  may  submit  to  the 
state  printing  board  changes  in  the  style  of  execution  as  to  typo 
and  paper,  which,  when  approved  by  such  board,  shall  be  the 
style  of  execution  to  be  thereafter  followed  in  the  publication  of 
session  laws.  All  contracts  hereafter  entered  into  for  the  print- 
ing .of  session  laws  shall  be  for  terms  of  two  years,  and  shall  pro- 
vide for  the  printing  thereof  in  the  style  as  so  approved,  and  with

the  notes  and  references  and  in  the  form,  and  containing  the 
matter,  herein  authorized  or  required.  Each  volume  printed  for 
the  state  shall  contain  the  certificate  of  the  secretary  of  state  that 
it  was  printed  under  his  direction.  (Legislative  law,  L.  1909, 
ch.  37,  §  45,  as  amended  by  L.  1911,  ch.  272.)

duties  under  this  article;  such  undertaking  to  be  approved  by  the 
treasurer  of  the  city  or  county,  or  the  supervisor  of  the  town,  from 
which  such  relief  is  to  be  received.  Such  commander  shall  an- 
nually thereafter,  during  the  month  of  October,  file  a  similar 
notice  with  said  city  or  town  clerk,  with  a  detailed  statement  of 
the  amount  of  relief  requested  by  him  during  the  preceding  year, 
with  the  names  of  all  persons  for  whom  such  relief  shall  have  been 
requested,  together  with  a  brief  statement  in  each  case,  from  the 
relief  committee,  upon  whose  recommendation  the  relief  was  re- 
quested, provided,  however,  that  in  cities  of  the  first  class,  said 
notice  and  said  detailed  statement  shall  be  filed  with  the  comp- 
troller of  such  city,  and  said  undertaking  shall  be  approved  by 
him,  and  provided  further  that  in  any  dfy  of  the  first  class  whidi 
is  now  or  may  hereafter  be  divided  into  boroughs,  such  notice, 
and  such  detailed  statement,  each  in  duplicate,  shall  be  filed  with 
the  comptroller,  and  he  shall  forward  one  of  said  duplicates  to  the 
commissioner  or  deputy  commissioner  of  charities  for  the  borough 
in  which  the  headquarters  of  such  post  or  camp  is  situated,  ^except 
that  in  the  boroughs  of  the  city  of  New  York,  no  undertaking  shall 
be  filed  by  the  commander  or  the  committee  of  the  post  or  camp 
nor  shall  any  annual  statement  of  the  amounts  of  relief  granted  be 
required.

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York,*  eighty-four  and  eighty-five  of  this  chapter,  and  the  proper 
officers  charged  with  the  duty  of  making  the  budget  of  any  such 
city  shall  annually  include  therein  such  sum  or  sums  of  money

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate 
and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section   1.    Section  one  hundred  and  eighty-two  of  chapter  ^  »«»• 
forty-seven  of  the  laws  of  nineteen  hundred  and  nine,  entitled  "An  «  >" 
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act  relating  to  prisons,  constituting  chapter  forty-three  of  the  con- 
solidated laws,"  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows : 

§  182.  Articles  manufactured  to  be  furnished  to  the  state  or 
division  thereof.  The  superintendent  of  state  prisons,  and  the 
superintendents  of  reformatories  and  penitentiaries,  respectively, 
are  authorized  and  directed  to  cause  to  be  manufactured  by  the 
convicts  in  the  prisons,  reformatories  and  penitentiaries,  such 
articles  as  are  needed  ar^d  used  therein,  and  also  such  as  are  re- 
quired by  the  state  or  political  divisions  thereof,  and  in  the 
buildings,  oflSces  and  public  institutions  owned  or  managed  and 
controlled  by  the  state,  including  articles  and  materials  to  be  used 
in  the  erection  of  the  buildings.  All  such  articles  manufactured 
in  the  state  prisons,  reformatories  and  penitentiaries;  and  not 
required  for  use  therein,  shall  be  of  the  styles,  patterns,  designs 
and  qualities  fixed  by  the  board  of  classification,  and  may  be 
furnished  t-o  the  state,  or  to  any  political  division  thereof,  or  for 
or  to  any  public  institution  owned  or  managed  and  controlled 
by  the  state,  or  any  political  division  thereof,  at  and  for  such 
prices  as  shall  be  fixed  and  determined  as  hereinafter  provided, 
upon  the  requisitions  of  the  proper  officials,  trustees  or  managers 
thereof.  No  article  so  manufactured  shall  be  purchased  from 
any  other  source,  for  the  state  or  public  institutions  of  the  state, 
or  the  political  divisions  thereof,  except  uniforms  for  the  inmates 
of  the  New  York  State  tSoldiers  and  Sailors'  Home  or  of  the  New

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  code  of  civil  procedure,  in  relation  to 
judicial  accounts  by  committees  of  incompetent  persons. 

Became  a  law  May  16,  1916,  with  the  approval  of  the  Governor.     Passed, 
three-fifthfi  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  Stale  of  New  York,  represented  in  Seruite 
and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Section  twenty-three  hundred  and  forly-two  of  the  \^l^ 
code  of  civil  procedure  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

§  2342.  Idem;  may  be  compelled  to  file  the  same,  or  render 
an  additional  account,  et  cetera.     In  the  month  of  February  of 
each  year,  the  presiding  judge  of  the  court  by  which  the  com- 
mittee of  the  property  was  appointed,  or  if  he  was  appointed  by 
the  supreme  court,  the  county  judge  of  the  county  where  the 
order  appointing  him  is  entered,  must  examine,  or  cause  to  be 
examined,  under  his  direction,  all  accounts  and  inventories  filed 
by  committees  of  the  person  and  property,  since  the  first  day  of 
February  of  the  preceding  year.     If  it  appears,  upon  the  ex- 
amination, that  a  committee,   appointed  as  prescribed  in  this 
title,  has  omitted  to  file  his  annual  inventory  or  accounting,  or 
the  affidavit  relating  thereto,  as  prescribed  in  the  last  section,  or 
if  the  judge  is  of  the  opinion  tiiat  the  interests  of  the  person, 
with  respect  to  whom  the  committee  was  appointed,  requires  that 
he  should  render  a  more  full  or  satisfactory  inventory  or  account, 
the  judge  must  make  an  order  requiring  the  committee  to  supply 
the  deficiency,  and  also,  in  his  discretion,  personally  to  pay  the 
expense  of  serving  the  order  upon  him.    An  order  so  made  may 
be  entered  and  enforced,  and  Ihe  failure  to  obey  it  may  be  pun- 
ished, as  if  it  were  made  by  the  court.     Where  the  committee 
fails  to  comply  with  the  order,  within  three  months  after  it  is 
made,  or,  where  the  judge  has  reason  to  believe  that  sufficient 
cause  exists  for  the  removal  of  the  committee,  the  judge  may,  in 
his  discretion,  appoint  a  fit  person  special  guardian  of  the  in- 
oompetent  person,  with  respect  to  whom  the  committee  was  ap-  ^ 
pointed,  for  the  purpose  of  filing  a  petition  in  his  behalf  for  the 
removal  of  the  committee  and  prosecuting  the  necessary  proceed- 
ings for  that  purpose.     The  committee  may  be  compelled  in  the 
discretion  of  the  court  to  pay  personally  the  costs  of  the  pro- 
ceedings so  instituted.     Where  the  examination  of  the  accounte 
and  inventories  of  committees  of  incompetent  persons  provided

for  herein  is  made  pursuant  to  the  order  or  direction  of  a  county 
judge,  the  expense  of  such  examination  as  allowed  by  the  county 
judge  directing  the  examination  shall  be  payable  by  the  county 
treasurer  of  the  county  out  of  any  court  funds  in  his  hands  upon 
the  order  of  the  county  judge  directing  such  examination.  ^The 
eomomittee  of  the  property  of  an  incompetent  person  appointed 
as  prescribed  in  this  title,  may  apply  to  the  court  making  the 
appointment,  for  an  order  to  permit  him  to  render  to  such  court 
an  intermediate  judicial  account  of  all  his  proceedings  affecting 
the  property  of  the  incompetent  person  to  the  date  of  the  filing 
thereof.  And  the  court  upon  examination  may,  in  its  discretion, 
make  an  order  directing  that  such  account  be  filed  with  the  clerk 
of  the  court  where  the  application  is  made,  on  or  before  the  date 
determined  by  the  order. 

The  account  to  be  filed  pursuant  to  such  order  shall  be  verified 
and  contain  a  just,  true  and  proper  statement  of  all  the  acts  of 
the  conmiittee,  and  an  itemized  statement  of  the  receipts  and  dis- 
bursements of  any  and  all  moneys  and  properties  that  have  come 
into  hand  covering  the  whole  of  the  period  for  which  the  account- 
ing is  asked.  A  summary  statement  shall  be  included  in  the 
account  and  a:ll  vouchers  shall  be  filed  therewith.  Notice  of  the 
filing  of  such  account  pursuant  to  such  order  and  of  an  application 
for  the  judicial  settlement  thereof  shall  be  given  in  the  manner  in 
which  and  to  the  persons  to  whom  notice  of  application  for  the 
appointment  of  a  Gommittee  of  the  person  or  property  of  an 
alleged  incompetent  person,  lunatic,  idiot  or  habitual  drunkard  is 
required  to  be  given  by  title  six  of  chapter  seventeen  of  the  code 
of  civil  procedure.  Upon  the  return  day  of  the  notice  of  such 
application  the  court  shall  have  the  power  to  appoint  a  referee  to 
take  and  state  such  account  and  to  report  to  the  court  with  his 
opinion  thereon  as  to  all  matters  embraced  in  said  account.  The 
court  shall  have  power  and  it  shall  be  its  duty  to  appoint  a  suit- 
able person  as  special  guardian  of  the  incompetent  person  for 
the  protection  of  his  rights  and  interests  in  said  proceeding. 

Upon  the  motion  for  a  confirmation  of  the  report  of  a  referee 
appointed  pursuant  to  the  provisions  hereof  or  if  the  accounting 
be  had  before  the  court,  upon  the  court's  determination,  said 
account  shall  be  then  judicially  adjusted,  determined,  fixed  and 
filed.

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  election  law,  generally.* 

Became  a  law  May  15,  1916,  with  the  approval  of  the  Governor.     Passed, 
three-fifths  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Semite 
and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows:

The  term  "  unit  of  representation  '*  means  any  election  dis- 
trict, town,  ward  of  a  city,  assembly  district,  or  any  other  political 
subdivision  of  the  state,  respectively,  which  is  the  unit  from  which 
members  of  any  political  committee  or  delegates  to  a  party  conr 
vention  shall  be  elected  as  herein  provided.

13.  The  term  "party  position"  means  membership  in  a 
party  committee  or  the  position  of  delegate  or  alternate  to  a  na- 
tional party  convention. 

14.  The  term  "committee"  means  any  committee  chosen^ 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  chapter,  to  represent  the 
members  of  a  party  in  any  political  subdivision  of  the  state. 

16.  The  term  "  independent  body "  means  any  organiza- 
tion or  association  of  citizens  which,  by  independent  certificate, 
nominates  candidates  for  office  to  be  voted  for  at  a  general,  special 
or  village  election,  or  town  meeting,  and  which,  if  such  independ- 
ent body  nominated  a  candidate  for  governor  at  the  preceding 
general  election  of  a  governor,  did  not  poll  at  least  ten  thousand 
votes  for  its  candidate  for  such  office.

2.  Any  signature  to  a  designating  petition  for  the  primary  may 
as  an  alternative  be  authenticated  by  a  qualified  witness  in  the 
same  manner  as  in  the  case  of  a  nominating  certificate  for  the 
election,  as  provided  in  section  one  hundred  and  twenty-three  of 
the  election  law,  the  forms  and  procedure  being  changed  to  apply 
to  the  primary  instead  of  the  election,  and  with  like  penalty  for 
any  false  affidavit,  certificate  or  statement  by  any  person.  No 
signature  to  a  designating  petition  shall  be  counted  unless 
authenticated  either  by  acknowledgment  or  by  a  witness  as 
aforesaid. 

3.  A  petition  for  the  designation  of  candidates  for  party  nomi- 
nation or  for  election  to  party  position  may  designate  candidates 
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for  nomination  for  one  or  more  public  offices,  or  for  election  to 
one  or  more  party  positions,  or  both. 

4.  Petitions  for  the  designation  of  candidates  for  party  nomina- 
tions or  for  the  election  of  candidates  for  party  positions  or  both 
shall  be  signed  by  enrolled  voters  resident  within  the  political 
subdivision  or  unit  of  representation  for  which  the  nomination  or 
election  is  to  be  made  to  a  number  equivalent  to  not  less  than  three 
per  centum  of  the  total  number  of  enrolled  voters  of  the  party 
residing  within  said  political  subdivision  or  unit  of  representa- 
tion, as  determined  by  the  last  preceding  enrollment,  provided, 
however,  that  for  the  following  officers  the  nxmiber  of  signatures 
need  in  no  case  exceed  the  following  fixed  limits: 

For  the  office  of  United  States  senator  or  for  any  office  to  be 
filled  by  all  the  voters  of  the  state,  three  thousand  signatures ; 

For  the  office  of  justice  of  the  supreme  court,  judge  of  the 
court  of  general  sessions  in  the  city  of  New  York,  and  judge  of 
the  city  court  of  the  city  of  New  York,  fifteen  hundred  signatures; 

For  any  office  to  be  filled  by  all  the  voters  of  a  city  containing 
more  than  a  million  inhabitants,  fifteen  hundred  signatures; 

For  any  office  to  be  filled  by  all  the  voters  of  any  other  city  of 
the  first  class  or  of  any  county  or  borough  containing  more  than 
two  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  inhabitants,  according  to  the  last 
preceding  federal  or  state  enumeration,  one  thousand  signatures ; 

For  any  office  to  be  filled  by  all  the  voters  of  any  county  or 
borough  containing  more  than  twenty-five  thousand  and  not  over 
two  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  inhabitants  according  to  the  last 
preceding  federal  or  state  enumeration,  or  of  any  city  of  the  second 
class,  or  of  any  congressional  or  senatorial  district,  five  hundred 
signatures ; 

For  any  office  to  be  filled  by  all  the  voters  of  any  other  county 
or  of  any  city  of  the  third  class  or  of  any  assembly  district,  two 
hundred  and  fifty  signatures. 

For  any  office  to  be  filled  by  the  voters  of  any  political  sub- 
division ccMitained  within  another  political  subdivision,  not  to  ex- 
ceed the  number  of  signatures  required  for  such  larger  subdivision ; 
and  for  any  office  to  be  filled  by  the  voters  of  a  subdivision  con- 
taining more  than  one  assembly  district,  county  or  other  political 
subdivision,  not  to  exceed  the  aggregate  of  the  signatures  required 
for  the  subdivisions  or  parts  of  subdivisions  so  contained. 

5.  All  papers  signed  and  verified  in  the  manner  and  form  above 
prescribed  for  the  purpose  of  designating  the  same  candidate  for 
nomination  for  the  same  public  office  or  the  same  party  position 
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shall,  when  bound  together  and  offered  for  filing  as  prodded  in 
this  chapter,  be  deemed  to  constitute  one  petition  with  respect  to 
Baid  candidate. 

No  enrolled  voter  shall  join  in  designating  a  greater  number  of 
candidates  for  party  nomination  for  a  public  oflSce  or  for  election 
to  a  party  position  than  the  number  of  persons  to  be  elected 
thereto.    Where  an  enrolled  voter  shall  sign  any  petition  or  peti- 
tions designating  a  greater  number  of  candidates  than  he  is  per^ 
mitted  to  designate  as  aforesaid  his  signatures,  if  they  bear  the 
same  date,  shall  not  be  counted,  and  if  they  bear  different  dates 
they  shall  be  counted  in  the  order  of  their  priority  of  date  and 
only  so  far  as  he  was  entitled  to  make  designations.

§  74.  Primary  diBtricts,  offlcen  and  polling  places.  The  custo-  '"*°^*^* 
dian  of  primary  records  shall  thirty  days  before  each  official 
primary  day,  divide  every  ward  in  a  city,  except  a  city  of  over 
four  hundred  thousand  inhabitants,  and  divide  every  village 
having  five  thousand  inhabitants  or  more,  into  primary 
districts,  each  of  which  shall  consist  of  two  contiguous  election 
districts,  except  that  in  case  there  is  an  odd  number  of 
election  districts  in  such  ward  or  village,  the  highest  numbered 
election  district  shall  be  a  primary  district  by  itself.  There  shall 
bo  two  polling  places  in  each  of  such  primary  districts  which  shall 
be  designated  and  provided  at  public  expense  by  the  officers  or 
boards  whose  duty  it  is  to  provide  polling  places  for  days  of  gen- 
eral election,  and  which  shall  be,  so  far  as  they  are  available,  the 
same  places  as  were  used  for  the  last  preceding  general  election. 
The  custodian  of  primary  records  shall  assign  one  of  the  polling 
places  in  each  such  primary  district  to  the  party  which,  at  the

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there  shall  be  held  the  primary  elections  of  all  other  parties.  In 
all  other  villages  and  towns,  and  in  each  city  having  over 
four  hundred  thousand  inhabitants,  each  election  district 
shall  constitute  a  primary  district  In  a  city,  town  or  vil- 
lage in  which  each  election  district  constitutes  a  primary  dis-

spectors. In  election  districts  in  which  voting  machines  are 
used  at  the  general  election  the  ballot  clerks  to  serve  at  the  primary 
election  shall  be  appointed  by  the  board  of  election  inspectors  for 
the  purposes  of  such  primary  election  only.  In  a  city  or  village 
having  more  than  five  thousand  inhabitants,  except  a  city  having 
over  four  hundred  thousand  inhabitants,  there  shall  be  for 
each  primary  district  two  groups  of  primary  election  offi- 
cers, one  of  which  shall  consist  of  the  election  inspectors,  poll 
clerks  and  ballot  clerks  for  the  election  district  or  districts  com- 
prised within  such  primary  district  who  shall  at  the  time  repre- 
sent the  party  which  at  the  last  preceding  election  of  a  governor 
shall  have  cast  the  largest  number  of  votes  for  governor,  and  the 
other  of  whidh  shall  consist  of  the  election  inspectors,  poll  clerks 
and  ballot  clerks  who  shall  represent  the  party  which,  at  such 
election,  shall  have  cast  the  second  largest  number  of  votes  for 
governor.  The  first  mentioned  officers  shall  conduct  the  primary 
election  of  the  party  represented  by  them  and  the  second  men- 
tioned officers  shall  conduct  the  primary  elections  of  all  other 
parties  at  the  time  entitled  to  hold  primary  elections.  The 
election  inspectors  belonging  to  each  such  group  of  primary  offi- 
cers shall  be  the  board  of  primary  inspectors.  In  a  primary  dis- 
trict having  two  boards  of  primary  election  inspectors  each  board 
shall  elect  an  inspector  chairman  of  the  board  before  the  opening 
of  the  polls  at  a  primary  election.  In  a  primary  district  having 
one  board  of  primary  election  inspectors  the  chairman  of  the  board 
of  election  inspectors  for  the  election  district  shall,  if  present,  be 
the  chairman  of  such  board  of  primary  officers,  except  as  other- 
wise provided  by  law. 

In  a  city,  town  or  village  in  which  each  election  district  con- 
stitutes a  primary  district  the  polling  place  in  each  such  primary

It  shall  not  be  lawful  to  make  any  mark  on 
the  ballot  other  than  a  cross  X  mark  for  the  purpose  of  voting, 
and  such  mark  shall  be  made  only  with  a  pencil  having  black  lead, 
and  only  in  the  voting  space  to  the  left  of  the  name  of  a  candidate; 
except  that  the  voter  may  write  with  a  pencil  having  black  lead  in 
fhe  blank  space  under  the  title  of  the  proper  office  or  party  posi- 
tion the  name  of  any  person  or  persons  for  whom  he  desires  to 
vote,  whose  name  or  names  are  not  printed  upon  the  ballot;  not 
exceeding  with  the  candidates  for  whom  he  has  voted  by  cross  X 
mark  the  total  number  of  persons  by  whom  such  office  or  position 
is  to  be  filled.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  to  deface  or  tear  a  ballot  in 
any  manner,  nor  to  erase  any  printed  name,  device,  figure,  word 
or  letter  therefrom,  nor  to  erase  any  mark  made  thereon  by  such 
voter  nor  inclose  in  the  folded  ballot  any  other  paper  or  any 
article.  If  the  voter  deface  or  tear  a  ballot,  or  wrongly  mark  the 
same  or  make  an  erasure  thereon,  he  may  obtain  one  additional 
ballot  on  returning  to  the  ballot  clerk  the  one  so  defaced  or  wrongly 
marked.

ten in  the  blank  spac«  under  the  title  of  the  proper  office  or  party 
position  with  a  pencil  having  black  lead;  or  one  which  is  de- 
faced or  torn  by  the  voter;  or  one  upon  which  there  shall  be 
found  any  erasure  of  any  printed  device,  figure,  letter  or  word, 
or  of  any  name  or  mark  written  thereon,  by  such  voter;  or  in 
which  shall  be  found  inclosed  a  separate  piece  of  paper  or  other 
material;  and  upon  such  ballot  no  vote  for  any  candidate  thereon 
shall  be  counted.  Any  straight  line  crossing  any  other  straight 
line  at  any  angle  within  a  voting  space  shall  be  deemed  a  valid 
voting  mark ;  but  no  ballot  shall  be  declared  void  because  a  cross 
mark  thereon  is  irregular  in  form.

1.  Canvass  by  custodians  of  primary  records.  The  custodian 
of  primary  records  shall  forthwith  proceed  to  canvass  the  state- 
ments of  results  filed  with  him  as  provided  in  this  article,  and 
shall  complete  such  canvass  within  one  hundred  and  twenty  hours 
from  midnight  of  the  day  upon  which  the  primary  election  was 
held. 

He  shall  canvass  separately  the  votes  cast  in  each  election  dis- 
trict by  the  enrolled  voters  of  the  several  parties  respectively. 

The  candidate  for  a  party  nomination  to  public  office,  or  for 
election  to  a  party  position,  to  be  filled  by  the  voters  of  a  terri- 
tory wholly  within  an  election  district,  ward  or  town,  who  has  re- 
ceived the  highest  number  of  votes  cast  in  the  primary  election  of 
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a  party  in  such  election  district,  ward  or  town,  shall  be  the 
nominee  of  said  party  for  such  public  oflSce,  or  shall  be  elected  to 
Buch  party  position.  Said  custodian  shall  deliver  upon  request 
to  such  candidate,  if  he  be  elected  to  a  party  position,  a  certificate 
of  his  election. 

The  candidate  for  a  party  nomination  to  public  office,  or  for 
election  to  a  party  position,  to  be  filled  by  the  voters  of  a  district 
wholly  within  the  jurisdiction  of  a  custodian  of  primary  records 
and  greater  than  an  election  district,  ward  or  town,  who  has  re- 
ceived the  highest  number  of  votes  cast  in  the  primary  election 
of  a  party  in  such  district  shall  receive  the  nomination  of  said 
party  for  the  public  office,  or  be  elected  to  the  party  position, 
for  which  he  was  designated  or  voted  for.  The  custodian  of 
primary  records  shall  deliver  upon  request  to  such  candidate,  if  he 
be  elected  to  a  party  position,  a  certificate  of  such  election. 

The  custodian  of  primary  records  shall  duly  certify  to  the  sec- 
retary of  state  a  statement  of  the  vote  cast  in  the  county  in  the 
primary  election  by  the  enrolled  voters  of  each  party,  respectively, 
for  all  candidates  for  nomination  for  public  office,  or  for  election 
to  party  position,  whose  designations  are  required  by  this  chapter 
to  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  secretary  of  state.  Such  statement 
shall  be  filed  by  such  custodian  in  the  office  of  the  secretary  of 
state  within  one  himdred  and  twenty  hours  from  midnight  of  the 
day  on  which  the  primary  election  was  held.

§  123.  Independent  certificates  of  nomination.  1.  Independent 
nominations  shall  be  made  by  a  certificate  subscribed  by  the  re- 
quired number  of  such  electors,  each  of  whom  shall  add  to  his 
signature  his  place  of  residence  and  make  oath  that  he  is  an  elector 
and  has  truly  stated  his  residence.  The  making  of  the  said  oath 
shall  be  proved  by  the  certificate  of  the  notary  or  other  officer 
before  whom  the  sadd  oath  is  taken,  and  it  shall  be  unnecessary  for 
an  elector  who  has  subscribed  a  certificate  of  nomination,  as 
herein  provided,  to  sign  any  affidavit  as  to  the  matter  to  which 
he  has  made  oath  as  aforesaid.  The  certificate  hereinbefore  pro- 
vided for  of  the  notary  or  other  officer  shall  be  in  the  following 
form  substantially:

There  may  be  a  subscribing  witness  for  any  signature,  and  the 
same  person  may  act  as  witness  for  any  number  of  signers.  No 
person  shall  be  qualified  to  act  as  such  witness  unless  he  shall  be 
a  freeholder  within  or  shall  have  been  for  the  last  preceding  five 
years  a  resident  of  the  county  in  which  the  person  resides  whose 
signature  he  is  witnessing;  nor  unless  he  shall  have  been  res- 
tored either  from  the  same  address  or  within  the  same  election 
district  for  the  last  preceding  two  general  elections,  or  the  terri- 
tory of  such  election  district  as  defined  at  the  time  of  the  first  of 
such  two  registrations;  nor  unless  his  good  character  and  hon- 
esty are  certified  to  as  provided  below  either  by  at  least  one-half 
of  the  candidates  whom  the  certificate  nominates  or  by  the  com- 
mittee to  fill  vacancies  named  therein,  which  certificate  of  good 
character  and  honesty  must  be  filed  with  the  board  or  officer  with 
whom  the  nominating  certificate  is  filed.  Such  witness  must  sign 
his  name  in  the  presence  of  the  voter  whose  name  he  is  witness- 
ing and  must  thereafter  appear  before  an  officer  authorized  to 
administer  oaths  and  take  acknowledgments  and  make  the  follow- 
ing affidavit  to  be  attached  to  the  nominating  certificate:

If  the  person  making  such  certificate  of  good  character  and 
honesty  has  not  personal  knowledge  of  all  such  facts,  his  cer- 
tificate may  nevertheless  be  accepted,  provided  he  shall  state 
therein  that  any  fact,  specifying  it,  not  made  on  his  personal 
knowledge,  is  made  in  good  faith  upon  information  received 
from  another  person  whom  he  names,  and  further  provided  that 
he  attaches  a  certificate  of  such  other  person  in  substantially  the 
foregoing  form  stating  such  fact  or  facts  upon  personal  knowledge. 
Such  other  person  must  be  a  qualified  elector  of  the  district  for 
which  the  nomination  is  made. 

4.  Any  such  witness,  candidate,  member  of  committee  to  fill 
vacancies  or  other  person,  who  makes  a  false  affidavit,  certificate 
or  statement  as  thus  provided  for,  is  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and 
shall  be  punished  by  imprisonment  for  a  term  of  not  less  than 
three  months. 

5.  The  certificate  of  nomination  and  each  separate  paper 
thereof,  if  there  be  more  tbjn  one  such  paper,  shall  contain  the 
following  declaration  which  shall  be  subscribed  by  the  signers 
thereof : 

"  We  the  undersigned  duly  qualified  electors  of  the  district  for 
which  the  nomination  for  public  office  is  hereby  made  under  the 
provisions  of  sections  one  hundred  and  twenty-two  and  one  hun- 
dred and  twenty-three  of  the  election  law  do  hereby  declare  that 
it  is  our  intention  to  support  at  the  polls  the  candidacy  of  the 
person  or  persons  herein  nominated  for  public  office." 

The  certificate  shall  also  contain  the  titles  of  the  oflScea  to  be 
filled,  the  name  and  residence  of  each  candidate  nominated,  and 
if  in  a  city,  the  street  number  of  such  residence  and  his  place  of 
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business,  if  any ;  and  shall  designate  in  not  more  than  five  words 
the  political  or  other  name  which  the  signers  shall  select,  which 
name  shall  not  include  the  name  of  any  organized  political  party. 

A  certificate  may  designate  upon  its  face  one  or  more  per- 
sons as  a  committee  to  represent  the  signers  thereof,  for  the  pur- 
poses specified  by  section  one  hundred  and  thirty-five  of  this 
article.  The  signatures  to  the  certificate  of  nomination  need  not 
all  be  appended  to  one  paper.  No  person  shall  join  in  nominair 
ing  more  candidates  for  any  one  oiRce  than  there  are  persons  to 
be  elected  thereto,  and  no  certificate  shall  contain  the  names  of 
more  candidates  for  any  oflSce  than  there  are  persons  to  be  elected 
to  such  ofiice. 

6.  The  name  of  no  person  signing  an  independent  certificate  of 
nomination  shall  be  counted  unless  such  person  shall  on  one  of  the 
days  of  registration  in  such  year  be  restored  as  a  qualified  elector, 
and  in  case  a  candidate  nominated  by  an  independent  certificate 
of  nomination  be  at  the  time  of  filing  the  said  certificate  or  after- 
wards the  candidate  of  a  political  party  for  the  same  office  the 
name  of  no  person  who  is  an  enrolled  member  of  such  political 
party  shall  be  counted,  except  where  such  nomination  is  after- 
wards made  by  a  party  committee  or  committee  to  fill  vacancies. 
For  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  whether  the  person  whose  name 
appears  on  an  independent  certificate  of  nomination  signed  such 
certificate,  the  affidavit  or  testimony  of  such  person  that  he  did 
not  8ifi:n  such  certificate  shall  be  prima  facie  evidence  that  he 
did  not  sign  such  certificate.  If  the  name  of  a  person  who  has 
signed  a  certificate  of  independent  nomination  appear  upon 
another  certificate  nominating  the  same  or  a  different  person  for 
the  same  office,  it  shall  not  be  counted  upon  either  certificate.

§  153.  Adding  and  erasing  names  on  register.    If  the  board  of 
inspectors  at  any  meeting  for  the  registration  of  electors  shall 
have  neglected  or  refused  to  place  upon  the  raster  of  electors  the 
name  of  any  person  who  is  entitled  to  have  his  name  placed 
thereon,  application  may  be  made  to  the  supreme  court,  or  any 
justice  thereof  in  the  judicial  district  in  which  such  election 
district  is  located,  or  of  a  county  adjoining  such  judicial  district^ 
or  to  a  county  judge  of  the  county  in  which  such  election  district 
is  located,,  for  an  order  to  place  such  name  upon  the  raster  of 
electors;  and  such  court,  justice  or  judge  may,  upon  suflScient 
evidence,  and  upon  such  notice  of  such  application,  of  not  less 
than  twenty-four  hours,  to  the  board  of  inspectors  and  such  other 
persons  interested,  as  the  court,  justice  or  judge  may  require, 
order  such  inspectors  to  convene  as  a  board  of  registration  on 
the  second  Saturday  before  such  election,  and  to  add  the  name 
of  such  person  to  such  register  of  electors,  and  such  raster  shall 
be  corrected  accordingly;  but  no  court,  justice  or  judge  shall 
order  the  name  of  any  person  to  be  added  to  the  register  of 
electors  unless  it  shall  have  been  omitted  therefrom  through  the 
fault,  error  or  negligence  of  the  election  officers.  In  case  the  name 
of  any  person  who  will  not  be  qualified  to  vote  in  such  election 
district,  at  the  election  for  which  such  registration  is  made,  shaU 
appear  upon  such   register,   application  may  be  made  in  like 
manner  by  any  elector  of  the  town  or  city  in  which  such  election 
district  is  located  or  by  the  state  superintendent  of  elections  or  any 
deputy  state  superintendent  of  elections  to  any  court,  justice  or 
judge  hereinbefore  designated,  for  an  order  striking  such  name 
from  the  register,  and  such  court,  justice  or  judge  may,  upon 
sufficient  evidence,  and  upon  such  notice  of  such  application,  of 
not  less  than  twenty-four  hours,  to  the  person  interested  as  the 
court,  justice  or  judge  may  require,  served  either  personally  or  by 
depositing  the  same  in  the  post-office  addressed  to  said  person  by  his 
name,  and  at  the  address  which  appears  in  the  register  certified  by 
the  inspectors  of  election  order  such  board  to  strike  such  name 
from  such  register  of  voters,  and  such  register  shaD  be  corrected 
accordingly.    In  all  applications  to  strike  the  names  of  voters  from 
the  register  under  this  section  an  affidavit  by  the  state  superin- 
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tendent    of    elections    or    any    of    his    deputies    when    duly 
deputed    by    the    state    superintendent    o£    elections    for    that 
purpose,  that  investigation  was  made  by  him  pursuant  to  the  pro- 
visions of  section  four  hundred  and  seventy-five  of  this  chapter, 
and  that  the  affiant  did  visit  and  inspect  the  premises  claimed  by 
the  voter  as  his  reaidence,  and  did  interrogate  an  inmate,  house 
dweller,  keeper,  caretaker,  owner,  proprietor  or  landlord  thereof 
or  therein  as  to  the  said  voter's  residence  therein  or  thereat,  and 
that  the  said  affiant  was  informed  by  one  or  more  of  said  persons, 
naming  them,  that  they  were  acquainted  with  and  knew  the  per- 
sons residing  therein  or  thereat,  and  that  the  voter  did  not  reside 
at  said  premises  thirty  days  before  election,  shall  be  presumptive 
evidence  against  the  right  of  the  voter  to  register  from  such 
premises,  and  in  case  the  court,  justice  or  judge  direct  that  serv- 
ice of  the  order  to  show  cause  may  be  made  by  depositing  the 
same  in  the  post-office,  such  service  shall  not  be  complete  until 
a  copy  of  the  order  to  show  cause  shall  also  have  been  served 
upon  the  custodian  of  primary  records  for  the  political  subdivi- 
sion in  which  such  election  district  is  located,  and  upon  the 
chairman  of  each  political  committee  for  the  political  subdivision 
in  which  such  election  district  is  located.     If  upon  the  hearing 
of  such  application  the  court,  justice  or  judge  shall  decide  that 
the  name  of  the  elector  shall  be  stricken  from  the  register,  the 
order  of  the  court,  justice  or  judge  shall  direct  that  the  board  of 
elections  shall  cause  such  name  to  be  stricken  from  the  reg- 
ister and  also  from  the  books  of  enrollment  if  it  appears  therein. 
In  case  the  elector  has,  through  no  fault  or  neglect  of  his  own, 
been  registered  in  a  wrong  election  district,  the  court  may,  upon 
proper  proof,  direct  that  his  name  be  stricken  from  the  register 
of  the  district  in  which  he  is  not  a  qualified  elector  and,  if  he 
is  a  qualified  elector  in  an  adjoining  election  district,  may  direct 
that  his  name  be  added  to  the  register  of  electors  in  the  election 
district  in  which  he  is  a  qualified  elector.     No  application  to 
add  a  name  to  or  strike  a  name  from  the  register  shall  be  made 
after  a  day  at  least  two  days  prior  to  the  second  Saturday  before 
election.

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§  155.  Register;  how  arranged;  rignatnre  law.  1.  This  sub- 
division shall  apply  to  election  districts  outside  of  a  city  hav- 
ing more  than  one  million  inhabitants.  In  all  such  election 
districts  the  register  shall  be  arranged  in  twenty-four  columns, 
except  that  in  election  districts  in  which  personal  registra- 
tion is  not  required  it  shall  consist  of  twenty-three  col- 
umns, of  which  the  first  twenty-one  columns  shall  be  the 
same  as  in  the  registers  for  election  districts  in  which  personal 
registration  is  required.  The  leaves  of  the  register  shall  be 
indexed  from  A  to  Z.  In  the  first  column  of  such  register 
there  shall  be  entered,  at  the  time  of  the  completion  of  the  reg- 
istration on  the  last  day  for  registration,  a  number  opposite 
the  name  of  each  person  so  enrolled,  beginning  with  "  one " 
opposite  the  first  name  entered  in  the  page  indexed  A  and  contin- 
uing in  numerical  order  to  and  inclitding  the  last  name  entered 
upon  the  last  page  of  such  register.  On  each  day  of  registration 
there  shall  be  entered  in  the  second  column  thereof  the  surname  of 
such  persons  in  the  alphabetical  order  of  the  first  letter  thereof,  on 
the  page  bearing  the  index  letter  of  such  surname  and  in  the  third 
column  the  christian  name  or  names  of  such  persons  respectively. 
In  the  fourth  column  shall  be  entered  the  residence  number  or 
other  designation,  and  in  the  fifth  column  the  name  of  the  street 
or  avenue  of  such  residence  or  a  brief  description  of  the  locality 
thereof.  In  the  sixth  column  shall  be  entered  the  number  of  the 
floor  or  room  occupied  by  the  elector  at  the  residence  given  by 
him,  and  in  the  seventh  column  shall  be  entered  the  full  name 
of  the  householder,  tenant,  subtenant  or  apartment-lessee  with 
whom  the  elector  resides,  and  in  the  eighth  column  shall  be  en- 
tered his  age,  in  the  ninth,  tenth  and  eleventh  columns  shall  be 
entered  his  length  of  residence  by  years,  months  and  days  as  the 
case  may  be,  in  the  state,  county  and  election  district,  respectively; 
and  in  the  twelfth  colunm  shall  be  entered  the  country  of  his 
nativity  which  shall  mean  the  country,  state  or  province  of  the 
elector's  birth,  irrespective  of  his  former  political  allegiance.  In 
the  thirteenth  column,  if  he  be  a  naturalized  citizen,  shall  be 
entered  the  date  of  the  naturalization  certificate  under  which  he 
claims  citizenship  and  in  the  fourteenth  column  shall  be  entered 
the  designation  of  the  court  issuing  such  naturalization  certificate. 
In  the  fifteenth,  sixteenth,  seventeenth  and  eighteenth  columns 
shall  be  entered  respectively  the  name  of  the  state,  the  cSty  or 
town,  and  the  street  number  and  the  name  of  the  street  or  avenue 
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of  the  residence  of  such  person  from  which  such  person  last  regis- 
tered or  voted,  and  the  year  in  which  he  last  registered  or  voted. 
In  the  nineteenth  column  shall  be  entered  the  date  of  the  regis- 
tration of  the  elector.  In  the  twentieth  column  shall  be  entered 
if  the  elector  is  in  business  for  himself  or  with  others  the  name 
under  which  he  is  so  in  business,  or,  if  the  elector  is  employed 
by  some  other  person,  the  name  of  his  present  employer.  If 
he  is  not  in  business  and  has  no  employment,  the  word  '^  none  ^' 
shall  be  entered,  together  with  the  name  under  which  he  was 
last  in  business  or  the  name  of  his  last  employer,  if  any.  In 
the  twenty-first  column  shall  be  entered  the  street  and  number, 
or  if  it  has  no  street  number,  a  brief  description  of  the  location 
of  the  place,  if  any,  where  he  is  so  in  business  or  employed,  or, 
if  unemployed,  the  place,  if  any,  where  he  was  last  in  business 
or  employed.  The  information  required  to  be  stated  in  the  twen- 
tieth and  twenty-first  columns  shall  only  be  asked  in  the  event 
that  the  person  oflFering  to  register  shall  not  have  registered  in 
tho  same  county  in  the  general  election  immediately  preceding. 
The  twenty-second  column  of ,  the  register  of  any  election  district 
in  which  personal  registration  is  required  shall  be  reserved  for  the 
signature^  at  the  time  of  registration,  of  any  elector  who  registers 
personally  in  any  such  district,  or  in  case  such  elector  alleges  his 
inability  to  write,  for  entering  therein  the  number  of  the  "  identi- 
fication statement  for  registration  day"  made  by  such  elector  as 
hereinafter  provided.  Above  each  horizontal  line  in  the  said 
twenty-second  column  shall  be  printed  the  words  "  the  foregoing 
statements  are  true  "  and  the  elector  shall  at  the  time  of  personal 
registration,  sign  his  name  by  his  own  hand  and  without  assist- 
ance, using  an  indelible  pencil  or  ink,  below  such  words  on  the 
horizontal  line  in  the  register  of  electors,  which  register  shall  be 
known  as  the  "signature  copy."  Said  signature  copy  shall  be 
one  of  the  registers,  other  than  the  public  copy,  which  signature 
copy  shall  be  kept  by  an  inspector  of  opposite  political  faith  from 
the  chairman,  and  shall  be  used  at  the  polls  on  election  day.  The 
twenty-third  column,  or,  in  the  register  for  an  election  district  in 
which  personal  registration  is  not  required,  the  twenty-second 
column,  shall  be  reserved  for  entering  the  consecutive  number 
on  the  stub  of  the  ofiicial  ballot,  voted  by  the  elector  on  election 
day.  In  the  twenty-fourth  column,  or,  in  the  register  for  an  elec- 
tion district  in  which  personal  registration  is  not  required,  the 
twenty-third  column,  shall  be  entered,  opposite  the  name  of  each 
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elector,  under  the  heading  "  remarks  "  the  facts  regarding  chal- 
lenges, oaths  and  other  facts  affecting  such  elector  required  to  be 
recorded,  including,  in  the  case  of  a  person  not  required  to  register 
personally  who  did  in  fact  so  register,  the  word  "  personal." 

2.  This  subdivision  shall  apply  only  to  election  districts  within 
a  city  having  more  than  one  million  inhabitants.  In  all  election 
districts  in  any  such  city,  the  register  shall  be  arranged  in  twenty- 
nine  (at  the  general  election  preceding  a  presidential  primary^ 
thirty)  columns,  and  the  leaves  thereof  shall  be  indexed  from  A 
to  Z.  The  first  column  of  the  register  shall  be  entitled  "  Begis- 
tration  No.  of  Voter,"  and  in  such  column  shall  be  entered  at  the 
time  of  the  completion  of  the  registration  on  the  last  day  for  regis- 
tration, a  number  opposite  the  name  of  each  person  so  r^stered, 
beginning  with  "  one  "  opposite  the  first  name  entered  in  the  page 
indexed  A  and  continuing  in  numerical  order  to  and  including  the 
last  name  entered  upon  the  last  page  of  such  register.  Columns 
two  to  twenty-four  inclusive  shall  be  filled  in  on  each  day  of  regis^ 
tration  as  each  voter  is  registered,  and  the  remaining  columns  at 
the  times  respectively  provided.  All  such  columns  shall  be  appro- 
priately entitled  to  indicate  their  purpose.  In  the  second  column 
shall  be  entered  the  date  of  the  registration  of  each  voter.  In  the 
third  column  shall  be  entered  the  surname  of  such  persons  in  the 
alphabetical  order  of  the  first  letter  thereof,  on  the  page  bearing 
the  index  letter  of  such  surname.  In  the  fourth  colunm  shall  be 
entered  the  christian  or  given  name  or  names  of  such  persons 
respectively.  In  the  fifth  and  sixth  columns  shall  be  entered  the 
residence  number  or  other  designation,  and  the  name  of  the  street 
or  avenue  of  such  residence  or  a  brief  description  of  the  locality 
thereof.  In  the  seventh  column  shall  be  entered  the  number  of  the 
floor  or  room  occupied  by  the  elector  at  the  residence  given  by 
him.  In  the  eighth  colunm  shall  be  entered  the  full  name  of  the 
householder,  tenant,  subtenant  or  apartment  lessee  with  whom  the 
elector  resides.  In  the  ninth  colunm  shall  be  entered  the  elector's 
age.  In  the  tenth,  eleventh  and  twelfth  columns  shall  be  entered 
the  length  of  the  elector's  residence  by  years,  months  and  days  as 
the  case  may  be,  in  the  state,  county  and  election  district,  respec- 
tively. In  the  thirteenth  column  shall  be  entered  the  country  of 
his  nativity,  which  shall  mean  the  country,  state  or  province  of  the 
elector's  birth,  irrespective  of  his  former  political  allegiance.  In 
the  fourteenth  and  fifteenth  columns,  if  the  voter  be  a  naturalized 
citizen,  shall  be  entered  the  date  of  the  naturalization  certificate 
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imder  which  he  claims  citizenship  and  the  court  issuing  such 
naturalization  certificate.  In  the  sixteenth,  seventeenth,  eighteenth 
and  nineteenth  columns  shall  he  entered  respectively  the  name 
of  the  state,  the  city  or  town,  the  street  number  and  the  name  of 
the  street  or  avenue  of  the  ^efi^idence  of  such  person  from  which 
such  person  last  registered  or  voted,  and  the  year  in  which  he  last 
registered  or  voted.  In  the  twentieth  column  shall  he  entered,  if 
the  elector  is  in  business  for  himself  or  with  others,  the  name 
under  which  he  is  so  in  business,  or,  if  the  elector  is  employed 
by  some  other  person,  the  name  of  his  present  employer.  If  he  is 
not  in  business  and  has  no  employment,  the  word  "  none  "  shall 
be  entered,  together  with  the  name  under  which  he  was  last  in 
business  or  the  name  of  his  last  employer,  if  any.  In  the  twenty- 
first  column  shall  be  entered  the  street  and  number,  or  if  it  has 
no  street  number,  a  brief  description  of  the  location  of  the  place, 
if  any,  where  he  is  so  in  business  or  employed,  or,  if  unemployed, 
the  place,  if  any,  where  he  was  last  in  business  or  employed.  The 
twenty-second  column  shall  be  reserved  for  the  signature  of  any 
elector  who  registers  personally,  at  the  time  of  registration,  or,  in 
case  the  elector  alleges  his  inability  to  write,  for  entering  therein 
the  number  of  the  "  identification  statement  for  registration  day '' 
made  by  such  elector  as  hereinafter  provided.  Above  each  hori- 
zontal line  in  the  said  twenty-second  column  shall  be  printed  the 
words  "  the  foregoing  statements  are.  true  "  and  the  elector  shall 
at  the  time  of  personal  r^stration,  sign  his  name  by  his  own  hand 
and  without  assistance,  using  an  indelible  pencil  or  pen  and  ink, 
below  such  words  on  the  horizontal  line  in  the  register  of  electors, 
which  register  shall  be  known  as  the  "  signature  copy."  Said  sig- 
nature copy  shall  be  one  of  the  registers,  other  than  the  public 
copy,  which  signature  copy  shall  be  kept  by  an  inspector  of  opposite 
political  faith  from  the  chairman,  and  shall  be  used  at  the  polls 
on  election  day.  In  the  twenty-third  column  the  person  who  has 
personally  made  the  entries  aforesaid  in  registering  the  voter 
shall  sign  his  own  initials  in  evidence  thereof,  which  signature 
must  be  made  at  the  same  time  that  the  voter  is  registered.  In 
the  twenty-fourth  column  shall  be  entered  the  number  on  the  en- 
rollment blank  which  is  given  to  the  voter  to  enable  him  to  enroll 
in  a  party  as  provided  in  article  two  of  this  law.  The  twenty- 
fifth  column  shall  be  reserved  for  the  entry  of  the  name  of  the 
party,  if  any,  in  which  the  voter  enrolls,  or  other  statement,  as 
provided  4n  said  article  two  of  this  law.    The  twenty-sixth  column 
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shall  be  entitled  "  No.  of  Stub,  Election  Day,"  and  shall  be  re- 
served for  entering  therein  the  consecutive  number  on  the  stub 
of  the  official  ballot  or  set  of  ballots  voted  by  such  voter  on  elec- 
tion day.  The  twenty-seventh  column  shall  be  entitled  "  No.  of 
Stub,  1st  Primary,"  and  shall  be  reserved  for  entering  therein 
the  consecutive  number  on  the  stub  of  the  official  ballot  cast  by 
such  voter  at  the  first  official  primary,  whether  spring  or  fall, 
following  the  general  election  for  which  such  registration  was 
made.  The  twenty-eighth  column  shall  be  entitled  "  No.  of  Stub, 
2d  Primary,"  and  shall  be  reserved  for  entering  therein  tlie  con- 
secutive number  on  the  stub  of  the  official  ballot  cast  by  such 
voter  at  the  next  succeeding  official  primary  held  prior  to  the 
next  enrollment,  or,  should  an  unofficial  primary  be  held,  for  the 
entry  of  the  word  "  Yes  "  to  indicate  that  such  voter  voted  at  such 
primary.  In  preparing  the  registers  for  the  general  election  next 
preceding  a  presidential  election  an  additional  column  (the 
twenty-ninth  in  such  case)  shall  be  included,  entitled  "  No.  of 
Stub,  3rd  Primary,"  and  shall  be  reserved  for  use  at  a  third 
primary,  if  any,  as  above  provided  for  a  second  primary  in  other 
years.  The  last  column  in  the  register  shall  be  entitled  "Re- 
marks regarding  challenges,  oaths,  and  other  facts  required  to  be 
recorded,"  and  in  such  column  shall  be  entered,  opposite  the  name 
of  each  voter,  with  the  date  of  each  such  entry,  such  record  of 
challenges,  oaths,  and  other  facts  relating  to  him  as  this  law 
requires  to  be  entered  in  the  raster  and  are  not  otherwise  pro- 
vided for. 

3.  The  provisions  of  this  subdivision  shall  apply  to  all  election 
districts  in  which  the  registration  of  electors  is  required  to  be 
personal.  If  the  elector  alleges  his  inability  to  so  sign  in  the 
cases  provided  for  in  either  of  the  foregoing  subdivisions,  one 
of  the  inspectors,  designated  by  the  chairman,  shall  read  to  the 
elector  the  following  list  of  questions  from  a  book  to  be  furnished 
said  inspector  and  to  be  known  as  "  identification  statements  for 
registration  day,"  and  said  inspector  shall  write  down  in  said 
book  the  answers  of  the  elector  to  said  questions:  What  is  your 
true  name?  What  is  or  was  your  father's  full  name?  What  is 
or  was  your  mother's  full  name?  What  is  your  occupation? 
What  is  the  name  of  your  present  employer?  If  unemployed, 
what  is  the  name  of  your  last  employer?  Where  is  or  was  his 
place  of  business?  Are  you  married  or  single?  Where  did 
you  actually  reside  immediately  prior  to  taking  up  your  present

residence;. state  floor  and  character  of  premises?  At  the  bottom 
of  each  list  of  questions  shall  be  printed  the  following  statement : 
"  I  certify  that  I  have  read  to  the  above  named  elector  each  of 
the  forgoing  questions  and  that  I  have  truly  recorded  his  answers 
as  above  to  each  of  said  questions/'  and  said  inspector  who  has 
made  the  above  record  shall  forthwith  sign  his  name  to  said  cer- 
tificate and  date  the  same.  The  above  questions  shall  be  printed 
on  separate  sheets  of  paper  which  shall  be  furnished  said  inspector 
bound  together  in  book  form  and  numbered  consecutively,  and  the 
number  corresponding  to  the  number  on  each  sheet  containing  said 
list  of  questions  shall  be  entered  when  the  questions  have  been 
answered,  in  the  twenty-second  column,  in  the  register  of  electors 
in  which  the  electors  registering  have  signed  their  names.  Said 
book  of  "  identification  statements  for  registration  day  "  shall  be 
kept  at  all  times  with  the  register  in  which  the  electors  sign  their 
names  as  hereinbefore  provided.  A  sufficient  number  of  identi- 
fication statements  for  registration  and  election  days, -bound  in 
book  form  shall  be  furnished  to  each  board  of  inspectors  in  the 
same  manner  as  the  registration  and  poll-books  are  now  furnished 
to  said  boards  of  inspectors.  The  lines  in  the  registers  and  poll- 
books  for  election  districts  in  which  the  r^istration  of  electoi's  is 
required  to  be  personal  shall  bo  one-half  inch  apart. 

4.  Each  page  of  the  registers  and  poll-books  for  any  election 
district  in  the  state  shall  in  every  case  be  consecutively  numbered. 

§  27.   Section  one  hundred  and  fifty-seven  of  such  chapter,  as  s  157.  u 
amended  by  chapter  six  hundred  and  forty-nine  of  the  laws  of  tT^gu,  ch.

nineteen  hundred  and  fifteen,  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  fol- 
lows: 

§  157.  Preparation  and  distribution  of  registry  lists;  investiga^ 
tion  of  false  registration.  The  board  of  inspectors  of  each  election 
district  shall,  immediately  after  the  close  of  the  last  daiy  of 
registration,  make  and  complete  one  list  of  all  persons  registered 
in  their  respective  districts,  in  the  numerical  order  of  the  street 
numbers  thereof,  which  list  shall  be  signed  and  certified  by  the 
board  of  inspectors.  Such  list  shall  be  delivered  by  the  chair^ 
man  of  the  board  of  inspectors  to  the  police  captain  of  the  pre- 
cinct, if  any,  in  which  the  election  district  is  located,  or  an  officer 
thereof,  or  to  the  town  clerk,  who  shall  forthwith  deliver  the  same 
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to  the  board  of  elections  in  the  county  in  which  such  election  dis- 
trict is  located.  The  board  of  elections  of  each  county  containing 
a  city  of  the  firist  or  second  class  and  the  board  of  elections  of  the 
city  of  New  York  shall,  as  soon  as  possible  after  the  delivery  of 
such  lists,  and  not  less  than  six  days  prior  to  the  day  of  election, 
print  in  pamphlet  form  for  each  ward  of  any  such  city  within 
their  respective  counties,  or  for  each  assembly  district  in  the  city 
of  New  York,  not  less  than  twenty-five  times  as  many  copies  of 
said  r^stration  lists  as  there  are  election  districts  in  such  aspem- 
bly  district  or  ward,  so  that  each  assembly  district  or  ward 
pamphlet  shall  contain  the  lists  of  the  several  election  districts  in 
such  assembly  district  or  ward.  Upon  the  written  application  of 
the  chairman  of  the  executive  committee  of  the  county  committee 
of  any  political  party  whose  candidates  are  entitled  to  a  place 
upon  the  official  ballot  to  be  voted  at  the  election  for  which  the 
registration  is  made,  the  board  of  elections  of  such  city  or  of  any 
such  county,  as  the  case  may  be,  shall  respectively  deliver  to  such 
chairman  five  copies  of  each  assembly  district  or  ward  pamphlet 
for  each  election  district  within  such  city,  or,  in  the  city  of  New 
York,  within  each  assembly  district  of  the  county  which  such 
county  committee  represents.  Two  pamphlets  containing  the  lists 
of  the  registered  persons  in  the  election  districts  within  his  pre- 
cinct shall  be  furnished  to  each  police  captain  in  all  such  cities. 
It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  police  captain  in  every  city  of  the 
state  to  forthwith  cause  an  investigation  of  each  name  registered 
in  his  precinct  to  be  made  and  to  report  to  the  state  superintend- 
ent of  elections  at  his  office  in  such  city  or  at  such  other  office  as 
such  superiiitendent  may  in  writing  designate  any  case  of  false 
registration  there  found  In  any  city  of  the  state  in  which 
registration  lists  are  not  printed,  including  third  class  cities, 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board  of  elections  of  the  county 
or  of  such  city  to  afford  necessary  facilities,  including  clerical 
assistance,  to  every  such  police  captain  in  transcribing  the  whole 
or  any  part  of  the  registration  lists  in  aid  of  the  duty  of  investi- 
gation imposed  on  him  under  the  provisions  of  this  section.  The 
board  of  elections  in  each  ceunty  shall  furnish  to  the  state  super- 
intendent of  elections  three  copies  of  each  pamphlet  printed  by  it 
The  remaining  pamphlets  so  printed  shall  be  distributed  in  the 
discretion  of  the  said  boards,  which  shall  have  respectively  the 
power  to  charge  for  each  pamphlet  a  sum  not  exceeding  ten  cents 
ft  copy,  and  any  moneys  resulting  from  the  sale  thereof  shall  be 
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paid  to  the  comptroller  of  the  city  of  New  York  or  county  treaa- 
urer  of  the  county  for  the  benefit  of  the  treasury  of  such  city  or 
county.  The  boards  of  election  shall  contract  for  the  printing 
of  such  lists  of  registered  electors  with  whomsoever  it  may  seem 
to  said  board  to  be  most  advantageous  to  so  contract,  but  such  con- 
tract shall  only  be  awarded  after  proper  public  notice  and  to  the 
lowest  bidder.

such  general  election  or  to  have  moved  within  the  limits  of  such 
village.  They  shall  also  place  upon  such  register,  at  their  first 
and  subsequent  meetings,  the  names  of  all  other  persons  residing 
without  the  limits  of  the  village  and  within  such  election  district 
who  may  then  appear  before  such  inspectors  and  apply  for  regis-

At  the  first  meeting  for  registra- 
tion in  any  election  district  where  only  two  meetings  for  the  regis- 
tration of  voters  are  held  for  any  general  election,  as  provided  in 
section  one  hundred  and  fifty  of  this  article,  the  inspectors  shall 
p?ace  upon  the  register  the  names  of  all  persons  who  voted  at  the 
last  preceding  general  election,  as  shown  by  the  register  or  poll 
book  of  such  election,  except  the  names  of  such  voters  as  are 
proven  to  the  satisfaction  of  such  inspectors  to  have  ceased  to  be 
voters  in  such  district  since  such  general  election.

§  296.  Creation,  division  and  alteration  of  election  districts. 
Every  town  or  ward  of  a  city  not  subdivided  into  election  dis- 
tricts shall  be  an  election  district  The  town  board  of  every  town 
containing  more  than  four  hundred  voters  and  the  common  council 
of  every  city  except  New  York  and  Buffalo,  in  which  there  shall 
be  a  ward  containing  more  than  four  hundred  voters,  shall,  on  or 
before  the  first  day  of  July  in  each  year,  whenever  necessary  so  to 
do,  divide  such  town  or  ward  respectively  into  election  districts, 
to  take  effect  on  the  sixth  Wednesday  before  the  general 
election  in  such  year,  each  of  which  shall  be  compact  in  form, 
wholly  within  the  town  or  ward,  and  shall  contain  respectively  as 
near  as  may  be^  three  hundred  voters,  but  no  such  ward  or  town 
shall  be  again  divided  into  election  districts  until,  at  some  general 
election,  the  number  of  votes  cast  in  one  or  more  districts  thereof 
shall  exceed  three  hundred  and  fifty;  and  in  such  case  the  re- 
division  shall  apply  only  to  the  town  or  ward  in  which  such  district 
is  situated ;  provided,  however,  that  in  cities  of  the  third  class  the 
common  council,  or  other  board  or  body  charged  with  like  duties, 
by  resolution  duly  adopted  at  the  time  and  to  take  effect  as  herein- 
before provided  for  the  division  of  wards  into  election  districts, 
may  direct  that  wards  in  such  city  having  five  hundred  and  fifty 
voters  or  less  shall  not  be  divided  but  shall  constitute  one  elec- 
tion district;  or,  that  wards  having  five  himdred  voters  or  less, 
which  have  been  divided  into  election  districts  pursuant  to  the 
foregoing  provisions  of  this  section,  shall  be  consolidated  into 
one  election  district.  Such  resolution  shall  fix  and  determine  the 
polling  place  for  such  election  district  or  consolidated  districts  and 
in  all  such  ca^es  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  common  council,  or 
other  board  or  body  charged  with  like  duties,  to  furnish  such  poll- 
ing place  with  one  booth  for  each  seventy-five  voters  in  such  elec- 
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tion  district  or  consolidated  districts,  as  shown  by  the  last  preced- 
ing lustration  of  voters  in  such  ward.  If  any  part  of  a  city  shall 
be  within  a  town,  the  town  board  shall  divide  into  election  dis- 
tricts only  that  part  of  the  town  which  is  outside  of  the  city.  No 
election  district  including  any  part  of  a  cily  shall  include  any  part 
of  a  town  outside  of  a  cSty. 

A  town  or  ward  of  a  city  containing  less  than  four  hundred 
voters,  or  an  election  district  of  a  town  containing  less  than  three 
hundred  voters  may,  in  any  year  not  later  than  the  first  day  of 
July,  be  divided  into  election  districts  by  the  board  or  other  body 
charged  with  such  duty,  to  take  effect  on  the  sixth  Wed- 
nesday before  the  general  election  in  such  year,  when,  in  the  judg- 
ment of  such  board  or  body,  the  convenience  of  the  voters  shall  be 
promoted  thereby.  Upon  tiie  creation,  division  or  alteration  of  an 
election  district  outside  of  a  city,  and  on  or  before  September  first 
the  town  board  shall  appoint  four  inspectors  of  election  for  each 
election  district  so  created,  divided  or  altered,  to  take  effect  on  or 
before  the  first  day  of  registration  thereafter  and  not  earlier  than 
the  second  Wednesday  following  the  next  fall  primary,  who  shall 
be  equally  divided  between  the  two  parties  entitled  to  representa- 
tion on  boards  of  inspectors.  If  the  creation,  division  or  altera- 
tion of  an  election  district  is  rendered  necessary  by  the  creation, 
division  or  alteration  of  a  town,  ward  or  city  or  rendered  necessary 
or  occasioned  by  the  division  of  a  county  into  assembly  districts 
after  a  reapportionment  by  the  legislature  of  members  of  assembly, 
such  creation,  division  or  alteration  of  an  election  district  shall 
be  made  and  shall  take  effect  immediately ;  and  inspectors  of  elec- 
tion for  the  new  election  districts  as  so  created,  divided  or  altered 
•  shall  be  appointed,  in  the  manner  provided  by  law,  a  reasonable 
time  before  the  next  official  primary  or  meeting  for  registration 
and  such  appointments  shall  take  effect  immediately.  If  a  town 
shall  include  a  city,  or  a  portion  of  a  city,  only  such  election  dis- 
tricts as  are  wholly  outside  of  the  city  shall  be  deemed  election 
districts  of  the  town,  except  for  the  purpose  of  town  meetings. 

The  board  of  elections  of  the  city  of  New  York  and  county  of 
Erie  shall  divide  the  cities  of  New  York  and  Buffalo,  respectively, 
into  election  districts  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  July  in  any  year 
whenever  necessary  so  to  do  as  herein  provided,  to  take  effect  on 
the  sixth  Wednesday  before  the  general  election  in  such  year. 
Each  election  district  in  the  counties  within  the  city  of  New  York 
shall  contain,  so  far  as  possible,  four  hundred  voters,  provided, 
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however,  that  any  election  district  containing  less  than  two  hun- 
dred voters,  in  such  counties,  made  necessary  by  the  crossing  of  con- 
gressional lines  with  other  political  divisions,  may  be  consolidated 
with  a  contiguous  election  district  in  any  year  when  no  representa- 
tive in  congress  is  to  be  voted  for  in  such  district.  Such  election  dis- 
tricts so  established  in  the  city  of  New  York  shall  not  again  be 
changed  until  at  some  general  election  the  number  of  registered 
voters  therein  shall  exceed  four  hundred  and  fifty,  except  where 
changes  are  made  necessary  by  a  change  in  the  boundaries  of  con- 
gressional, senate,  assembly,  aldermanic  or  municipal  court  dis- 
tricts or  ward  lines,  provided,  however,  that  when  the  number  of 
registered  voters  in  an  election  district  shall,  for  two  consecutive 
years,  be  less  than  two  hundred,  such  district  may  be  consolidated 
with  a  contiguous  election  district  in  the  discretion  of  said  board 
of  elections.    In  the  city  of  New  York  each  election  district  shall 
be  compact  in  form,  entirely  within  an  assembly  district  and  num- 
bered in  consecutive  order  therein  respectively.    In  the  year  nine- 
teen hundred  and  sixteen,  following  the  decennial  reapportionment, 
the  board  of  elections  of  the  city  of  New  York  shall  rearrange 
the  election  districts  throughout  the  city  within  assembly  district 
lines,  to  conform  as  to  the  number  of  voters  to  the  provisions  of 
this  section,   which   rearrangement  shall  take  effect  before  the 
fall  primary  in  that  year;  and  the  appointment  of  inspectors  of 
election  for  such  election  district,  as  altered  or  newly  created, 
shall  be  made  and  shall  take  effect  a  reasonable  time  before  such 
primary. 

No  election  district  shall  contain  portions  of  two  counties,  or 

two  senate  or  assembly  districts.

§  297.  Abolition,  consolidation  or  changing  of  election  districts 
in  towns.  If  at  a  general  election  at  which  a  governor  is  elected, 
the  number  of  votes  cast  for  governor  in  an  election  district  in 
any  town  be  less  than  two  hundred,  the  town  board  of  the  town 
may,  if  such  town  contains  two  election  districts;  abolish  the

of  an  election  district  and  its  annexation  to  one  or  more  other 
districts,  the  number  of  voters  in  any  new  district  so  created  will 
exceed  three  hundred  and  fifty  as  indicated  by  such  vote.  An 
alteration  of  election  districts,  pursuant  to  this  section,  must  be 
made  on  or  before  July  first  in  any  year,  to  take  effect  on  the 
sixth  Wednesday  before  the  general  election  in  such  year. 
If  the  election  districts  in  a  town  are  abolished  pursuant  to  this 
section,  the  town  board  shall,  on  or  before  September  first,  appoint 
from  the  inspectors  of  election  in  such  town  four  inspectors  of  eleo- 
tion  for  the  town  as  an  election  district,  to  take  effect  on  or  before 
the  first  day  of  registration  thereafter  and  not  earlier  than  the 
second  Wednesday  following  the  next  fall  primary,  who  shall  be 
equally  divided  between  the  two  parties  entitled  to  representation 
on  boards  of  inspectors. 

If  a  town  has  been  divided  into  three  or  more  election  districts, 
and  if  at  any  general  election  at  which  a  governor  is  elected,  the 
number  of  votes  cast  for  governor  in  any  district  in  such  town 
does  not  exceed  two  hundred,  the  town  board  of  such  town  may  on 
or  before  the  first  day  of  August  succeeding,  if  it  deems  that  the 
convenience  of  voters  will  be  promoted  thereby,  divide  such  town 
into  such  number   of  election   districts,   to   take  effect  on   the 
sixth  Wednesday  before  the  next  general  election,  as  it  deems 
desirable,  or  change  the  boundaries  of  the  existing  districts,  in 
such  manner  that  no  district  shall  contain  more  than  three  hundred 
voters  as  indicated  by  the  last  preceding  vote  for  governor.    If,  in 
pursuance  of  this  section,  the  boundaries  of  an  election  district  in 
such  town  should  be  changed,  or  a  new  election  district  is  created, 
by  the  consolidation  of  two  or  more  districts  or  parts  of  districts, 
the  town  board  shall  on  or  before  September  first  appoint  for 
each  such  district  so  created,  or  changed,  four  inspectors  of  elec- 
tion, to  take  effect  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  registration  there- 
after  and   not   earlier   than   the   second   Wednesday   following 
the  next  fall  primary,   who  shall  be  equally  divided  between 
the  two  parties  entitled  to  representation  on  boards  of  inspectors.

The  officers  authorized  to  designate  the  registration  and  polling 
places  in  any  city,  except  the  city  of  New  York,  shall  cause  to 
be  published  in  two  newspapers  within  such  city  a  list  of  such 
places  so  designated,  and  the  boundaries  of  each  election  district 
in  which  such  registration  and  polling  place  is  located  and  shall 
at  the  same  time  file  said  list  with  the  state  superintendent  of 
elections.  Such  publication  shall  be  made  in  the  newspapers  so 
selected  upon  each  day  of  registration  and  the  day  of  election, 
except  that  if  such  newspaper  be  an  evening  newspaper  it  shall 
be  made  on  the  day  prior  to  each  of  such  days.  One  of  such 
newspapers  so  selected  shall  be  one  which  supports  the  candidates 
nominated  that  year  by  the  political  party  polling  the  hi^est 
number  of  votes  in  the  state  at  the  last  preceding  election  for 
governor,  and  the  other  newspaper  so  designated  shall  be  one 
which  supports  the  candidates  nominated  that  year  by  the  political 
party  polling  the  next  highest  number  of  votes  for  governor  at 
said  election. 

The  board  of  electicms  of  the  city  of  New  York  shall  cause  to 
be  published  in  two  newspapers  in  each  borough  within  such  dtj 
n  list  of  the  registration  and  polling  places  so  designated  in  each 
lrjroii'»li  find  the  boundaries  of  each  election  district  therein  in 
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which  Buch  r^stration  and  polling  place  is  located  and  shall  at 
the  same  time  file  said  list  with  the  state  superintendent  of  elec- 
tions; except  that  in  the  borough  of  Brooklyn,  such  publication 
shall  be  made  in  the  newspapers  designated  to  publish  corporation 
notices  therein  and  in  one  daily  newspaper  published  in  tiie  Jew- 
ish language;  and  except  also  that  in  the  borough  of  the  Bronx 
such  publication  shall  be  made  in  four  newspapers  published  in 
the  borough  of  the  Bronx ;  and  except  also  that  in  the  borough  of 
Manhattan  such  publication  shall  be  made  in  five  daily  newspapers 
published  in  the  borough  of  Manhattan  which  support  the  can- 
didates nominated  that  year  by  the  political  party  polling  the 
highest  number  of  votes  in  the  state  at  the  last  preceding  election 
for  governor,  and  also  in  five  daily  newspapers  published  in  the 
borough  of  Manhattan  which  support  the  candidates  nominated 
that  year  by  the  political  party  polling  the  next  highest  number 
of  votes  for  governor  at  said  election,  one  of  which  newspapers 
may  be  a  daily  newspaper  published  in  the  German  language 
and  two  of  which  newspapers  may  be  daily  newspapers  published 
in  the  Jewish  language;  which  publication  shall  include  the  list 
of  such  registration  and  polling  places  and  their  boundaries,  in 
the  respective  coimties  in  which  the  newspapers  are  published. 
Such  publication  shall  be  made  in  such  newspapers  upon  each 
day  of  registration  and  the  day  of  election  excepting  if  such 
newspaper  be  an  evening  newspaper  it  shall  be  made  on  the  day 
prior  to  each  of  such  days  or  if  such  day  be  Sunday,  on  the 
preceding  Saturday.  Such  publications  shall  be  made  in  news- 
papers published  in  such  boroughs  which  shall  respectively  sup- 
port the  candidates  nominated  that  year  by  the  political  parties 
which  at  the  last  preceding  election  for  governor  respectively 
cast  the  largest  and  next  largest  number  of  votes  in  the  state  for 
such  office. 

The  said  board  shall  also  cause  to  be  published  in  the  City 
Kecord  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  registration  in  each  year  a 
complete  list  of  all  the  registration  and  polling  places  so  desig- 
nated and  the  boundaries  of  the  election  districts  in  which  such 
places  are  located  arranged  in  numerical  order  under  the  designa- 
tion of  the  respective  boroughs  in  which  they  are  located. 

In  selecting  the  newspapers  in  which  such  publications  are  to 
be  made  the  said  board  shall  keep  in  view  the  object  of  giving 
the  widest  publicity  thereto.

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§  320.  Delivery  of  election  laws  to  clerks,  boards  and  election 
officers.

The  board  of  elections  of  each  county,  except  those  counties 
the  whole  of  which  is  included  within  the  city  of  New  York,  shall 
forthwith  transmit  one  of  such  copies  to  each  of  such  officers  in

§  331.  Classification  of  ballots;  form  of  ballots  for  candidates. 
!•  General  provisions.  There  shall  be  five  kinds  of  ballots, 
called  respectively  ballots  for  presidential  electors,  ballots  for 
general  officers,  bnllota  upon  constitutional  amendments  and 
questions  submitted,  ballots  upon  town  propositions,  and  ballots 
upon  town  appropriations,  which  shall  be  used  for  the  purposes 
which  their  names  severally  indicate  and  not  otherwise.    Ballots 
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for  general  officers  shall  contain  the  names  of  all  candidates  ex- 
cept presidential  electors.  All  ballots  shall  be  printed  in  black 
ink,  on  book  paper  of  good  quality  free  from  ground  wood,  five 
hundred  sheets  of  which  twenty-five  by  thirty-eight  inches  in  size 
shall  weigh  sixty  pounds  and  shall  test  for  that  size  and  weight 
at  least  twenty  points  on  a  Morrison  tester.  They  shall  be  rec- 
tangular in  shape,  not  less  than  eight  inches  in  width  and  twelve 
inches  in  length,  and  shall  have  a  margin  extending  beyond  any 
printing  thereon. 

All  ballots  of  the  same  kind  for  the  same  polling  place  shall  be 
of  precisely  the  same  size,  quality  and  shade  of  paper,  and  of 
precisely  the  same  kind  and  arrangement  of  type  and  tint  of 
ink.  A  different,  but  in  each  case  uniform,  kind  of  type  shall  be 
used  for  printing  the  names  of  candidates,  *  the  titles  of  offices, 
political  designations,  and  the  reading  form  of  constitutional 
amendments  and  other  questions  and  propositions  submitted.  The 
names  of  candidates  shall  be  printed  in  capital  letters  in  black- 
faeed  type  not  less  than  one-eighth  nor  more  than  three-sixteenths 
of  an  inch  in  height. 

Each  ballot  shall  be  printed  on  the  same  sheet  with  a  stub  and 
shall  be  separated  therefrom  by  a  horizontal  line  of  perforations 
extending  across  the  entire  width  of  the  ballot.  On  the  face 
of  the  stub  shall  be  printed  the  instructions  to  voters  hereinafter 
provided.  On  the  back  of  the  stub,  inamediately  above  the  center 
of  the  indorsement  on  the  back  of  the  ballot  hereinafter  referred 

to,  shall  be  printed  "  No. ,"  the  blank  to  be 

filled  with  the  consecutive  number  of  the  ballot,  beginning  with 
"  No.  1,"  and  increasing  in  regular  numerical  order. 

On  the  back  of  the  ballot,  below  the  line  of  perforations,  just 
to  the  right  of  the  center,  and  outside  when  the  ballot  is  folded, 
shall  be  printed  the  following  indorsement,  the  blanks  being 
properly  filled  and  the  numbers  running  from  one  upward,  conr 
secutively:

assembly  district  (ward  or  town)* 

election  district. 

(Date  of  election.) 

(Facsimile  of  the  signature  of  officer  causing  the  ballot  to  be 
printed). 
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Each  ballot  shall  be  printed  in  sections,  on  which  the  can- 
didates' names,  emblems  and  political  designations,  or  the  con- 
stitutional amendment,  or  other  question  submitted,  with  the 
voting  squares,  and  other  requisite  matter  shall  be  boxed  in  by 
heavy  black  lines  in  the  manner  indicated  in  the  illustration  of 
the  ballot  hereinafter  provided.  The  voting  squares  and  the 
spaces  occupied  by  emblems  shall  have  a  depth  and  width  of  five- 
sixteenths  of  an  inch. 

In  case  the  sections  shall  be  so  numerous  as  to  make  the  ballot 
unwieldy  if  they  are  printed  in  one  column,  they  may  be  printed 
in  as  many  columns  as  shall  be  necessary,  and  in  that  case,  in 
order  to  produce  an  exactly  rectangular  ballot,  blank  sections  may 
be  used. 

On  each  ballot  shall  be  voting  squares  in  which  voters  may 
make  their  voting  marks.  All  voting  squares  shall  be  bounded 
by  heavy  black  lines,  the  perpendicular  lines  to  be  not  less  than 
one-sixteenth  of  an  inch  wide.  In  all  ballots  there  shall  be  a  per- 
pendicular column  of  these  squares,  and  in  the  ballot  for  general 
officers,  in  the  case  of  a  candidate  for  governor  or  member  of 
assembly  nominated  by  two  or  more  political  organizations,  the 
additional  squares  arranged  horizontally  as  provided  in  subdivi- 
sion three  of  this  section.  No  voting  squares  shall  be  provided 
in  the  blank  spaces  for  written  names. 

The  ballots  bearing  the  same  number  at  the  same  election  shall 
constitute  a  set  of  ballots. 

Each  political  organization  whose  party  name  contains  more 
than  eleven  letters  shall  select  an  abbreviated  form  thereof  con- 
taining not  more  than  eleven  letters  which  shall  be  used  upon  the 
ballot  whenever  the  necessities  of  space  shall  so  require.  The 
abbreviated  form  shall  be  certified  at  the  same  time  and  in  the 
same  manner  as  party  names  are  required  to  be  certified.  In 
printing  the  names  of  candidates  whose  full  names  contain  sixteen 
letters  or  more  not  more  than  one  name  other  than  the  surname 
shall  be  printed  in  full,  and  each  candidate  may  indicate  in  writ- 
ing to  the  officer  or  officers  charged  with  the  duty  of  preparing 
the  ballots  the  form  in  which,  subject  to  this  restriction,  his  name 
shall  be  printed.  No  emblem  shall  occupy  a  space  longer  in 
any  direction  than  the  voting  square  to  which  it  relates. 

In  conformity  with  the  foregoing  provisions  and  with  the  pro- 
visions of  subdivision  three  of  this  section  the  face  of  the  ballot 
for  general  officers  shall  be  substantially  in  the  following  form:

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2.  Ballots  for  presidential  electors.  The  names  of  the  presi- 
dential electors  of  each  party  shall  be  printed  in  one  column 
indicating: 

First.  The  electors  at  large,  whose  names  shall  be  arranged  in 
the  alphabetical  order  of  the  surnames ;  aud 

Second.  The  electors  of  each  district,  whose  names  shall  be  ar- 
ranged in  the  numerical  order  of  their  district. 

The  columns  shall  be  parallel  to  each  other  and  shall  be  sepa- 
rated by  heavy  black  lines.  In  addition  to  the  party  columns  a 
blank  column  with  lines  for  writing  shall  also  be  provided  in 
which  voters  may  write  the  names  of  candidates  for  presidential 
electors  not  on  the  ballot  and  which  shall  be  sufficient  to  contain 
as  many  names  as  there  are  electors  to  be  chosen.  It  shall  be  desig- 
nated as  the  blank  column  and  shall  contain  no  voting  spaces.  At 
the  head  of  each  party  column  shall  be  printed  the  party  emblem ; 
below  this  a  blank  circle  three-quarters  of  an  inch  in  diameter; 
below  this  the  party  name  in  large  type ;  below  this  the  names  of 
the  candidates  for  president  and  vice-president ;  and  below  this  a 
heavy  line  dividing  the  heading  from  the  names  of  the  presiden- 
tial electors.  Above  the  name  of  the  first  elector  shall  be  printed 
the  words  "  presidential  electors."  The  names  of  the  presidential 
electors  shall  be  printed  in  spaces  one-quarter  of  an  inch  in  depth, 
except  that  the  first  space  containing  also  the  words  "  presidential 
electors  "  shall-  be  half  an  inch  in  depth.  The  spaces  shall  be 
divided  from  each  other  by  light  horizontal  lines.  At  the  left  of 
the  name  of  each  elector  shall  be  printed  a  voting  space  one- 
quarter  of  an  inch  square,  except  the  space  opposite  the  first 
name,  which  shall  be  half  an  inch  in  depth. 

Each  party  circle  shall  be  surrounded  by  the  following  instruc- 
tions, plainly  printed :  "  For  a  straight  ticket,  mark  within  this 
circle." 

The  columns  for  the  presidential  electors  of  independent  bodies 
shall  be  similar  to  the  party  columns  except  that  above  the  emblem 
in  each  column  shall  be  printed  the  words  "  independent  nomina- 
tions "  in  large  type  like  that  used  for  the  party  names. 

In  the  blank  column  the  space  occupied  by  the  emblem  and 
voting  circle  in  the  party  column  shall  be  occupied  by  the  foUow- 
5ng  instructions,  plainly  printed :  "  In  the  column  below,  the 
voter  may  write  the  name  of  any  person  for  whom  he  desires  to 
vote  whose  name  is  not  printed  on  the  ballot."  Below  the  line 
dividing  the  heading  from  the  blank  spaces  shall  be  printed^  as  in 
the  other  columns,  the  words  "  presidential  electors." 
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The  columnfl  shall  be  arranged  upon  the  ballot  as  directed  by 
the  secretary  of  state,  precedence,  however,  being  given  to  the 
several  parties  according  to  the  number  of  votes  for  governor 
polled  at  the  last  preceding  gubernatorial  election. 

On  the  stub  at  the  top  of  the  ballot  shall  be  printed  in  heavy 
black  type  the  following  instructions : 

"1.  To  vote  for  all  the  electors  of  one  party  make  a  cross  X 
mark  within  the  circle  above  the  party  column. 

2.  To  vote  for  some,  but  not  all,  of  the  electors  of  one  party 
make  a  cross  X  mark  in  the  square  at  the  left  of  the  name  of  every 
candidate  printed  on  the  ballot  for  whom  you  desire  to  vote.

8.  Ballots  for  general  officers.  The  names  of  all  candidates 
for  any  one  office  shall  be  printed  in  a  separate  section,  and  the 
sections  shall  be  in  the  customary  order  of  the  offices  and  shall 
be  numbered  from  one  upward  by  a  numeral  printed  in  the  upper 
right  hand  comer  of  the  section.  The  names  of  candidates  shall 
be  printed  in  their  appropriate  section  in  such  order  as  the  board 
of  elections  may  direct,  precedence,  however,  being  given,  except 
as  herein  otherwise  provided,  to  the  candidate  of  the  party  which 
polled  the  highest  number  of  votes  for  governor  at  the  last  pre- 
ceding election  for  such  officer,  and  so  on.  At  the  top  of  each 
section  in  the  center  shall  be  printed  on  one  line  the  title  of  the 
office.  On  the  same  line,  to  the  left  of  such  title  and  immediately 
above  the  emblems  and  voting  squares,  there  shall  be  printed  a 
direction  as  to  the  number  of  candidates  for  whom  a  vote  may  be 
cast,  which  direction  shall  be  punctuated  by  an  exclamation  point 
If  two  or  more  candidates  are  nominated  for  the  same  office  for 
different  terms,  the  term  for  which  each  is  nominated  shall  be 
printed  as  a  part  of  the  title  of  the  office.  At  the  bottom  of  each 
section  as  many  separate  spaces  as  there  are  candidates  to  be 
elected  shall  be  left  blank  in  which  the  voter  may  write  the  names 
of  any  candidates  not  on  the  ballot.  Except  as  herein  otherwise 
provided  with  respect  to  a  candidate  for  the  office  of  governor  or 
of  member  of  assembly  who  is  nominated  by  more  than  one 
political  organization,  there  shall  be  printed  on  each  line  below 
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the  top,  in  the  following  order,  from  left  to  right,  the  party 
emblem,  the  voting  square,  the  candidate's  name  and  the  name  of 
the  party  by  which  he  is  nominated.  The  width  of  the  enclosure 
containing  the  name  of  the  candidate  and  of  sudi  party  shall  not 
exceed  three  and  one-half  inches.  In  any  case  where  a  candidate 
for  public  office  is  nominated  by  more  than  one  political  organiza- 
tion, the  party  names  and  emblems  shall  appeal  in  the  order  of 
priority  based  on  the  relative  number  of  votes  cast  for  governor 
by  each  organization  at  the  preceding  election  of  a  governor.  In 
any  such  case,  the  emblems  shall  be  arranged  horizontally  before 
the  voting  square,  beginning  next  to  the  square  immediately  pre- 
ceding the  name  of  the  candidate  with  the  emblem  of  the  party 
casting  the  highest  number  of  such  votes.  When  any  candidate 
for  the  office  of  governor  or  member  of  assembly  is  nominated  by 
more  than  one  political  organization,  there  shall  be  one  voting 
square,  in  the  same  horizontal  row  as  the  emblems,  to  the  right 
of  each  emblem  before  the  name  of  a  candidate  so  nominated  for 
such  office.  The  final  letter  of  the  party  name  or  names  shall  be 
close  to  the  right  hand  perpendicular  line  of  the  box,  and  any 
space  between  the  candidate's  name  and  his  party  name  or  names 
shall  be  filled  with  dotted  or  waved  lines. 

On  the  stub  at  the  top  of  the  ballot  shall  be  printed  the  follow- 
ing directions  to  the  voter  : 

1.  To  vote  for  a  candidate  on  this  ballot  make  a  single  cross  X 
mark  in  one  of  the  squares  to  the  right  of  an  emblem  opposite  his 
name. 

2.  To  vote  for  a  candidate  not  on  this  ballot  write  his  name 
on  a  blank  line  under  the  candidates  for  that  office.

§  343.  Distribution  of  ballots  and  stationery.  The  board  of 
elections  of  each  county,  except  those  counties  which  are  wholly

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within  the  city  of  ^New  York,  shall  deliver  at  its  office  to  each 
town  or  city  clerk  in  such  county,  except  in  New  York  city  and 
in  the  city  of  Buffalo,  on  the  Saturday  before  the  election  for 
which  they  are  required,  the  official  and  sample  ballots,  cards  of 
instruction  and  other  stationery  required  to  be  provided  for  each 
polling  place  in  such  town  or  city  for  such  election.  It  is  hereby 
made  the  duty  of  each  such  town  or  city  clerk  to  call  at  the  office 
of  such  board  of  elections  at  such  time  and  receive  such  ballots 
and  stationery.  In  the  cities  of  New  York  and  Buffalo  the  board 
or  officer  required  to  provide  such  ballots  and  stationery  shall 
cause  them  to  be  delivered  to  the  board  of  inspectors  of  each  elec- 
tion district  at  least  one-half  hour  before  the  opening  of  the  polls 
on  each  day  of  election.  Each  kind  of  official  ballots  shall  be 
arranged  in  a  package  in  the  consecutive  order  of  the  numbers 
printed  on  the  stubs  thereof,  beginning  with  number  one.  All 
official  and  sample  ballots  provided  for  such  election  shall  be  in 
separate  sealed  packages,  clearly  marked  on  the  outside  thereof 
with  the  number  and  kind  of  ballots  contained  therein  and  in- 
dorsed with  the  designation  of  the  election  district  for  which  they 
were  prepared.  The  instruction  cards  and  other  stationery  pro- 
vided for  each  election  district  shall  also  be  inclosed  in  a  sealed 
package  or  packages,  with  a  label  on  the  outside  thereof  showing 
the  contents  of  each  such  package.  Each  such  town  and  city 
clerk  receiving  such  packages  shall  cause  all  such  packages  so  re- 
ceived and  marked  for  any  election  district  to  be  delivered  un- 
opened and  with  the  seals  thereof  unbroken  to  the  inspectors  of 
election  of  such  election  district  one-half  hour  before  the  opening 
of  the  polls  of  such  election  therein.

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order  of  the  delivery  of  ballots  to  electors,  the  name  of  the  elector 
in  the  alphabetical  order  of  the  first  letter  of  his  surname,  his 
residence  by  street  and  number  or  if  he  has  no  street  number,  a 
brief  description  of  the  locality  thereof.  The  column  headed 
"  Signature  or  statement  number  of  elector,"  shall  have  printed 
above  each  horizontal  line  the  words  "  the  foregoing  statements 
are  true,"  and  any  elector  whose  registration  was  required 
to  be  personal  shall,  previous  to  the  receipt  of  an  official  ballot, 
sign  his  name  by  his  own  hand  and  without  assistance,  using  an 
indelible  pencil  or  ink,  below  the  said  words  in  the  poll-book  kept 
by  the  poll  clerk  who  shall  be  designated  by  the  chairman  of  the 
board  of  inspectors.

After  an  elector,  whose  registration  was  required  to  be  per- 
sonal, shall  have  so  signed,  and  before  an  official  ballot  shall 
be  given  to  him,  one  of  the  inspectors  other  than  the  inspector 
who  receives  the  ballots  from  fte  electors  shall  compare  the  sig- 
nature made  in  the  poll-book  with  the  signature  theretofore  made 
by  the  elector  in  the  registration  book  on  registration  day,  and 
if  said  signature  is  the  same,  or  sufficiently  similar  to  the  sig- 
nature written  on  registration  day,  as  to  identify  it  as  being  writ- 
ten by  the  same  person  who  wrote  the  signature  on  registration 
day,  said  inspector  shall  thereupon  certify  that  fact  by  writing  his 
initials  after  such  signature,  in  the  column  headed  "  Signatures 
compared  by  inspector."

the  answers  of  the  elector  thereto.  Each  of  these  statements  shall 
be  numbered  and  a  number  corresponding  to  the  number  on  the 
statement  sheet  shall  be  entered  in  the  fourth  column  opposite  the 
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name  of  such  elector  answering  the  questions.  The  questions 
answered  on  registration  day  by  the  elector  shall  not  be  turned 
to  or  inspected  until  all  the  answers  to  said  questions  shall  have 
been  written  down  on  election  day  by  the  poll  clerk.  Any  perM)n 
who  shall  prompt  an  elector  in  answering  any  questions  provided 
in  this  subdivision  shall  be  guilty  of  a  felony. 

At  the  bottom  of  each  such  list  of  questions  shall  be  printed  the 
following  statement :  ^'  I  certify  that  I  have  read  to  the  above 
named  elector  each  of  the  foregoing  questions  and  that  I  have 
duly  recorded  his  answers  as  above  to  each  of  said  questions,"  and 
said  poll  clerk  who  has  made  the  above  record  shall  sign  his  name 
to  said  certificate  and  date  the  same^  and  note  the  time  of  day  of 
making  such  record. 

The  comparison  of  the  signature  of  an  elector  made  on  regis- 
tration and  election  days,  and  a  comparison  of  the  answers  made 
by  an  elector  on  r^istration  and  election  days,  shall  be  had  in 
full  view  of  the  watchers,  and  the  right  to  challenge  electors  shall 
exist  until  the  ballot  shall  have  been  deposited  in  the  ballot  box. 
If  the  signature  of  the  elector  or  the  answers  to  the  questions  made 
by  the  elector  do  not  correspond,  then  it  shall  be  the  privilege 
of  the  watchers  and  challengers  to  challenge  and  the  duty  of  each 
inspector  to  challenge,  unless  some  other  authorized  person  shall 
challenge. 

Each  poll  clerk  in  every  election  district  of  the  state  shall 
enter  upon  his  poll-book  in  the  appropriate  column  the  printed 
number  upon  the  stub  of  the  ballots  delivered  to  each  elector, 
and  the  number  on  the  ballots  voted  by  him.

§  358.  Preparation  of  ballots  by  voters;  intent  of  voters.  On 
receiving  his  ballot  the  voter  shall  forthwith  and  without  leaving 
the  inclosed  space  retire  alone,  unless  he  be  one  that  is  entitled  to 
assistance  in  the  preparation  of  his  ballot,  to  one  of  the  voting 
booths,  and  without  undue  delay  unfold  and  mark  his  ballot  as 
hereafter  prescribed.  No  voter  shall  be  allowed  to  occupy  a  booth 
already  occupied  by  another,  or  to  occupy  a  booth  more  than  five 
minutes  in  case  all  the  booths  are  in  use  and  voters  waiting  to 
occupy  the  same. 

It  shall  be  unlawful  to  deface  or  tear  an  official  ballot  in  any 
manner;  or  to  erase  any  printed  line,  letter  or  word  therefrom; 
or  to  erase  any  name  or  mark  written  thereon  by  a  voter.  If  a 
voter  wrongly  mark,  deface,  or  tear  a  ballot  or  one  of  a  set  of 
ballots,  he  may  successively  obtain  others,  one  set  at  a  time,  not 
exceeding  in  all  three  sets,  upon  returning  to  the  ballot  clerks  each 
set  of  ballots  already  received. 

The  voter  shall  mark  his  ballot  with  a  pencil  having  black  lead 
as  follows  and  not  otherwise : 

1.  To  vote  for  any  candidate  on  any  ballot,  except  for  an 
entire  group  of  presidential  electors  by  means  of  a  single  mark 
as  hereinafter  provided,  he  shall  make  a  cross  X  mark  in  the 
voting  square  at  the  left  of  the  candidate's  name.

8.  To  vote  for  an  entire  group  of  presidential  electors,  nomi- 
nated by  any  party,  he  shall  make  a  cross  X  mark  in  the  circle 
above  the  party  column.  If,  on  a  ballot  for  presidential  electors, 
the  voter  shall  make  such  mark  in  the  circle  above  a  party  column 
and  also  before  the  name  of  a  candidate  in  such  column,  or  in 
the  voting  squares  before  the  names  of  two  or  more  candidates  in 
such  column,  without  making  a  voting  mark  in  any  voting  square 
of  another  column  and  without  writing  in  any  name,  such  indi- 
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victual  voting  marks  shall  be  treated  as  surplusage  and  his  vote 
shall  be  deemed  to  have  been  cast  for  all  of  the  candidates  whose 
names  appear  in  the  party  column  below  such  circle.  If,  however, 
a  ballot  for  presidential  electors  shall  be  so  marked  in  a  party 
circle  and  in  one  or  more  voting  squares  in  the  column  under  such 
circle  and  also  in  any  voting  square  or  squares  in  another  column 
or  columns  or  a  name  or  names  be  also  written  in,  the  vote  on  a 
ballot  so  marked  shall  only  be  counted  for  the  candidates  so 
specially  indicated. 

4.  If,  on  a  ballot  for  presidential  electors,  the  voter  shall  make 
a  cross  X  mark  in  the  circle  above  a  party  column,  and  no  voting 
mark  in  any  voting  square  of  the  same  column,  and  shall  also 
make  a  cross  X  mark  in  the  voting  square  before  the  name  of  a 
candidate  in  another  party  column,  or  in  such  squares  before  the

§  361.  Challenges.  A  person  may  be  challenged  either  when 
he  applies  to  the  ballot  clerk  for  official  ballots,  9r  when  he  offers 
to  an  inspector  the  ballot  he  intends  to  vote,  or  previously  by 
notice  to  that  effect  to  an  inspector  by  any  elector.  It  slinll  be 
the  duty  of  each  inspector  to  challenge  every  person  offerinsj  to 
vote  whom  he  shall  know  or  suspect  not  to  be  duly  qualified  as 
an  elector,  and  every  person  whose  ricjht  to  register  as  an  elector 
was  challenged  at  the  time  of  registration,  provided  such  chal- 
lenge has  not  previously  been  withdrawn.  In  addition  to  the 
foregoing  any  person  may  be  challenged  by  any  duly  appointed 
watcher  or  challenger  either  when  he  applies  to  the  ballot  clerk 
for  official  ballots  or  when  he  offers  to  an  inspector  the  ballot  he 
intends  to  vote  or  previously  by  notice  to  that  effect  to  an  inspector. 

Whenever  a  person  shall  apply  to  the  board  of  inspectors  on 
election  day  to  vote  upon  the  name  of  a  person  whose  right  to 
register  as  an  elector  was  challenged,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
chairman  of  the  board  of  inspectors  or  some  member  of  such 
board  to  administer  to  such  applicant  the  preliminary  oath 
prescribed  in  the  next  section,  and  to  read  to  such  applicant 
each  question  upon  the  copy  of  the  challenge  affidavit  signed  at 
the  time  of  registration  by  the  person  upon  whose  name  the  ap- 
plicant desires  to  vote,  and  the  inspectors  and  watchers  shall 
compare  the  answers  given  to  such  questions  with  the  answers  re- 
corded  thereto  upon  the  copy  of  said  challenge  affidavit,  and  shall 
•^arefully  compare  the  description  of  the  person  challenged  at  the 
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time  of  registration  recorded  upon  the  copy  of  the  challenge  affi- 
davit with  that  of  the  applicant.    If  there  shall  be  any  material 
difference  or  conflict  between  the  answers  given  by  the  applicant 
and  the  answers  recorded  upon  the  copy  of  the  challenge  affidavit 
to  the  questions  printed  thereon,  or  in  the  description  of  the  per^ 
son  challenged  and  the  applicant,  or  if  the  applicant  shall  refuse 
to  answer  any  question  put  to  him,  or  shall  refuse  to  make  such 
oath,  his  vote  shall  not  be  received  and  the  facts  thereof  shall  be 
recorded  in  each  such  case  in  the  challenge  record  provided  for  in 
section  three  hundred  and  sixty-four, 
s  884.  u         §  44.  Section  three  hundred  and  sixty-four  of  such  chapter,  as 
L°*i9it?  S.  amended  by  chapter  six  hundred  and  seventy-eight  of  the  laws  of 
amended,     nineteen   hundred   and  fifteen,   is  hereby   amended   to   read   as 
follows  : 

§  364.  Becord  of  persons  challenged.  1.  The  inspectors  of  eleo- 
tion  shall  keep  a  minute  of  their  proceedings  in  respect  to  the 
challenging  and  administering  oaths  to  persons  offering  to  vote, 
in  which  shall  be  entered  by  one  of  them  the  name  of  every  person 
who  shall  be  challenged  or  take  either  of  such  oatlis,  specifying 
in  each  case  whether  the  preliminary  oath  or  the  general  oath,  or 
both,  were  taken.  At  the  close  of  the  election,  the  inspectors  shall 
add  to  such  minutes  a  certificate  to  the  effect  that  the  same  are  all 
such  minutes  as  to  all  persons  challenged  at  such  election  in  such 
district. 

2.    In  cities  and  villages  having  a  population  of  five  thou- 
sand   or    more,    in    addition    to    the    foregoing    record,    the 
chairman  of  each  board  of  inspectors  shall,  immediately  after 
any    election     or    primary,     return    to    every    public    officer 
who   has   filed   with   him   or   a   member   of   his   board   a   list 
of  voters  to  be  challenged,  such  challenge  list  with  a  written 
statement  opposite  each  name,  giving  the  reason,  if  the  name  was 
voted  on,  why  the  board  permitted  any  person  to  vote  thereon,  or, 
if  some  person  applied  to  vote  thereon  and  was  challenged  and  did 
not  vote,  the  words  "  challenged  and  did  not  vote;"  or  if  no  person 
applied  to  vote  on  such  name,  the  words  "  no  application."  Before 
making  such  return  such  chairman  shall  sign  his  name  at  the  foot 
of  each  page  of  such  challenge  list.

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§  374.  Preservation  of  ballots.  After  the  last  tally  sheets  and 
returns  are  completed,  and  all  the  stubs  and  ballots,  except  the 
protested,  void  and  wholly  blank  ballots,  are  replaced  in  the  boxes 
from  which  they  were  taken,  each  box  shall  be  securely  locked 
and  sealed,  and  deposited,  by  an  inspector  designated  for  that 
purpose,  with  the  officer  or  board  furnishing  it,  tc^ether  with  the 
separate  sealed  package  of  unused  official  ballots.  The  boxes  and 
packages  so  deposited  shall  be  preserved  inviolate  for  six  months 
after  the  election,  except  that  they  may  be  opened  and  their  con- 
tents examined  upon  the  order  of  any  court  of  competent  juris- 
diction or  may  be  opened  by  direction  of  a  committee  of  the  senate 
or  assembly  to  investigate  and  report  upon  contested  elections  of 
members  of  the  legislature  voted  for  at  such  election  and  their 
contents  examined  by  such  committee  in  the  presence  of  the  officer 
having  the  custody  of  such  boxes.  Unless  ordered  to  be  preserved 
by  such  a  court,  or  unless  an  examination  by  such  a  committee  be 
pending,  they  shall  be  opened  and  their  contents  destroyed  after 
six  months,  except,  that  in  a  year  in  which  a  president  of 
the  United  States  is  to  be  elected,  in  counties  in  which  no  contest 
has  been  noted,  such  boxes  may  be  opened  and  their  contents  de- 
stroyed after  four  months  and  the  boxes  prepared  for  use  at  the 
primary  election  as  provided  in  section  seventy-nine  of  this  chap- 
ter.

If  the  election  be  other  than  an  election  of  town, 
city,  village  or  school  officers,  held  at  a  different  time  from  a 
general  election,  the  chairman  of  the  board  of  inspectors  of  each 
election  district,  except  in  the  city  of  New  York,  shall  forthwith 
upon  the  completion  of  the  triplicate  statement  of  the  result,  de- 
liver one  set  of  returns  to  the  supervisor  of  the  town  in  which  the 
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election  district,  if  outside  of  a  city,  is  situated,  and  if  in  a  city, 
to  one  of  the  supervisors  of  said  city.

If, 
upon  such  re-canvass,  it  shall  be  found  that  the  original  canvass  of 
the  returns  has  been  correctly  made  from  the  machine,  and  that 
the  discrepancy  still  remains  unaccounted  for,  the  county  board 
of  canvassers,  or  said  conmaittee  thereof,  with  the  assistance  of  the 
custodian  of  said  machine,  shall,  in  the  presence  of  the  inspectors 
of  election  and  the  authorized  representatives  of  the  several  said 
political  parties  or  nominating  bodies^  unlock  the  voting  and  count- 
ing mechanism  of  said  machine  and  shall  proceed  to  thoroughly 
examine  and  test  the  machine  to  determine  and  reveal  the  true 
cause  or  causes,  if  any,  of  the  discrepancy  in  the  returns  from 
said  machine    Before  testing  the  counters  th^  shall  be  reset  at

zero  (000)  after  which  each  counter  shall  be  operated  at  least 
one  hundred  times.

For  any  election 
I  in  any  city,  town  or  village  in  which  voting  madiines  are  to  be 
used,  the  election  districts  in  which  sudi  machines  are  to  be  used 
may  be  created  by  the  officers  charged  witib  the  duty  of  creating 
election  districts,  so  as  to  contain  as  near  as  may  be  four  hundred 
and  fifty  voters  each.  Such  redistricting  or  redivision  may  be 
made  at  any  time  after  any  November  election  and  on  or  before 
August  fifteenth  following,  to  take  effect  on  the  sixth 
Wednesday  before  the  next  general  election.  Where  such  re- 
districting  or  redivision  shall  be  made  in  any  town,  tibe  board 
making  the  same  shall,  on  or  before  September  first  following,  ap- 
point from  the  inspectors  of  election  then  in  office  (if  sufficient 
therefor  are  then  in  office,  and,  if  not^  from  persons  not  in  office, 
sufficient  to  make  up  the  requisite  number),  to  take  effect  on  or 
before  the  first  day  of  r^istration  thereafter  and  not  earlier  than 
the  second  Wednesday  following  the  next  fall  primary, 
four  inspectors  of  election  for  each  election  district  thus 
created,  who  shall  be  equally  divided  between  the  two  parties  en- 
titled to  representation  on  said  boards  of  inspectors.  Thereafter  no 
redivision  of  such  election  district  shall  be  made  for  elections  by 
such  machines  until  at  some  general  election  the  number  of  votes 
cast  in  one  or  more  of  such  districts  shall  exceed  five  hundred. 
But  the  town  board  of  a  town  in  which  such  machines  are  used 
may  alter  the  boundaries  of  the  election  districts  at  any  time  after 
a  general  election  and  on  or  before  August  fifteenth  following,  to 
take  effect  on  the  sixth  Wednesday  before  tiie  next  general 
election,  provided  that  the  number  of  such  election  districts  in  such 
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town  shall  not  be  increased  or  reduced,  and  the  number  of  votes  to 
be  cast  in  any  district  whose  boundaries  are  so  altered  shall  not 
exceed  five  hundred. 

If  the  creation^. division  or  alteration  of  an  election  district  is 
rendered  necessary  by  the  creation,  division  or  alteration  of  a 
town,  ward  or  city  or  rendered  necessary  or  occasioned  by  the 
division  of  a  county  into  assembly  districts  after  a  reapportion- 
ment by  the  legislature  or  members  of  assembly,  such  creation, 
division  or  alteration  of  an  election  district  shall  be  made  and 
shall  take  effect  immediately;  and  inspectors  of  election  for  the 
new  election  districts,  as  so  created,  divided  or  altered,  shall  be 
appointed,  in  the  manner  provided  by  law,  a  reasonable  time  be- 
fore the  next  official  primary  or  meeting  for  registration  and 
8u<^  appointments  shall  take  effect  immediately.

election.  The  board  of  county  canvassers  shall  meet  at  the  usual 
place  of  meeting  of  the  board  of  supervisors,  except  that  in  a  county 
wholly  included  in  the  city  of  New  York  such  board  of  county  can- 
vassers shall  meet  at  the  office  of  the  county  clerk.  Upon  such 
meeting  they  shall  choose  one  of  their  number  chairman  of  such 
board.  In  a  county  having  a  single  commissioner  of 
elections,  '  instead  of  a  board  of  elections,  such  commis- 
missioner*  shall  be  the  secretary  of  the  board  of  county 
canvassers.      In    a   county   wholly   included   within   the   limits

separately  stated  of  votes  cast  for  him  as  the  candidate  of  each 
party  or  independent  body  by  which  he  was  nominated ;  and  the 
whole  number  of  votes  so  cast  upon  any  proposed  constitutional 
amendment  or  other  proposition  or  question,  and  all  the  votes  so 
cast  in  favor  of  and  against  the  same  respectively.

Upon  the  filing  in  the  office  of  the  county  clerk  of  a  county 
wholly  or  partly  within  the  city  of  New  York  of  a  statement  of 
the  county  board  of  canvassers  as  to  the  votes  cast  for  candidates 
for  a  city  office  within  such  city,  such  county  clerk  shall  forthwith 
make  a  certified  copy  of  each  such  statement  and,  within  five  days

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  military  law,  in  relation  to  eligibility  for 
a  commission  in  the  naval  militia. 

Became  a  law  May  16,  1916,  with  the  approval  of  the  Governor.     Passed, 
three-fifths  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate 
and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Section  fifty-eight^  of  chapter  forty-one  of  the  laws  of  Jj  ^^  ^h 
nineteen  hundred  nine,  entitled  "An  act  in  relation  to  the  militia,  •««»d«d. 
constituting  chapter  thirty-six  of  the  consolidated  laws,''  is  hereby 
amended  to  read  as  follows: 

§  58.  Eligibility  required  to  receive  a  commiMion  in  the  naval 
militia.  Commissioned  oflScers  in  the  naval  militia  must  be  citi- 
zens of  the  United  States,  and  of  the  age  of  eighteen  years  and  up- 
wards. No  person  who  has  been  expelled  or  dishonorably  dis- 
charged from  any  military  or  naval  organization  of  the  State  shall 
be  commissioned  unless  he  has  re-enlisted  and  served  as  provided 
in  this  chapter.  No  person  shall  be  commissioned  unless  he  shall 
possess  the  additional  requirements  herein  prescribed  for  the  par- 
ticular office  to  which  he  is  to  be  commissioned. 

A  commodore  shall  have  been  in  the  active  service  of  a  state  as 
*a  line  officer  of  the  naval  militia  or  in  the  service  of  the  United 
States  as  *a  line  officer  of  the  navy  or  in  all  combined  for  at 
least  ten  years.  A  captain  of  the  naval  militia  at  the  time 
of  his  appointment  shall  have  performed  the  same  service  for  at 
least  five  years.

The  board  of  supervisors  of  the  county  of  Rensselaer 
may,  in  its  discretion,  grant  and  allow  to  Calvin  J.  Green,  of 
Melrose,  in  such  county,  who  was  disabled  in  the  discharge  of 
his  duties  as  deputy  sheriff,  a  pension  on  account  of  such  dis- 
ability in  such  sum  and  for  such  period  of  time  as  it  may  de- 
termine to  be  proper.  Such  board  may  appropriate  annually 
from  county  funds  the  money  necessary  to  pay  such  pension.

The  sixty-third  alderman ic  district  shall  consist  of  that 
portion  of  the  county  of  Queens  within  and  bounded  by  a  line 
beginning  at  the  East  river  and  Boulevard,  to  Third  avenue, 
to  Fourth  avenue,  to  Whitestone  avenue,  or  road,  to  Union  street, 
to  Lincoln  street,  to  Main  street,  to  Bradford  avenue,  to  Lawrence 
street  or  avenue,  to  Ireland  Mill  road,  to  Flushing  creek,  to  bound- 
ary line  of  third  and  fourth  wards,  to  Rocky  Hill  road,  to  bound- 
ary line  of  Nassau  and  Queens  counties,  to  Little  Neck  bay,  to 
East  river,  to  the  place  of  beginning. 

The  sixly-fourtii  aldermanic  district  shall  consist  of  that

of  the  city  of  New  York,  being  part  of  the  county  of  Queens, 
and  shall  be  called  Jamaica;  the  fourth  district  shall  consist  of 
the  territory  comprised  in  the  thirty-sixth,  thirty-seventh  and 
thirty-eighth  aldermanic  districts  of  the  city  of  New  York  as 
constituted  by  this  act,  being  part  of  the  county  of  Kings,  and 
shall  be  called  The  Heights.

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in  the  tenth,  twelfth  and  fourteenth  aldermanic  districts  of  the 
city  of  New  York,  and  shall  be  called  Kip's  Bay. 

The  fifteenth  district  shall  consist  of  the  territory  comprised  in 
the  fifth,  seventh  and  ninth  aldermanic  districts  of  the  city  of 
New  York,  and  shall  be  called  Chelsea. 

The  sixteenth  district  shall  consist  of  the  territory  comprised 
in  the  sixteenth,  eighteenth  and  twentieth  aldermanic  districts  of 
the  city  of  New  York,  and  shall  be  called  Hell  Gate. 

The  seventeenth  district  shall  consist  of  the  territory  comprised 
in  the  eleventh,  twenty-first  and  twenty-third  aldermanic  districts 
of  the  city  of  New  York,  and  shall  be  called  Broadway. 

The  eighteenth  district  shall  consist  of  the  territory  comprised 
in  the  twenty-second,  twenty-fourth  and  twenty-sixth  aldermanic 
districts  of  the  city  of  New  York,  and  shall  be  called  Harlem. 

The  nineteenth  district  shall  consist  of  the  territory  comprised 
in  the  thirteenth,  twenty-fifth  and  twenty-seventh  aldermanic  dis- 
tricts of  the  city  of  New  York,  and  shall  be  called  Saint  Nicholas. 

The  twentieth  district  shall  consist  of  the  territory  comprised 
in  the  fifteenth,  seventeenth  and  nineteenth  aldermanic  districts 
of  the  city  of  New  York,  and  shall  be  called  Washington  Heights. 

The  twenty-first  district  shall  consist  of  the  territory  comprised 
in  the  twenty-eighth  aldermanic  district  of  the  city  of  New  York, 
and  shall  be  called  Morrisania.

AN  ACT  relating  to  the  preparation  of  assessment-rolls  for  the 
townships  and  tax  districts  therein  in  the  county  of  Nassau, 
and  the  collection  of  taxes  in  such  towns  and  tax  districts,  and 
to  repeal  certain  local  acts  and  parts  of  acts  relating  to  assess- 
ments and  taxation  in  such  county. 

Became  a  law  May  15,  1016,  with  the  approval  of  the  Governor.     Passed, 

three-fifths  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate 
and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

ARTICLE  1. 
Preparation  of  Tax  Map. 

Section  1.  Filing  map.  The  town  board  of  each  town  in  the 
county  of  Nassau  shall  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  January,  nine- 
teen hundred  and  eighteen,  cause  to  be  prepared  and  filed  with  the 
board  of  assessors  of  such  town  an  assessment  map,  as  hereinafter 
required,  to  be  approved  by  the  state  tax  commission.  Such  map, 
corrected  as  may  be  necessary  from  time  to  time,  shall  always 
remain  on  file  in  the  office  of  said  board  of  assessors. 

§  2.  Districts  and  pardels  to  be  designated.  Such  assesscment 
map  shall  show  every  separate  parcel  of  land  in  each  town,  incor^ 
porated  village,  school  district,  and  in  each  lighting,  fire,  water 
and  sewer  district  now  created  or  hereafter  to  be  created  therein, 
on  a  uniform  scale  of  not  less  than  five  inches  to  the  mile  as  to 
farm  lands,  and  with  separate  sheets  whenever  necessary  on  a  uni- 
form scale  of  not  less  than  fifty  feet  to  the  half  inch  as  to  incorpo- 
rated villages,  lot  subdivisions  and  closely  settled  portions  of  the 
towns,  on  which  map  shall  be  shown  each  road,  railroad,  bridge, 
lake,  pond,  river,  water  course,  meadow,  marsh  and  other  physical 
characteristics  so  far  as  is  practicable. 

§  3.  Special  requirements  of  map.  Such  assessment  map  when 
80  prepared  shall  show  the  boundaries  of  each  village,  school  dis- 
trict, and  each  lighting,  fire,  water  and  sewer  district  therein,  or 
the  portion  thereof  within  said  town,  and  so  far  as  practicable 
each  building  or  group  of  buildings. 

§  4.  Engineer  to  be  employed.  The  town  board  of  each  town 
may  employ  a  competent  engineer  to  aid  and  assist  in  preparing 
such  assessment  map,  with  authority  to  make  and  prepare  as  many 
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<»pie6  thereof,  in  one  or  more  sheets,  of  the  size  of  not  less  than 
twenty-four  inches  by  thirty  inches,  which  copies  may  be  sold  at 
such  prices  and  under  such  regulations  as  the  town  board  may 
prescribe.  So  far  as  practicable  such  engineer  in  preparing 
and  compiling  such  map  shall  use  surveys  made  by  the  United 
States  government  and  other  authoritative  surveys  now  existing. 
§  6.  Payment  for  maps.  The  town  board  of  each  town  is  hereby 
authorized  to  raise  by  taxation  a  sum  of  money  not  to  exceed  ten 
thousand  dollars  for  the  making  and  preparing  of  such  assessment 
maps,  and  such  sum  may  be  raised  and  collected  by  taxation  in 
one  sum  or  in  such  annual  installments  as  the  town  board  may 
prescribe,  and  when  raised  shall  be  expended  for  the  purpose  of 
making  and  preparing  such  maps,  and  shall  be  paid  out  by  the 
supervisor  of  such  town  upon  the  voucher  or  draft  usually  used 
and  employed  in  such  town  for  the  payment  of  funds  after  the 
expenses  shall  have  been  properly  approved  by  the  board  of  audit 
of  said  town. 

§  6.  Description  of  parcels.  The  board  of  assessors  of  each 
town  shall  assist  the  engineer  employed  by  the  tovm  board  to  pre- 
pare such  assessment  map  with  all  the  available  data  and  informa- 
tion in  the  assessors'  office,  also  as  to  the  manner  of  designating  the 
various  parcels  set  forth  on  such  map,  and  shall  assist  such  engi- 
neer, within  their  respective  towns,  to  enter  upon  each  map  the 
boundary  lines  of  each  farm  or  lot  separately  assessed  by  them, 
giving  each  lot  or  parcel  separately  assessed  by  them  a  distinct 
and  separate  assessment  number  or  designation,  which  assessment 
number  or  designation  shall  be  recorded  in  an  index  book,  kept  for 
that  purpose,  and  also  there  shall  be  recorded  therein  the  approxi- 
mate area  of  each  farm  or  lot,  with  the  name  of  the  owner  or 
reputed  owner  thereof,  and  the  approximate  distance  in  feet  of 
the  frontage  of  each  separately  assessed  lot,  parcel  and  farm  of 
land  on  the  highway.  Wherever  any  municipality  or  district 
situated  in  whole  or  in  part  within  the  town  has  adopted  an  assess- 
ment map,  such  map  may  be  adopted  as  the  official  map  of  such 
part  of  the  town,  upon  being  revised  and  made  to  conform  with 
all  the  requirements  of  this  act.  The  map  or  maps  and  index 
book  prepared  for  each  tovmship  shall  be  corrected  and  rectified 
by  such  town  board  and  the  board  of  assessors  from  time  to  time, 
and  the  several  town  boards  are  hereby  authorized  to  incur  the 
necessary  expense  thereof  as  a  town  charge. 
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ARTICLE  2. 

Pbeparation  of  Assessment-Roi-ls. 
§  10.  Boards  of  assessors,  compensation,  clerks  and  expenses. 
There  shall  be  a  board  of  assessors  in  each  town  of  Nassau 
county,  composed  of  three  electors  of  said  town,  who  shall  be 
elected  or  appointed  from  time  to  time  in  the  manner  prescribed 
by  law,  for  lie  election  or  appointment  of  town  assessors,  which 
board  of  assessors  shall  make  and  prepare  assessment-rolls  for  the 
purpose  of  taxation  within  their  respective  towns  and  in  all 
school,  fire,  water,  light  and  sewer  districts  therein  where  taxes 
are  levied  and  raised,  whether  for  state,  county,  town,  school  and 
other  district  purpose  or  purposes,  provided,  however,  that  for  all 
purposes  of  this  act  and  for  all  purposes  under  the  tax  law,  and 
for  the  purpose  of  reviewing  said  assessments,  the  town  shall  be 
deemed  to  be  the  tax  district.  Said  assessors  shall  hold  office  as 
prescribed  by  law,  from  time  to  time,  with  respect  to  town  as- 
sessors. Before  entering  upon  their  duties  such  boards  of  asses- 
sors shall  organize  by  electing  one  of  their  number  chairman,  and 
shall  also  appoint  a  secretary  who  need  not  be  an  assessor.  The 
compensation  of  such  assessors,  not  exceeding  eighteen  hundred 
dollars  per  annum,  each,  shall  be  fixed  by  the  town  board  of  each 
town  within  the  county,  and  such  town  board  shall  fix  the  com- 
pensation of  such  secretary,  not  exceeding,  however,  eighteen  hun- 
dred dollars  per  annum.  Such  compensation  and  salaries  may 
be  fixed  and  paid  immediately  after  this  act  becomes  a  law,  not- 
withstanding that  the  terms  of  office  of  the  present  incumbents 
.  shall  not  then  have  expired  and  shall  be  in  full  compensation 
and  in  lieu  of  all  fees  of  any  kind  or  character  and  shall 
be  a  town  charge.  The  town  board  may  also  allow  and 
order  paid  as  town  charges  the  reasonable  and  necessary  ex- 
penses of  the  assessors,  including  car  fare,  telephone,  postage, 
vehicle  hire  and  traveling  expenses,  incurred  in  the  performance 
of  their  duties,  and  the  town  board  may  also  designate  or  rent  an 
office  for  the  board  of  assessors,  which  rent  shall  be  a  town  charge. 
The  assessors  may  from  time  to  time,  with  the  approval  of  the 
town  board,  employ  as  many  clerks  as  may  be  necessary  to  assist 
them  in  the  performance  of  their  duties,  and  may  from  time  to 
time  remove  any  of  such  clerks  at  pleasure;  the  salaries  of  said 
clerks  shall  be  a  town  charge  and  shall  be  paid  by  the  supervisor 
of  the  town. 
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§  11.  Form  of  assessment-roll.  The  assessment-roll  to  be  pie- 
pared  by  the  boards  of  assessors  in  the  towns  in  Nassau  county, 
shall  comply  in  all  respects  with  the  tax  law,  with  respect  to  the 
preparation  of  assessment-rolls,  except  there  shall  be  additional 
columns  or  additional  books,  as  the  assessors  may  decide,  for  the 
designation  of  assessments  of  property  exempt  from  taxation  and 
of  property  situated  in  school  districts,  and  the  extension  and  col- 
lection of  the  taxes  collected  thereon,  and  the  property  assessed 
shall  be  designated  or  described  in  the  same  manner  as  the  prop- 
erty assessed  is  described  or  designated  on  the  tax  maps,  when 
prepared,  as  prescribed  in  article  one  hereof.  Any  incorrect 
statement  of  the  name  of  the  owner  or  owners  of  any  property 
described  on  said  assessment-roll  shall  not  in  any  way  affect  the 
validity  of  said  assessment-roll,  and  the  property  of  nonresidents 
shall  be  assessed  in  the  same  manner  as  the  property  of  residents. 
All  real  estate  exompt  from  taxation  shall  be  assessed  in  the  same 
manner  as  taxable  property. 

§  12.  Special  franchise  assessment.  When  the  town  clerk 
shall  have  received  from  the  state  tax  commission  the  statement 
of  the  equalized  valuation  of  a  special  franchise  as  fixed  by  said 
state  tax  commission  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  tax 
law,  he  shall  within  five  days  after  such  receipt  by  him,  deliver 
a  copy  of  such  statement  to  the  assessors  of  the  town.  The  assesr 
sors  shall  as  required  by  the  tax  law  proceed  to  apportion  the 
valuation  of  the  special  franchise  among  the  several  school,  light- 
ing, fire,  water,  sewer  and  other  special  districts  within  the  town 
according  to. their  best  judgment,  and  shall  indicate  such  appor- 
tioned valuations  upon  their  assessment-roll. 

§  13.  Town  assessment-roll  official.  The  assessment-roll  pre- 
pared by  the  board  of  assessci*s  of  each  town  shall  be  the  official 
assessment-roll  for  the  town  and  for  every  school  district,  light- 
ing, fire,  water,  sewer  and  other  district  lying  within  the  town 
for  which  such  assessment-roll  was  prepared,  so  far  as  it  relates  to 
property  lying  within  the  limits  of  such  school  district  or  other 
district. 

§  14.  Assessment  in  separate  districts  to  be  apportioned.  The 
board  of  assessors  in  addition  to  the  requirements  contained  in  the 
tax  law  shall,  whenever  necessary,  make  an  apportionment  of  the 
assessment  of  the  property  between  or  among  the  districts  in 
which  such  property  is  located. 

§  16.  Completion  of  assessment-roll.  The  assessors  shall  com- 
plete the  assessment-roll  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  July  of  each 
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year  and  leave  the  same  in  the  office  of  the  board  of  assessors, 
and  forthwith  cause  a  notice  to  be  conspicuously  posted 
in  three  or  more  public  places  in  the  town,  and  published 
in  three  newspapers  published  in  each  town  designated  by  the 
town  board,  stating  they  have  completed  the  assessment-roll  and 
that  a  copy  thereof  has  been  left  at  the  office  of  the  board  of  as^ 
sessors  where  it  may  be  seen  and  examined  by  any  person  until 
the  third  Tuesday  of  July  in  each  year,  and  tliat  on  that  day  they 
will  meet  at  a  time  and  place  specified  in  such  notice,  to  review 
their  assessment  They  shall  also  between  the  first  and  fifth  days 
of  July  in  each  year,  mail  a  notice  to  each  corporation  and  per- 
son nonresident  of  their  town  who  has  filed  with  the  town  clerk 
on  or  before  the  fifteenth  day  of  May  preceding  a  written  demand 
therefor.  Such  notice  shall  specify  each  parcel  of  land  assessed 
to  such  corporation  or  nonresident  and  the  assessed  valuation 
thereof.  During  the  time  specified  in  such  notice,  posted  as  here- 
inbefore provided,  the  board  of  assessors  shall  submit  such  roll  to 
the  inspection  of  every  person  applying  for  that  purpose. 

§  16.  Hearing  of  complaints.  The  assessors  shall  meet  at  the 
time  and  place  specified  in  such  notice,  and  hear  and  determine 
all  complaints  in  relation  to  such  assessments  brought  before 
them,  and  for  that  purpose  they  may  adjourn  from  time  to  time. 
Such  complainants  shall  file  with  the  assessors  a  statement,  under 
oath,  specifying  the  respect  in  which  the  assessment  complained 
of  is  incorrect,  which  verification  must  be  made  by  the  person 
assessed  or  whose  property  is  assessed,  or  by  some  person  author- 
ized to  make  such  statement,  and  who  has  knowledge  of  the  facts 
stated  therein.  The  assessors  may  admiTiister  oaths,  take  testi- 
mony and  hear  proofs  in  regard  to  any  such  complaint  and  the 
assessment  to  which  it  relates.  If  not  satisfied  that  such  assess- 
ment is  erroneous,  they  may  require  the  person  assessed,  or  his 
agent  or  representative,  or  any  other  person,  to  appear  before 
them  and  be  examined  under  oath  concerning  such  complaint,  and 
to  produce  any  papers  relating  to  such  assessment  with  respect 
to  his  property  or  his  residence  for  the  purpose  of  taxation.  If 
any  such  person,  or  his  agent  or  representative,  shall  wilfully 
neglect  or  refuse  to  attend  and  be  so  examined,  or  to  answer  any 
material  question  put  to  him,  such  person  shall  not  be  entitled 
to  any  reduction  of  his  assessment.  Minutes  of  the  examination 
of  every  person  examined  by  the  assessors  upon  the  hearing  of 
any  such  complaint  shall  be  taken  and  filed  in  the  office  of  the 
town  clerk.     The  assessors  shall,  after  said  examination,  fix  the 
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value  of  the  property  of  the  complainant  and  for  that  purpose 
maj'  increase  or  diminish  the  assessment  thereof. 

§  17.  Correction  and  verification  of  tax  roll.  When  the  as- 
sessors or  a  majority  of  them  shall  have  completed  their  roll,  they 
shall  severally  appear  before  any  officer  of  their  county  authorized 
by  law  to  administer  oaths  and  shall  severally  make  and  subscribe 
before  such  officer  an  oath  in  the  following  form:  "We,  the 
undersigned,  do  severally  depose  and  swear  that  we  have  set  down 
in  the  foregoing  assessment-roll  all  the  real  estate  situated  in  the 
tax  district  in  which  we  are  assessors,  according  to  our  best  in- 
formation; and  that,  with  the  exception  of  those  cases  in  which 
the  value  of  the  said  real  estate  has  been  changed  by  reason  of 
proof  produced  before  us,  and  with  the  exception  of  those  cases  in 
which  the  value  of  any  special  franchise  has  been  fixed  by  the 
state  tax  conmiission,  we  have  estimated  the  value  of  the  said  real 
estate  at  the  sums  which  a  majority  of  the  assessors  have  decided 
to  be  the  full  value  thereof;  and,  also,  that  the  said  assessment- 
roll  contains  a  true  statement  of  the  aggregate  amount  of  the  tax- 
able personal  estate  of  each  and  every  person  named  in  such  roll 
over  and  above  the  amount  of  debts  due  from  such  persons,  re- 
spectively, and  excluding  such  stocks  as  are  otherwise  taxable,  and 
such  other  property  as  is  exempt  by  law  from  taxation,  at  the  full 
value  thereof,  according  to  our  best  judgment  and  belief,"  which 
oath  shall  be  written  or  printed  on  said  roll,  signed  by  the  asses- 
sors and  certified  by  the  officer. 

§  18.  Final  completion  and  filing  of  assessment-roll.  The 
assessment-roll  shall  be  thus  completed  and  verified  on  or  before 
the  first  day  of  September  in  each  year,  and  shall  thereupon 
become  a  public  record. 

ARTICLE  3. 

Levying  of  Taxes. 

§  25.  Certification  of  school  districts.  As  soon  as  the  assessors 
have  finally  completed  the  assessment-roll  of  the  town  and  on 
or  before  the  first  Tuesday  of  September  in  each  year,  they  shall 
certify  to  the  board  of  education  or  the  trustees  of  each  school 
district  therein  the  total  assessed  value  of  the  real  and  personal 
jiToperty,  including  special  franchises,  in  said  school  district,  as 
the  same  appear  upon  their  assessment-rolL 

§  26.  Certification  of  taxes  and  rates  by  school  districts.  After 
the  lawful  authorities  in  each  school  district  shall  have  adopted 
their  budget  and  fixed  the  amount  of  taxes  to  be  raised  therein  foi' 
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such  school  district  in  the  manner  now  provided  by  law,  the  board 
of  education,  trustees  or  trustee  of  such  school  district  shall  detet- 
mine  and  fix  the  rate  on  each  one  hundred  dollars  of  assessed 
valuation  of  property  therein,  necessary  to  raise  the  total  amount 
of  said  budget,  and  shall  direct  the  amount  of  said  budget  to 
be  raised  by  tax  therein,  and  shall,  on  or  before  the  fifteenth  day 
of  September  in  each  year,  certify  to  and  file  with  the  board 
of  assessors  of  the  town  the  said  budget  and  the  tax  rate,  together 
with  copies  of  all  resolutions  in  connection  therewith, 

§  27.  Extension  of  taxes  by  board  of  assessors.  As  soon  as  the 
board  of  assessors  of  each  town  shall  receive  from  the  lawful  au- 
thorities of  school  districts  therein  the  tax  rates  fixed,  determined 
and  certified  as  hereinabove  provided,  they  shall  extend  or  cause 
to  be  extended  on  their  assessment-roll  the  tax  as  so  certified  to 
them  for  school  district  purposes,  setting  down  such  taxes  in 
separate  columns. 

§  28.  Equalization  and  levy  of  taxes.  The  board  of  assessors 
shall  complete  the  extension  of  taxes*  for  school  district  purposes 
and  deliver  said  assessment-roll  to  the  board  of  supervisors  on  or 
before  the  fifteenth  day  of  October.  Thereupon  the  board  of 
supervisors  of  the  county  shall  equalize  or  cause  to  be 
equalized  the  assessments  of  real  property  in  each  town 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  article  three  of  the 
tax  law.  After  making  such  equalization  the  said  board 
of  supervisors  shall  adopt  the  budgets  for  the  county,  in- 
cluding the  state  tax,  and  for  each  town  therein,  including  light- 
ing, fire,  water,  sewer  and  other  districts  in  said  towns,  and  shall 
levy  the  tax  for  the  county,  including  the  state  tax,  upon  the  val- 
uations as  equalized  by  it,  and  shall  levy  the  taxes  for  the  towns, 
including  the  tax  for  lighting,  fire,  water,  sewer  and  other  dis- 
tricts in  said  towns,  and  sliall  fix,  determine  and  confirm  the 
amounts  of  said  taxes  to  be  raised,  and  shall  direct  the  same  to  be 
raised  by  tax  as  provided  by  law,  and  shall  also  determine  and  fix 
the  rate  on  each  one  hundred  dollars  of  assessed  valuation  of  prop- 
erty in  said  towns  necessary  to  raise  the  amounts  of  said  budgets 
for  town,  county  and  state  purposes  (the  said  rates  to  be  based  upon 
the  valuations  as  equalized  by  it  for  the  purposes  of  raising  the 
county  and  state  tax),  and  the  said  board  of  supervisors  shall  also 
determine  and  fix  the  rate  necessary  to  raise  the  amounts  necessary 
for  lighting,  fire,  water,  sewer  and  other  districts  in  each  town 

§  29.  Extension  of  taxes  by  supervisors.  The  supervisor  of  each 
town  shall,  prior  to  the  twenty-fifth  day  of  November  in  each  year, 
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extend  or  cause  to  be  extended  on  the  assessment-roll  of  his  town 
then  in  the  possession  of  the  board  of  assessors,  the  taxes  fixed  and 
determined  by  the  board  of  supervisors  for  state,  county  and  town 
purposes  and  also  for  lighting,  fire,  water  and  sewer  district 
purposeB. 

§  30.  WUng  assessment-roll  with  board  of  supervisors.  The 
supervisor  of  each  town  shall  complete  the  said  extensions  of  taxes 
as  hereinbefore  provided,  on  or  before  the  twenty-fifth  day  of 
November  in  each  year,  and  on  or  before  the  said  twenty-fifth 
day  of  November  shall  file  with  the  board  of  supervisors  of  tho 
county  the  said  assessmentrroll  with  the  extensions  of  taxes 
included  therein*  Such  assessment-roll  shall,  when  the  warrant 
is  annexed  thereto,  become  the  tax  roll  of  said  town  and  of  each 
school  district  therein. 

§  31.  Tax  roll  and  receiver's  warrant.  On  or  before  the  first 
day  of  December  in  each  year  the  board  of  supervisors  of  the 
county  shall  annex  to  the  tax  roll  a  warrant  under  the  seal  of  the 
county,  signed  by  the  chairman  and  clerk  of  the  board,  conmiand- 
ing  the  receiver  of  taxes  of  each  town  to  whom  the  same  shall  be 
directed,  to  collect  from  the  several  persons  and  on  the  properties 
named  and  described  in  said  tax  roll,  the  several  sums  mentioned 
therein  for  state,  county,  town,  school  district,  lighting,  fire, 
water,  sewer  district  or  other  special  district  purposes,  opposite 
the  respective  names  or  properties,  and  further  commanding  hira 
to  pay  over  from  time  to  time  all  monies  so  collected  appearing  on 
said  roll  as  follows: 

1.  To  the  treasurer  or  fiscal  officer  of  the  several  school  dis- 
tricts, such  sum  as  shall  have  been  raised  for  school  district  pur- 
poses therein. 

2.  To  the  commissioners  of  highways  of  the  town,  such  sum  as 
shall  have  been  raised  for  the  support  of  highways  and  bridges 
therein. 

3.  To  the  overseers  of  the  poor  of  the  town,  such  sum  as  shall 
bave  been  levied,  to  be  expended  by  such  overseers  for  the  support 
of  the  poor  therein. 

4.  To  the  supervisor  of  the  town,  all  the  monies  levied  therein, 
to  defray  any  other  town  expenses  or  charges. 

5.  To  the  treasurer  of  the  county,  the  residue  of  the  money  so 
to  be  collected. 

If  the  law  shall  direct  the  taxes  levied  for  any  locality  for 
special  purpose  to  be  paid  to  any  person  or  officer  other  than  tho^e 
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named  in  this  section,  the  warrant  shall  be  varied  so  as  to  conform 
to  {=uch  direction. 

All  taxes  upon  personal  property  and  one-half  of  all  taxes  upon 
real  estate  shall  be  due  and  payable  on  the  first  day  of  December, 
and  the  remaining  and  final  one-half  of  taxes  on  real  estate  shall 
be  due  and  payable  on  the  first  day  of  June.  All  taxes  shall  be 
and  become  liens  on  the  real  estate  affected  thereby  on  the 
respective  days  when  they  become  due  and  payable  as  hereinbefore 
provided  and  shall  remain  such  liens  until  paid. 

The  second  half  of  the  tax  on  real  estate  which  is  due  as  herein- 
before provided  on  the  first  day  of  June  following  the  payment  of 
the  first  half,  may  be  paid  on  the  first  day  of  December,  or  at  any 
time  thereafter,  provided  the  first  half  shall  have  been  paid  or 
shall  be  paid  at  the  same  time,  and  on  such  payments  of  the  second 
half  as  may  be  made  in  such  manner  prior  to  June  first,  a  dis- 
count shall  be  allowed  from  the  date  of  payment  to  June  first  at 
the  rate  of  three  per  centum  per  annum. 

§  *33.  Penalties.  The  following  scale  of  penalties  is  hereby 
prescribed  for  neglect  to  pay  the  state,  county,  town,  schoal 
district  and  other  district  taxes  after  the  levy  thereof. 

(1)  Penalties  on  taxes  due  December  first:  if  paid  on  or 
before  December  thirty-first,  no  penalty;  if  paid  after  December 
thirty-first  interest  shall  be  added  at  the  rate  of  eight  per  centum 
per  annum  to  be  calculated  from  the  day  on  which  such  taxes  or 
part  thereof  became  due  and  payable  as  provided  by  this  act  to 
the  date  of  payment  or  time  of  sale  as  provided  by  law, 

(2)  Penalties  on  taxes  due  Juno  first,  if  paid  on  or  before 
June  thirtieth,  no  penalty;  if  paid  after  June  thirtieth  interest 
shall  be  added  at  the  rate  of  eight  per  centum  per  annum  to  be 
calculated  from  the  day  on  which  such  taxes  or  part  thereof 
became  due  and  payable  as  provided  by  this  act  to  the  date  of 
payment  or  time  of  sale  as  provided  by  law. 

ARTICLE  4. 

Collection  op  Taxes  and  Assessments. 

§  41.  Eeceiver  of  taxes.    There  shall  be  elected  or  appointed  in 

each  town  in  the  county  of  Nassau,  a  receiver  of  taxes  in  place  of 

a  collector  of  taxes,  who  shall  be  elected  or  appointed  in  the  same 

manner  as  is  now  prescribed  or  shall  hereafter  be  prescribed  by

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law  for  the  election  or  appointment  of  town  collectors  of  taxes, 
who  shall  hold  office  during  the  like  period  of  time,  and  who  shall 
be  a  resident  of  such  town. 

§  42.  Bond  required.  Before  entering  upon  the  performance  of 
his  duties,  as  such  receiver  of  taxes,  he  shall  make  and  file  in  the 
same  manner  as  is  now  prescribed  by  law  for  collector  of  taxes,  an 
undertaking,  the  amount  thereof,  and  the  sureties  thereon  to  be  ap- 
proved by  the  town  board  of  each  town  and  such  town  board  or  the 
members  thereof,  shall  indorse  their  approval  upon  such  bond. 

§  43.  Office  of  collector  of  taxes  abolished.  The  office  of  col- 
lector of  taxes  in  the  town  of  North  Hempstead,  in  the  county  of 
Nassau,  is  hereby  abolished.  The  collector  of  taxes  in  office  upon 
the  taking  effect  of  this  act  shall  act  as  receiver  of  taxes  for  the 
town  of  North  Hempstead  imtil  the  term  for  which  he  was  elected 
or  appointed  expires.  The  present  receivers  of  taxes  in  the  town 
of  Hempstead  and  in  the  town  of  Oyster  Bay  shall  act  as  receivers 
of  taxes  for  said  towns  respectively,  under  this  act  until  the  termfl 
for  which  they  were  elected  or  appointed  expire. 

§  44.  Compensation  of  receivers  of  taxes  of  each  town.  The  re- 
ceiver of  taxes  of  each  town,  in  the  county  of  Nassau,  for  his  com- 
pensation in  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  this  act  and  for  per- 
forming the  duties  required  of  him  under  the  tax  law,  shall  receive 
an  annual  salary  not  exceeding  thirty-five  hundred  dollars,  to  be 
fixed  by  the  town  board ;  which  salary  shall  be  in  full  compensation 
and  in  lieu  of  all  fees  of  any  kind  or  character  and  such  compen- 
sation shall  be  a  town  charge. 

§  46.  Duties  of  town  receiver  of  taxes.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  town  receiver  of  taxes  of  each  town  in  the  county  of  Nassau 
to  collect  all  state,  county,  town,  school  district  and  other  taxes  and 
assessments  levied  or  assessed  upon  any  taxable  property  within 
such  town  for  state,  county,  town,  school  district  or  other  district 
or  part  thereof  therein,  and  to  perform  all  other  duties  required  of 
the  town  collector  of  taxes  under  the  tax  law.  The  town  receiver 
of  taxes  of  each  town  may,  with  the  approval  of  the  town  board, 
appoint,  and  at  pleasure  remove,  such  clerks  as  may  be  necessary 
to  assist  him  in  the  performance  of  his  duties,  and  such  clerks 
shall  receive  such  pay  or  salaries  as  the  town  board  may  prescribe. 

§  46.  School  funds.  After  the  filing  of  the  undertaking  as 
herein  provided  of  the  receiver  of  taxes,  the  town  shall  be  responsi- 
ble for  the  payment  to  each  school  district  and  other  district 
therein,  of  the  amount  collected  by  the  collector  of  taxes  or  the 
receiver  of  taxes  for  such  school  district  and  other  district. 
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§  47.  Payments  by  receiver.  Every  i-eceiver  of  taxes  shall, 
within  one  week  after  the  time  prescribed  in  his  warrant  for  the 
payment  of  the  monies  directed  therein  to  be  paid,  pay  to  the  offi- 
cers and  persons  specified  therein,  the  sums  required  in  such  war- 
rant to  be  paid  to  them  respectively  in  the  same  manner  as  now 
required  of  a  collector  under  section  eighty-four  of  the  tax  law. 

§  48.  Tax  receiver  to  have  an  office.  The  town  board  of  each 
town  shall  provide  a  suitable  office  for  the  receiver  of  taxes  with 
the  necessary  furniture  and  fixtures,  and  the  receiver  of  taxes 
ihall  attend  unless  otherwise  directed  by  the  town  board,  at  such 
office  where  he  is  to  collect  and  receive  taxes  and  assessments  each 
day  of  the  year  except  Sundays  and  holidays,  from  nine  o'clock  in 
the  morning  to  four  o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  and  one-half  day  each 
Saturday,  except  that  said  receiver  of  taxes  may  sit  from  time  to 
time  at  such  other  times  and  places  as  he  may  be  directed  by  the 
town  board  within  his  township.  The  expense  of  maintaining 
such  office  shall  be  a  town  charge ;  shall  be  raised  by  taxation  in 
the  same  manner  as  other  town  charges. 

§  49.  Within  seven  days  after  the  receipt  of  the  warrant  from 
the  board  of  supervisors  the  receiver  of  taxes  shall  advertise  the 
collection  of  such  tax  by  causing  notice  of  the  reception  of  such 
warrant  to  be  posted  in  five  conspicuous  places  in  the  town,  and  at 
least  one  notice  within  each  district,  and  in  addition  to  posting  such 
notice  the  receiver  of  taxes  shall  publish  the  same  notice  once  in 
such  newspaper  or  newspapers,  as  the  town  board  may  direct. 
Such  notice  shall  also  contain  a  statement  of  the  penalties  for  de- 
ferred payment  of  the  taxes  as  herein  provided.  If  the  town 
board  shall  require  the  receiver  of  taxes  to  sit  for  the  collection  of 
taxes  at  any  place  other  than  the  office  of  the  tax  receiver  the  no- 
tice  shall  also  specify  the  place  or  places  in  the  towns  and  tax  dis- 
tricts therein,  and  the  dates  where  and  when  he  will  attend  be- 
tween the  hours  of  nine  o'clock  in  the  forenoon  and  four  o'clock  in 
the  afternoon. 

§  50.  Notice  of  collection  of  taxes.  Any  person  or  corporation, 
who  is  the  owner  of,  or  liable  to  assessment  on  an  interest 
in  real  property  within  any  town  of  such  county  may 
file  with  the  receiver  of  taxes  for  such  town  a  notice  stating 
his  name,  residence  and  post-office  address,  or  in  case  of  a 
corporation,  its  principal  office,  a  description  of  the  premises 
with  its  number  or  other  designation  on  the  tax  map,  which 
notice  shall  be  valid  and  continue  in  effect  until  cancelled  by  such 
person  or  corporation.     Such  receiver  of  taxes  shall,  within  ten 
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days  after  receiving  any  warrant  for  the  collection  of  taxes,  mail 
to  each  person  or  corporation  filing  such  notice  at  the  post-office 
address  therein  stated,  a  duplicate  tax  bill  for  all  taxes  upon 
such  real  property  included  in  such  warrant.  The  receiver 
shall  add  to  the  amount  of  such  taxes  the  sum  of  ten  cents 
for  the  expense  of  stationery  and  postage,  which  sum  shall  be 
collected  with  such  taxes.  The  failure  of  such  receiver  of 
taxes  to  mail  such  duplicate  bill  shall  not  invalidate  such  tax  nor 
prevent  the  accrual  of  any  interest  or  penalty  imposed  for  the  non- 
payment of  taxes,  nor  prevent  the  sale  of  such  property  for  the 
nonpayment  of  taxes  as  provided  by  law,  but  such  receiver 
of  taxes  shall  be  personally  liable  to  the  person  or  corporation 
filing  such  notice  for  any  damages  sustained  by  such  person  or  cor- 
poration by  reason  thereof.  No  further  notice  than  that  herein  - 
required  shall  be  deemed  necessary  either  in  the  case  of  property 
owned  by  a  resident  or  nonresident.  The  to\^Ti  board  may,  how- 
ever, direct  the  receiver  of  taxes  to  mail  to  each  taxpayer  in  such 
town  whose  address  is  known  to  such  receiver  a  tax  bill  for  all 
taxes  and  assessments,  the  expense  thereof  to  be  a  town  charjs^e. 
§  61.  Iteceipt  for  taxes.  Every  town  receiver  qf  taxes  shall 
deliver  a  receipt  wholly  written  in  ink,  or  partly  printed  and 
filled  out  in  ink  or  indelible  pencil,  to  each  person  paying  any  tax 
or  assessment,  specifying  the  date  of  such  payment,  the  name  of 
such  person,  a  description  of  the  property  as  shown  on  the  assess- 
ment-roll and  the  assessed  valuation  thereof,  and  for  personal 
property  or  special  franchise  tax  the  amount  thereof,  the  name  of 
the  person  to  whom  the  same  is  assessed,  the  amount  of  such  tax 
and  the  date  of  the  delivery  to  him  of  the  assessment-roll  on 
account  of  which  such  tax  is  paid.  For  the  purpose  of  giving  such 
a  receipt,  the  receiver  of  taxes  shall  have  a  book  of  blank  receipts 
so  arranged  that  when  a  receipt  is  torn  therefrom  a  corresponding 
stub  or  receipt  will  remain.  The  town  board  shall  prescribe  the 
form  of  such  receipts,  stubs  and  books  and  they  shall  be  fur- 
nished to  the  receiver  of  taxes  by  the  town  at  the  expense  of  the 
town.  On  the  back  of  such  receipt  shall  be  printed  a  statement 
showing  the  total  assessed  valuation  of  real  estate,  the  total  as- 
sessed valuation  of  personal  property,  the  total  assessed  valua- 
tion of  special  franchises,  the  total  assessed  valuation  of  all  prop- 
erty taxable  or  exempt  within  the  tovni  or  other  tax  district, 
the  tax  rate  and  the  total  taxes,  together  with  a  summary  of  the 
tax  budget  and  the  rate  for  each  district  for  which  taxes  are  sepa- 
rately raised. 
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§  52.  Borrowing  money  on  account  of  unpaid  taxes.  Nothing 
herein  contained  shall  prevent  the  boards  of  education  or  trustees 
of  school  districts  from  borrowing  money  in  anticipation  of  taxes 
or  on  account  of  unpaid  taxes  as  now  authorized  to  do  by  law,  and 
nothing  herein  contained  shall  prevent  the  county  treasurer  from 
advancing  to  the  school  districts  in  the  respective  towns  the  amount 
of  returned  and  unpaid  taxes  as  he  is  now  authorized  to  do  by  law. 

§  53.  Betum  by  receiver  of  taxes.  The  town  receiver  of  taxes 
ahall  make  his  return  of  unpaid  taxes  to  the  county  treasurer 
on  or  before  the  first  day  of  September  following  the  delivery  to 
him  of  his  warrant  in  the  same  manner  as  now  required  for  return 
by  collector  of  taxes  of  unpaid  taxes. 

§  54.  Sales  by  county  treasurer  for  unpaid  taxes.  AH  taxes 
returned  to  the  county  treasurer  of  taxes  as  unpaid  and  which 
are  not  collected  or  received  by  the  county  treasurer  shall  be 
collected  by  the  county  treasurer  by  tax  sales  as  now  provided  by 
law. 

§  55.  Levying  of  back  school  taxes  in  nineteen  hundred  and 
sixteen.  Nothing  herein  contained  shall  prevent  the  county 
treasurer  from  extending  on  the  tax  rolls  delivered  to  the  town 
receiver  of  taxes  in  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  sixteen  all 
unpaid  back  school  taxes  as  now  authorized  by  law. 

§  56.  Collection  of  assessments.  Nothing  herein  contained 
shall  be  construed  to  prevent  any  town,  school  or  tax  district  from 
levying  assessments  for  improvements,  as  now  provided  by  law, 
but  such  assessments  shall  become  a  lien  upon  the  property  as 
herein  provided.  Assessments  levied  for  town  purposes  or  assess- 
ments of  any  tax  district  in  said  town,  excepting  an  incorporatod 
village,  shall  become  a  lien  on  the  first  day  of  December  in  each 
year.  As  such  assessments  shall  be  made  they  shall  be  certified 
to  the  supervisor  by  the  lawful  authorities  making  the  assessment 
and  by  said  supervisor  delivered  to  said  receiver  together  with  the 
warrant  authorizing  the  collection  of  such  assessments  and  such 
assessments  shall  be  collected  and  paid  over  by  him  as  receiver  as 
specified  in  said  warrant. 

AKTICLE  5. 

Change  of  Ownership  op  Pbopebty  Assessed. 
§  60.  Names  and  addresses  of  owners.    The  assessors  shall  make 
diligent  effort  to  ascertain  the  true  name  and  address  of  the 
owner  of  each  parcel  of  land  assessed  and  charge  the  land  to  such 
owner  on  the  assessment-roll. 
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§  61.  Change  of  record  ownership.  Land  which  has  been  prop- 
erly charged  to  one  person  upon  the  assessment-roll  for  any  assess- 
ment year  shall  not  afterwards,  within  that  assessment  year,  be 
transferred  on  the  assessment-roll  to  another  person. 

§  62.  Abstract  of  records  to  be  furnished  assessors.  The  clerk 
of  the  county  of  Nassau  shall  annually,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of 
May  make  out  a  list  of  all  deeds  for  the  partition  and  conveyance 
of  land  other  than  deeds  of  trust  and  mortgages,  made  to  secure 
the  payment  of  debts,  which  have  been  admitted  to  record  in  the 
county  clerk's  office  within  the  year  ending  April  first,  next  pre- 
ceding, which  list  shall  state  the  date  of  the  deed,  when  admitted 
to  record,  the  names  of  the  grantor  and  grantee  and  the  address  of 
each  as  shown  in  the  deed,  the  stated  consideration,  the  quantity 
of  land  conveyed,  which  is  located  in  Nassau  county,  and  a  de- 
scription or  a  diagram  of  the  same.  This  list  shall,  on  or  before 
July  first,  be  delivered  by  the  clerk  of  the  county  to  the  assessors 
of  the  town  in  which  such  property  is  located.  If  the  land  be 
located  in  two  or  more  towns,  copies  of  such  list  shall  be  delivered, 
as  herein  provided,  to  the  assessors  of  each  such  towns. 

§  63.  Cost  of  abstract  a  county  charge.  The  county  clerk  is 
hereby  authorized  to  appoint  a  clerk  or  assistant  to  copy  the  records 
as  herein  provided,  or  to  make  such  other  provisions  for  the  copy- 
ing of  such  records  and  furnishing  the  lists  or  abstracts  to  the 
board  of  assessors  as  herein  provided,  as  he  deems  most  eco- 
nomical ;  the  costs  of  which  shall  be  a  county  charge. 

§  64.  Assessors  to  correct  rolls,  after  receiving  lists.  The  as- 
sessors of  each  town  shall  follow  the  lists  or  abstracts  furnished  as 
above  provided  and  make  corrections  in  the  assessment-roll  when 
necessary. 

AKTICLE  6. 

Miscellaneous. 

§  70.  Applications,  scope  and  saving  clause.  The  provisions 
of  this  act  shall  apply  to  the  levying  and  collection  of  taxes  in  the 
county  of  Nassau,  but  tne  tax  law  shall  apply  hereto  except  where 
inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

§  71.  Apportionment  of  taxes.  After  the  levy  of  any  tax 
upon  any  lands  or  premises,  any  person  or  persons  claiming  any 
divided  or  undivided  part  thereof  may  pay  such  part  of  the 
money  so  taxed  and  the  charges  and  interest  due  thereon  as  the 
receiver  of  taxes  may  deem  to  be  just  and  equitable.  The  assess^ 
ors  of  the  town  in  which  said  premises  are  situated  shall  appor- 
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tion  the  assessed  valuation  of  such  lands  or  premises  when  re- 
quested by  the  receiver  of  taxes  so  to  do  and  certify  the  appor- 
tionment to  him.  The  determination  of  the  receiver  of  taxes 
shall  be  based  on  such  apportionment  so  certified.  The  remainder 
of  the  sum  of  money  so  taxed  shall  be  a  lien  on  the  residue 
of  the  lands  and  premises  only.  After  the  receiver  of  taxes  shall 
have  made  his  return  of  uncollected  taxes  to  the  county  treasurer 
as  herein  provided,  any  such  tax  which  has  been  returned  as 
unpaid  may  be  apportioned  in  like  manner  by  the  county 
treasurer. 

§  72.  Office  of  school  collector  abolished.  The  office  of  col- 
lector of  taxes  in  all  school  districts  in  Nassau  county  is  hereby 
abolished, 
ch.  §  73.  Eepeals.  Chapter  four  hundred  and  thirty-two  of  the 
laws  of  nineteen  hundred  and  fifteen,  entitled  "An  act  providing 
requirements  in  the  preparation  of  assessment-rolls  in  the  county 
of  Nassau,  and  providing  for  the  collection  of  taxes  in  such 
county,"  and  all  acts  and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  herewith,  are 
hereby  repealed ;  but  nothing  herein  contained  shall  affect  the  col- 
lection of  taxes  heretofore  levied  and  for  the  collection  of  which 
a  warrant  has  already  been  issued. 

§  74.  When  to  take  effect.  This  act  shall  take  effect  imme- 
diately, except  sections  forty-one,  forty-two,  forty-four  and  seventy- 
two,  which  shall  take  effect  November  first,  nineteen  hundred  and 
sixteen.

AN  ACT  to  legalize  and  confirm  the  acts  and  proceedings  of  the 
board  of  elections  and  board  of  supervisors  of  the  county  of 
Nassau,  in  relation  to  the  publication  of  election  notices  in  the 
year  nineteen  hundred  and  eleven,  and  authorizing  payment  of 
claim  presented  therefor.

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate 
and  Assembly y  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  acts  and  proceedings  of  the  board  of  elections 
of  the  county  of  Nassau  in  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  eleven 
in  directing  the  publication  in  two  newspapers  published  in  the 
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county  of  Nassau,  of  the  election  notices  received  in  said  year  from 
the  secretary  of  state,  are  hereby  l^alized,  ratified  and  confirmed, 
and  the  audit  of  the  board  of  supervisors  of  the  county  of  Nassau, 
heretofore  made,  of  the  claim  of  the  Roslyn  News,  one  of  said  two 
newspapers  in  which  said  notices  were  publidied,  as  a  claim  against 
the  county  of  Nassau  at  the  rate  allowed  by  law  for  the  publication 
of  such  notices  of  election  issued  is  hereby  l^alized,  ratified  and 
confirmed,  and  the  comptroller  of  the  county  of  Nassau  is  hereby 
authorized  to  countersign  any  warrant  presented  for  the  payment 
of  such  audited  claim  and  the  county  treasurer  of  said  county  is 
hereby  authorized  to  pay  the  same  on  presentation  of  a  proper 
voucher  therefor  countersigned  by  such  auditor. 
§  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately.

AN  ACT  to  amend  chapter  five  hundred  and  thirty-five  of  the 
laws  of  nineteen  hundred  and  fifteen,  entitled  "An  act  to  con- 
solidate and  revise  the  several  acts  relative  to  the  city  of  Olean,** 
generally.^ 

Became  a  law  May  15,  1916,  with  the  approval  of  the  Ooyernor.     Paflsed, 
three-fifth«  being  present.

TAtf  People  of  (he  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate 
and  Assembly^  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Sections  five,  thirty-three,  thirty-six,  thirty-seven,  l.  im.  ch. 
forty-two,  forty-five,  forty-seven,  forty-eight,  forty-nine,  fifty-six,  »/  m.  n. 
sixty-eight,  seventy-one,  subdivisions  five  and  fifty  of  section  sev-  m'  Wj^:^' 
enty-eight,  sections  eighty-nine,  ninety-seven,  ninety-nine,  one  m;  h  nj 
hundred,  one  hundred  and  two,  one  hundred  and  four,  one  iw.  ih  ii». 
hundred  and  ten,  one  hundred  and  sixteen  and  one  hundred  and ' 
seventeen  of  chapter  five  hundred  and  thirty-five  of  the  laws  of 
nineteen  hundred  and  fifteen,  entitled  "An  act  to  consolidate  and 
revise  the  several  acts  relative  to  the  city  of  Olean,"  are  hereby 
amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

§  5.  The  elective  officers  of^  the  city  of  Olean  shall  be  a  mayor,  Bieotir* 
a  police  justice,  four  justices  of  the  peace,  three  assessors  and 


iThe  amendments  effected  by  this  act  are  so  numerous 
it  is  impracticable  to  Indicate  the  changes  made. 
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four  constables,  all  of  whom  shall  be  elected  by  the  city  at  large, 
eleven  supervisors,  one  of  whom  shall  be  elected  from  each  of  the 
wards  hereinbefore  described.  One  alderman  shall  be  elected 
AppointiTt  from  each  ward.  The  appointive  officers  shall  be  a  clerk,  a  deputy 
clerk,  a  superintendent  of  streets,  an  attorney,  an  auditor,  a  treas- 
oirer,  an  overseer  of  the  poor,  a  physician,  a  board  of  health,  a 
chief  of  the  fire  department,  an  assistant  chief  of  the  fire  departr 
ment,  a  sealer  of  weights  and  measures,  one  chief  of  police,  a  cap- 
tain of  police,  a  sergeant  of  police,  and  such  number  of  policemen 
and  special  policemen  as  the  common  council  may  deem  neces- 
sary, and  sudi  other  appointive  officers  as  are  or  may  be  specified 
by  the  general  statutes  of  this  state.  The  appointive  officers  shall 
be  appointed  in  the  manner  herein  provided. 

§  33.  Treasurer.  The  treasurer  shall  be  the  custodian  of  all 
moneys  of  the  city,  and  of  all  the  conmiissions  and  departments 
thereof,  and  shall  keep  and  preserve  the  same  in  such  manner  and 
in  such  bank  or  banks  as  shall  be  determined  by  him. 

He  shall  not  receive  any  deposit  of  moneys  from  any 
officer  or  employee  of  the  city  except  upon  a  deposit  statement 
signed  by  the  auditor.  He  shall  pay  out  money  only  upon  war- 
rants issued  by  the  auditor  and  countersigned  by  the  city  clerk. 
He  shall  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be  required  by  the 
common  council  and  by  the  laws  of  th©  state,  not  inconsistent 
with  this  act. 

§  36.  Auditor.  The  auditor  shall  prepare  all  tax  rolls  and 
extend  all  taxes  upon  the  assessment  rolls  which  are  authorized  to 
be  levied,  and  deliver  such  tax  rolls  to  the  clerk  for  collection. 
He  shall  issue  all  warrants  for  payment  of  money  by  the  city, 
^d  all  the  commissions  and  departments  thereof,  which  shall  be 
countersigned  by  the  city  clerk.  He  shall  keep  an  accurate  ao- 
count  of  all  taxes  and  assessments,  of  all  moneys  due  to  or  re- 
ceived by  and  disbursed  by  the  city,  of  all  assets  and  liabilities, 
and  of  all  appropriations  made  by  the  conmion  council.  He 
shall  prescribe  forms  of  reports  to  be  rendered  to  him  and  the 
methods  of  keeping  accounts  by  all  other  officers  and  departments, 
and  shall  require  a  daily  report  to  be  made  to  him  by  each  depart- 
ment showing  the  receipt  of  all  moneys  by  such  department  and 
the  disposition  thereof.  He  shall  examine  all  accounts  and 
claims  against  the  city,  and  all  the  commissions  and  departments 
.thereof,  and  all  pay  rolls,  and  approve  or  disapprove  the  same  by 
Jiis  written  indorsement  thereon,  prior  to  the  presentation  of  the 
same  to  the  common  council  for  action. 
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At  the  end  of  each  fiscal  year,  and  whenever  required  by  the 
common  council,  the  auditor  shall  audit  the  accounts  of  the  sev- 
eral departments  and  the  officers  of  the  city,  and  shall  audit  all 
other  accounts  in  which  the  city  is  interested.  Upon  the  death, 
re8i.fi:nation,  removal  or  expiration  of  the  term  of  any  officer  or 
employee  the  auditor  shall  audit  the  accounts  of  such  officer  or 
employee,  and  if  such  officer  or  employee  shall  be  found  indebted 
to  the  city  he  shall  immediately  give  notice  thereof  to  the  common 
council  and  to  the  city  attorney. 

The  auditor  shall  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be  pro- 
scribed by  the  common  council,  and  such  as  may  be  required 
by  the  general  laws  of  the  state  and  not  inconsistent  with  this  act 
The  auditor  shall  from  time  to  time  apportion  the  revenues 
of  the  city  as  the  same  ai^e  collected,  among  the  various  funds 
specified  in  the  annual  estimate.  Every  officer,  commission, 
department,  or  employee  of  the  city  who  shall  collect  or 
areceive  any  money  belonging  to  the  city  shall,  before  paying 
lie  same  to  the  treasurer,  report  the  amount  thereof  and  the 
source  from  which  it  was  received  to  the  auditor,  and  receive  from 
him  a  deposit  statement  specifying  the  fund  or  funds  to  which 
said  sum  is  to  be  credited.  The  auditor  shall,  before  issuing  any 
statement  for  the  deposit  of  moneys  received  examine  the  tax  roll 
or  rolls,  the  book  of  forms  of  licenses  or  .other  record  on  account 
of  which  such  moneys  were  collected,  and  indorse  upon  such  do-  . 
posit  statement  the  amount  theretofore  collected  upon  any  such 
'tax  roll,  record  or  license  book,  and  paid  to  the  treasurer,  the 
amount  remaining  uncollected  thereof,  and  the  amount  for  which 
such  deposit  statement  is  issued.  The  auditor  and  his  bond  shall 
be  personally  liable  to  the  city  of  Olean,  for  the  amount  of  any 
bill  or  claim  against  the  city,  or  any  part  thereof,  or  item  therein, 
,which  is  not  authorized  by  or  is  prohibited  by  this  act,  and  which 
he  shall  wilfully  or  negligently  approve. 

§  37.  Police  force.  The  police  force  shall  be  composed  of  a 
chief  of  police,  a  captain  of  police,  a  sergeant  of  police,  and  such 
patrolmen  and  other  employees  as  the  common  council  shall  de- 
termine. The  police  officers  and  policemen  shall  possess  the  power 
and  authority  of  constables  at  common  law  and  under  the  statutes  of 
this  state,  except  that  they  shall  not  have  the  power  to  servte  any 
civil  process  in  which  the  city  is  not  a  party.  They  shall  be  en- 
titled to  the  same  fees  in  criminal  cases,  as  constables.  The 
chief  of  police  shall  keep  an  account  of  all  fees  for  services  in 
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criminal  cases  performed  by  the  members  of  the  police  force,  which 
if  performed  by  a  constable  would  be  chargeable  to  the  county  of 
Cattaraugus,  and  shall  present  an  account  of  such  fees  from  time 
to  time  to  the  board  of  supervisors  and  the  same  shall  be  audited, 
levied  and  collected  in  the  same  manner  as  other  county  charges 
and  paid  to  the  treasurer  of  said  city.  All  such  fees  received  by 
them  shall  belong  to,  and  be  the  property  of  the  city  of  Olean  and 
ehall  be  accounted  for  to  the  common  council  of  said  city  and  paid 
over  to  the  treasurer  of  said  city  immediately  upon  their  receipt 
by  said  police  officers.  The  chief  of  police  shall  at  least  once  each 
knonth  make  a  detailed  report  to  the  auditor  of  said  city  of  the 
(moneys  received  by  the  police  officers  and  the  disposition  of  the 
isame.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  police  force  to  see  that  the  police 
(regulations,  and  the  by-laws  and  ordinances  of  the  city  are  ob- 
served, and  to  discover  and  report  all  violations  thereof.  The  chief 
of  police  shall  keep  a  record  of  all  arrests  made  by  him  and  by  the 
policemen,  which  record  shaU  state  the  name  of  the  person  ar- 
irested,  the  hour  at  which  the  arrest  was  made,  for  what  oflFense, 
by  whom  arrested,  and  the  disposition  of  each  case,  and  deliver  a 
<5opy  of  such  record  daily  to  the  clerk.  They  shall  have  power 
Hvithout  process  to  arrest  to  be  dealt  with  according  to  law  all 
persons  guilty  in  their  presence  of  a  crime  or  violating  any  of 
the  police  regulations,  by-laws  or  ordinances  of  the  city  and  all 
disorderly  persons  and  such  other  duties  as  shall  be  prescribed 
by  resolution,  order,  by-law  or  ordinance  of  the  common  counciL 
§  42.  Overseeir  of  the  poor.  The  overseer  of  the  poor  shall 
have  the  same  powers  and  be  liable  to  the  same  duties  as  the 
overseers  of  the  poor  of  towns,  except  as'  modified  by  this  act. 
'All  moneys  received  by  the  overseer  of  the  poor  from  whatever 
Bources  shall  be  paid  immediately  to  the  treasurer,  who  shall 
place  said  sums  to  the  credit  of  the  poor  fund.  He  shall  pay  out 
no  moneys  belonging  to  said  city  except  upon  a  resolution  of 
the  common  council.  He  may  from  time  to  time  as  is  necessary 
ftnd  proper  issue  written  orders  to  indigent  persons,  which  orders 
shall  be  in  the  form  prescribed  by  the  common  council,  and  shall 
be  subject  to  its  approval.  The  overseer  of  the  poor  shall  render 
monthly  to  the  common  council  an  itemized  statement  in  writing 
of  his  receipts  and  all  orders  issued  by  him,  and  all  expenses 
incurred  by  him.  The  overseer  of  the  poor  shall  render  to  the 
common  council  at  its  last  regular  meeting  next  previous  to  the 
annual  city  election  a  detailed  statement  showing  all  receipts, 
orders  issued,  and  disbursements  for  the  period  he  has  held  the 
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office  of  overseer  of  the  poor,  but  not  exceeding  the  period  of  the 
preceding  twelve  months'.  He  shall  receive  such  salary  as  the 
common  council  may  fix.  The  overseer  of  the  poor  shall  not  be 
directly  or  indirectly  interested  in  any  contract  or  the  purchase  or 
sale  of  any  supplies  connected  with  the  administration  of  his 
office.  A  violation  of  this  provision  shall  be  deemed  a 
misdemeanor. 

§  45.  Water  commisflioners.  The  said  water  commissioners 
shall  annually  on  the  first  day  of  July  of  each  year,  and  at  other 
times  as  requested  by  the  common  council,  deliver  to  the 
Auditor  a  detailed  statement  of  all  their  receipts  and  dis- 
bursements for  the  year  ending  with  the  last  day  of  May 
Past  preceding;  a  general  statement  of  all  their  work,  and 
condition  of  their  affairs  and  state  of  finances,  including  a  full 
detailed  account  of  the  money  expended  in  the  progress  of  the 
work,  and  extensions  of  the  same,  and  a  particular  statement  of 
any  deficiency  as  to  water  rents,  in  meeting  the  principal  and 
interest  of  the  bonded  indebtedness,  for  supplying  water  to  said 
city ;  also  the  quantity  of  water  raised  and  the  cost  per  thousand 
gallons  delivered  to  customers;  said  rejwrt  to  be  published  by  the 
common  council;  and  all  books  and  papers  of  every  description 
kept  by  said  commissioners  upon  which  are  entries  of  their 
transactions  as  such,  shall  at  all  times  be  subject  to  the  inspection 
of  the  mayor,  auditor  or  common  council,  or  a  committee  appointed 
by  the  mayor  or  common  council  for  the  purpose  of  making  such 
inspection.  The  minutes  of  the  proceedings  of  the  board  of  water 
commissioners  shall  be  published  in  the  official  paper. 

§  47.  In  all  cases  where  the  said  water  commissioners  shall  be  Appoiat- 
unable  to  agree  with  the  persons  owning  or  having  an  interest  in  commi.- 
any  lands,  tenements  or  hereditaments  required  for  the  purposes  Setomme** 


of  this  act,  the  supreme  court  at  any  special  term  thereof  held  in 
the  judicial  district  in  which  said  lands  are  situated,  shall,  on 
application  of  said  water  commissioners,  after  ten  days'  written 
notice,  personally  served  on  such  person,  or  where  such  notice  can« 
not  be  personally  served  within  the  state,  or  such  persons  are 
infants  or  otherwise  incapacitated  from  receiving  personal  notice, 
then  by  service  in  such  manner  as  the  said  court  shall  direct,  ap- 
point three  disinterested  citizens  of  the  county  in  which  the  said 
lands  are  situated,  who  shall  be  freeholders,  as  commissioners  of 
assessments,  to  determine  the  damage  sustained  by  each  of  such 
persons  by  reason  of  the  taking  or  use  of  his  or  her  lands,  tene-  Kxamina- 
raents  or  hereditaments  for  the  purpose  of  this  act.     Such  com-^^*"^ 
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missioners  of  assessments  shall  take  the  oath  required  by  the  con- 
stitution and  shall  personally  examine  such  parcel  of  land  or 
other  property  proposed  to  be  taken  or  used  and  shall  estimate 
and  report  to  said  court  at  any  term  thereof  held  in  the  said 
{judicial   district  the  several  sums  which  will  be  a  just  com- 
pens-ation  to  such  owners  or  persons  interested  respectively  for 
the  appropriation  to  the  purposes  of  this  act  of  any  property, 
rights  or  privileges  that  may  be  so  required  or  for  the  title  or 
use    of    any    such    property.      Such    commissioners    of    assess- 
ments may  examine  witnesses  upon  the  hearing  before  them 
and  all  evidence  so  taken  shall  accompany  their  report.    Ten  days' 
notice  in  writing  of  the  time  and  place  of  the  presentation  of  said 
report  shall  be  given  to  the  parties  interested.     On  the  presenta- 
tion of  said  report  the  said  court  may  confirm  or  amend  the  same 
or  appoint  new  commissioners,  who  shall  proceed  in  the  same 
manner  as  the  first  commissioners,  and  whose  report  shall  be 
final  and  shall  be  confirmed  by  said  court.

awarded,  and  the  auditor  shall  deposit  or  cause  such  sum  to  be 
deposited  as  said  court  may  direct,  or  to  be  paid  to  such  owner 
or  to  such  person  or  persons  as  the  court  may  direct  in  full  com- 
pensation for  the  property  so  required;  and  thereupon  the  said 
city  shall  become  seized  in  fee  of  the  property  so  required  and 
ipaid  commissioners  and  said  city  shall  be  discharged  from  all 
claim  by  reason  of  any  such  appropriation  or  use. 

§  49.  The  said  commissioners  shall  have  power  and  it  shall 
be  their  duty  to  borrow  from  time  to  time  upon  the  credit  of 
the  city  a  sum  not  exceeding  ten  per  centum  of  the  assessed  value 
of  the  real  and  personal  property  in  the  city,  as  shall  appear  by 
the  last  preceding  assessment  roll,  upon  such  term  of  credit  not 
exceeding  thirty  years  and  at  a  rate  of  interest  not  exceeding  six 
per  centum  per  annum,  as  shall  seem  to  them  for  the  best  interest 
of  said  city ;  and  to  secure  the  payment  of  said  loan  said  conunis- 
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sioners  are  authorized  to  make,  execute  and  deliver  bonds,  certifi- 
cates OP  other  obligations  which  shall  be  signed  by  them  or  any 
two  of  them  as  said  commissioners;  which  said  bonds,  certifi- 
cates or  other  obligations  shall  be  made  payable  in  such  respective 
amounts  and  at  such  respective  times  as  such  commissioners 
^hall  deem  best  and  said  bonds  and  the  interest  thereon  shall  be 
a  valid  liability  against  the  city  and  the  credit  of  said  city  is 
pledged  for  the  payment  of  the  same  and  the  said  money  so  bor- 
rowed shall  be  appropriated  to  supplying  said  city  with  water  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  act.  But  no  such  bonds, 
certificates  or  other  otligations  shall  be  disposed  of  by  such  com- 
missioners at  less  than  the  par  value  thereof.  Provided  that  no  appjowi^  ^

§  56.    The  entire  annual  receipts  for  water  rents,  after  deduct-  Rj^J^ 
ing  therefrom  such  sums  as  may  be  necessary  to  defray  the  ex-  ^^ 
penses  of  said  water  works  and  of  extending  thq  same  and 
other  necessary  expenses,  shall  be  applied  toward  the  payment

shall  be  funds  available  for  the  purpose,  at  prices  not  exceeding 
their  par  value,  and  when  so  purchased  said  bonds,  certificates 
and  obligations  shall  not  be  reissued  but  shall  be  immediately 
cancelled.     The  amount  of  any  such  cancelled  bonds,  certificates 
or  obligations  together  with  the  interest  thereon  shall,  however, 
be  paid  into  said  sinking  fund  when  due  out  of  the  other  funds  of 
said  city  applicable  to  the  payment  of  said  bonds. 

§  68.  The  said  commissioners  shall  during  the  month  of  July  ^«*i^,~- 
in  each  year  make  to  the  common  council  a  full  report  of  all  their  p^-j^^^oj^ 
proceedings  and  a  detailed  statement  of  all  their  receipts  and 
disbursements  for  the  year  ending  May  thirty-first  next  preced- 
ing and  shall  include  in  such  report  an  estimate  of  the  funds 
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Inecesflary  for  maintaining  and  adorning  such  parks^  squares  and 
public  gardens  and  places  for  the  next  fiscal  year  and  the  pur- 
Park  fund,  poses  for  which  the  same  are  required.  The  park  fund  provided 
for  in  section  one  hundred  and  four  of  this  ACt  shall  be  set  apart 
by  the  auditor  and  paid  out  only  upon  the  warrant  of  the  auditor 
Countersigned  by  the  city  clerk;  but  no  warrant  shall  be  drawn 
for  the  payment  of  such  funds  until  authorized  by  resolution  of 
said  commissioners.  Real  or  personal  property  may  be 
granted,  devised,  bequeathed  or  conveyed  to  the  city  of  Olean  for 
the  purpose  of  a  public  park,  square,  garden  or  place  or  for  the 
purposes  of  the  improvement  or  ornamentation  of  any  park  or 
parks,  square  or  squares,  public  garden  or  place  of  said  city  either 
absolutely  or  upon  such  trusts  and  conditions  as  may  be  prescribed 
by  the  grantors  or  donors  thereof  and  may  be  accepted  by  such 
commissioners;  and  all  property  so  devised,  granted,  bequeathed 
or  conveyed,  and  the  rents,  issues,  income  and  profits  therefrom, 
shall  be  subject  to  the  management  of  such  commissioners  and 
such  commissioners  shall  include  in  their  annual  report  a  state- 
ment of  all  gifts,  devises  and  bequests  of  the  previous  year  and 
the  names  of  the  persons  making  the  same  and  also  a  full  state- 
ment of  all  moneys  and  property  received  by  gift,  devise  or  be- 
quest and  then  in  the  custody  of  such  commissioners.

§  71.  Common  oouncil.     Each  alderman  present  at  any  meet- 
ing of  the  common  council  shall  have  a  vote  on  every  question 
brought  before  the  common  council  for  its  consideration,  except 
as  herein  otherwise  provided,  and  no  alderman  shall  be  excused 
from  voting  on  any  question  except  by  a  concurring  vote  of  two- 
thirds  of  all  present.    The  president  of  the  common  council  when 
presiding  shall  have  no  vote  as  alderman,  but  sball  have  the  cast- 
ing vote  the  same  as  the  mayor.     'So  person  whose  election  as 
alderman  shall  be  contested  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  on  any  ques- 
tion connected  with  any  such  contest. 
§  78.  Subdivision  5.  To  contract,  provide  for  and  regulate  the

Subdivision  50.  For  any  or  eitJier  of  the  purposes  aforesaid 
^^  or  of  executing  any  power  conferred  upon  the  common  council  oi 
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upon  the  city  by  this  act  or  otherwise,  the  common  oonncil  shall  ^.^J^JJ^ 
have  full  power  to  make^  establish,  publish,  modify,  amend  or  re-  regulation*, 
peal  ordinances,  by-laws,  regulations,  rules*  and  resolutions  and 
fix  the  time  of  their  taking  effect;  but  every  such  ordinance,  rule, 
regulation,  resolution  and  by-law  except  such  as  relate  to  the  health, 
safety  or  fire  protection  of  the  people  of  said  city,  or  of  some  por^ 
tion  thereof  shall,  before  taking  effect,  be  published  at  least  once 
in  the  official  newspaper  of  said  city.  Every  ordinance,  rule,  Record  of 
r^ulation,  resolution  and  by-law,  together  with  his  certificate  of  i^*"""*^ 
the  time  and  manner  of  the  publication  thereof,  shall 
be  recorded  by  the  clerk  in  a  book  or  books  to  be 
provided  by  the  city  and  kept  for  that  purpose;*  and 
the  said  record  or  a  copy  thereof,  certified  under  the  cor- 
porate seal  of  said  city  by  the  clerk  to  be  a  true  copy  of  such  record, 
shall  be  presumptive  evidence  in  all  courts  and  places  and  in  all  ao- 
tions  and  proceedings  of  the  due  passage  of  such  ordinance,  rule, 
r^ulation,  by-law  or  resolution  and  of  its  having  been  duly 
published  as  by  this  act  required.  Any  person  violating  any  yioietiona. 
ordinance,  rule,  regulation  or  by-law  of  the  common  council  shall 
be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  the  common  council  may  provide 
therein  or  by  general  ordinance,  that  any  person  guilty  of  such 
violation  shall  be  liable  to  fine  which  shall  not  exceed  one  hundred 
and  fifty  dollars  in  amount,  or  to  imprisonment  not  exceeding  one 
hundred  and  fifty  days,  or  to  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment  or 
such  ordinance  may  provide  for  a  penalty,  not  exceeding  five  hun- 
dred dollars  to  be  recovered  by  the  city  in  a  civil  action.  Any 
person  who  shall,  after  this  act  takes  effect  violate  any  ordinance 
theretofore  enacted  by  the  common  council  shall  be  guilty  of  a 
misdemeanor  and  may  be  prosecuted  therefor,  or  an  action  may  be 
maintained  to  recover  the  penalty  or  penalties  prescribed  by  such 
ordinance,  but  a  conviction  for  any  such  violation  as  a  misde- 
meanor shall  be  a  bar  to  any  action  to  recover  a  penalty  for  the 
same  violation  and  the  recovery  of  a  judgment  for  a  penalty  for 
any  such  violation  shall  be  a  bar  to  any  prosecution  for  the  same 
violation  as  a  misdemeanor.  In  addition  to  the  fines  and  penalties 
provided  for  by  this  subdivision  the  city  may  also  maintain  an 
action  or  proceeding  in  a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction  to  com- 
pel compliance  with  or  to  restrain  the  violation  of  any  ordi- 
nance of  the  common  council  notwithstanding  the  ordinance 
provides  a  penalty  or  fine  for  such  violation. 

§  89.  The  common  council  shall  not  construct  any  drain  orjjjjj^."* 
sewer  except  upon  petition  of  a  majority  of  the  owners  of  prop-  ^ 
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erty  to  be  assessed  therefor,  unless  for  an  outlet  to  a  drain  or  sewer 
constructed  upon  the  aforesaid  petition,  and  then  the  shortest 
practical  route  shall  be  adopted,  or  except  upon  the  resolution  of 
the  board  of  health  of  the  city  as  herein  provided,  or  as  otherwise 
provided  in  this  act.    The  city  of  Olean  shall  be  deemed  to  be  the 
owner  of  any  public  park  adjoining  the  street  in  which  any  such 
sewer  or  drain  is  proposed  to  be  constructed  and  the  approval  of 
any  such  petition  by  the  common  council  shall  be  deemed  equiva- 
payment  fw  Icut  to  the  siguiug  of  such  potitiou  by  said  city.    All  drains  and 
Mwers;       sewcrs  coustructcd  for  an  outlet  to  a  sewer  constructed  upon  peti- 
*  tion  shall  be  paid  for  by  the  city  by  general  tax  and  shall  not 
be  chargeable  to  abutting  property  ovmers,  but  no  connection  shall 
be  made  to  any  outlet  sewer  by  any  person  or  to  a  petition  sewer 
by  any  person  on  account  of  whose  property  no  assessment  was 
made  to  pay  for  such  sewer  without  the  consent  of  the  common 
council,  and  no  such  permission  shall  be  given  without  the  pay- 
ment of  a  reasonable  charge  therefor  to  be  determined  by  the 
common  council  and  only  upon  compliance  with  such  rules  and 
regulations  as  the  common  council  may  prescribe.     Provided, 
however,  that  the  common  council  may  adopt  a  general  plan  of 
outlet  sewers  for  any  part  of  said  city  which  was  not  a  part  of  the 
city  of  Olean  prior  to  the  passage  of  chapter  three  hundred  and 
sixty-nine  of  the  laws  of  nineteen  hundred  and  eight  and  which 
is  not  already  provided  with  outlet  sewers,  and  may  cause  the 
same   and   any   additional    sewer   required  on   account   of  the 
deficiency  of  any  outlet  sewer  already  constructed  in  said  city  to 
be  constructed,  and  the  cost  and  expense  of  the  construction  of 
BonAiOTM:  the  same  shall  be  paid  by  general  tax.    To  provide  for  the  pay- 
•zecutioa.    mcut  of  the  cost  and  expense  of  constructing  any  such  sewer  re- 
quired for  that  part  of  said  city  which  was  not  a  part  of  the  city 
of  Olean  before  the  passage  of  chapter  three  hundred  and  sixty- 
nine  of  the  laws  of  nineteen  hundred  and  eight  or  required  on 
account  of  any  deficiency  in  any  sewer  in  said  city,  the  common 
council   shall  have  power  to  issue  bonds  of  said  city,   which 
shall  be  signed  by  the  mayor  and  countersigned  by  the  clerk  of 
said  city,  which  shall  be  payable  not  more  than  twenty  years  from 
the  date  of  issue,  and  shall  bear  interest  at  not  to  exceed  six  per 
centum  per  annum.    Said  bonds  shall  not  be  issued  or  sold  until 
after  a  contract  or  contracts  for  the  construction  of  such  sewer  or 
.  sewers  shall  have  been  made  and  entered  into  by  the  common 
council,  and  shall  not  be  issued  to  an  amount  in  excess  of  the  ag- 
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gregflte  amount  of  the  cost  of  constructing  such  sewers,  as  set  forth 
in  such  contracts.  Said  bonds  shall  be  sold  for  not  less  than  par, 
to  the  highest  bidder  upon  sealed  proposals,  after  publishing  a  my 
tice  for  die  time  and  place  of  sale  and  the  amount  and  description 
of  the  bonds  to  be  sold  in  the  official  paper  once  a  week  for  at  leasvt 
two  successive  weeks  before  the  sale  and  in  such  other  newspapers 
as  the  common  council  may  prescribe.  Provided,  however,  fliectjjn  « 
that  no  contract  shall  be  made  or  entered  into  and  no  such  bonds  tioo. 
shall  be  made  or  issued  as  provided  in  this  section,  until  the  con- 
sent of  the  majority  of  the  taxable  inhabitants  of  said  city  author^ 
ized  to  vote  and  voting  at  an  annual  or  special  election  called  for 
that  purpose  be  first  obtained  for  the  construction  of  such  sewer 
or  sewers  and  the  issue  of  such  bonds.  Such  election  shall  be  con- 
ducted, notice  shall  be  given,  and  the  qualifications  of  the  voters 
thereat  shall  be  the  same  as  provided  by  sections  one  hundred  and 
six  and  one  hundred  and  eight  of  this  act. 

AbtioIiB  Vll. 
§  97.  Streets  and  highways.  On  the  petition  of  resident,  prop- 
erty owners,  who  constitute  a  majority  in  number,  and  own  more 
than  one-half  of  the  lineal  foot  frontage  of  land  owned  by  resi- 
dent property  owners  abutting  on  any  street  or  section  of  street, 
the  common  council  shall  have  power  to  cause  such  street  or  sec- 
tion of  a  street  to  be  macadamized  or  paved,  curbed,  guttered^ 
flagged  or  otherwise  improved  in  such  manner  and  of  such 
material  as  shall  be  named  by  a  majority  of  said  petitioners  in 
said  petition,  and  the  expense  of  macadamizing  or  paving,  curb- 
ing, guttering  and  flagging  shall  be  assessed  to  and  be  paid  by  the 
owners  of  property  lying  along  and  adjoining  such  street  on  each 
side  thereof,  except  as  herein  otherwise  provided.  Upon  receiv- 
ing the  petition  aforesaid  the  common  council  shall  cause  notice 
to  be  published  once  a  week  foi  two  successive  weeks  in  some 
newspaper  published  in  said  city  stating  in  substance  that  a 
petition  has  been  presented  asking  that  the  proposed  improve- 
ment be  made  and  specifying  the  street  or  the  portion  of  a  street 
which  it  is  proposed  to  improve  and  appointing  a  time  and  place 
for  the  purpose  of  hearing  objections  thereto,  which  hearing  may 
be  adjourned  from  time  to  time.  Unless  written  objections  be 
made  to  the  sufficiency  of  the  petition  and  the  grounds  of  objec- 
tion specifically  stated,  such  petition  shall  be  deemed  sufficient  both 
in  form  and  as  to  the  required  number  of  owners  and  amount  of 
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frontage  to  authorize  the  proposed  improvement.  The  city  of  Olean 
shall  be  deemed  a  resident  property  owner  owning  any  public  park, 
square  or  grounds  adjoining  the  street  in  which  any  such  improve- 
ment shall  be  made,  and  the  approval  of  any  petition  hj  the  com- 
mon council  shall  be  equivalent  to  the  signing  of  said  petition  by 
said  city  as  a  resident  property  owner  owning  such  public  park, 
square  or  grounds.  The  term  resident  property  owner 
shall  be  deemed  to  mean  a  person  residing  in  the  city  of 
Olean  or  a  corporation  having  its  principal  place  of 
business  in  said  city  and  who  shall  be  at  the  time  of  sign- 
ing such  petition  the  owner  of  the  legal  title  to  land 
adjoining  the  street  or  section  of  a  street  proposed  by  such 
petition  to  be  improved.  In  the  case  of  life  estates  the  remainder- 
man and  not  the  life  tenant  shall  be  deemed  to  be  the  owner  of 
the  legal  title.  In  the  case  of  joint  tenancy,  tenancy  in  common 
and  tenancy  by  the  entirety  all  the  joint  tenants  or  tenants  in 
common  and  tenants  by  the  entirety  owning  any  one  parcel  of 
real  property  shall,  for  the  purpose  of  such  petition  be  deemed 
to  be  one  property  owner  and  the  signature  upon  such  petition  of 
any  one  of  such  joint  tenants,  tenants  in  common  or  tenants  by 
the  entirety  shall  have  the  same  effect  as  if  said  petition  had  been 
signed  by  all  of  such  joint  tenants,  tenants  in  comimon  or  tenants 
by  the  entirety.  The  signatures  to  such  petition  shall  be  irre- 
vocable. Additional  signatures  may  be  aflSxed  to  such  petition  at 
any  time  after  the  same  has  been  presented  to  the  common  coun- 
cil by  any  resident  property  owner  who  shall  then  own  lands,  no 
prior  owner  of  which  shall  have  signed  such  petition  and  shall 
have  the  same  effect  as  if  the  same  had  been  thereto  affixed  prior 
to  the  time  when  the  same  was  so  presented.  In  case  the  com- 
mon coxmcil  shall  determine  to  make  such  improvement  they  shall 
approve  such  petition  and  direct  the  improvement  to  be  made 
and  thereupon  determine  the  probable  cost  thereof.  No  street, 
however,  shall  be  macadamized  or  paved  until  after  the  main 
and  sewer  pipes,  contemplated  by  the  general  plans  adopted  as 
in  this  act  provided,  haVe  been  laid  on  such  street  or  section  of  a 
street.  As  soon  as  practicable  and  during  the  first  mxmicipal  year 
the  common  council  shall  cause  to  be  made  a  general  plan  of 
sewerage,  which  shall  include  all  necessary  main  and  sewer  pipes 
for  sewering  said  city  and  file  a  map  and  profile  thereof  in 
the  office  of  the  clerk  of  said  city,  which  shall  be  certified  by  said 
clerk  to  have  been  adopted  by  the  common  council,  stating  the 
date  when  such  plan  was  adopted.     The  water  commissioners 
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shall  also,  as  soon  as  practicable  after  the  passage  of  this  act  and 
during  the  first  municipal  year,  adopt  a  general  plan  for  sup- 
plying the  city  and  its  inhabitants  with  water  and  which  shaJl 
include  all  necessary  pipes  and  lines  for  supplying  such  water 
and  make  a  map  and  profile  thereof,  which  shall  be  certified  by 
said  commissioners  to  have  been  adopted  by  them,  stating  the 
time  when  so  adopted  and  cause  the  same  with  such  certificate 
to  be  filed  in  the  oflSce  of  the  clerk  of  said  city.  Until  such  plans 
shall  have  been  adopted  by  the  common  council  and  the  water 
commissioners  respectively  the  plans  which  have  heretofore  been 
adopted  by  the  common  council  of  the  city  of  Olean  and  the 
water  commissioners  of  said  city  shall  respectively  be  considered 
for  the  purpose  of  this  act  to  have  been  adopted  by  the  common 
council  and  water  commissioners.  The  common  council  and 
water  commissioners  may  change  and  alter  from  time  to  time 
such  plans  respectively,  and  thereupon  shall  immediately  cause 
an  amended  map  showing  such  changes  to  be  made  and  filed  with 
the  clerk  of  said  city.  For  the  purpose  of  paying  for  said 
improvement  an  assessment  shall  be  made  by  the  auditor  of  said 
city,  and  he  shall  proceed  in  the  same  manner  as  is  prescribed 
in  this  act  for  making  sewer  assessments,  except  as  hereinafter 
modified.  Each  lineal  foot  of  property  shall  pay  its  proportion 
of  the  total  cost  and  one  lineal  foot  shall  not  be  assessed  a  greater 
or  less  amount  than  another,  except  that  the  portion  of  such 
street,  or  section  of  a  street,  now  occupied  or  which  may  here- 
after be  occupied  by  a  street  railway,  together  with  a  space 
on  each  side  thereof  extending  two  feet  in  width  shall  be  graded 
and  macadamized,  or  graded  and  paved  at  the  expense  of  the 
owner  of  such  street  railway,  and  the  expense  thereof  and  of 
repairing  and  relaying  the  same  shall  be  assessed  and  paid  by 
the  owner  of  such  railway  or  company  operating  the  same  and 
except  that  the  cost  and  expense  of  that  portion  of  such  improve- 
ment, which  shall  lie  within  the  bounds  of  intersecting  streets 
shall  be  paid  by  said  city  by  general  taxation.  When  such  paving 
or  improvement  shall  have  been  completed,  and  at  the  time  the 
auditor  shall  make  the  assessment  therefor,  he  shall  determine 
the  expense  of  such  grading,  macadamizing  or  paving  chargeable 
to  the  owner  of  such  street  railway  or  the  company  operating  the 
^ame  which  shall  not  be  more  than  its  just  and  equitable  share  of 
the  entire  expense  of  said  improvement  and  assess  said  share  to 
such  owner  or  street  railway  company.  For  the  purpose  of  paying 
the  expense  of  such  improvement,  including  that  portion  to  be  borne 
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by  general  tax,  and  in  anticipation  of  the  collection  of  taxes^  the 
common  council  shall  issue  certificates  of  indebtedness  or  revenue 
bonds  of  said  city  in  anticipation  of  such  respective  amounts 
and  payable  at  such  respective  times,  not  exceeding  ten  years 
from  the  date  of  issue,  as  the  common  council  may  deem  ad- 
visable with  interest  not  exceeding  six  per  centum  per  annum. 
Such  certificates  of  indebtedness  or  revenue  bonds  shaU  be  sold 
to  the  highest  bidder  for  cash,  at  not  less  than  par  valua  Notice 
of  such  sale  shall  be  published  once  a  week  for  three  successive 
weeks  in  such  newspaper  or  newspapers  as  the  common  council 
may  designate.  Said  certificates  of  indebtedness  or  revenue  bonds 
shall  be  signed  by  the  mayor  and  treasurer  and  countersigned  by 
the  clerk.  The  taxes  and  assessments  which  are  to  be  levied  for 
the  purpose  of  paying  the  expense  of  such  improvement  shall  be 
payable  in  the  same  number  of  equal  annual  installments  as  the 
bonds  or  other  obligations  which  are  to  be  issued  in  the  payment 
of  the  expense  of  such  improvements  as  hereinbefore  provided, 
with  the  option  and  privilege  to  such  owner  or  owners  to  pay  the 
whole  of  such  taxe^i  so  assessed  to  them  respectively  within 
thirty  days  from  the  time  of  the  completion  of  such  assessment 
roll.  Such  option  or  privilege  may  be  exercised  at  the  time 
when  any  installment  becomes  due,  provided  that  such  owner  or 
owners  pay  in  addition  the  whole  amount  of  interest  that  would 
accrue  if  such  owner  or  owners  paid  the  whole  of  such  taxes  and 
assessments  in  equal  annual  installments.  After  correction  and 
confirmation  of  such  assessment  the  same  shall  be  a  lien  and 
charge  upon  the  property  so  assessed  and  that  portion  thereof  to 
be  paid  by  said  railway  company  or  its  owners  shall  be  a  lien 
upon  the  entire  railway,  its  sidings,  switches  and  equipments  used 
upon  said  railway,  and  such  lien  shall  be  prior  and  superior  to 
any  other  incumbrance  or  lien  upon  said  railway  or  property,  and 
shall  bear  interest  per  annum  at  the  rate  at  which  said  bonds  have 
been  negotiated  from  and  after  the  confirmation  of  such  tax  and 
assessment.  Such  interest  shall  be  due  and  payable  annually  on 
the  whole  amount  of  such  tax  and  assessment  unpaid  at  the  time 
when  each  installment  becomes  due.  The  common  council  shall 
cause  such  taxes  to  be  collected  in  the  same  manner  as  is  pro- 
vided for  the  collection  of  other  taxes  in  said  city,  except  as  herein 
otherwise  provided.  Immediately  after  the  correction  and  con- 
firmation of  such  taxes  and  assessments  the  common  council  shall 
cause  the  warrant  for  the  collection  of  said  taxes  and  assessments 
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to  be  deliyered  to  the  clerk,  who  shall  publish  in  the  official  paper 
in  said  city  a  notice  that  he  has  received  such  warrant  and  tax 
roll  and  that  such  taxes,  or  any  installment  thereof,  may  be  paid 
to  him  for  thirty  days  without  fee  and  that  upon  the  expiration 
of  such  thirty  days  the  first  installment  of  such  taxes  will  become 
delinquent,  and  that  each  succeeding  installment  thereafter, 
together  with  the  interest  on  the  whole  amount  of  such  tax 
remaining  unpaid,  will  be  due  and  payable  one  year  after  the 
time  fixed  for  the  payment  of  the  installment  immediately  pre- 
ceding, and  will  become  delinquent  thirty  days  thereafter,  and 
the  clerk  shall  proceed  accordingly.  Such  delinquent  taxes  shall 
be  subject  to  the  same  fees  and  penalties  as  delinquent  taxes  on 
the  city  tax  roll.  The  taxes  and  assessments  levied  to  pay  the  cost 
and  expense  of  all  such  improvements  in  said  city  shall  be  kept 
separate  and  apart  from  the  other  funds  of  said  city  and  used 
only  for  the  retiring  and  paying  of  such  bonds  and  indebtedness. 
The  fund  shall  be  known  as  the  *'  paving  fund  "  and  the  bonds 
shall  be  known  as  the  '^  improvement  bonds  "  and  shall  be  general 
obligations  of  said  city  of  Olean.  The  common  council  may  make 
temporary  loans  from  time  to  time  as  the  work  of  such  improve- 
ment progresses,  and  defer  issuing  the  bonds  hereinbefore  men- 
tioned until  after  such  improvement  shall  have  been  completed, 
and  the  interest  paid  for  such  temporary  loan  and  interest  on  the 
amount  thereof  for  ninety  days  after  the  completion  of  the  assess- 
ment on  account  of  such  improvement  shall  be  added  to  and  be 
considered  a  part  of  the  expenses  of  such  improvement.  Such 
temporary  loan  and  the  certificates  isued*  therefor  shaU  be  a  lien 
to  the  same  extent  as  is  herein  provided  regarding  the  lien  of  the 
bonds  for  the  permanent  loan.  The  certificates  for  such  tem- 
porary loans  shall  be  signed  by  the  mayor  and  treasurer  and 
countersigned  by  the  clerk,  and  be  made  payable  within  one  year 
from  the  date  of  issuing  sama  Whenever  there  is  more  than  one 
improvement  in  progress  at  the  same  time,  the  common  council 
may  make  the  temporary  loans  herein  provided,  separate  and 
specific  for  each  separate  improvement  or  they  may  in  their  dis- 
cretion make  such  temporary  loans  applicable  for  two,  or  more  or 
all  the  improvements  that  may  be  i;n  progress  at  the  same  time, 
but  in  all  cases  a  separate  and  accurate  account  shall  be  kept  of 
ihe  cost  of  each  of  said  improvements  and  each  shall  be  charged 
with  only  its  equitable  share  of  the  interest  on  said  temporary 


^  So  in  origmal. 
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loan  or  loans ;  and  the  amount  of  said  temporary  loans  shall  at  no 
time  exceed  the  estimated  total  cost  of  said  improvements.  In 
like  manner  the  certificates  of  indebtedness  or  revenue  bonds  to 
be  issued  as  herein  provided  may  be  made  in  amount  to  cover 
one,  two  or  more  improvements,  but  in  no  case  shall  the  amount 
of  said  certificates  of  indebtedness  or  revenue  bonds  at  any  time 
exceed  the  cost  of  the  improvement  or  several  improvements  for 
which  they  were  issued.  The  moneys  received  from  the  sale  of 
said  certificates  of  indebtedness  or  revenue  bonds  shall  be  used 
only  for  the  payment  and  cancellation  of  said  temporary  loan 
certificates  or  in  payment  of  the  cost  of  said  improvements  which 
may  not  have  been  provided  for  by  temporary  loans.  The  grad- 
ing, macadamizing  and  paving  of  such  part  of  the  street  occupied 
by  the  street  railway  company  with  a  space  on  each  side  thereof, 
which  has  been  improved  at  the  expense  of  the  owner  of  such 
street  railway  or  the  company  operating  the  same,  shall  be  kept  in 
repair,  and  when  the  common  council  shall  deem  it  necessary,  be 
relaid  by  the  owner  of  such  street  railway  or  the  company  operat- 
ing the  same,  which  shall  be  done  under  the  supervision  of  the 
common  council,  and  in  the  manner  and  under  such  rules  ^d 
regulations  as  it  may  prescribe.  In  case  such  owner  or  company 
fail  to  keep  the  same  in  repair  or  to  relay  the  same,  it  shall  be 
done  by  the  common  council  at  the  expense  of  such  owner  or  com- 
pany and  such  expense  shall  be  assessed  to  and  paid  by  the  owner 
of  such  street  railway  or  the  company  operating  the  same,  and 
the  same  may  be  collected  by  an  action  brought  by  said  cily  or. 
by  a  warrant  for  the  collection  of  the  taxes  in  the  usual  manner ; 
and  such  expense  shall  be  a  lien  upon  the  property  of  said  com- 
pany the  same  as  for  the  original  improvement  Such  street  rail- 
way company  may,  at  its  own  cost  and  expense  and  under  the 
direction  of  the  common  council,  prepare  its  track  and  roadbed 
for  the  contemplated  improvement,  but  in  case  of  the  failure  of 
the  said  street  railway  company  to  so  prepare  its  track  and  road- 
bed, after  reasonable  notice  so  to  do,  the  common  council  may 
prepare  the  same  for  such  improvement,  and  the  expense  of  the 
same  shall  be  assessed  to  and  paid  by  the  owner  of  such  street 
railway  or  by  the  company  operating  the  same,  as  part  of  the 
total  expense  of  the  said  improvement  to  be  borne  by  such  com- 
pany, and  such  expense  shall  be  a  lien  upon  the  property  of  the 
said  company  the  same  as  the  improvement.  Whenever  the  state 
of  New  York  shall  improve  any  road  or  street,  any  part  of  which 
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is  within  the  city  of  Olean,  as  provided  by  the  highway  law,  all 
of  the  provisions  of  this  section  relative  to  the  assessment  and 
collection  of  taxes  as  to  that  portion  to  be  paid  by  the  abutting 
property  owners,  by  general  tax  and  by  any  street  railway  com- 
pany and  the  issue  of  temporary  loan  certificates  shall  apply, 
and  the  common  council  shall  pay  to  the  proper  official  of  the 
state  of  New  York,  from  time  to  time,  out  of  the  proceeds  of  any 
loan  certificates  issued  by  it  on  account  of  such  improvemeni;, 
such  portion  of  the  total  expense  that  is  to  be  borne  by  the  city, 
the  abutting  property  owners  and  any  street  railway  company  hav- 
ing its  tracks  in  the  streets  improved  as  may  be  equitable. 

§  99.  Whenever  it  shall  be  determined  by  the  common  council  JiJ*J»  Jj 
to  make    any    improvement    provided    for    by    section    ninety-  jjj^^ 
seven,     the    board    of    water     commissioners     shall     immedi-  p»p«- 
ately  cause  to  be  laid  the  water  mains  and  pipes  for  conducting 
the  water  along  or  through  the  street  or  section  of  street  which  it 
is  proposed  so  to  improve.    The  expense  of  laying  and  construct- 
ing sewer  and  water  service  pipes  shall  be  treated  and  regarded 
as    a    part    of    such    improvement    and    assessed    to    and    be 
paid    by    the    owners    of    property    lying    along    and    adjoin- 
ing such  street  or  section  of  a  street  on  each  side  thereof,  as 
provided  in  section  ninety-seven.     But  aU  repairs  or  relaying 
of    any    such    sewer    service    pipes    or    water    service    pipes 
within  the  limits  of  such  street  or  section  of  a  street  so  im- 
proved shall  be   paid   for  by  general   taxation.      The   expense 
of  repairing  and  relaying  the  water  service  pipes  shall  be  paid 
out  of  the  water  fund.     Whenever  the  board  of  water  commis-  JJ®^***  •'• 
sioners  shall  deem  it  necessary  to  dig  or  excavate  in  any  of  SSJj^tiSu 
the  streets  they  shall  first  give  notice  thereof  to  the  superin- 
tendent of  streets,  except  in  cases  of  emergency  and  in  such  case 
they  shall  give  notice  at  the  first  opportunity ;  such  notice  to  be 
in  writing  and  shall  give  the  exact  locality  as  near  as  can  be 
ascertained,  and  the  board  of  water  conmiissioners  shall  prop- 
erly guard  the  place  of  such  digging  and  excavation  and  they 
shall  restore  and  leave  the  street  in  as  good  condition  upon  com- 
pletion of  such  digging  and  excavation  as  before  doing  the  work 
and  without  any  unnecessary  delay.   The  superintendent  of  streets  Duti«  of 
shall  act  as  superintendent  and  engineer  of  any  such  proposed  tSSSinVof 
improvement  and  perform  the  duties  of  superintendent  and  en-  ' 
gineer  provided  for  in  section  sixty-five  of  this  act,  and  the  time 
actually  and  necessarily  spent  by  the  superintendent  of  streets 
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in  and  about  such  work  shall  be  chargeable  as  an  expense 
of  such  improvement.  The  amount  of  the  expense  so  chargeable 
shall  be  determined  by  the  common  council.  The  superintendent 
of  streets  shall  not,  however,  receive  any  additional  compensation 
therefor. 

Abticle  VIII. 
§  100.  Sidewalks.  The  common  council  shall  have  power  to 
cause  sidewalks  on  the  streets  and  highways  in  the  city  to  be  con- 
structed, and  cause  them  to  be  leveled  and  raised,  or  lowered,  to 
conform  to  the  established  sidewalk  grade  on  the  street  repaired, 
graveled,  planked,  paved  or  flagged,  and  to  ornament  with  trees, 
pave  or  otherwise  improve  the  space  between  the  outside  limits  of 
the  street  and  the  curb  or  driveway,  and  to  compel  the  owners  or 
occupants  of  any  land  or  lots  adjoining  such  sidewalks  or  space  to 
make  such  improvements  as  aforesaid  in  front  of  said  land  or 
lots  and  to  determine  and  prescribe  the  manner  of  doing  the  same 
and  the  materials  to  be  used  thereon,  and  the  quality  of  such  ma- 
terials, and  in  case  the  owner  or  occupant  of  any  such  land  or  lots 
shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  complete  the  said  required  improvements 
within  such  reasonable  time  as  shall  be  required  by  it,  the  common 
council  may  cause  such  improvement  to  be  made  and  completed 
and  the  expense  thereof  may  be  then  assessed  to  such  owner  or 
occupant  and  be  collected  by  warrant  in  the  same  manner  as  other 
taxes  are  collected  by  virtue  of  this  act,  and  the  same  shall  be  a 
lien  on  said  land  or  lot.  Such  expense  may  also  be  recovered  by 
action  brought  against  such  owner  or  occupant.  Whenever  the 
common  council  shall  determine  to  require  such  improvement  to 
be  made,  a  notice  thereof  shall  be  served  as  provided  in  section 
one  hundred  and  twenty  or  the  common  council  may  cause  to  be 
published  once  in  the  oflBcial  paper  a  copy  of  the  resolution  re- 
quiring such  improvement  to  be  made,  stating  the  time  in  which 
such  improvement  is  required  to  be  made,  and  if  such  improve- 
ment is  not  made  within  the  required  time  the  common  council 
may  make  the  same  and  the  expense  thereof  shall  be  payable  by 
the  owners  or  occupants  and  shall  also  be  a  lien  upon  said  lands 
or  lots.  After  such  expense  shall  have  been  incurred  or  ascer- 
tained, the  common  council  shall  make  or  cause  an  assessment  to 
be  made  and  the  roll  thereof  shall  contain  the  name  of  the  owner 
or  occupant  if  known  to  the  conmion  council,  a  brief  description 
of  the  property  sufiBcient  for  identification  and  the  amount  of  the 
expense  to  which  shall  be  added  ten  per  centum  of  the  expense, 
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and  therenpon  the  conunon  ooimoil  shall  cause  a  notice  to  be  pub- 
lished in  the  o£Scial  paper  once  in  each  week  for  two  successive 
weeks,  stating  in  substance  that  the  common  council  has  made  an 
assessment  for  local  improvements  under  section  one  hundred  of 
the  charter  of  the  city  of  Olean,  giving  the  general  nature  of  the 
improvement  and  that  the  same  will  be  reviewed  by  the  common 
council  at  a  time  and  place  to  be  stated  in  said  notice,  which  must 
be  at  least  ten  days  after  the  first  publication  of  said  notice,  at 
which  timo  and  place  the  common  council  shall  proceed  to  review 
such  assessment,  to  hear  objections  by  any  person  interested 
therein  and  may  correct  the  same  and  thereupon  the  said  assess- 
ment as  corrected  shall  be  confirmed  by  the  common  council,  and 
unless  objection  be  made  at  that  time  specifically  stating  the 
grounds  of  such  objection,  such  tax  and  assessment  and  all  of  the 
proceeding's  preliminary  thereto  shall  be  deemed  valid  and  ef- 
fectual. The  tax  shall  be  collected  as  other  city  taxes  are  collected 
except  that  said  tax  shall  become  delinquent  fifteen  days  after  the 
delivery  of  the  warrant  for  the  collection  of  such  taxes  to  the  clerk 
and  after  euch  tax  becomes  delinquent  there  shall  be  added  thereto 
an  additional  sum  of  twenty  per  centum  thereof  and  in  addition 
the  said  tax  shall  also  bear  interest  at  the  same  rate  as  other 
delinquent  taxes. 

Upon  petition  of  resident  property  owners  who  constitute  a 
majority  in  number  and  own  more  than  one-half  of  the  lineal  feet 
frontage  of  land  owned  by  resident  property  owners  abutting  on 
any  street,  or  section  of  a  street,  the  common  council  may  cause 
said  street,  or  section  of  a  street,  to  be  sprinkled,  and  the  expense 
thereof  shall  be  assessed  to  and  paid  by  the  owners  of  property 
lying  along  and  adjoining  such  street  or  section  of  a  street,  on 
each  side  thereof,  and  such  expense  shall  be  a  lien  upon  said 
property  except  that  the  part  of  such  expense  for  sprinkling  the 
parts  of  such  street  which  lie  within  the  bounds  of  intersecting 
streets  shall  be  paid  by  said  city  by  general  taxation.  A  petition 
once  presented  as  herein  provided  shall  be  and  remain  in  force  and 
constitute  sufiicient  authority  to  the  city  for  the  sprinkling  of 
said  street  and  the  assessment  and  collection  of  the  expense  thereof 
each  year  unless  and  until  a  like  petition  opposing  the  sprinkling 
of  said  street  shall  be  filed  with  the  common  council.  After  such 
expense  has  been  ascertained  or  incurred  the  common  council 
shall  make  or  cause  an  assessment  to  be  made,  the  roll  thereof  to 
contain  the  name  of  the  owner  if  known  to  the  common  council, 
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a  brief  description  of  the  property  sufficient  for  indentification, 
showing  the  number  of  lineal  feet  frontage  of  each  owner  and  the 
amount  of  such  expense  assessed  thereto,  and  cause  a  notice  to  be 
published  in  the  official  paper  once  in  each  week  for  two  suc- 
cessive weeks  stating  in  substance  that  the  common  council  has 
made  an  assessment  for  sprinkling  such  street  or  section  of  a 
street,  naming  the  street  or  the  section  of  a  street,  and  that 
the  same  will  be  reviewed  by  the  common  council  at  a  time 
and  place  to  be  stated  in  said  notice,  which  must  be  at  least  ten 
days  after  the  first  publication  of  said  notice,  at  which  time  and 
place  the  common  council  shall  proceed  to  review  such  assessment, 
to  hear  objections  by  any  person  interested  therein,  and  may  cor- 
rect the  same  and  thereupon  the  said  assessment  as  corrected  shall 
be  confirmed  by  the  common  council,  and  unless  objection  be 
fnade  at  that  time  specifically  stating  the  grounds  of  such  ob- 
jection, such  tax  and  assessment  and  all  of  the  proceedings 
preliminary  thereto  shall  be  deemed  valid  and  effectual.  The  tax 
shall  be  collected  as  other  taxes  are  collected  and  shall  become 
delinquent,  and  the  same  additions  be  made  thereto  after  it  be- 
comes delinquent,  and  bear  the  same  rate  of  interest  as  hereinbe- 
fore provided  as  to  taxes  for  other  local  improvements  re- 
ferred to  in  this  section;  provided,  however,  that  any  sidewalk 
which  has  been  built  on  a  grade  or  line  given  to  the  owner  of  the 
property  by  the  superintendent  of  streets  previous  to  the  construc- 
tion thereof,  shall,  if  the  grade  thereof  is  changed,  be  done  at  the 
expense  of  the  city. 

The  cost  and  expense  of  constructing  sidewalks  and  of  sprin- 
kling streets  as  hereinbefore  provided  for  shall  be  paid  in  the 
first  instance  out  of  the  street  fund  and  the  taxes  levied  and  as- 
sessed to  pay  such  cost  and  expense  shall,  when  collected,  be  ap- 
portioned and  credited  by  the  auditor  to  said  street  fund  and  the 
fees  and  penalties  thereon  to  the  general  fund. 

The  taxes  levied  and  assessed  as  provided  in  this  section  may 
be  enforced  as  provided  by  section  one  hundred  and  sixteen  of 
this  act 

§  102.  The  common  council  shall  have  the  power  to  raise  by 
general  tax  from  the  taxable  inhabitants  of  said  city  and  the 
property  therein  liable  to  taxation  such  sum  of  money  as  it 
shall  deem  proper,  not  to  exceed  the  sum  or  rate  of  eight  and  one- 
half  mills  for  each  dollar  of  valuation  in  any  one  year,  to  be 
expended  in  the  payment  of  debts  and  ordinary  expenses  of  said 
ci^,  and  to  carry  into  effect  the  several  powers  and  privileges 
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granted  by  this  act ;  and  also  a  tax  not  exceeding  the  sum  or  rate  outlet 
of  one  mill  for  each  dollar  of  valuation  for  outlet  sewer  purposes. 
The  limitation  contained  in  this  section  shall  not,  however,  apply  Limiution. 
to  any  tax  or  assessment  for  sidewalks,  sewer  or  drain  purposes  to  apply, 
or  any  other  tax  or  assessment  for  local  improvements  or  to  moneys 
raised  by  general  taxation  to  pay  the  proportion  of  the  cost  and 
expense  of  any  such  local  improvement  payable  by  general  taxation 
or  to  moneys  raised  to  pay  the  principal  or  interest  of  the  bonded 
indebtedness  of  said  city  or  for  which  special  provision  is  made  in 
this  act  nor  shall  such  limitation  apply  to  moneys  required  to  be 
raised  in  said  city  by  the  board  of  supervisors  of  Cattaraugus 
county  as  prescribed  by  law. 

§  104.  During  the  month  of  March  in  each  year  the  common  ^JfJJJJ,  ^ 
council  shall  make  an  estimate  of  the  ordinary  expenditures  of  "^^^^ 
said  city,  setting  apart  specific  sums  for  the  cleaning  and  keeping 
in  proper  repair  and  condition  the  streets,  lanes,  avenues,  alleys, 
sidewalks  and  crosswalks  in  said  city  to  be  known  as  the  street 
fund ;  for  maintaining  and  keeping  in  proper  condition  the  parks 
of  said  city  to  be  known  as  the  park  fund;  for  maintaining  the 
police  department,  which  shall  include  the  salary  of  the  police 
justice,  of  the  chief  of  police  and  policemen,  to  be  known  as  the 
police  fund ;  for  maintaining  the  fire  department,  which  shall 
include  the  expenses  of  purchasing  supplies,  apparatus  and  other 
expenses  of  maintaining  an  efficient  fire  service  in  said  city,  to  be 
known  as  the  fire  department  fund ;  for  maintaining  and  extend- 
ing outlet  sewers,  to  be  known  as  the  outlet  sewer  fund ;  for  light- 
ing the  streets  and  public  places  in  said  city,  to  be  known  as  the 
lighting  fund ;  for  paying  the  principal  and  interest  of  the  bonded 
indebtedness  of  said  city,  which  will  fall  due  during  the  next  fiscal 
year  and  for  paying  the  proportion  of  the  cost  and  expense  of 
local  improvements  payable  by  general  taxation  including  the 
bonds  or  certificates  of  indebtedness  issued  as  provided  by  section 
ninety-seven  of  this  act  to  be  known  as  the  bond  and  interest  fund ; 
for  such  general  and  contingent  expenses  not  in  this  act  specifically 
provided  for,  to  be  known  as  the  general  fund.  The  aggregate 
amount  of  the  estimate  of  such  ordinary  expenditures  over  and 
above  the  amount  of  the  estimated  income  and  revenue  of  the  city 
from  sources  other  than  taxation  shall  not,  however,  exceed  eight 
and  one-half  mills  upon  the  dollar  of  the  assessed  valuation  of  the 
taxable  property  of  said  city  according  to  the  assessment  made 
next  preceding  the  time  of  making  such  estimate,  except  for  outlet 
sewer  purposes  and  the  other  purposes  to  which  such  limita- 
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tion  does  not  apply  as  provided  by  section  one  hundred  and 
two  of  this  act.     Such  estimate  shall  be  reduced  to  writing 
and  entered  in  the  minutes  of  the  proceedings  of  the  common 
Exteiuion    council.    After  the  adoption  by  the  common  council  of  the  annual 
mentroii.    estimate  or  budget,  it  shall,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  April 
next  succeeding,  deliver  to  the  auditor  a  statement  of  the  amount 
to  be  raised  by  taxation  and  such  auditor  shall,  on  or  before 
the  twentieth  day  of  April  next  thereafter,  apportion  and  extend 
upon  the  original  assessment-roll  made  during  the  then  fiscal  year, 
or  upon  a  copy  thereof  duly  certified  by  him  to  be  a  copy  of  such 
original  assessment-roll,  and  of  the  whole  thereof,  the  amount  of 
the  moneys  to  be  raised  by  taxation  as  specified  in  such  statement 
and  present  the  same  to  the  common  council, 
coiiaction.        The  commou  council  shall  thereupon  cause  its  warrant  to  be 
attached  to  such  tax  roll,  signed  by  the  mayor  and  the  auditor, 
and  directed  to  the  city  clerk,  authorizing  and  directing  the  col- 
lection of  such  taxes  as  prescribed  by  law,  and  shall  cause  such 
tax-roll  to  be  delivered  to  the  city  clerk  for  collection  on  or  before 
uor*ot      *^®  ^^  ^*y  ^^  ^^y  ^®^*  thereafter.     The  money  so  collected 
M?SSId.     ^^^^^  ^  ^®P*  separate  by  the  treasurer  and  shall  be  appor- 
tioned by  the  auditor  to  the  respective  funds,   and  shall  be 
placed  to  the  credit  of  such  respective  funds  by  the  treasurer 
^  on  the  first  day  of  the  fiscal  year  for  which  said  funds  were  esti- 

mated, and  shall  not  be  available  until  the  beginning  of  the  next 
succeeding  fiscal  year,  and  shall  only  be  used  for  the  purpose 
unwcpendttd  for  whioh  such  moneys  were  appropriated  and  set  apart.     All 
of  Mndfl.    unexpended  balances  of  the  several  funds  estimated  as  herein- 
before provided  shall,  at  the  close  of  each  fiscal  year,  be  appor- 
tioned and  credited  to  the  same  fund  for  which  such  moneys  were 
originally  estimated  and  set  apart,  and  all  claims  and  demands 
against  the  city  remaining  unpaid  at  the  end  of  each  fiscal  year 
shall  be  paid  out  of  the  appropriate  fund  estimated  for  the  succeed- 
GoiiMtioD    ing  fiscal  year.    A  fee  of  one  per  centum  upon  the  dollar  of  tax 
**^  shall  be  collected  with  such  taxes  upon  all  taxes  paid  vrithin  the 

first  thirty  days  after  the  clerk  shall  give  notice  of  receiving  such 
tax-roll  and  warrant,  and  two  cents  upon  the  dollar  of  tax  the 
next  thirty  days  thereafter,  and  five  cents  upon  the  dollar  of  tax 
NotiM  or  the  next  thirty  days  thereafter.  The  derk  shall  cause  such  notice 
to  be  published  immediately  upon  receiving  the  tax-roll  and  war- 
rant, once  in  each  week  for  four  successive  weeks,  to  the  effect 
that  he  has  received  such  tax  roll  and  warrant  and  that  he  will 
receive  the  taxes   at  his  office  together  with  the  fees  afore- 
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said  within  the  times  aforesaid-  After  the  expiration  of  the  ^•»^?««** 
said  ninety  days  the  taxes  remaining  unpaid  shall  become  delin-  ^^^i*** 
quent  and  shall  bear  interest  at  the  rate  of  ten  per  centum 
from  the  time  of  the  expiration  of  said  ninety  days  and  a  fee  of 
five  cents  upon  the  dollar  of  tax  shall  be  collected,  together  with 
all  costs  and  charges  and  the  clerk  shall  proceed  in  the  same  man- 
ner as  town  collectors  for  the  purpose  of  collecting  such  taxes 
except  as  herein  modified.  In  case  such  tax  shall  remain 
uncollected  at  the  time  of  making  the  next  general  assess- 
ment-roll thereafter  such  tax  may  again  be  relaid,  and  it  may 
be  relaid  from  time  to  time  if  the  common  council  so  directs 
until  it  is  finally  paid.  Any  delinquent  tax  so  relaid  shall 
be  designated  upon  the  tax  roll  as  delinquent,  giving  the  time 
when  the  same  became  delinquent,  and  interest  thereon  shall  be 
collected  from  the  time  it  first  became  delinquent. 

§  110.  If  any  tax  on  real  estate  placed  upon  the  tax  list  for  5^™^ 
city  purposes  and  duly  delivered  to  the  city  clerk  shall  be  unpaid  tix'S^'So 
at  the  time  the  city  clerk  is  required  by  law  to  return  his  warrant  JJJ^^^ 
for  the  collection  of  state  and  countv  taxes,  he  shall  deliver  to  the 
common  council  an  account  of  the  taxes  remaining  due,  containing 
a  description  of  the  lands  upon  which  such  taxes  were  unpaid  as 
the  same  were  placed  upon  the  tax  list,  together  with  the  amount 
of   the  tax   so   assessed,    and   upon    making   oath   before    any 
officer  authorized  to  administer  oaths,   that  the  taxes  remain- 
ing in  such  account  remain  unpaid,   and  that,   after  diligent 
effort  he  has  been  unable  to  collect  the  same,  he  shall  be  cred- 
ited by  said  common  council  and  the  auditor  with  the  amount 
thereof. 

§  116.  AU  taxes  and  assessments  charged  upon  real  estate,  in-  raz«  and 
duding  those  for  local  improvements,  shall  be  a  lien  upon  the  same  ^^^^ 
from  the  time  of  completing  the  tax  roll  therefor  and  such  lien 
shall  be  prior  and  superior  to  all  other  liens  and  incumbrances. 
All  such  taxes  and  assessments  may  also  be  recovered  in  an  action  ^^^JJJ 
brought  by  the  city  against  any  person  liable  therefor  and  the 
lien  thereof  may  be  foreclosed  by  action  in  the  same  manner 
and  by  the  same  proceedings  as  in  an  action  for  the  foreclosure 
of  a  mortgage  upon  real  estate.

eighty  of  the  laws  of  nineteen  hundred  and  ten,  entitled  "An  act  i^JJ, 
in  relation  to  public  service  conunissions,  constituting  chapter 
forty-eight  of  the  consolidated  laws,"  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as 
follows : 

§  24.  Action  to  recover  penalties  or  forfeiturca.  An  action  to 
recover  a  penalty  or  a  forfeiture  under  this  chapter  or  to  enforce 
the  powers  of  the  commission  under  the  railroad  law  may  be 
brought  in  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction  in  this  state  in

<md  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

L.  iw.  Section  1.    Section  three  hundred  and  seventy-one  of  chapter 

f'tn'  fifty-two  of  the  laws  of  nineteen  hundred  and  nine,  entitled  ^*An 
act  relating  to  real  property,  constituting  chapter  fifty  of  the  con- 
solidated laws,"  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows : 


1  Remainder  of  section  new. 

i&  The  amendments  effected  by  this  act  are  so  numerous  and  extensive  that 
it  is  impracticable  to  indicate  the  changes  made. 
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§  371.  Applicationft  and  proceedings  to  be  in  the  supreme  conrt; 
title  part  of  special  term.  The  application  for  registration  must 
be  made  to  the  supreme  court;  or  to  a  justice  thereof,  sitting  at  a 
special  term  in  any  of  the  counties  within  the  judicial  department 
where  the  property  is  situated,  and  for  that  purpose  said  court 
shall  be  always  open;  and  its  orders,  judgments  and  decrees  in 
cases  coming  under  this  article  may  be  made  and  entered  as  well 
in  vacation  as  in  term  time.  The  proceedings  upon  such  applica- 
tions shall  have  the  effect  of  proceedings  in  rem  against  the  land, 
and  the  judgments  shall  operate  directly  on  the  land  and  vest  and 
establish  title  thereto.

Any  official  examiner 
of  title  who  is  an  attorney  and  counselor-at-law  shall  have  power 
to  sit  as  a  referee  and  may  administer  oaths  and  examine  wit* 
nesses  and  may  at  any  time  apply  to  the  court  for  directions  in 
any  matters  concerning  his  investigations.  Said  appellate  division 
may  advise,  admonish,  discipline,  suspend  or  remove  any  official 
examiner,  because  of  any  dishonesty,  incompetency,  neglect  of 
duty  or  any  other  improper  conduct  or  omission,  either  on  its 
own  motion,  or  on  the  suggestion  or  recommendation  of  the  jus- 
tice of  the  supreme  court  having  general  supervision  and  control 
of  the  business  coming  under  this  law  in  the  county  in  which 
such  official  examiner  is  appointed;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
said  appellate  division  to  co-operate  with  such  justice  in  endeav- 
oring to  retain  the  highest  possible  standard  of  ability,  ^ciency 
and  honest  service  for  all  official  examiners  acting  under  and  pur- 
suant to  this  law. 

No  official  examiner  who  has  made  the  official  examiner's  re- 
port of  title  to  be  used  in  an  action  for  the  registration  of  such 
title  shall  act  as  attorney  or  counsel  in  such  action,  or  be  other- 
wise interested  in  such  action. 

§  378.  What  owners  may  apply;  what  titles  may  be  registered. 
Application  for  registration  of  title  may  be  made  by  the  following 
persons : 

First  The  person  or  persons  who  claim,  singly  or  collectively, 
to  own  in  fee  simple  the  legal  estate  in  land,  or  in  some  right 
in  or  over  land,  and  who  hold  and  possess  such  land  or  such  right. 

Second.  The  person  or  persons  who  claim,  singly  or  collectively, 
to  own  a  contract  for  the  purchase  in  fee  simple  of  the  l^al  estate 
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in  land,  or  in  some  right  in  or  over  land,  from  the  owner  thereof, 
upon  the  duly  acknowledged  consent  of  the  owner  of  the  fee, 
which  consent  may  he  incorporated  in  the  contract.  Registration 
in  the  name  of  the  holder  of  the  contract  shall  not  he  made,  except 
on  the  production  of  a  proper  transfer  of  title  under  and  pursu- 
ant to  the  contract  from  a  transferrer  in  possession,  or  the  consent 
in  writing,  duly  acknowledged,  of  the  proposed  vendor  in  posses- 
sion and  named  in  the  contract  and  his  wife,  if  he  be  married. 
Such  transfer  or  consent  may  be  made  after  the  commencement 
of  the  registration  proceedings  or  action. 

Third.  The  person  or  persons  who  claim,  singly  or  collectively, 
to  have  the  power  of  appointing  or  disposing  in  fee  simple  of  the 
legal  estate  in  land,  or  in  some  right  in  or  over  land. 

'No  title  to  a  mortgage,  lien,  trust,  charge  or  estate  less  than  a 
fee  simple  shall  be  registered,  unless  the  title  to  the  legal  estate  in 
fee  simple  in  the  same  property  is  first  registered.  When  the  ap- 
plication is  made  by  the  holder  of  a  contract  to  purchase,  it  shall 
refer  to  the  ownership  of  the  proposed  vendor,  and  to  the  contract 
of  purchase  and  sale. 

It  shall  not  be  an  objection  to  bringing  real  property  under 
this  article  that  the  estate  or  interest  of  the  applicant  is  subject 
to  any  outstanding  lesser  estate,  mortgage,  trust,  charge,  or  other 
lien  or  right.  But  any  such  lesser  estate,  mortgage,  trust,  charge, 
or  other  lien  or  right  shall  be  duly  noted  on  the  certificate  of 
title  when  issued. 

§  4.  Sections  three  hundred  and  seventy-nine  and  three  hun-  jjj^^^ 
dred  and  eighty  of  such  chapter,  as  amended  by  chapter  six  hun-  ^  ^iw<>. 
dred  and  twenty-seven  of  the  laws  of  nineteen  hundred  and  ten,  amended. 
are  hereby  amended  to  read,  respectively,  as  follows: 

§  379.  Contents  of  application  for  registration;  other  papers 
to  be  filed.  The  application  for  registration  shall  be  made  by 
filing  a  complaint,  as  required  by  section  three  hundred  and  sev- 
enty of  this  chapter.  Except  as  otherwise  specified  herein,  the 
complaint  (and  the  summons  in  the  action)  shall  name  as  parties 
to  the  action  all  persons  having  or  claiming  any  right  or  interest 
in  or  lien  upon  the  property,  or  any  part  thereof,  as  shown  by 
the  examiner's  report  of  title  hereinafter  described;  the  owners 
in  fee  simple  of  the  surrounding  contiguous  properties,  so  far  as 
they  are  known  or  can  be  reasonably  ascertained  by  inquiry  on 
such  property;  the  people  of  the  state  of  New  York;  all  persons 
who  have  filed  any  caution  or  cautions  asjainst  the  registration  of 
56 
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Biich  property  as  provided  by  section  three  hundred  and  eighty- 
three  of  this  chapter,  and  Bixch  additional  parties  as  may  be  design 
nnted  by  the  court  in  its  order  directing  the  issuance  and  service 
of  the  summons ;  and  it  shall  further  designate  and  make  parties 
to  the  action  all  other  possible  owners  and  claimants  of  the  prop- 
erty or  any  right  or  interest  in  or  lien  upon  the  property  or 
any  part  thereof  "  as  all  other  persons,  if  any,  having  any 
right  or  interest  in,  or  lien  upon,  the  property  affected  by  this 
notion,  or  any  part  thereof."  The  complaint  and  summons  shall 
have  the  forms  and  effects  prescribed  for  them  by  the  code  of 
civil  procedure.  The  complaint  shall  set  forth,  in  addition  to  any 
other  proper  allegations : 

(a)  The  name  and  post-ofSce  address  of  each  of  the  plaintiffs, 
and  when  made  by  one  acting  in  behalf  of  another,  the  name, 
place  of  residence  and  street  number,  if  any,  and  post-office  ad- 
dress and  capacity  of  the  person  so  acting. 

(b)  Whether  or  not  each  of  the  plaintiffs  (except  in  case  of 
a  corporation)  is  married,  and,  if  married,  the  name,  place  of 
residence  and  street  number,  if  any,  and  post-office  address  of  the 
husband  or  wife,  and,  if  unmarried,  whether  he  or  she  has  been 
married,  and  if  he  or  she  has  been  married,  when  and  how  the 
marriage  relation  terminated,  and,  if  the  marriage  was  terminated 
by  annulment  or  divorce,  when,  where  and  by  what  court  the 
annulment  or  divorce  was  granted,  and  for  the  misconduct,  if  any, 
of  which  party  it  was  granted,  and  the  nature  of  the  misconduct, 
if  any,  for  which  it  was  granted. 

(c)  That  each  of  the  plaintiffs  is  of  the  full  age  of  twenty- 
one  years  and  free  from  any  disability,  or,  if  he  is  a  minor  or 
under  disability,  his  age  or  the  nature  of  such  disability,  and  the 
authority  of  the  person  by  whom  his  application  is  made. 

(d)  The  complaint  shall  state  what  claim,  if  any,  the  state  of 
"New  York  makes  to  the  property  in  question  or  what  interest,  if 
any,  it  has  therein  other  than  the  general  governmental  interest 
or  such  as  exists  as  to  all  land  in  private  ownership. 

(e)  A  proper  reference  to  the  official  examiner's  report  of  title; 
and  to  the  survey,  map  or  plan  of  the  property;  each  of  which 
is  to  be  annexed  as  an  exhibit  to  the  complaint,  and  made  and 
declared  by  the  complaint  to  be  a  part  thereof. 

(f )  A  statement  of  the  estate,  interest  or  right  claiined  by  the 
plaintiff  in  the  property  sought  to  be  registered. 

(g)  A  prayer  that  the  title  be  duly  registered,  as  belonging  to 
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and  vested  in  the  plaintifF  or  plaintiffs,  or  as  the  facts  may  re- 
quire at  the  time  of  such  registration,  in  the  manner  set  forth  in 
the  said  report  of  title  or  otherwise;  and  that  the  court  may  order 
the  issuance  of  the  summons  and  service  of  the  summons  and  the 
proper  notice,  as  hereinafter  directed,  on  all  the  defendants  who 
do  not  duly  appear  in  the  action. 

The  court  may  require  additional  facts  to  be  stated  in  the  com- 
plaint, and  may  require  the  filing  of  any  additional  paper  or  evi- 
dence. It  may  also  require  the  complaint  to  be  amended  and  re- 
verified  as  the  circumstances  of  the  case  may  demand  or  make 
proper. 

§  380.  Official  examiner's  report  of  title;  other  evidences  of  title. 
The  official  examiner's  report  of  the  title  referred  to  in  sec- 
tion three  hundred  and  seventy-nine  shall  accompany  the  com- 
plaint as  an  exhibit,  and  be  made  a  part  thereof.  An  individual 
examiner,  who  makes  the  report,  shall  annex  thereto  his  affidavit 
that  the  same  is  true  in  every  particular,  to  the  best  of  his  knowl- 
edge and  belief,  and  that  he  has  employed  all  usual  means  and 
methods  for  ascertaining  the  truth  thereof,  and  all  the  facts  and 
circumstances  affecting  and  concerning  the  title  to  said  property. 
A  corporate  official  examiner,  that  makes  the  report,  shall  annex 
thereto  its  policy  of  guarantee  or  insurance  of  the  title  as  shown 
by  the  report,  for  an  amount  to  be  fixed  by  it  and  the  plain- 
tiff or  plaintiffs,  which  amount  shall  not  be  less  than  the  last  valua- 
tion of  the  property  or  interest  insured,  for  the  purpose  of  local 
annual  taxation,  or  its  proper  proportion  thereof;  which  guarantee 
or  insurance  shall  be  made  in  favor  of  the  plaintiff,  and  the  people 
of  the  state  of  New  York,  and  shall  inure  to  the  benefit  of,  and  be 
recoverable  upon,  by  any  one  who  may  be  injured  in  any  way 
within  ten  years  after  the  filing  of  said  policy  of  guarantee  or  in- 
surance, because  of  any  error,  fraud,  omission  or  misdescription 
in  said  report.  Said  official  examiner's  report  shall  set  forth  the 
exact  state  and  condition  of  the  title  sought  to  be  registered  in 
the  action,  and  the  names,  places  of  residence  with  street  number, 
^f  any,  and  post-office  addresses  as  far  as  known  or  reasonably 
ascertainable,  and  the  rights  or  interests,  or  claimed  rights  or  in- 
terests, of  the  plaintiff  and  all  other  persons  having  or  claim- 
ing any  rights  or  interests  in  or  liens  upon  said  prop- 
erty or  any  part  thereof,  and  the  names,  places  of  residence 
with  street  number,  if  any,  and  post-office  addresses  of  the  owners 
in  fee  simple  of  the  surrounding  contiguous  properties,  as  far  as 
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they  are  known  or  can  be  reasonably  ascertained  by  inquiry  on 
said  properties;  and,  as  to  actual  or  possible  owners  or  claimants 
of  the  property  sought  to  be  registered,  not  known  or  not  found, 
it  shall  state  fully  what  search  and  efforts  have  been  made  to  find 
them.  All  possible  owners  and  claimants  of  the  property  sought 
to  be  registered,  or  any  right  or  interest  therein  or  lien  thereon,  or 
in  or  on  any  part  thereof,  who  cannot  be  otherwise  described,  shall 
be  designated  in  the  report,  and  in  the  sunmions  and  complaint, 
by  the  expression  "  all  other  persons,  if  any,  having  any  right  or 
interest  in,  or  lien  upon,  the  property  affected  by  this  action,  or 
any  part  thereof."  By  the  statements  of  fact  contained  in  said 
report  of  title,  or  by  separate  accompanying  aiBdavits^ 
or  by  any  other  additional  evidence,  if  necessary,  stat- 
ing the  facts,  or  by  any  or  all  of  these,  sufficient 
facts  must  be  shown  to  satisfy  the  court  that  all  owners  and 
claimants  of  the  property  sought  to  be  registered,  or  of  any  right 
or  interest  in  or  lien  upon  the  same  or  any  part  thereof,  who  could 
be  found  by  diligent  inquiry  are  duly  and  specifically  named  and 
made  parties  to  the  action.  The  question  of  the  sufficiency  of  the 
proof  that  all  such  owners  and  claimants  who  could  be  found  by 
diligent  inquiry  are  duly  and  specifically  named  and  made  parties 
to  the  action  shall  be  for  the  court;  its  decision  that  such  proof 
is  sufficient  shall  be  shown  by  its  making  the  order  for  the  service 
of  the  summons  and  the  commencement  of  the  action  as  prescribed 
in  this  article,  and  such  decision  or  order  shall  not  be  drawn  in 
question  after  six  months  from  the  time  when  the  final  judgment 
in  the  action  is  entered.  There  shall  be  filed,  with  said  report  of 
title,  the  abstract  of  title  made  or  used  by  the  official  examiner. 
The  examiner's  report  of  title  shall  contain  a  short  form  of  de- 
scription of  the  property,  the  title  to  which  is  sought  to  be  regis- 
tered, which  form  is  to  be  used  in  the  notice  to  accompany  and 
be  served  with  the  summons,  as  provided  by  section  three  hundred 
and  eighty-six  of  this  chapter.  The  court  shall  approve  of  such 
form  before  it  is  used  in  said  notice  and  such  approval  shall  be 
shown  by  the  making  of  the  order  for  the  service  of  the  summons 
and  notice.  Said  examiner's  report  shall  contain,  or  be  accompa- 
nied by,  any  other  or  further  information  that  the  court  may  pre- 
scribe. The  first  part  of  said  report  shall  be  a  summary  of  the 
results  thereby  shown,  which  summary  shall  briefly  set  forth  the 
exact  state  of  the  title  to  said  property.  Said  report  shall  be  sub- 
stantially in  the  form  set  out  in  section  four  hundred  and  thirty- 
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four  of  this  chapter,  with  such  additions  or  modifications 
as  the  court  may  order.  The  examiner  of  title  may  receive 
in  evidence  and  may  base  his  report  upon  any  official  search 
or  abstract  or  any  search  or  abstract  issued  in  regular 
course  of  business  by  any  corporation  duly  organized  under 
and  by  virtue  of  the  laws  of  this  state  and  by  said  laws  duly  au- 
thorized to  make  and  to  certify  to  searches  and  abstracts  of  title  or 
to  guarantee  or  insure  titles  to  real  property  in  this  state.  It  shall 
be  the  duty  of  any  public  official  forthwith  to  certify  the  returns  of 
any  search  upon  the  requisition  of  any  official  examiner  of  title. 
Where  the  title  to  the  premises  sought  to  be  registered  is  in  whole 
or  in  part  the  same  as  that  of  another  parcel  of  land  title  to  which 
has  been  registered,  reference  to  the  earlier  abstract  on  file  in  the 
county  in  which  the  complaint  is  filed  may  be  made  by  the  official 
examiner  in  place  of  duplicating  the  matters  therein  contained. 
Reference  to  official  searches  duly  filed  in  the  county  in  which  the 
complaint  is  filed  may  be  made  by  the  official  examiner  in  place 
of  duplicating  the  matters  therein  contained.  The  papers  so 
referred  to  shall  liave  the  same  effect  as  evidence  and  proof  in  the 
action  as  said  official  examiner's  report  of  title,  or  said  searches, 
as  the  case  may  be.  Where  the  complaint  seeks  registration  of  a 
title  subject  to  restrictive  covenants  or  agreements,  it  shall  not 
be  necessary  to  join  as  defendants  those  persons  who  have  or 
claim  rights  to  enforce  such  covenants  and  agreements,  but  unless 
such  persons  are  joined  as  defendants  the  judgment  of  registra- 
tion must  direct  that  title  be  registered  subject  to  such  covenants 
and  ogreements.

§  381.  Survey,  map,  or  plan  to  be  filed.  There  shall  be  filed 
with  the  complaint  and  annexed  thereto  as  an  exhibit  and  made 
a  part  thereof,  the  survey,  map  or  plan  of  the  land  referred  to  in 
section  three  hundred  and  seventy-nine  of  this  chapter,  which 
shall  be  made  by  a  competent  surveyor  approved  by  the  court, 
and  which  shall  clearly  show  the  exact  boundaries  of  the  land 
and  its  connection  with  adjacent  lands  and  any  adjoining  or 
neighboring  streets  and  avenues,  and  the  distance  from  such  ad- 
joining or  neighboring  streets  or  avenues,  and  all  encroachments, 
if  any,  and  all  other  facts  which  are  usually  shown  by  accurate 
surveys.  If  any  adjacent  land  is  already  registered,  the  survey 
so  filed  with  the  complaint  must  properly  connect  and  harmonize 
with  the  survey  of  such  previously  registered  land.

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be  attached  to  said  survey,  map,  or  plan,  and  filed  with  it,  an 
affidavit  of  the  surveyor  by  whom  it  was  made,  that  it  was  made 
by  him  personally  or  under  his  immediate  supervision  and  direc- 
tion; that  it  is  a  survey,  map  or  plan  of  the  property  described 
in  the  official  examiner^s  report  of  title,  and  that  according  to  the 
best  of  his  knowledge  and  belief  said  property  is  included  in  the 
boundaries  shown  on  such  survey,  map  or  plan,  without  any  en- 
croachments or  improper  erections,  except  as  follows  (stating  and 
describing  any  encroachments  or  improper  location  of  buildings, 
fences  or  other  structures).

§  382.  Notice  of  application  and  of  pendency  of  action.  At 
the  time  when  the  application  for  registration  of  any  property  is 
filed,  the  plaintiff  shall  also  cause  to  be  filed  a  notice  thereof  in 
the  office  of  the  county  clerk  and  registrar  of  each  county  where 
the  property  is  situated,  which  notice  shall  be  made  and  filed  in 
the  manner  prescribed  by  section  sixteen  hundred  and  seventy  of 
the  code  of  civil  procedure,  and  shall  be  indexed  against  the  names 
of  the  plaintiff  and  all  known  defendants  except  the  owners  of

action  discontinued,  or  in  any  way  terminated  other  than  by 
registration  of  the  title,  no  order  for  the  cancellation  of  such  notice 
shall  be  made  by  the  court  until  it  is  duly  and  fully  proved  to  the 
court  that  the  provisions  of  section  four  hundred  and  ten  of  this 
chapter  have  been  fully  complied  with  and  performed.  The  notice 
of  pendency  of  action  filed  with  the  registrar,  as  provided  in  this 
section,  shall  also  be  noted  on  the  "  tickler  certificate  book  "  as  if 
it  were  an  application,  and  said  notice  shall  be  treated  as,  and 
take  the  place  of,  the  application  or  complaint  in  all  cases  in  which 
this  act  requires  the  registrar  to  deal  with  the  application  or  com- 
plaint. In  any  place,  however,  where  there  is  a  block  or  lot  sys- 
tem of  indexing  in  use  the  said  notice  shall  be  indexed  according 
to  such  system.  The  notice  shall  be  substantially  in  the  form 
provided  by  section  three  hundred  and  eighty-six  of  this  chapter. 
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§  383.  Piling  of  caution.  Any  person  claiming  to  have  any 
right  or  interest  in  or  lien  upon  any  real  property  or  any  part , 
thereof  the  title  to  which  has  not  been  registered,  may  file  with 
the  registrar  a  written  notice,  to  be  styled  a  "  caution,"  that  he 
requires  written  notice  to  be  given  to  him  of  any  application  for 
the  re^stration  of  the  title  of  said  real  property.  In  such  notice 
he  shall  show  how  he  claims  title,  right,  interest  or  lien,  and  shall 
give  his  own  place  of  residence  with  street  number,  if  any,  and  his 
post-oflSce  address,  and  that  of  a  person  (who  may  be  himself  or 
not),  uipon  whom  the  notice  may  be  served.  In  case  of  any  appli- 
cation to  register  said  title,  service  of  such  notice  shall  be  made 
within  ten  days  after  the  application  is  filed,  by  mailing  said 
notice  securely  inclosed  in  a  post-paid  wrapper  and  directed  to 
the  person  indicated  at  the  place  named.  A  like  cautionary  notice 
may  be  required  by  the  owner  of  any  land,  as  to  the  registration 
of  the  title  of  any  or  all  of  the  land  abutting  upon  his  land,  with 
the  like  proceedings  in  all  respects.  There  shall  be  kept  by  the 
registrar  a  locality  index  of  the  cautionary  notices,  in  which  the 
same  shall  be  indexed  under  the  name  of  the  street  or  road  upon 
which  the  property  referred  to  in  the  notice  abuts,  or  if  it  abuts  • 
upon  none,  under  the  name  of  the  street  or  road  which  is  nearest 
to  it  In  any  place,  however,  where  there  is  a  land  map  dividing 
the  property  into  numbered  blocks,  the  index  shall  be  made  by 
block  numbers ;  and  if  any  system  of  indexing  by  lot  numbers  is 
used,  the  index  lot  numbers  shall  be  shown.  Such  caution  shall 
not  be  notice,  except  in  an  action  under  this  article.

and  stated,  and  if  any  defendant  controverts  any  allegation  or 
statement  contained  in  said  report  of  title,  abstract,  or  searches, 
or  survey,  the  facts  controverting  such  allegation  or  statement 
must  be  specifically  pleaded  and  set  forth  in  the  answer  separate 
and  apart  from  the  denials  and  allegations  answering  the  com- 
plaint, and  except  as  in  this  section  otherwise  provided  must  he 
established  affirmatively  by  the  defendant  pleading  or  setting 
forth  the  same.  The  court  may  require,  at  any  time,  any  amend- 
ment or  modification  of  said  official  examiner's  report,  or  any 
further  or  amended  survey  or  report,  or  any  additional  evidence 
or  proof  that  may  be  necessary  or  proper.  AH  the  allegations  and 
statements  in  said  report,  al^tract,  searches  and  survey  shall  be 
taken  and  construed  as  statements  of  fact,  unless  they  are  ex- 
pressly declared  therein  to  be  conclusions  or  opinions.  Where 
a  party  has  controverted  in  his  pleading  specifically  an  allega- 
tion or  statement  contained  in  said  report  of  title,  abstract^ 
searches  or  survey,  any  party  who  has  appeared  in  person,  or  by 
attorney  or  counsel  at  the  trial  may  require  that  the  ordinary 
rules  of  evidence  and  proof,  unaffected  by  this  section,  shall  apply 
to  the  matters  so  controverted.

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When  the  court  is  satisfied  that  the  plaintiff  appears  to  have 
a  title  that  should  be  registered,  it  shall  make  an  order  directing 
that  the  action  to  register  such  title  be  conunenced  by  the  issuance 
of  tlie  summons,  and  the  service  of  the  summons  and  the  notice 
required  by  section  three  hundred  and  eighty-six  of  this  chapter. 
It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  court  to  make  such  order  whenever  it  is 
satisfied  that  the  plaintiff  appears  to  have  a  title  which  is,  or  after 
proper  proceedings  in  the  action  can  be  made  free  from  reasonable 
doubt;  and  otherwise  it  shall  be  its  duty  to  refuse  to  make  such 
order.  V^o  omission  or  defect  in  any  order  directing  an 
action  to  raster  a  title  to  be  commenced,  or  in  the  papers  or 
proceedings  upon  or  in  which  such  order  is  made,  shall  deprive 
the  court  of  jurisdiction  to  make  such  order,  or  of  jurisdiction 
in  the  action,  or  in  any  way  affect  the  court's  jurisdiction,  i/ 
The  summons  shall  name  as  defendants  the  persons  so  named 
in  the  title  of  the  action  as  set  forth  in  the  order  directing  the 
commencement  of  the  action  and  shall  be  made  and  have  the 
form,  and  it  and  said  notice  shall  be  served  in  the  manner  pre- 
scribed by  the  code  of  civil  procedure  for  a  summons  in  an 
action  in  the  supreme  court ;  except  that,  when  service  is  directed 
to  be  made  by  publication,  it  shall  be  ordered  to  be  made  in  only 
one  newspaper  designated  by  the  court  once  a  week  for  four  suc- 
cessive weeks,  and  such  service  so  made  shall  be  complete  at  the 
end  of  twenty-eight  days  from  and  including  the  day  of  the  first 
publication;  and  except  further  that  any  defendant  on  whom 
personal  service  is  made  without  the  state  pursuant  to  such  an 
order  shall  appear,  answer,  or  demur  within  twenty-eight  days 
after  such  personal  service;  and  except  further  that  an  order  for 
service  of  the  summons  and  said  notice  shall  be  a  court  order, 
and  the  summons  served  pursuant  thereto  need  not  be  accom- 
panied by  any  notice  except  that  prescribed  and  required  by  seo- 
tion  three  hundred  and  eighty-six  of  this  chapter;  and  except 
further  as  otherwise  provided  herein.  Before  making  ivn  order 
for  service  of  the  summons  and  said  notice  by  publication  or 
other  form  of  substituted  service,  the  court  must  be  satisfied  by 
proof  of  the  facts  that  the  plaintiff  has  been  or  will  be  unable, 
with  due  diligence,  to  make  personal  service  of  the  sumraons. 
The  question  of  the  sufficiency  of  such  proof  shall  be  for  the 
court;  and  an  allegation,  in  an  affidavit  or  other  duly  verified 
statement  recited  in  said  order,  that  the  plaintiff  has  been  or  will 
be  unable  with  due  diligence  to  make  personal  service  of  the 
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gttmmons,  or  that  after  diligent  inquiry  a  defendant  remaina 
unknown  to  the  plaintiff  or  that  the  plaintiff  is  unable  to  ascer- 
tain whether  the  defendant  is  or  is  not  a  resident  of  the  state, 
or  that  the  plaintiff  cannot,  with  reasonable  diligence,  ascertain 
a  place  or  places  where  the  defendant  would  probably  receive 
matter  transmitted  through  the  post-office,  may  be  taken  to  be 
sufficient  proof  thereof.  An  order  containing  such  a  recital,  and 
made  on  such  proof,  shall  not  be  drawn  in  question  after  six 
months  from  the  time  when  the  final  judgment  in  the  action  is  en- 
tered. The  summons  and  such  notice,  the  complaint,  the  official 
examiner^s  report  of  title  and  the  abstract  shall  be  served  on  the 
people  of  the  state  of  New  York ;  and  such  service  may  be  made 
by  mailing  a  copy  of  such  summons  and  notice  together  with  a 
copy  of  the  complaint  and  of  the  official  examiner's  report  of  title 
and  abstract  securely  inclosed  in  a  postpaid  wrapper  and  directed 
to  the  attorney-general  of  the  state  of  New  York.  Upon  and 
after  the  issuance  of  the  summons,  the  court's  jurisdiction  shall 
be  the  same  as  in  an  action  in  the  supreme  court  in  which  no  order 
for  the  commencement  of  the  action  is  required;  and  the  action 
shall  be  governed  by,  and  shall  proceed  according  to,  the  laws  of 
this  state  and  the  rules  of  court,  relative  to  such  an  action,  as  far 
as  the  same  are  not  expressly  abrogated  or  modified  by  this  article. 

§  386.  Notice  of  object  of  action;  copy  of  complaint.  The 
summons,  however  served,  shall  be  accompanied  by  a  notice  of 
object  of  action,  which  shall  state  the  object  of  the  action  and 
describe  briefly,  but  plainly,  the  property,  the  title  to  which  is 
sought  to  be  registered.  Said  notice  shall  be  approved  by  the 
court,  and  a  copy  thereof  shall  be  annexed  to  the  order  directing 
the  service  of  the  summons  and  said  notice.  Said  notice  shall  be 
substantially  as  follows:  "  The  object  of  this  action  is  to  register 
and  confirm  the  title  of  (name  or  names  and  place  of  residence 
with  street  number,  if  any,  and  post-office  address  of  plaintiff  in 
full)  in  the  following  described  property  (description  as  ap- 
proved by  the  court).**  A  copy  of  the  complaint,  but  not  of  the 
official  examiner's  report  of  title  or  abstract  or  other  papers  filed 
with  the  complaint  and  application,  may  be  demanded  by  the  at- 
torney of  any  defendant,  and  if  so  demanded  must  be  served^  as 
prescribed  by  the  code  of  civil  procedure. 

§  388.  Guardian  ad  litem.  In  every  action  to  register  title, 
the  coart  shall  make  an  order  appointing  a  disinterested  attorney* 
other  than  the  official  examiner  by  whom  the  title  was  examined 
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and  reported  and  certified,  to  act  as  guardian  ad  litem  for  all 
minor  parties  to  the  action  and  for  all  other  parties  under  dis- 
ability. The  application  for  the  appointment  of  said  guardian 
may  be  made  by  the  plaintiff  ex  parte  at  any  time  after  the  time 
to  answer  of  such  of  the  defendants  as  are  served  personally  has 
expired,  and  the  service  of  the  simmions  upon  such  of  the  de- 
fendants as  are  not  served  personally  within  this  state  is  com- 
plete. The  guardian  ad  litem  thns  appointed  upon  the  applica- 
tion of  the  plaintiff  shall  be  the  attorney-general  of  the  state  of 
New  York,  unless  it  appears  to  the  court  that  the  state  of  New 
York  has  or  claims  some  interest  adverse  to  that  of  the  person 
or  persons  for  whom  the  attorney-general  would  thus  be  ap- 
pointed guardian  ad  litem.  The  question  as  to  the  existence  of 
such  adverse  claim  or  interest  shall  be  for  the  court;  and  an  order 
appointing  the  attorney-general  as  such  guardian  ad  litem  shall 
be  sufficient  proof  that  no  such  adverse  claim  or  interest  exists. 
Such  an  order  shall  not  be  drawn  in  question  after  six  months 
from  the  time  when  the  final  judgment  in  action  is  entered.  It 
shall  be  the  duty  of  any  such  guardian  ad  litem  actively  to  ascer- 
tain and  protect  as  far  as  is  reasonably  possible,  the  interests  of 
all  minor  parties  to  the  action  and  all  other  parties  under  dis- 
ability. The  compensation  of  such  guardian  shall  be  fifteen  dol- 
lars, unless  the  court  direct  otherwise;  but  the  attorney-general 
shall  not  receive  any  compensation  for  acting  as  such  guardian  ad 
litem.  Any  other  guardian  ad  litem  may  also  be  appointed  in  the 
manner  set  forth  in  the  code  of  civil  procedure  for  any  of  the 
defendants  who  are  infants  or  persons  incapacitated. 

§  390.  Title  in  lands  vested;  clouds  thereon  removed.  In  any 
action  under  this  article,  the  court  may  find  and  decree  in  whom 
the  title  to  or  any  right  or  interest  in  the  property  or  any  part 
thereof  is  vested,  whether  in  the  plaintiff  or  in  any  other  person, 
and  may  remove  clouds  from  the  title,  and  may  determine  whether 
or  not  the  same  is  subject  to  any  lien  or  incumbrance,  estate, 
right,  trust  or  interest,  and  may  declare  and  fix  the  same,  and 
may  direct  the  registrar  to  register  such  title,  right,  or  interest^ 
and  in  case  the  same  is  subject  to  any  lien,  incumbrance,  estate, 
trust  or  interest,  may  give  directions  as  to  the  manner  and 
order  in  which  the  same  shall  appear  upon  the  certificate  of  title 
to  be  issued  by  the  registrar,  and  generally  in  such  an  action, 
the  court  may  make  any  and  all  such  orders  and  directions  as 
shall  be  according  to  equity  in  the  premises  and  in  conformity 
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to  the  principles  of  this  article.  But  no  judgment  of  regis- 
tration of  a  title  shall  be  made  or  entered  until  proof  is 
duly  made  in  the  action  by  the  report  of  an  official  examiner  and 
by  the  certificate  or  receipt  of  the  officer  entitled  to  collect  the 
taxes,  assessments  or  water  rents,  and  all  taxes,  water  rents  and 
assessments  on  the  property,  right  or  interest  the  title  to  which  is 
so  registered,  have  been  fully  paid  and  discharged,  unless  the 
court  directs  the  title  to  be  registered  subject  to  any  such  tax, 
water  rent  or  assessment,  which  said  tax,  water  rent  or  assessment 
must  then  be  noted  on  the  certificate  of  title.  Where  the  title  to  be 
registered  is  subject  to  restrictive  covenants  or  agreements,  and  it 
shall  appear  to  the  court  either  that  said  restrictive  covenants  or 
agreements  have  been  violated  or  that  by  reason  of  the  proper 
parties  not  having  been  joined  the  court  should  not  proceed  to  de- 
termine whether  said  restrictive  covenants  or  agreements  have  or 
have  not  been  violated,  then  in  either  case  title  may  nevertheless 
be  registered;  but  the  judgment  of  registration  must  direct  the 
registration  to  be  "  subject  to  any  question  as  to  whether  covenants 
(specifying  them)  have  been  violated,"  and  the  certificate  of  tide 
shall  80  note;  and  then  the  rights  in  respect  to  such  covenants  of 
any  person  interested  therein  shall  not  be  affected  by  such  judg- 
ment or  registration.  When  the  land  the  title  to  which  is  to  be 
registered  abuts  upon  any  street,  avenue,  road  or  way  the  judg- 
ment of  registration  may  provide  for  the  registration  of  the  appli- 
cant's interests  or  rights  in  and  to  sudi  street,  avenue,  road  or 
way;  but  if  such  judgment  fail  so  to  provide,  then  the  interests 
or  rights  of  the  applicant  in  such  street,  avenue,  road  or  way  shall 
become  and  be  parcel  of  or  appurtenant  to  the  property  registered, 
and  shall  be  included  in  any  conveyance  of  or  incumbrance  or  lien 
upon  such  registered  property,  unless  it  is  expressly  reserved  in 
or  excepted  from  such  conveyance,  incumbrance  or  lien.  Such 
express  reservation  or  exception  shall  be  effected  only  by  a  clause 
directly  reserving  or  excepting  such  interests  or  rights  in  such 
street,  avenue,  road  or  way  and  shall  not  be  implied  from  the 
language  used  in  any  description  of  the  registered  property  sub- 
sequent to  the  initial  registration  thereof. 

§  393.  Eegistration  of  title.  Upon  entering  final  judgment,  a 
judgment  roll  must  be  prepared  and  filed  in  the  office  of  the  clerk, 
as  provided  by  the  code  of  civil  procedure.  The  derk  upon  pay- 
ment of  a  fee  of  one  dollar  shall  cause  a  copy  of  said  judgment  to 
be  certified  and  transferred  to  the  "  registrar  "  of  his  county,  who 
shall  forthwith  file  the  same  in  his  office.    After  the  certified  copy 
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of  the  final  judgment  directing  registration  of  title  is  duly  filed  in 
the  registrar's  oflSce,  the  registrar  shall  proceed  to  register  the  title 
to  the  real  property,  estate,  right,  or  interest,  pursuant  thereto,  and' 
issue  a  certificate  or  certificates  thereof  and  enter  the  same  as 
herein  prescribed. 

§  9.  Sections  three  hundred  and  ninety-four,  three  hundrec^  ^f^"^;..*** 
and  ninety-five,  three  hundred  and  ninety-nine,  four  hundred,  four  ^^i./^f  "^°*- 
hundred  and  four,*  four  hundred  and  seven,  four  hundred  and  *«»«nd«d. 
eighty  four  hundred  and  nine,  four  hundred  and  eleven,  four  hun- 
dred  and  twelve  and  four  hundred    and   thirteen   are  hereby 
amended  to  read,  respectively,  as  follows: 

§  394.  Ccrtifieate  of  title.  The  registrar  shall  make,  in  the 
form  prescribed  by  section  four  hundred  and  thirty-five  of  this 
chapter,  an  original  certificate  of  title  of  every  title,  right  or  in- 
terest registered  by  him  pursuant  to  this  article.  Said 
certificate  shall  bear  the  date  of  its  issue  (the  day  and 
year),  and  be  under  the  hand  and  official  seal  of  the  registrar, 
and  be  numbered  in  the  order  of  its  issue.  Except  in  case  of  a 
corporation,  it  shall  state  whether  the  owner  of  the  property,  right, 
or  interest  registered  is  married  or  unmarried,  and  if  married, 
the  name  of  the  husband  or  wife.  If  the  owner  is  a  minor,  it  shall 
state  his  age ;  if  he  is  under  any  other  disability,  it  shall  state  the 
nature  of  such  disability.  The  registrar  shall  make  proper  me- 
morials or  notations  on  the  certificate,  showing  in  such  manner 
as  to  set  forth  and  preserve  their  priorities,  the  particulars  of  all 
the  estates,  mortgages,  trusts,  liens  and  charges,  to  which  such 
owner's  title  is  subject.  No  such  memorial  or  notation  shall  be 
more  than  one  folio  (one  hundred  words),  in  length;  but  it  may 
refer  to  covenants,  restrictions,  trusts  and  forms  recorded  in  the 
"  book  of  covenants,  restrictions,  trusts  and  forms  "  provided  for 
by  this  article.  The  form  of  the  first  certificate  of  title,  as  set 
forth  in  section  four  hundred  and  thirty-five  of  this  article,  shall 
be  subject  to  such  changes  as  may  be  required  in  any  case.  All  sub- 
sequent certificates  shall  be  in  like  form,  except  tliat  in  place  of 
the  words  "  first  certificate,"  et  cetera,  shall  be  the  words  "  trans- 
fer from  number ."  (the  number  of  the  next  previous 

certificate)  ;  also  the  words  "  first  registered "  (date 

of  first  registration).  On  the  back  or  reverse  side  of  every  cer- 
tificate shall  be  printed,  in  plain  legible  type,  the  whole  of  section 
four  hundred  of  this  chapter.

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§  396.  Title  book.  The  registrar  shall  keep  a  book  or  books 
to  be  known  respectively  as  the  "title  book,"  wherein  he  shall 
enter  all  first  and  subsequent  "original"  certificates  of  title  by 
binding  or  recording  them  therein,  with  appropriate  blanks  for 
the  entry  of  memorials  and  notations  prescribed  by  this  article. 
Said  book  shall  be  of  about  the  size  of  the  conveyance  libers;  now 
used  in  county  clerks'  and  registers'  offices.  Each  certificate 
shall  constitute  a  separate  leaf  of  such  book.  About  two  inches 
of  each  leaf  on  the  binding  edge  shall  be  kept  blank  on  both  sides, 
to  facilitate  rebinding.  At  such  times  as  may  be  proper,  the 
registrar  may  rebind  the  certificates  in  new  volumes  or  title  books, 
containing  respectively  cancelled  and  uncancelled  certificates.  All 
memorials  ,and  notations,  that  may  be  entered  in  the  title  book 
under  the  terms  of  this  article,  shall  be  entered  upon  the  leaf 
constituting  the  last  certificate  of  title  of  the  property  to  which 
they  relate.  Whenever  the  term  "  certificate  of  title "  is  used  in 
this  article  it  shall  be  deemed  as  including  all  memorials  or  nota- 
tions thereupon  noted. 

§  399.  Certificate  of  title  as  evidence.  The  certificate  of  title, 
and  any  copy  thereof  duly  certified  under  the  hand  and  seal 
of  the  registrar  and  the  owner's  duplicate  certificate,  until 
the  expiration  of  the  time  herein  limited  to  bring  an  action 
or  proceeding  to  set  aside  the  judgment  of  registration  shall 
be  received  as  evidence  in  all  the  courts  of  the  state,  and  in 
all  courts  and  places  shall  be  prima  facie  evidence  that  the  pro- 
visions of  law  up  to  the  time  of  issue  of  such  certificate  or  dupli- 
cate, or  of  the  time  of  entry  of  the  last  memorial  thereon,  have 
been  complied  with,  and  that  such  certificate  of  title  has  been 
issued  in  compliance  with  a  valid  judgment,  and  that  the  title  to 
the  property  is  as  therein  stated ;  and  after  the  expiration  of  such 
time  limited  for  bringing  said  proceedings  to  set  aside  said  judg- 
ment, such  certificate  or  copy,  up  to  the  time  of  its  issue,  shall  be 
so  received  as  evidence  in  all  courts  of  the  state,  and  shall  be  con- 
clusive evidence  of  the  same  facts.  Every  memorial  or  notation 
or  cancellation  thereof  made  on  any  certificate  or  duplicate  or 
copy  thereof  shall  be  signed  by  the  registrar  or  his  deputy  or  his 
duly  authorized  deputy  or  clerk. 

§  400.  Bights  of  owners  of  registered  property;  exceptions; 
incnmbrances  and  transfers  to  be  filed.  A  person  who  receives  a 
certificate  of  title  pursuant  to  a  judgment  of  registration,  ex- 
cept in  case  of  fraud  to  which  he  is  a  party,  and  a  purchaser 
of  registered  real  property,  who  takes  a  certificate  of  title  for 
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value  and  in  good  faith,  shall  hold  the  same  free  from  all  in- 
cumbrances, chaises,  trusts^  liens  and  transfers,  except  those 
noted  on  the  certificate  in  the  registrar's  office,  and  any  of  the 
following  which  may  exist: 

^  First.  Liens,  claims,  or  rights  arising  or  existing  under  the 
laws  or  constitution  of  the  United  States,  which  the  statutes  of 
this  state  do  not  require  to  appear  of  record; 
-^  Second.  Any  tax,  water  rate,  or  assessment  which  becomes  a 
lien  on  the  property  after  initial  registration  and  for  which  a  sale 
has  not  been  made; 

Third.  Any  lease  or  agreement  for  a  lease,  made  after  or  pend- 
ing registration,  for  a  period  not  exceeding  one  year,  where  there 
is  actual  occupation  of  the  land  under  the  lease  or  agreement; 

Fourth.  Easements  or  servitudes  which  accrue  against  the 
property  after  initial  registration  in  such  manner  as  not  to  require 
their  registration. 

Except  as  specified  in  the  foregoing  statement  of  exceptions, 
no  incumbrance,  charge,  trust,  lien,  or  transfer  shall  take  effect 
upon  or  over  real  property  the  title  to  which  has  been  registered, 
unless  the  instrument  creating  and  setting  forth  such  incum- 
brance, charge,  trust,  lien,  or  transfer  has  been  filed  with  the 
registrar  and  a  memorial  or  notation  thereof  made  upon  the  cer- 
tificate of  title  covering  the  property, 

§  404.  Segistered  property  to  remain  registered.  The  bringing 
of  property  under  this  article  shall  imply  an  agreement,  run- 
ning with  the  land  and  binding  upon  the  applicant  and  all 
his  successors  in  interest  or  title,  that  the  property  shall  be 
subject  to  the  terms  of  this  article,  and  all  amendments  and 
alterations  thereof,  and  all  dealings  with  the  property  so  regis- 
tered, or  any  estate,  right  or  interest  therein,  after  the  same  has 
been  brought  under  this  article,  and  all  liens,  incumbrances  and 
charges  upon  the  same  after  the  first  registration  thereof  shall  be 
subject  to  the  terms  of  this  article. 

§  407.  Certificate  as  to  part  of  property  remaining  after  trans- 
fer. When  only  a  part  of  the  property  described  in  a  certificate 
is  transferred,  or  some  estate  or  interest  therein  is  to  remain 
the  transferrer's,  a  new  certificate  shall  be  issued  for  such 
part,  estate  or  interest  so  remaining  and  belonging  to  him ;  or  if 
the  property  is  so  described  as  to  permit  it,  the  property  trans- 
ferred may  be  cancelled  on  the  certificate  of  the  transferrer  with- 
out the  issue  of  ft  new  certificate  for  the  residue. 
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§  408.  Book  of  covenants,  restrictions,  trusts  and  forms.  Each 
registrar  shall  provide  a  book  to  be  known  as  the  book  of  cov- 
enants, restrictions,  trusts  and  forms.  This  book  shall  be  bound 
in  u  substantial  manner  and  the  pages  thereof  shall  be  Crane's 
parchment  paper  or  its  equal.  Any  person  may  have  recorded 
in  this  book  any  covenant.,  restriction,  trust  or  form  he  may  pr^ 
sent  for  that  purpose  on  payment  to  the  registrar  at  the  rate  of 
fifty  cents  per  folio.  The  covenant,  restriction,  trust  and  form 
00  entered  shall  be  numbered  consecutively  and  shall  be  written 
or  typewritten  in  the  book  with  India  ink  or  other  permanent 
ink  in  a  clear  and  legible  manner  under  the  number  given  to  it- 
References  in  any  documents  issued  by  the  registrar  to  any  cove- 
nant, restriction,  trust  or  form  recorded  in  this  manner  shall  be 
as  follows: 

Subject  to  restriction,  (or  covenant,  trust  or  form)  recorded 

under  number in  the  book  of  covenants,  restrictions,  trusts 

and  forms,  in  the  registrar's  oflfice  of  this  county. 

§  409.  Filing,  entering  and  indexing  papers  pursuant  to  this 
act;  tickler  certificate.  Every  paper  filed  with  the  registrar  shall 
be  given  a  serial  number  in  the  order  of  its  filing,  and  then  shall 
be  entered  by  the  registrar  in  an  "  entry  book  "  under  oolunms 
showing: 

First.    The  serial  number; 

Second.    Day  of  filing ; 

Third.  Filing  number  of  application  (complaint)  to  which  it 
relates  if  the  registration  proceedings  are  still  pending; 

Fourth.  Certificate  number,  if  registration  proceedings  are 
completed  and  certificate  has  been  issued; 

Fifth.    Kind  of  paper  filed : 

Sixth.  Name,  place  of  residence  with  street  number,  if  any, 
and  postroffice  address  of  the  person  in  whose  interest  the  paper 
is  filed. 

Every  paper  filed  with  the  registrar  aflFecting  property  for  which 
registration  proceedings  are  pending  shall  be  kept  by  the  registrar 
with  the  application.  The  registrar  shall  provide  a  book  to  be 
known  as  "  the  tickler  certificate  book  "  wherein  he  shall  note  all 
filed  papers  affecting  property  for  which  registration  proceedinps 
are  pending.  Each  page  shall  constitute  a  separate  tickler  certifi- 
cate, and  on  said  certificate  he  shall  enter  the  character  of  the 
paper,  the  date  of  filing  and  the  filing  number.

A  memorial  of  every  paper  filed  with  the  registrar  aflFecting 
title  to  r^stered  property  shall  be  entered  at  once  upon  the  last 
original  certificate  to  which  it  relates.  Every  paper  filed  with 
the  registrar  affecting  the  title  to  property  shall  be  indexed  from 
its  contents  as  follows:  In  an  index  showing  in  alphabetical  order 
in  one  column  or  in  a  set  of  columns  the  names,  places  of  residence 
with  street  numbers,  if  any,  and  post-office  addresses  of  all  persons 
in  whose  interest  applications  for  registration  of  title  are  filed; 
the  names,  places  of  residence  with  street  numbers,  if  any,  and 
post-office  addresses  of  all  persons  to  whom  any  interest,  right, 
or  power  in  real  property  is  granted  or  released ;  and  the  names, 
places  of  residence  with  street  numbers,  if  any,  and  post-office 
addresses  of  all  persons  claiming  an  interest  in  real  property ;  also, 
in  separate  columns  the  kinds  of  papers  filed,  the  numbers  of  the 
filed  papers,  the  dates  of  filing,  the  filing  numbers  of  application 
to  which  they  relate  (if  application  is  pending)  and  the  numbers 
of  the  last  original  certificate  to  which  they  relate  (if  the  title  to 
the  property  is  registered).  Whenever  a  judgment  or  an  order 
of  court  directs  that  the  title  to  real  property  be  registered,  it 
shall  also  direct  the  registrar  to  transfer  all  proper  liens  and 
incumbiances  filed  against  the  property  pending  registration  to 
the  certificate  of  title  so  to  be  issued.  In  those  counties  which 
have  block  indexes,  an  index  shall  be  kept  by  blocks  of  all  owners 
of  registered  property  with  a  reference  to  the  certificate  numbers 
in  which  the  properties  are  registered.  The  registrar  shall  also 
keep  an  index  of  all  properties  registered  under  this  article  in 
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which  such  r^Btered  properties  shall  be  indexed  according  to  a 
brief  description  thereof.  In  any  place,  however,  where  there  is 
an  official  land  map  showing  a  division  into  blocks,  such  index 
shall  be  made  according  to  block  numbers;  and  if  a  system  of 
indexing  by  lot  numbers  is  used,  the  index  lot  numbers  shall 
be  shown.  Such  index  shall  also  give  the  number  of  the  certificate 
of  title  of  such  properties. 

§  411.  Addresses  of  interested  parties;  notice.  On  every  paper 
or  instrument  filed  with  ihe  registrar  there  shall  be  indorsed  the 
name,  place  of  residence  with  street  number,  if  any,  and  postroffice 
address  of  the  person  in  whose  behalf  it  is  filed.  The  address  may 
be  changed  from  time  to  time,  by  such  person  filing  with  the  regis- 
trar a  written  notice  of  such  change. 

§  412.  When  a  transfer  is  deemed  to  be  registered.  Every 
transfer  of  registered  property  shall  be  deemed  to  be  registered 
under  this  article  when  the  new  certificate  to  the  transferee  shall 
have  been  entered  as  in  the  case  of  first  registration;  and  all  other 
dealings  shall  be  considered  as  registered  when  the  memorial  or 
notation  shall  have  been  entered  in  the  title  book  upon  the  last 
certificate  of  title  to  the  property. 

§  413.  Hew  certificates  of  title.    Upon  the  application  of  any 

owner  of  registered  property  held  under  one  or  more  certificates 

of  title  and  delivering  up  of  such  certificate  or  certificates,  the 

registrar  shall  issue  to  such  owner,  at  his  option,  separate  cer^ 

tificates,  each  for  a  portion  of  such  property  in  accordance  with 

such  application;  and  upon  issuing  any  such  certificate  of  title, 

said  registrar  shall  indorse  on  the  last  previous  certificate  of  such 

property  so  delivered  up  a  memorial  setting  forth  the  occasion  of 

the  cancellation  thereof  and  referring  to  the  number  or  numbers 

of  the  new  certificates  of  title  so  issued.

§  416.  Proceedings  to  register  mortgage,  lease  or  other  lien  or 
charge.  On  the  filing  of  the  instrument  in  the  registrar's  office 
and  the  production  of  the  duplicate  certificate  of  title,  if  the  inter- 
ested parties  agree  in  a  statement  as  to  the  nature  and  effect  of  the 
mortgage,  lease  or  other  lien  or  charge,  the  registrar  shall  enter  such 
statement  upon  the  proper  certificate  in  the  title  book,  provided 
such  statement  be  not  more  than  one  folio  (one  hundred  words) 
in  length,  and  also  he  shall  enter  upon  the  owner's  certificate 
a  memorial  thereof  and  the  date  of  filing  the  instrument  with 
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a  reference  to  ita  file  number,  which  memorial  shall  be  signed 
by  the  registrar  who  shall  deliver  to  the  person  filing  such  instru- 
ment a  certified  copy  of  such  instrument  certified  to  be  the  "  regis- 
tration copy/'  The  registrar  shall  also  note  upon  the  instrument 
filed  the  number  of  the  certificate  on  which  the  memorial  is  en- 
tered. H  the  parties  in  interest  fail  to  agree  upon  the  memorial 
so  to  be  made  by  the  registrar,  he  shall  refuse  to  make  any  memo- 
rial thereof  until  directed  by  the  court  to  do  so,  as  herein  pro 
vided.  Any  mortgage  registered  pursuant  to  this  section  shall  be 
subject  to  the  provisions  of  article  eleven  of  the  tax  law  (being 
chapter  sixty-two  of  the  laws  of  nineteen  hundred  and  nine),  and 
amendments  thereof  in  the  same  manner  as  if  said  mortgage  were 
recorded,  as  provided  by  section  two  hundred  and  fifty-three  of 
said  tax  law.

is  by  law  proper  evidence  in  a  court  of  record,  of  such  judgment, 
decree,  attachment,  mechanic's  lien,  or  other  lien  or  charge,  shall 
be  duly  filed  with  the  registrar,  and  a  proper  memorial  thereof 
made  by  him  upon  the  certificate  of  title  in  the  title  book.  Such 
transcript,  or  certified  copy,  or  other  duly  made  or  certified  docu- 
ment so  filed  shall  have  plainly  written  or  stamped  thereon  the 
number  of  the  certificate  of  registration  of  the  title  to  the  prop- 
erty to  be  affected  and  bound  thereby  by  virtue  of  such  memorial 
on  such  certificate,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  registrar  to 
make  such  memorial  immediately  on  receipt  of  the  same.  A  disr 
charge,  cancellation,  or  modification  of  any  judgment,  decree, 
attachment,  mechanic's  lien,  or  other  lien  or  charge,  so  noted  on 
the  certificate,  shall  not  affect  or  be  binding  upon  the  registered 
property,  right,  or  interest,  unless  on  like  evidence  a  memorial 
thereof  shall  be  made  by  the  registrar  on  such  certificate. 

§  418.  Assignment  of  mortgage,  lease,  or  other  lien  or  charge. 
The  holder  of  any  mortgage,  lease,  or  other  lien  or  charge  on 
registered  property,  in  order  to  transfer  the  same  or  any  part 
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thereof,  shall  execute  an  assignment  of  the  whole  or  any  part 
thereof;  and  upon  such  assignment  being  filed  in  the  office  of 
the  registrar,  and  the  production  of  the  r^stration  copy  of  the 
instrument,  if  any,  which  created  the  mortgage,  lease  or  other  lien 
or  charge  and  which  is  held  by  the  assignor,  the  registrar  shall 
enter  in  the  title  book  a  memorial  of  such  transfer  with  a  refer- 
ence to  the  assignment  by  its  file  number ;  he  shall  also  note  upon 
the  instrument  on  file  in  his  office  intended  to  be  transferred,  and 
upon  the  registration  copy  thereof  produced,  the  number  of  the 
certificate  on  which  the  memorial  is  entered,  with  the  date  of  the 
entry. 

§  419.  Belease,  discharge  or  surrender  of  charge  or  incum- 
brance. A  release,  discharge  or  surrender  of  a  charge  or  in- 
cumbrance, or  any  part  thereof,  or  of  any  part  of  the  property 
charged  or  incumbered,  may  be  effected  in  the  same  way  as  is 
above  provided  in  the  case  of  a  transfer.  In  case  only  a  part  of 
the  charge  or  only  a  part  of  the  property  charged  is  to  be  released, 
discharged  or  surrendered,  the  entry  shall  be  made  accordingly, 
but  when  the  whole  is  released,  discharged  or  surrendered,  the 
registrar  shall  plainly  stamp  across  the  instrument  on  file,  and 
on  the  memorial  thereof,  and  on  the  registration  copy  produced, 
the  word  "cancelled,"  and  shall  sign  the  same.  Any  tax,  water 
rent  or  assessment,  subject  to  which  the  title  has  been  registered 
and  which  has  been  noted  on  the  certificate  of  title  as  provided 
in  section  three  hundred  and  ninety  of  this  chapter,  may  be 
released  and  discharged  in  the  same  way  upon  a  receipt  therefor 
being  issued  and  duly  certified  by  the  receiver  of  taxes  or  col- 
lector of  assessments  and  arrears  or  other  duly  authoriz€Ki  officer, 
as  the  case  may  require,  and  delivered  to  the  registrar  and  filed  in 
his  office.  The  receiver  of  taxes  or  collector  of  assessments  and 
arrears  or  such  other  duly  authorized  officer,  as  the  case  may  re- 
quire, upon  demand  of  any  owner  of  registered  property,  shall 
execute,  certify  and  deliver  to  such  owner  such  receipt  when  any 
such  tax,  water  rent  or  assessment  has  been  paid  upon  such  regis- 
tered property, 
i  420a  §  12.   Such  chapter  is  hereby  amended  by  inserting  therein  a 

new  section,  to  be  section  four  hundred  and  twenty-a,  to  read  aa 
follows : 

§  420-a.  Begistration  under  judicial  sales.  Where  a  judg^ 
ment  or  order  in  any  action  or  proceeding  directs  or  authorizes 
a  sale  of  real  property,  the  title  to  which  is  then  a  registered  title, 
the  officer  appointed  to  conduct  such  sale  shall  be  a  person  who 
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is  a  duly  qualified  official  examiner  of  titles,  pursuant  to  the  pro- 
visions of  this  article.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  officer,  prior 
to  the  date  fixed  by  him  for  the  sale  of  such  property,  to  examine 
the  title  thereto  in  so  far  as  it  is  affectedly  tiie  action  or  proceed- 
ing in  which  such  officer  is  appointed,  and  to  prepare  a  report 
thereon,  verified  by  him,  stating  his  approval  of  sudi  title  or  his 
objections  thereto.  At  least  one  week  prior  to  the  day  fixed  for 
such  sale,  such  officer  shall  serve  a  copy  of  such  report  on  the 
attorney  for  the  plaintiff,  petitioner  or  applicant  in  such  action 
or  proceeding.  Another  copy  of  such  report  shall  be  delivered 
by  such  officer  to  the  purchaser  on  such  sala  If  in  such  report 
such  officer  approve  such  title,  then  unless  ten  days  before  the 
date  fixed  by  the  terms  of  sale  for  the  delivery  of  the  deed  the 
purchaser  shall  file  with  the  clerk  of  the  court  directing  such 
sale  a  notice  that  he  intends  to  refuse  to  complete  his  purchase 
of  such  property,  the  officer  shall  apply  forthwith  to  such  court, 
without  notice,  for  an  order  confirming  such  sale,  and  giving  such 
directions  to  the  registrar  as  may  be  necessary  to  enable  such 
registrar  to  issue  a  due  and  proper  certificate  of  title  to  the  pur- 
chaser. Upon  such  application,  the  officer  must  submit  to  the 
court,  to  be  filed  with  such  order,  the  original  of  such  report 
together  with  proof  of  service  thereof  upon  such  attorney  and 
upon  such  purchaser,  and  also  his  proposed  deed  for  the  court's 
approval;  and  such  approval  if  obtained  shall  be  noted  upon 
such  deed  by  the  court.  The  fees  of  such  officer  as  now  fixed  by 
law  shall  be  held  to  be  full  compensation  to  such  officer,  and  no 
extra  fees  shall  be  allowed  him  for  his  services  as  official  exam- 
iner under  this  section.  The  registrar  upon  production  of  a 
certified  copy  of  the  order  approving  the  report  of  such  officer, 
and  upon  receiving  the  deed  thus  approved  by  the  courts  shall 
register  the  title  in  accordance  with  such  order.

§  421.  Powers  of  attorney  to  be  filed  and  registered.  Before 
any  person  can  convey,  charge,  incumber  or  otherwise  deal  with 
any  registered  property,  or  any  estate,  right  or  interest  therein, 
as  attorney  in  fact  for  another,  the  deed  or  instrument  empower- 
ing him  so  to  act  shall  be  filed  with  the  registrar  and  a  memorial 
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thereof  shall  be  entered  upon  the  certificate  in  the  title  book,  in 
like  manner  as  in  the  case  of  a  charge  or  incumbrance.  A  revo- 
cation of  such  power  of  attorney  may  be  registered  in  like  manner 
as  such  power  of  attorney  was  registered. 

§  422.  Beference  of  doubtful  matters  to  the  court.  When 
the  registrar  is  in  doubt,  and  the  parties  in  interest  fail  to 
agree  as  to  the  proper  memorial  to  be  made  in  the  title  book 
of  any  deed,  mortgage  or  other  voluntary  instrument  pr^ 
sented  for  registration,  the  questions  shall  be  referred  to  the 
court  for  decision,  either  on  the  certificate  of  the  registrar  stating 
the  question,  or  upon  the  suggestion  in  writing  of  any  party  oi 
parties  in  interest;  and  the  court,  after  due  notice  to  all  parties 
in  interest,  and  a  hearing,  if  necessary  or  proper,  shall  enter  an 
order  prescribing  the  form  of  the  memorial  to  be  made  by  the 
registrar,  who  shall  make  the  memorial  accordingly.  In  any 
judicial  proceeding  affecting  property,  the  title  to  which  is  then 
a  registered  title,  the  court  upon  the  application  in  writing  of 
any  party  or  parties  in  interest  after  due  notice  to  all  other 
parties  in  interest  and  a  hearing,  if  necessary  or  proper,  shall 
enter  an  order  prescribing  the  form  of  any  memorial  that  should 
be  made  by  the  registrar  in  the  title  book  because  or  as  the  result 
of  such  proceeding;  and  the  registrar,  upon  the  production  of  a 
certified  copy  of  such  order,  shall  make  the  proper  memorial  in 
accordance  with  such  order.  After  making  such  memorial  in 
the  title  book  the  registrar  shall  also  make  all  other  memorials  on 
existing  certificates  or  make  and  deliver  any  new  certificates  ac- 
cording to  the  circumstances  and  in  the  manner  required  herein. 

§  423.  Death  of  owner  of  registered  property;  transfer  of 
property.  Upon  the  death  of  an  owner  of  registered  real  prop- 
erty or  any  estate,  right,  or  interest  therein,  his  heirs-at-law  or 
devisees,  at  any  time  after  the  due  entry  of  a  decree  of  the  sur- 
rogate's court,  probating  his  will  and  granting  letters  testamentary 
thereon  or  granting  letters  of  administration,  or  in  case  of  an  • 
appeal  from  such  decree  at  any  time  after  the  entry  of  a  final 
decree,  may  make  application  to  the  court  for  an  order  directing 
the  registrar  in  what  manner  the  title  shall  be  registered,  and  in 
whose  name  or  names  it  shall  be  registered;  and  as  ta  the  new 
certificate  or  certificates  to  be  issued  thereon.  Two  or  more  heirs 
or  devisees  may  unite  in  one  such  application.  On  such  appli- 
cation the  court,  after  due  notice  to  all  parties  in  interest  and 
a  hearing,  if  necessary  or  proper,  may  enter  an  order  in  accord- 
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ance  with  said  application.  On  such  application  the  certificate 
of  title  of  the  deceased  owner,  or  a  duplicate  copy  thereof,  shall 
be  sufficient  and  conclusive  evidence  of  his  title  at  the  time  of 
his  death,  and  no  other  evidence  of  the  title  up  to  that  time 
may  be  produced. 

§  424.  Certificate  of  title  during  settlement  of  estate.  Any 
new  certificate  of  title,  made  and  entered  as  prescribed  in  the 
preceding  section  before  the  final  settlement  in  the  surrogate's 
couri;  of  the  personal  estate  of  the  deceased  owner  of  the  real  prop- 
erty, shall  state  expressly  that  it  is  made  and  entered  because  of 
transfer  of  the  title  from  the  last  certificate  by  descent  or  devise, 
and  that  such  personal  estate  is  in  process  of  settlement.  After  the 
final  settlement  of  such  personal  estate  in  the  surrogate's  court,  or 
after  the  expiration  of  the  time  allowed  by  the  code  of  civil  pro- 
cedure for  bringing  a  proceeding  for  selling,  mortgaging  or  leasing 
the  real  property  of  the  deceased  owner  for  the  payment  of  his 
debts,  the  heirs-atrlaw  or  devisees  may  apply  to  the  court  in  the 
registration  action  for  an  order  directing  the  cancellation  of  said 
memorial  upon  the  certificate,  which  memorial  showed  that  the 
personal  estate  was  in  the  course  of  settlement,  and  the  court, 
after  being  satisfied  by  due  proof  that  said  personal  estate  is  com- 
pletely settled  or  that  said  time  to  apply  for  selling,  mortgaging 
or  leasing  the  said  real  property  has  expired,  shall  make  an  order 
directing  the  cancellation  of  said  memorial;  but  the  liability  of 
heirs  or  devisees  of  restored  property,  or  of  such  property  itself, 
for  claims  against  the  deceased  or  his  estate  shall  not  be  in  any 
way  diminished  or  changed  by  this  article. 

§  426.  Aisnrance  fund.  Upon  the  original  registration  of  real 
property,  there  shall  be  paid  to  the  registrar  one-tenth  of  one  per 
centum  of  the  value  thereof  which  value  shall  be  determined  by 
the  r^strar  but  shall  not  be  less  than  the  amount  of  the  last 
assessment  for  local  taxation.  All  moneys  received  by  the  regis- 
trar under  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  be  paid  to  the  treas- 
urer of  the  county  (in  New  York  city  to  the  city  chamberlain), 
as  an  assurance  fund  for  land  registered  in  his  county  and  shall 
be  treated  in  the  same  manner  as  are  other  funds  received  for  local 
taxation  or  for  the  reduction  of  the  county  or  city  debt.  Said 
treasurer  (or  city  chamberlain)  shall  keep  a  separate  account  of 
such  funds  and  report  annually  thereon  as  required  by  law  iu 
reference  to  odier  funds  in  his  hands. 
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§  427.  Compensation  from  assurance  fnnd.  Any  person  who, 
without  negligence  on  his  part,  sustains  loss  or  damage  or  is  de* 
prived  of  real  property,  or  of  any  estate,  right  or  interest  therein 
because  of  the  r^stration  of  another  person  as  owner  of  such 
property,  or  of  any  estate,  right,  or  interest  therein,  through 
fraud,  or  in  consequence  of  any  error,  omission,  mistake  or  mis- 
description in  any  certificate  of  title  or  in  any  entry  or  memorial 
in  the  title  book,  shall  have  a  cause  of  action  against  the  county 
treasurer  (in  New  York  city  the  city  chamberlain)  to  recover 
compensation  for  such  loss  or  damage. 

§  428.  Action  against  assurance  fund.  Any  allowed  claim  for 
indemnity  shall  be  paid  in  the  same  manner  as  other  claims 
against  the  county.  In  the  city  of  New  York  a  claim  shall  be 
passed  upon  and  approved  by  the  registrar  and  by  the  corpora- 
tion counsel  of  the  city  before  payment  is  allowed.  The  rejection 
of  a  claim  by  the  proper  county  ofllcials  (or  in  the  city  of  New 
York  by  the  registrar  and  corporation  counsel)  shall  not  preclude 
the  claimant  from  bringing  an  action  to  recover  such  claim.  No 
claim  or  judgment  on^a  claim  for  indemnity  shall  be  binding  on 
the  county  or  on  the  county  treasurer  (in  New  York  city  the  city 
chamberlain)  for  an  amount  exceeding  the  amount  credited  to  the 
assurance  fund.  If  the  amount  credited  to  the  assurance  fund  is 
insufficient  to  pay  the  claim  or  judgment  in  full,  the  unpaid 
balance  shall  bear  interest  at  the  legal  rate  and  shall  be  paid 
out  of  the  first  moneys  coming  into  said  assurance  fund.  If 
any  right  of  action  against  any  person  for  damages  for  negligence 
or  other  cause,  or  under  any  covenant  or  contract  of  warranty  or 
guaranty  or  otherwise,  exists  in  favor  of  the  person  to  whom 
indemnity  is  paid,  the  county  treasurer  (in  New  York  city  the 
city  chamberlain)  shall  be  deemed  to  be  subrogated  to  such  right 
and  may  bring  an  action  to  recover  thereunder.  Any  amounts 
recovered  by  the  county  treasurer  (in  New  York  city  the  city 
chamberlain)  under  such  an  action  shall  be  credited  to  the  account 
of  the  assurance  fund.  Until  the  assurance  fund  provided  as 
aforesaid  shall  have  been  exhausted,  payment  for  any  such  losses 
or  damages  shall  be  made  out  of  such  fund. 

§  429.  Bestrictions  on  claims  against  assurance  fund.  No  per- 
son shall  recover  from  the  assurance  fund  any  greater  sum  than 
the  fair  market  value  of  the  property  at  the  time  the  right  to 
bring  such  action  first  accrued.  Any  action  or  proceeding  to 
recover  damages  out  of  the  assurance  fund  shall  be  commenced 
within  six  years  from  the  time  when  the  right  to  begin  the  same 
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accrued,  and  not  afterward,  and  such  time  shall  not  be  extended 
because  of  any  disability.

§  432.  Pees  to  be  charged.  The  following  fees  shall  be  charged 
by  registrars  for  the  various  services  performed  pursuant  to  this 
article: 

(a)  Filing  the  notice  of  application,  including  entering  it  in 
the  entry-book,  indexing  it,  and  entering  it  in  the  tickler  certifi- 
cate book,  one  dollar.

Became  a  law  May  15,  1916,  with  the  approval  of  the  Governor.     Passed, 

three-fifths  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate 
and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Section  two  hundred  and  thirty  of  chapter  sixty-two  u  imi, 
of  the  laws  of  nineteen  hundred  and  nine,  entitled  "An  act  in  i  no.  m 
relation  to  taxation,  constituting  chapter  sixty  of  the  consolidated  u  wn. 
laws,"  as  amended  by  chapter  eight  hundred  of  the  laws  of  nine- 1 
teen  hundred  and  eleven,  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

§  230.  Proceedings  by  appraiser.  In  each  county  in  which  the 
office  of  appraiser  is  not  salaried  the  county  treasurer  shall  act  as 
appraiser.  The  surrogate,  either  upon  his  own  motion,  or  upon 
the  application  of  any  interested  person,  inchiding  the  state  comp- 
troller, shall  by  order  direct  the  person  or  one  of  the  persons  ap- 
pointed pursuant  to  section  two  hundred  and  twenty-nine  of  this 
article  in  counties  in  which  the  office  of  appraiser  is  salaried,  and 
in  other  counties,  the  county  treasurer,  to  fix  the  fair  market 
value  of  property  of  persons  whose  estates  shall  be  subject  to  th6 
payment  of  any  tax  imposed  by  this  article. 

Every  such  appraiser  shall  forthwith  give  notice  by  mail  to 
all  persons  known  to  have  a  claim  or  interest  in  the  property  to 
be  appraised,  including  the  state  comptroller,  and  to  such  per- 
sons as  the  surrogate  may  by  order  direct,  of  the  time  and  place 
when  he  will  appraise  such  property.  He  shall  at  such  time  and 
place  appraise  the  same  at  its  fair  market  value  as  herein  pre- 
scribed ;  and  for  that  purpose  the  said  appraiser  is  authorized  to 
issue  subpoenas  and  to  compel  the  attendance  of  witnesses  before 
him  and  to  take  the  evidence  of  such  witnesses  under  oath  con-

may  order  or  require.  Every  appraiser,  except  in  the  counties  in 
which  the  office  of  appraiser  is  salaried,  for  which  provision  is 
hereinbefore  made,  shall  be  paid  by  the  state  comptroller  and  after 
the  audit  of  said  state  comptroller,  his  actual  and  necessary  travel- 
ing expenses  and  the  fees  paid  such  witnesses,  which  fees  shall  be 
the  same  as  those  now  paid  to  witnesses  subpoenaed  to  attend  in 
courts  of  record,  payment  to  be  made  out  of  funds  in  the  hands 
of  the  county  treasurer  of  the  proper  county  on  account  of  the 
tax  imposed  under  the  provisions  of  this  article. 

The  value  of  every  future  or  limited  estate,  income,  interest  or 
annuity  for^  any  life  or  lives  in  being,  shall  be  determined  by  the 
rule,  method  and  standard  of  mortality  and  value  employ^  by 
the  superintendent  of  insurance  in  ascertaining  the  value  of  *annui- 
ties  for  the  determination  of  liabilities  of  life  insurance  companies, 
except  that  the  rate  of  interest  for  making  such  computation  shall 
be  five  per  centum  per  annum. 

In  estimating  the  value  of  any  estate  or  interest  in  property, 
to  the  beneficial  enjoyment  or  possession  whereof  there  are  persons 
or  corporations  presently  entitled  thereto,  no  allowance  shall  be 
made  on  account  of  any  contingent  incumbrance  thereon,  nor  on 
account  of  any  contingency  upon  the  happening  of  which  the 
estate  or  property  or  some  part  thereof  or  interest  therein  mi^t 
be  abridged,  defeated  or  diminished;  provided,  however,  that  in 
the  event  of  such  incumbrance  taking  effect  as  an  actual  burden 
upon  the  interest  of  the  beneficiary,  or  in  the  event  of  the  abridg- 
ment, defeat  or  diminution  of  said  estate  or  property  or  interest 
therein  as  aforesaid,  a  return  shall  be  made  to  the  person  properly 
entitled  thereto  of  a  proportionate  amount  of  such  tax  on  account 
of  the  incumbrance  when  taking  effect,  or  so  much  as  will  reduce 
the  same  to  the  amount  which  would  have  been  assessed  on  ac- 
count of  the  actual  duration  or  extent  of  the  estate  or  interest 
enjoyed.  Such  return  of  tax  shall  be  made  in  the  manner  pro- 
vided by  section  two  hundred  and  twenty-five  of  this  article. 

Where  any  property  shall,  after  the  passage  of  this  chapter,  be 
transferred  subject  to  any  charge,  estate  or  interest,  detenninable

possible  under  the  provisions  of  this  article,  and  such  tax  so  im- 
posed shall  be  due  and  payable  forthwith  by  the  executors  or 
trustees  out  of  the  property  transferred,  and  the  surrogate  shall 
enter  a  temporary  order  determining  the  amount  of  said  tax  in 
accordance  with  this  provision;  provided,  however,  that  on  the 
happening  of  any  contingency  whereby  the  said  property,  or  any 
part  thereof,  is  transferred  to  a  person  or  corporation  exempt 
from  taxation  under  the  provisions  of  this  article,  or  to  any  per- 
son taxable  at  a  rate  less  than  the  rate  imposed  and  paid,  such 
person  or  corporation  shall  be  entitled  to  a  return  of  so  much  of 
the  tax  imposed  and  paid  as  is  the  difference  between  the  amount 
paid  and  the  amount  which  said  person  or  corporation  should  pay 
under  the  provisions  of  this  article;  and  the  executor  or  trustoo 
of  each  estate,  or  the  legal  representative  having  charge  of  the 
trust  fund,  shall  inmiediately  upon  the  happening  of  said  con- 
tingencies or  conditions  apply  to  the  surrogate  of  the  proper 
ooimty,  upon  a  verified  petition  setting  forth  all  the  facts,  and

Such  return  of  over- 
payment shall  be  made  in  the  manner  provided  by  section  two 
hundred  and  twenty-five  of  this  article. 

Estates  in  expectancy  which  are  contingent  or  defeasible  and 
in  which  proceedings  for  the  determination  of  the  tax  have  not 
been  taken  or  where  the  taxation  thereof  has  been  held  in  abey- 
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ance,  shall  be  appraised  at  their  full,  undiminished  value  when 
the  persons  entitled  thereto  shall  come  into  the  beneficial  enjoy- 
ment or  possession  thereof,  without  diminution  for  or  on  account 
of  any  valuation  theretofore  made  of  the  particular  estates  for 
purposes  of  taxation,  upon  which  said  estates  in  expectancy  may 
have  been  limited. 

Where  an  estate  for  life  or  for  years  can  be  divested  by  the  act 
or  omission  of  the  l^atee  or  devisee  it  shall  be  taxed  as  if  there 
were  no  possibility  of  such  divesting. 

The  report  of  ihe  appraiser  shall  be  made  in  duplicate,  one  of 
which  duplicates  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  surrogate  and 
the  other  in  the  office  of  the  state  comptroller.

§  231.  Determination  of  surrogate.  From  such  report  of  ap- 
praisal and  other  proof  relating  to  any  such  estate  before  the  sur- 
rogate, the  surrogate  shall  forthwith,  as  of  course,  determine  the 
cash  value  of  all  estates  and  the  amount  of  tax  to  which  the  same 
are  liable ;  or  the  surrogate  may  so  determine  the  cash  value  of 
all  such  estates  and  the  amount  of  tax  to  which  the  same  are  liable, 
without  appointing  an  appraiser.

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Benaie 
and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Section  two  hundred  and  forty-three  of  chapter  sixty-  l.  imi. 
two  of  the  laws  of  nineteen  hundred  and  nine,  entitled  "An  act  in  ?i4sf '•• 
relation  to  taxation,  constituting  chapter  sixty  of  the  consolidated  1^*1910!  ^ 
laws,"  as  amended  by  chapter  seven  hundred  and  six  of  the  laws  ^d  l.  mu, 
of  nineteen  himdred  and  ten  and  chapter  seven  hundred  and  thirty- 
two  of  the  laws  of  nineteen  hundred  and  eleven,  is  hereby  amended 
to  read  as  follows: 

§  243.  Deftnitions.  The  words  "  estate  "  and  "  property,"  as

of  his  wife  who  dies  intestate  leaving  no  descendants  her  sup- 
viving.

sand or  more,  according  to  the  last  state  enumeration,  except  coun- 
ties adjoining  a  city  of  over  one  million  inhabitants,  a  receiver  of 
taxes  and  assessments.

Chap.  564. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  military  law,  in  relation  to  composition 
and  strength  of  the  national  guard,  and  privileges,  prohibitions 
and  penalties.^ 

Became  a  law  May  15,  1916,  with  the  approval  of  the  Qovernor.     Passed, 
three-fifths  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate 
and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Section  thirty  of  chapter  forty-one  of  the  laws  of  ^  \^*' 
nineteen  hundred  and  nine,  entitled  "An  act  in  relation  to  the  inJJdi"  b, 
militia,  constituting  chapter  thirty-six  of  the  consolidated  laws,''  Jj  ^JJJ; 
as  amended  by  chapter  three  hundred  and  seventy  of  the  laws  *™"'*«^- 
of  nineteen  hundred  and  nine,  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as 
follows : 

§  30.  Composition  and  strength.  The  national  guard  of  the 
state  shall  consist  of  a  major-general,  brigadier-generals,  and 
adjutant-general's  department,  an  inspector-general's  department, 
a  judge-ad vocatc-general's  department,  an  ordnance  department, 
a  quarteimaster  corps,  a  corps  of  engineers,  a  coast  artillery  corps, 

1  The  amendments  effected  by  this  act  are  so  numerous  and  extensive  that 
it  ip  impracticable  to  indicate  the  cl'.angcs  made. 
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a  medical  department,  a  signal  corps,  the  commissioned  officers 
heretofore  or  hereafter  retired  or  rendered  supernumerary;  the  or- 
ganizations forming  the  national  guard  at  this  date,  such  others  as 
may  be  organized  hereafter  and  such  persons  as  are  enlisted  and 
commissioned  therein.  The  governor  shall  have  power  to  alter, 
divide,  annex,  consolidate,  disband  or  reorganize  any  organization, 
department  or  corps  and  create  new  organizations,  departments 
or  corps  when  required  by  the  provisions  of  this  chapter  or 
whenever  in  his  judgment  the  efficiency  of  the  state  forces  will  be 
thereby  increased,  and  he  shall  have  power  to  change  the  organiza- 
tion of  any  organization^  department  or  corps  so  as  to  conform  to 
any  organization,  system  of  drill  or  instruction  now  or  hereafter 
adopted  by  the  army  of  the  United  States  or  prescribed  by  the 
laws  of  the  United  States  for  the  government  of  the  militia,  and 
for  that  purpose  the  number  of  the  officers  and  non-commissioned 
officers  of  any  grade  in  any  organization,  department  or  corps 
may  be  increased  or  diminished  and  the  grades  of  such  officers 
and  non-commissioned  officers  may  be  altered  to  the  extent  neces- 
sary to  secure  such  conformity.  The  governor  shall  have  power  to 
fix  and  from  time  to  time  to  alter  the  maximum  number  of  enlisted 
men  which  shall  form  part  of  any  organization,  department  or 
corps  irrespective  of  but  not  exceeding  the  maximum  prescribed 
therefor  in  this  chapter.  The  aggregate  forces  of  the  national 
guard  in  time  of  peace,  fully  armed,  uniformed  and  equipped, 
shall  be  not  less  than  ten  thousand  and  not  over  twenty-three  thou- 
sand enlisted  men,  but  the  governor  shall  have  power  in  case  of 
war,  insurrection,  invasion  or  imminent  danger  thereof  to  increase 
the  forces  beyond  the  said  twenty-three  thousand  and  organize 
the  same  as  the  exigencies  of  the  service  may  require.

A  brigade  shall  consist  of  two  or  more  regiments  of  infantry, 
but  separate  battalions  and  separate  companies  may  be  assigned 
tiiereto.  There  shall  be  such  number  of  brigades  composed  of 
euch  infantry  organizations  as  the  governor  may  direct.  A 
brigade  shall  be  conmianded  by  a  brigadier-general.  The  staff  of 
a  brigade  shall  consist  of  officers  detailed  from  the  various  staff 
corps  and  departments,  as  follows :

In  addition  to  the  officers  above  specified  the  governor  upon  the 
recommendation  of  the  major-general  may  detail  from  the  national 
guard  for  duty  on  the  staff  of  the  division  or  on  the  staff  of  a 
brigade  such  other  officers  as  may  be  considered  necessary. 

The  ranking  officers  of  the  quartermaster  corps,  medical  corps, 
corps  of  engineers,  ordnance  department  and  signal  corps  on  the 
staff  of  the  division  shall  be  respectively  designated  as  chief  quar- 
termaster, chief  surgeon,  chief  engineer,  chief  ordnance  officer 
and  chief  signal  officer,  but  such  designations  shall  not  constitute 
such  officers  chiefs  of  the  staff  departments  to  which  they  belong.

In  case  any  such  certificate  has  been  heretofore  or  may 
hereafter  be  granted,  which  in  the  judgment  of  the  adjutant-gen- 
eral of  the  state,  misleads  or  tends  to  mislead  anyone  into  believ- 
ing that  such  corporation  is  connected  with  or  attached  to  the 
national  guard  or  naval  militia  in  any  capacity  or  way  whatso- 
ever, the  adjutant-general  of  the  state  shall  notify  such  corpora- 
tion, in  writing,  to  forthwith  discontinue  the  use  of  its  said  cor- 
porate name  and  forthwith  take  the  necessary  steps  to  change  its 
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name  pursuant  to  the  statute  in  such  case  made  and  provided, 
to  some  name  not  so  calculated  to  mislead.  In  the  event  such 
proceedings  are  not  forthwith  taken  and  completed  within  six 
months  from  the  service  of  said  notice,  the  attorney-general  is 
authorized  and  directed  to  bring  an  action  to  procure  a  judgment 
vacating  or  annulling  the  act  of  incorporation  of  such  corpora- 
tion, or  any  act  renewing  the  corporation,  or  continuing  its  cor- 
porate existence  or  annulling  the  existence  of  such  corporation. 
No  city  or  town  shall  raise  or  appropriate  any  money  toward 
arming  or  equipping,  uniforming  or  in  any  other  way  support- 
ing, sustaining  or  providing  drill  rooms  or  armories  for  any 
such  body  of  men;  but  associations  wholly  composed  of  soldiers 
honorably  discharged  from  the  service  of  the  United  States,  or 
members  of  the  order  of  Sons  of  Veterans,  may  parade  in  public 
with  firearms  on  Decoration  day,  or  on  May  first,  known  aa 
Dewey  day,  or  upon  the  reception  of  any  regiment  or  companies 
of  soldiers  returning  from  such  service,  and  for  the  purpose  of 
escort  duty  at  the  burial  of  deceased  soldiers,  and  students  in 
educational  institutions  where  military  science  is  a  prescribed 
part  of  the  course  of  instruction,  and  cadet  organizations  com- 
posed of  youths  under  eighteen  years  of  age,  under  responsible 
instructors,  may,  with  the  consent  of  the  governor,  drill  and 
parade  with  firearms  in  public  under  the  superintendence  of  their 
instructors.  This  section  shall  not  be  construed  to  prevent  any 
organization  authorized  to  do  so  by  law  from  parading  with  fire- 
arms, nor  to  prevent  parades  by  the  national  guard  or  naval 
militia  of  any  other  state.  The  independent  military  organiza- 
tions mentioned  in  this  section  not  regularly  organized  as  organi- 
zations of  the  national  guard  or  naval  militia,  are  hereby  made 
subject  to  the  orders  of  the  governor  in  case  of  emergency  or 
necessity,  to  aid  the  national  guard  or  naval  militia  in  quelling 
invasion,  insurrection,  riot  or  breach  of  the  peace,  provided  the 
officers  and  members  of  such  organization  shall,  when  so  called 
upon,  first  sign  and  execute  and  deliver  through  their  command- 
ing officer  to  the  officer  to  whom  it  is  ordered  to  report,  a  form  of 
enlistment  in  form  to  be  prescribed  by  the  governor  in  regula- 
tions or  orders  for  a  term  not  less  than  thirty  days  nor  more  than 
ninety  days  at  one  time;  and  if  the  service  of  such  organization 
shall  not  be  required  for  the  full  term  of  their  enlistment  they 
shall  be  discharged  by  the  order  of  the  governor.  All  members 
of  such  independent  organizations  when  called  into  service  of  the 
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state,  as  herein  provided  for,  shall  be  equipped  and  paid  by  the 
state,  and  shall  be  protected  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties,  and 
in  obeying  the  orders  of  the  governor,  as  though  a  part  of  the 
national  guard  or  naval  militia  of  the  state.  Any  person  violat- 
ing any  provision  of  this  section  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a 
misdemeanor.

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  military  law,  in  relation  to  the  naval 

militia. 

Became  a  law  May  16,  1916,  with  the  approval  of  the  Governor.     Passed, 
three-fifths  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate 
and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

u  i9o».  Section  1.  Article  three  of  chapter  forty-one  of  the  laws  of  nine- 

art.  3 '  teen  hundred  and  nine,  entitled  "An  act  in  relation  to  the  militia, 
constituting  chapter  thirty-six  of  the  consolidated  laws,  as 
amended  by  chapter  two  hundred  and  thirty-three  of  the  laws  of 
nineteen  hundred  and  nine,  and  chapter  two  hundred  and  eighty- 
two  of  the  laws  of  nineteen  hundred  and  eleven,  is  hereby  amended 
to  read  as  follows : 

§  50.  (1)  Composition,  strength  and  command.  The  organi- 
zations forming  the  naval  militia  at  this  date,  such  others  as  may 
be  organized  hereafter  and  such  persons  as  may  enlist  or  be 
appointed  or  commissioned  therein  shall  constitute  the  naval  mili- 
tia of  this  state. 

(2)  The  governor  may  when  in  his  judgment  the  efficiency  of 
the  naval  militia  will  be  thereby  increased,  create  new  organiza- 
tions, and  alter,  divide,  consolidate,  annex,  disband  or  reorganize 
any  or  all  the  organizations  therein. 

(3)  The  governor  shall  have  power  at  any  time  to  change  the 
organization  of  the  naval  militia  herein  prescribed,  so  as  to  con- 
form to  any  organization,  system  of  drill  or  instruction,  which 
may  be  adopted  for  the  navy  of  the  United  States  and  increase  or

§  66.*  Civilian  cooks.  The  governor  may  authorize  the  employ- 
ment of  cooks  by  troops  on  duty  under  his  orders  or  called  out 
in  aid  of  the  civil  authority,  when  such  troops  do  not  receive 
cooked  rations,  and  such  cooks  shall  receive  as  compensation  for 
their  services  the  pay  cf  petty  officers,  second-class,  while  thus 
employed,  paid  in  the  manner  that  the  officers  and  enlisted  men 
with  whom  they  are  serving  are  paid,  provided  such  duty  be  not 
on  vessels  of  the  United  States  navy,  other  than  in  the  status  of 
outright  loan.

A  commanding  offi- 
cer of  the  naval  militia,  holding  the  office  of  commodore  may,  at 
his  own  request,  be  withdrawn  from  active  service  and  command 
and  placed  upon  the  retired  list  by  the  governor,  with  rank  on 
the  retired  list  of  the  grade  next  higher  than  that  held  by  him 
in  active  service,  provided  he  has  served  not  less  than  twenty- 
five  years  in  the  naval  militia,  or  not  less  than  ten  years  in  the

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naval  militia  and  fifteen  years  in  the  United  States  navy.  Any 
commissioned  oflScer  of  the  naval  militia  may  be  similarly  with- 
drawn and  placed  upon  the  retired  list  with  the  rank  of  the  grade 
next  higher,  provided  he  served  in  the  regular  or  volunteer  navy 
of  the  United  States  during  the  war  of  the  rebellion,  and  has 
served  in  the  naval  militia  not  less  than  five  years.  Any  commis- 
sioned officer  of  the  naval  militia  who  shall  be  retired  under  sec- 
tion eighty-two,  upon  his  own  request,  shall  have  rank  on  the 
retired  list  of  the  grade  next  higher  to  that  held  by  him  in  active 
service,  provided  he  shall  have  been  an  officer  in  the  United  States 
navy  in  time  of  war. 

§  58.''  (1)  Eligibility  required  to  receive  a  commission  in  the 
naval  militia.  Commissioned  officers  in  the  naval  militia  must  be 
citizens  of  the  United  States  and  of  the  age  of  eighteen  years  and 
upwards.

A  commander  or  lieutenant-commander  for  at 
least  three  years.  Staff  officers  or  officers  below  the  grade  of  com- 
modore except  judge  advocates,  medical  officers  and  chaplains  must 
have  served  one  year  immediately  preceding  their  appointment  in 
the  naval  militia  of  this  state,  except  that  they  may  be  credited 
with  service  in  the  United  States  navy  or  revenue  marine,  or  if 
not  in  active  service  at  the  time  of  their  appointment  they  must 
have  had  at  least  one  year's  service  in  the  national  guard  or  naval 
militia  of  the  state  or  the  army  or  navy  of  the  United  States  or 
both  combined.  Staff  officers  of  the  brigade,  except  judge 
advocates,  surgeons  and  engineers,  must  either  be  selected  from 
the  commissioned  officers  in  active  service  in  the  naval  militia 
of  this  state,  who  for  one  year  immediately  preceding  their 
appointments  have  been  in  active  service  in  such  naval  militia

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as  commissioned  officers,  or  if  not  in  active  service  at  the  time  of 
their  appointment  they  must  have  had  at  least  two  years'  previous 
service  in  the  active  militia  of  this  state  or  in  the  army  or  navy  of 
the  United  States  or  both  combined. as  commissioned  officer.  Sur- 
geons and  assistant  surgeons  must  be  graduates  of  an  incorporated 
school  of  medicine  and  of  at  least  five  years'  practice  if  of  the  grade 
of  lieutenant-commander ;  of  at  least  three  years'  practice  if  of  the 
grade  of  lieutenant;  and  of  at  least  two  years'  practice  if  of 
the  grade  of  lieutenant  junior  grade.  A  lieutenant-commander  as 
engineer  officer  shall  have  been  a  commissioned  marine  engineer  in 
the  service  of  the  Uirited  States,  or  shall  hold  a  United  States 
marine  license  not  below  the  grade  of  chief  engineer  of  ocean 
steamers  of  at  least  three  thousand  five  hundred  tons  burthen.

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  military  law,  in  relation  to  a  military 
training  commission  and  to  military  and  disciplinary  training 
and  making  an  appropriation  therefor. 

Became  a  law  May  16,  1916,  with  the  approval  of  the  Governor.     Passed, 
three-fifthe  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate 
and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows:

by  adding  thereto  a  new  article  to  be  article  one-a  and  to  read  as 
follows: 

ARTICLE  1-A.

§  26.  Military  training  commission,  its  assistants,  employees  and 
expenses.  A  military  training  commission  for  the  state  is  hereby 
established  composed  of  the  major  general  commanding  the 
national  guard  ex  officio,  who  shall  be  chairman  of  the  commis- 
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sion,  a  member  to  be  appointed  by  the  board  of  r^ents  of  the 
imiverflily  of  the  state  and  a  member  to  be  appointed  by  the 
governor.  The  appointed  members  shall  hold  oflSce  for  terms  of 
four  years. 

The  commission  shall  meet  at  such  places  within  the  state  at 
such  stated  times  as  it  determines,  and  other  meetings  shall  be 
held  at  the  call  of  the  chairman  or  of  a  majority  of  the  members 
of  the  commission  at  a  time  and  place  stated  in  the  call. 

The  commissioners  shall  not  receive  any  compensation  for  their 
services  as  such,  but  they  shall  be  paid  their  traveling  expenses 
actually  and  necessarily  incurred  in  the  performance  of  theii 
duties  as  commissioners. 

The  commission  may  appoint  and  at  pleasure  remove  an  in- 
spector of  physical  training  at  a  salary  not  exceeding  five  thousand 
dollars  a  year  and  other  assistants  and  clerks  and  employees  at 
salaries  to  be  fixed  by  the  commission. 

The  commission  shall  make  an  annual  report  to  the  governor 
containing  a  summary  of  the  business  transacted  with  a  state- 
ment in  detail  of  its  expenditures. 

§  27.  Physical  and  disciplinary  training  in  schools;  military 
training,  (l)  The  military  training  commission  shall  advise  and 
confer  with  the  board  of  regents  of  the  university  of  the  state  of 
New  York  as  to  the  courses  of  instruction  in  physical  training  to 
be  prescribed  for  elementary  alid  secondary  schools  as  provided 
in  the  education  law. 

In  order  to  more  thoroughly  and  comprehensively  prepare  the 
boys  of  the  elementary  and  secondary  schools  for  the  duties  and. 
obligations  of  citizenship,  it  shall  also  be  the  duty  of  the  military 
training  conunission  to  recommend  from  time  to  time  to  the  board 
of  regents  the  establishment  in  such  schools,  of  habits,  customs 
and  methods  best  adapted  to  develop  correct  physical  posture  and 
bearing,  mental  and  physical  alertness,  self-control,  disciplined 
initiative,  sense  of  duty  and  the  spirit  of  co-operation  under  leader- 
ship. 

(2)  After  the  first  day  of  September,  nineteen  hundred  and 
sixteen,  all  boys  above  the  age  of  sixteen  years  and  not  over  the 
age  of  nineteen  years,  except  boys  exempted  by  the  commission, 
shall  be  given  such  military  training  as  the  commission  may  pre- 
scribe for  periods  aggregating  not  more  than  three  hours  in  each 
week  during  the  school  or  college  year,  in  the  case  of  boys  who  are 
pupils  in  public  or  private  schools  or  colleges,  and  for  periods 
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not  exceeding  those  above  stated  between  September  first  of  oach 
year  and  the  fifteenth  day  of  June  next  ensuing  in  the  case  of 
boys  who  are  not  pupils ;  but  any  boy  who  is  regularly  and  law- 
fully employed  in  any  occupation  for  a  livelihood  shall  not  be 
required  to  take  such  training  unless  he  volunteers  and  is  accepted 
therefor.  Such  training  periods,  in  the  case  of  pupils  in  such 
schools  and  colleges,  shall  be  in  addition  to  prescribed  periods  of 
other  instruction  therein  and  outside  the  time  assigned  thereior. 
Such  training  shall  be  conducted  under  the  supervision  of  the 
military  training  conmiission  by  such  male  teachers  and  physical 
instructors  of  schools  and  colleges  as  may  be  assigned  by  the  boards 
of  education  or  trustees  of  such  schools  or  governing  bodies  of  such 
colleges  and  accepted  by  the  commission,  and  by  officers  and 
enlisted  men  of  the  national  guard  and  naval  militia  detailed  for 
that  purpose  by  the  major  general  commanding  the  national  guard 
or  such  officer  and  enlisted  men  of  the  United  States  army  as  may 
be  available.  The  officers  and  enlisted  men  of  the  national  guard 
and  naval  militia  so  detailed  shall,  while  in  the  actual  perform- 
ance of  the  duties  of  the  detail,  receive  such  percentage  of  the  pay 
authorized  by  this  chapter  for  officers  and  enlisted  men  of  the 
national  guard  and  naval  militia  of  their  respective  grades  and 
length  of  service  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  fixed  by  the  com- 
mission. Teachers  and  instructors  assigned  from  schools  and 
colleges  shall  be  paid  such  compensation  as  the  conmiission  may 
determine  out  of  moneys  appropriated  for  carrying  out  the 
provisions  of  this  article. 

§  28.  Field  training  for  boys.  Within  the  limit  of  appropria- 
tions therefor,  the  commission  shall  establish  and  maintain  state 
military  catnaps  of  instruction  for  field  training  of  boys  who  are 
physically  fit  and  above  the  age  of  sixteen  years  and  not  over  the 
age  of  nineteen  years  and  who  are  accepted  therefor  by  the  com- 
mission. In  determining  the  persons  to  receive  such  field  training, 
where  moneys  available  are  not  sufficient  to  provide  for  all,  prefer- 
ence shall  be  given  in  the  following  order  unless  otherwise  pro- 
vided by  law:  (1)  To  male  pupils  in  attendance  during  the 
preceding  school  year  in  secondary  schools;  (2)  pupils  in  attend- 
ance at  state  agricultural  schools  and  state  agricultural  colleges 
during  that  period ;  (3)  the  other  boys  above  specified.  The  camps 
shall  be  located  in  such  places  throughout  the  state  as  the  com- 
mission may  determine.  Any  society,  organization  or  association 
having  a  fair  ground  and  entitled  to  an  apportionment  of  state 
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moneys  under  sections  three  hundred  and  ten  and  three  hundred 
and  eleven  of  the  agricultural  law,  shall,  upon  the  request 
of  the  commission,  allow  the  use  of  its  grounds,  or  part 
thereof,  for  any  such  camp,  when  the  grounds  are  not 
needed  for  its  own  purposes,  unless  previously  leased  to 
other  parties;  and  if  any  such  society,  association  or  or- 
ganization shall  refuse  to  allow  the  use  of  its  grounds  as  above  pro- 
vided, the  moneys  otherwise  due  to  it  under  such  law  shall  be  with- 
held each  year  in  which  such  refusal  occurs.  Such  field  training 
shall  be  given  annually,  during  the  summer  months,  and  shall  for 
each  detachment  of  boys  cover  a  period  of  not  less  than  two  or  more 
than  four  weeks,  as  the  commission  may  determine.  Such  camps 
and  the  training  and  discipline  thereat  shall  be  under  the  direc- 
tion and  charge  of  the  major  general  commanding  the  national 
guard,  subject  to  the  supervision  of  the  commission.  The  major 
general  commanding  the  national  guard  shall  detail  for  service 
at  such  camps,  such  number  of  officers  and  enlisted  men  of  the 
national  guard  and  naval  militia  as  may  be  required  by  the  com- 
mission. Such  officers  and  enlisted  men  during  such  detail  shall 
receive  pay,  subsistence  and  transportation  as  authorized  in  this 
chapter  and  the  regulations  issued  thereunder  for  officers  and  en- 
listed men  of  their  grades  and  length  of  service  on  duty  under 
orders  of  the  major  general,  commanding  the  national  guard. 

§  29.  Ckneral  powers  and  duties  of  the  oommission.  The  com- 
mission in  addition  to  the  powers  elsewhere  in  this  article  con- 
ferred on  it  shall  have  power  to 

1.  Provide  for  the  observation  and  inspection  of  the  work  and 
methods  prescribed  under  the  provisions  of  this  article,  or  under 
the  provisions  of  the  education  law  relating  to  instruction  in  phys- 
ical training  prescribed  after  conference  with  the  commission. 

2.  Prescribe  the  powers  and  duties  of  the  inspector  of  physical 
training. 

3.  Regulate  the  duties  of  clerical  and  other  assistants  and 
employees  of  the  commission. 

4.  Prescribe  rules  and  regulations  for  compulsory  attendance 
during  the  periods  of  military  training  provided  in  this  article. 

5.  Eegulate  individual  exemptions  from  prescribed  military 
training. 

6.  Maintain,  and  co-operate  with  the  colleges  in  the  state  or 
the  federal  authorities  in  maintaining,  courses  of  instruction  for 
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male  teachers  and  physical  instructors  and  others  who  volunteer 
and  are  accepted  hy  the  commission. 

7.  Make  regulations  and  rules  for  fully  carrying  into  eflFect  the 
provisions  of  this  article. 

§  29-a.  State  military  property,  including  armories,  may  be  used. 
The  authorities  in  charge  of  armories  may,  upon  the  application 
of  the  military  training  commission,  allow  the  use  of  any  armory 
of  the  national  guard  and  naval  militia  for  the  conduct  of  military 
drills  provided  for  hy  this  article,  and  may  authorize  the  tem- 
porary use  by  boys  for  whom  military  instruction  is  provided 
as  prescribed  in  this  article,  for  the  purpose  of  such  drills,  of 
arms  and  other  equipment  of  the  national  guard  and  naval  militia, 
belonging  to  the  state,  not  then  required  for  the  use  of  the  national 
guard  or  naval  militia,  and  of  arms  and  other  equipment  which 
.  may  have  been  rendered  obsolete  and  unserviceable  and  which 
may  be  retained  and  issued  for  such  purpose,  under  such  rules 
and  regulations  as  the  proper  military  authorities  may  prescribe. 
The  military  authorities  of  the  state  are  authorized  and  em- 
powered to  loan  to  the  military  training  commission  such  military 
property  as  may  be  necessary  in  the  organization  and  mainte- 
nance of  field  training  camps,  and  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of 
this  article. 

§  29-b.  XTse  of  school  buildings.  The  school  authorities  through- 
out the  state  are  authorized  to  permit  the  use  of  school  buildings 
and  school  grounds  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  out  the  pro- 
visions of  this  article. 

§  29-c.  Expenses  of  detailed  officers  and  men.  The  expenditures 
authorized  to  be  made  by  this  article  to  officers  and  enlisted  men 
of  the  national  guard  detailed  as  therein  authorized  shall  be  paid 
from  funds  appropriated  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  this  article. 

§  29-d.  Definitions;  article  not  applicable  to  certain  sohools. 
The  expression  "  school  authorities  "  as  used  in  this  article  shall 
be  construed  to  have  the  same  meaning  and  effect  as  is  given 
to  such  expression  in  the  education  law.  "  Secondary  schools  " 
mean  schools  for  "  secondary  education,"  as  defined  in  such  law, 
to  the  extent  that  they  provide  such  education.  None  of  the  pro- 
visions of  this  article  shall  apply  to  any  agricultural  college 
in  any  institution  in  this  state  which  receives  the  benefits  of  the 
act  of  congress  of  July  second,  eiirbteen  hundred  and  sixty-two, 
providing  for  instruction  in  agriculture,  the  mechanic  arts,  and 
military  training,  and  in  which  instruction  in  military  tactics  is 
now  required  of  pupils,  nor  shall  it  apply  to  pupils  therein. 
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§  2.  The  ram  of  one  hundred  thousand  dollars  ($100,000),  ^^l^^^- 
or  80  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  is  hereby  appropriated 
to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  this  act,  which  sum  shall  be  ex- 
pended under  the  direction  of  the  military  training  commission 
for  its  expenses,  the  salary  of  assistants,  clerical  hire,  pay  and  ex- 
penses of  detailed  officers  and  enlisted  men  of  the  national  guard 
and  naval  militia,  compensation  of  teachers  and  instructors  as- 
signed from  schools  and  colleges  for  conducting  military  training, 
and  the  cost  of  maintaining  training  camps. 

§  3.  All  laws  and  parts  of  laws  inconsistent  with  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act  are  repealed. 

§  4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately.

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  education  law,  in  relation  to  courses  of 
instruction  in  physical  training  and  discipline  in  the  schools 
of  the  state. 

Became  a  law  May  16,  1916,  with  the  approval  of  the  Governor.     Pasaed, 
three-flfthB  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate 
and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Chapter  twenty-one  of  the  laws  of  nineteen  hundred  f^^^^ 
and  nine,  entitled  "An   act  relating  to  education,   constituting  ^  ^^' 
chapter  sixteen  of  the  consolidated  laws,"  as  amended  by  chapter  ^gSS**^ 
one  hundred  and  forty  of  the  laws  of  nineteen  hundred  and  ten,  Jj  m^.^'"* 
is  hereby  amended  by  inserting  therein  a  new  article,  to  be  article 
twenty-six-a,  to  read  as  follows : 

ARTICLE  26-A.

Section  695.  Instruction  in  physical  training  and  kindred  sal^ 
jects. 

696.  Rules  of  regents. 

697.  State  aid  for  teachers  employed. 

§  695.  Instruction  in  physical  training  and  kindred  subjects. 
After  the  first  day  of  September,  nineteen  hundred  and  sixteen, 
all  male  and  female  pupils  above  the  age  of  eight  years  in  all  ele- 
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mentary  and  secondary  schools  shall  receive  as  part  of  the  pre- 
scribed courses  of  instruction  therein  such  physical  training  as  the 
regents  after  conference  with  the  military  training  commission 
may  determine,  during  periods  which  shall  average  at  least  twenty 
minutes  in  each  school  day.  Pupils  above  such  age  attending  the 
public  schools  shall  be  required  to  attend  upon  such  prescribed 
courses  of  instruction.  The  boards  of  education  and  trustees  of 
the  several  cities  and  school  districts  in  the  state  shall  require 
the  prescribed  instruction  to  be  given  in  such  courses,  within  such 
cities  and  districts  respectively,  under  the  direction  of  the  com- 
missioner of  education  and  in  accordance  with  rules  of  the  regents. 
Such  boards  of  education  or  trustees,  when  the  number  of  pupils 
in  the  city  or  district  required  to  attend  upon  such  instruction  is 
sufficient,  shall  employ  a  competent  teacher  or  teachers  to  give 
such  instruction.  The  trustees  or  boards  of  education  of  two  or 
more  contiguous  districts  in  the  same  supervisory  district,  when 
authorized  or  directed  by  the  commissioner  of  education,  may 
join  in  the  employment  of  a  competent  teacher  to  give  such  instruc- 
tion ;  and  the  salary  of  such  teacher  and  the  expenses  incurred  on 
account  of  such  instruction  shall  be  apportioned  by  the  district 
superintendent  among  such  districts  according  to  the  assessed 
valuation  thereof,  and  as  so  apportioned  shall  be  a  charge  upon 
each  of  such  districts.  Similar  courses  of  instruction  shall  be  pre- 
scribed and  maintained  in  private  schools  in  the  state,  and  all 
pupils  in  such  schools  over  eight  years  of  age  shall  attend  upon 
such  courses;  and  if  such  courses  are  not  so  established  and  main- 
tained in  any  private  school,  attendance  upon  instruction  in  such 
school  shall  not  be  deemed  substantially  equivalent  to  instruction 
given  to  children  of  like  ages  in  the  public  school  or  schools  of  the 
•city  or  district  in  which  the  child  resides. 

Whenever  the  regents  shall  adopt  recommendations  of  the  mili- 
tary training  commission  in  relation  to  the  establishment  in  ele- 
mentary and  secondary  schools  of  habits,  customs  and  methods 
adapted  to  the  development  of  correct  physical  posture  and  bear- 
ing, mental  and  physical  alertness,  self-control,  disciplined  initia- 
tive, sense  of  duty  and  spirit  of  co-operation  under  leadership,  as 
provided  in  the  military  law,  the  regents  shall  prescribe  and  en- 
force such  rules  as  may  be  necessary  to  carry  into  effect  the 
recommendations  so  adopted. 

§  696.  Enles  of  regents.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  regents 
to  adopt  rules  determining  the  subjects  to  be  included  in  courses

§  697.  State  aid  for  teachers  employed.  The  commissioner  of 
education,  in  the  annual  apportionment  of  state  school  moneys, 
shall  apportion  therefrom  to  each  city  and  school  district  on  ao- 
Gount  of  courses  of  instruction  as  provided  in  this  article,  estab- 
lished and  maintained  in  the  schools  of  such  city  or  district  dur- 
ing the  school  year  or  any  part  thereof,  a  sum  equal  to  one-half 
of  the  salary  paid  to  each  teacher  on  account  of  instruction  given 
in  such  courses,  but  the  entire  amount  apportioned  on  account  of  a 
single  teacher  during  a  school  year  shall  not  exceed  six  hundred 
dollars.  Such  apportionments  shall  be  made  out  of  moneys  to  be 
appropriated  therefor,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  law  relative 
to  apportionments  of  public  money  to  the  public  schools  of  the 
state.  Such  apportionments  shall  not  be  made  unless  such  courses 
of  instruction  shall  be  approved  by  the  commissioner  of  education 
and  the  instruction  therein  shall  meet  the  standards  prescribed 
and  conform  to  the  provisions  of  this  article  and  the  rules  of  the 
regents  of  the  university  in  respect  thereto.  If  two  or  more  dis- 
tricts shall  jointly  maintain  such  courses  of  instruction,  the  com- 
missioner of  education  shall  apportion  a  like  amount  on  account 
of  the  salary  paid  to  the  teacher,  which  shall  be  apportioned  to 
the  school  districts  in  accordance  with  the  amount  required  to  be 
paid  by  each  district  for  the  maintenance  of  such  courses  of 
instruction. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately.

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  military  law,  in  relation  to  the  reserve 

militia. 

Became  a  law  May  16,  1016,  with  the  approval  of  the  Governor.     Passed, 
three-fifths  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate 
and  Assembly y  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Section  five  of  chapter  forty-one  of  the  laws  of  nine-  ^  7i?' 
te^  hundred  and  nine,  entitled  "An  act  in  relation  to  the  militia,  iJindld. 
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constituting  chapter  thirty-six  of  the  consolidated  laws/'  is  hereby 
amended  to  read  as  follows : 

§  5.  Designation  and  division  of  the  militia.  The  militia  of  the 
state  shall  be  divided  into  two  parts;  the  active  and  the  reserve 
militia ;  the  active  militia  shall  consist  of  the  organized  and  uni- 
formed military  forces  known  as  the  national  guard,  and  of  the 
organized  and  uniformed  xiaval  forces  known  as  the  naval  militia ; 
the  reserve  militia  shall  consist  of  all  those  liable  to  service  in  the 
militia,  but  not  serving  in  the  national  guard  or  in  the  naval 
militia  of  the  state.  ^The  governor  may  order  such  organization  of 
the  reserve  militia  or  of  designated  classes  thereof  or  of  volunteers 
therefrom  as  he  may  deem  to  be  for  the  public  interest  and  may 
adopt  therefor  such  parts  of  the  regulations  governing  the  active 
militia  or  establish  such  special  regulations,  or  both,  as  he  may 
deem  proper. 
!mlnd«a.  §  ^'  Section  nine  of  said  act  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as 
follows : 

§  9.  Drafts  or  yolnnteers  fh>m  the  militia.  Whenever  it  shall 
be  necessary  to  call  out  any  portion  of  the  reserve  militia  for 
active  duty  in  case  of  insurrection,  invasion,  tumult,  riot  or  breach 
of  the  peace  or  imminent  danger  thereof,  or  when  called  forth  for 
service  under  the  constitution  and  laws  of  the  United  States,  the 
governor  may  call  for  and  accept  as  many  volunteers  as  are 
required  for  such  service,  or  he  may^  direct  his  order  to  the  mayor 
of  any  city  or  the  supervisor  of  any  town,  who,  upon  the  receipt 
of  the  same  shall  forthwith  proceed  to  draft  as  many  of  the 
reserve  militia  in  his  city  or  town,  or  accept  as  many  volunteers  as 
are  required  by  the  governor,  and  shall  forthwith  forward  to  the 
governor  a  list  of  the  persons  so  drafted  or  accepted  as  volunteers. 

§  3.  Such  chapter  is  liereby  amended  by  inserting  therein,  after 
section  nine,  article  one,  a  new  section  to  be  section  nine-a,  to 
read  as  follows: 

§  9-a.  Drafts  or  volimteen  from  the  reserve  militia  into  the 
national  guard  and  naval  militia.  For  the  purpose  of  maintain- 
ing the  national  guard  and  naval  militia  at  the  standard  of 
efficiency  required  for  public  safety,  or  of  conforming  to  any 
organization  now  or  hereafter  adopted  for  the  army  of  the  United 
States  or  prescribed  by  the  laws  of  the  United  States  for  the

therefrom,  of  such  number  as  may  be  required  to  make  up  or

The 
names  and  addresses  of  all  persons  so  drafted  or  volunteering, 
shall  be  certified  by  the  governor  to  the  commanding  officers  of  the 
several  regiments,   battalions,   squadrons,   troops,   companies  or 
other  units  to  which  such  persons  are  assigned  for  service,  and 
the  persons  so  named  and  certified  shall  be  deemed  for  all  pur- 
poses enlisted  members  of  the  organization   and  units  of  the 
national  guard  or  naval  militia,  as  the  case  may  be,  to  which  they 
are  assigned,  and  entitled  to  all  the  rights  and  privileges  and 
subject  to  all  the  obligations  and  duties  of  enlisted  men  therein, 
from  and  after  the  date  of  such  certification,  except  those  who 
may  be  found  to  be  unacceptable  or  unqualified  by  the  officers 
whose  approval  of  enlistment  application  by  the  same  persons,  in 
the  same  organizations,  would  be  required  under  the  provisions 
of  article  five  of  this  chapter.     Persons  rejected  by  such  officers 
shall  continue  in  the  reserve  militia  and  be  subject  to  orders  or 
drafts  for  service,  under  sections  eight  and  nine  and  nine-a  of 
this  chapter. 

§  4 .  Section  eleven  of  such  chapter  as  amended  by  chapter  i  u,^m 
ninety-eight  of  the  laws  of  nineteen  hundred  and  eleven,  is  hereby  i-  wn. 
amended  to  read  as  follows :  amended. 

§  11.  Organization  of  reserve  militia  when  ordered  out.  The 
portion  of  the  reserve  militia  so  accepted  shall  be  immediately 
mustered  into  the  service  of  the  state  for  the  lawful  term  of 
enlistment  authorized  by  this  chapter,^  or  such  less  period  as

Any  person 
who  has  served  as  aide  to  the  governor  during  the  ten  years 
last  passed;  or  as  a  commissioned  officer  in  the  active  militia, 
or  as  a  commissioned  officer  of  the  army,  navy  or  marine  corps 
of  the  United  States,  and  who  has  been  honorably  discharged 
therefrom  may  be  commissioned  and  placed  upon  the  reserve  list 
by  the  governor  with  the  highest  rank  previously  held  by  him  after 
passing  an  inspection  and  such  examination  as  the  governor  may 
deem  necessary.  The  governor  may  cause  the  officers  on  the 
reserve  list  to  be  inspected  and  examined  by  an  examining  board 
organized  pursuant  to  this  chapter  whenever  he  shall  deem  it  nec- 
essary so  to  do.  Notice  of  the  time,  place  and  scope  of  such  inspec- 
tion and  examination  shall  be  mailed  to  such  reserve  officer  at  his 
last  known  address  not  less  than  six  weeks  prior  to  the  date  thereof 
and  an  officer  failing  to  appear  or  to  pass  such  inspection  and 
examination  may,  upon  the  findings  of  such  board,  be  placed  upon 
the  retired  list  or  be  discharged  in  accordance  with  his  previous

service  and  the  priyileges  thereof.  Time  spent  on  the  reserve  list, 
shall  not  be  credited  to  an  officer  in  the  computation  of  seniority, 
pay,  length  of  bBrvice  or  the  privil^es  and  exemptions  pertaining 
thereto.

The  People  of  {he  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate 
and  Assembly y  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  issued,  in  the  manner  and  at  the^*"!,,. 
times  hereinafter  recited,  bonds  of  the  state  in  an  amount  not  to  i^HJl, 
exceed  ten  million  dollars,  which  bonds  shall  be  sold  by  the  state 
and  the  proceeds  thereof  paid  into  the  state  treasury,  and  so  much 
thereof  as  may  be  necessary  expended  for  the  acquisition  of  lands 
for  state  park  purposes  as  hereinafter  provided.    Such  Ixmds  when  Bonds 
issued  shall  be  exempt  from  taxation.  SJ^'^uoa. 

§  2.  Sale;  interest;   tax  to  pay;   sinking  fund.     The  comp-  ^^"^ 
troller  is  hereby  directed  to  cause  to  be  prepared  the  bonds  of  this

to  bear  interest  at  the  rate  of  not  to  exceed  four  and  one-half  per 
centum  per  annum,  which  interest  shall  be  payable  semi-annually 
in  the  city  of  New  York.

Section  1.  Section  one  hundred  and  thirty-eight  of  chapter

r^iSS!  'S-elating  to  highways,  constituting  chapter  twenty-five  of  the  con- 
u- i'St."%olidated  laws,"  as  amended  by  chapter  eighty-eight  of  the  laws 
amenl^d.  of  nineteen  hundred  and  eleven  and  chapter  eighty-eight  of  the

§  138.  Connecting  highways  in  villages.*  The  board  of  trustees 
of  a  village^  may,  by  resolution,  petition  the  commission  for  the

Little  Falls  Paper  Company,  millpond;  thence  eastwardly  along 
the  center  of  Quassaick  creek  six  thousand  one  hundred  feet  to 
the  Hudson  river;  thence  northerly  along  said  river  about  two 
miles  to  the  place  of  beginning. 

Also  beginning  at  the  northeast  comer  of  the  land  above 
described  and  running  thence  due  east  to  the  east  line  of  Orange

1,  To  contract  and  be  contracted  with  and  to  institute,  main- 
tain and  defend  any  action  or  proceeding  in  any  court 

2.  To  take,  purchase,  hold  and  lease  real  and  personal  property 
within  and  without  the  limits  of  the  city,  and  acquire  by  condem- 
nation real  and  personal  property  within  the  limits  of  the  city,  for 
any  public  or  municipal  purpose,  and  to  sell  and  convey  the  same, 
subject  to  the  limitations  and  restrictions  provided  for  by  section 
fifty-two  hereof. 
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3.  To  take  by  gift,  yrant  or  devise  and  to  hold  and  administei 
real  and  personal  property  within  and  without  the  limits  of  the 
city,  absolutely  or  in  trust  for  any  public  or  municipal  purpose, 
upon  such  terms  and  conditions  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the 
grantor  or  donor  and  accepted  by  the  city. 

4.  To  levy  and  collect  taxes  on  real  and  personal  property  for 
any  public  or  municipal  purpose. 

5.  To  become  indebted  for  any  public  or  municipal  purpose  and 
to  issue  therefor  the  obligations  of  the  city,  not  to  exceed,  however, 
the  sum  of  one  hundred  thousand  dollars  in  any  one  year  with- 
out the  approval  of  the  resident  taxpayers  as  provided  for  in 
section  one  hundred  and  three  of  this  act,  to  determine  upon  the 
form  and  the  terms  and  conditions  thereof,  and  to  pledge  the  faith 
and  credit  of  the  city  for  payment  of  principal  and  interest  thereof, 
or  to  make  the  same  payable  out  of  or  a  charge  or  lien  upon  specific 
property  or  revenues;  to  pay  or  compromise  claims  equitably  pay- 
able by  the  city,  though  not  constituting  obligations  legally  bind- 
ing on  it,  but  it  shall  have  no  power  to  waive  the  defense  of  the 
statute  of  limitations  or  to  grant  extra  compensation  to  any  public 
officer,  servant  or  contractor. 

6.  To  establish  and  maintain  sinking  funds  for  the  liquidation 
of  principal  and  interest  of  any  indebtedness,  and  to  provide  for 
the  refunding  of  any  indebtedness  other  than  certificates  of  in- 
debtedness or  revenue  bonds  issued  in  anticipation  of  the  col- 
lection of  taxes  for  amounts  actually  contained  or  to  be  contained 
in  the  taxes  for  the  year  when  such  certificate  or  revenue  bonds 
are  issued  or  in  the  taxes  for  the  year  next  succeeding,  and  payable 
out  of  such  taxes. 

7.  To  lay  out,  establish,  construct,  maintain,  continue,  operate, 
alter,  extend  and  discontinue  sewers  and  drainage  systems,  water 
supply  systems,  and  lighting  systems  for  lighting  streets,  public 
buildings  and  public  places,  and  to  continue,  lay  out,  establish, 
construct,  contribute  to,  maintain  and  operate  markets,  parks, 
playgrounds  and  public  places,  and  upon  the  discontinuance  thereof 
to  sell  and  convey  the  same,  subject  to  the  limitations  and  restric- 
tions provided  for  by  section  fifty-two  hereof. 

8.  To  acquire,  lay  out,  open,  construct,  extend,  widen,  contract, 
alter,  straighten,  levej,  grade,  pave,  repave,  surface,  resurface,  im- 
prove, repair,  maintain,  care  for,  clean,  oil,  sprinkle,  flush  and  dis- 
continue streets,  and  to  establish  and  alter  the  grade  thereof  and 
of  sidewalks. 
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9.  To  construct,  flag,  surface,  alter,  repair,  maintain,  care  for 
and  clean  sidewalks,  gutters  and  curbs  in  the  public  streets,  and  to 
regulate  the  grade,  width,  materials  and  construction  thereof;  and 
to  either  make  the  cost  thereof  a  general  charge  against  the  city,  • 
or  assess  the  cost  thereof  against  the  owners  of  abutting  property 
in  whole  or  in  part;  or  in  its  discretion  to  permit  the  owners  of 
abutting  property  to  carry  out  the  requirements  of  the  city  at  their 
own  expense  under  the  direction  and  supervision  of  the  city. 

10.  To  establish,  maintain,  operate  and  regulate  docks,  piers, 
wharves,  warehouses  and  all  adjuncts  and  facilities  for  navigation 
and  commerce  and  for  the  utilization  of  the  water  front  and  water- 
ways and  adjacent  properly. 

11.  To  establish,  construct  and  maintain,  operate,  alter  and 
discontinue  bridges  and  tunnels  and  approaches  thereto. 

12.  To  grant  franchises  or  rights  to  use  the  streets,  waters, 
waterfront,  public  ways  and  public  places  of  the  city. 

13.  To  construct  and  maintain  public  buildings,  public  works 
and  public  improvements,  including  local  improvements,  to  de- 
termine the  property  benefited  thereby,  and  to  assess  and  levy 
upon  the  property  benefited  thereby  the  cost  thereof,  in  whole  or 
in  part. 

14.  To  prevent  and  extinguish  fires  and  to  protect  the  inhab- 
itants of  the  city  and  property  within  the  city  from  loss  or  damage 
by  fire  or  other  casualty.  To  establish,  continue,  discontinue,  alter 
and  maintain  a  fire  department  of  volunteer  members,  or  partly 
of  paid  employees  and  partly  of  volunteer  members,  or  wholly  of 
paid  employees.  To  regulate  such  fire  department  as  to  opera- 
tion, discipline,  organization,  equipment,  number  and  compensa- 
tion of  employees,  duties  and  local  powers.  To  purchase  and  pro- 
vide apparatus,  equipment  and  appliances  for  such  fire  depart- 
ment 

15.  To  continue,  alter  and  maintain  a  police  department  and 
to  regulate  the  same  as  to  operation,  discipline,  organization,  equip- 
ment, number  and  compensation  of  employees,  duties  and  local 
powers.  To  purchase  and  provide  apparatus,  equipment,  and  ap- 
pliances for  such  police  department. 

16.  To  maintain  order,  enforce  the  law,  protect  property  and 
preserve  and  care  for  the  safety,  health,  comfort,  and  general  wel- 
fare of  the  inhabitants  of  the  city  and  visitors  thereto ;  and  for 
any  of  said  purposes  to  regulate  and  license  occupations,  boai- 
nesses  and  public  exhibitions. 
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17.  To  establish,  maintain,  manage  and  administer  hospitals, 
sanitaria,  dispensaries,  public  baths,  almshouses,  workhouses,  jails 
and  other  charitable  and  correctional  institutions;  to  relieve,  in- 
struct and  care  for  children  and  poor,  sick,  infirm,  defective,  in- 
sane or  inebriate  persons;  to  provide  for  the  burial  of  indigent 
persons ;  to  contribute  to  and  supervise  charitable,  eleemosynary, 
correctional  or  reformatory  institutions  wholly  or  partly  under 
private  control. 

18.  To  establish  and  maintain  such  institutions  and  instru- 
mentalities for  the  instruction,  enlightenment,  improvement,  en- 
tertainment, recreation  and  welfare  of  its  inhabitants  as  it  may 
deem  appropriate  or  necessary  for  the  public  interest  or  ad- 
vantage 

19.  To  determine  and  regulate  the  number,  designations,  terms 
of  employment,  qualifications,  powers,  duties  and  compensation 
of  all  employees  of  the  city,  and  the  relations  of  such  employees  to 
the  officers  of  the  city  and  to  each  other. 

20.  To  create  a  municipal  civil  service;  to  make  rules  for  the 
classification  of  the  offices  and  employments  in  the  city  service, 
for  appointments,  promotions  and  examinations,  and  for  the  regis- 
tration and  selection  of  laborers. 

21.  To  regulate  the  manner  of  transacting  the  city's  business 
and  affairs  and  the  reporting  of  and  accounting  for  all  transactions 
of  or  concerning  the  city. 

22.  To  establish  and  maintain  nurseries  for  the  planting,  rear- 
ing and  culture  of  trees ;  to  plant,  trim,  protect  and  preserve  trees 
in  the  streets  and  other  public  places  of  the  city ;  to  remove  them 
therefrom ;  and  to  prohibit  the  injury,  defacement  or  destruction 
of  such  trees. 

23.  To  designate  streets  by  name  or  number  and  to  change  such 
designation.  To  designate  by  number  lots  and  buildings,  to  change 
such  designation,  and  to  compel  the  owners  or  occupants  of  any  lots 
or  buildings  to  place  its  designated  number  in  a  prominent  place 
thereon. 

24.  To  regulate  the  use  of  streets,  sidewalks  and  public  places 
by  pedestrians,  animals  or  vehicles ;  to  regulate  parades  and  public 
assemblages  in  the  public  places  of  the  city.  To  regulate  and 
control  the  opening  of  street  surfaces ;  to  regulate  and  prevent  the 
depositing  of  ashes,  garbage,  rubbish  or  filth  of  any  kind  upon 
the  streets ;  to  regulate  the  use  of  streets  for  lights,  signs,  awnings, 
horse  troughs,  urinals,  posts,  poles,  and  wires;  *^  regulate  public 
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criers,  advertising,  and  noise  in  the  streets;  to  regulate  the  ex- 
hibition of  advertising  or  handbills  on -the  streets;  and  to  make 
such  regulations  in  reference  to  the  running  of  stages,  omnibuses^ 
trucks,  taxi-cabs,  trolley  cars,  and  other  vehicles  as  may  be  neces- 
sary for  the  safe  or  convenient  use  of  the  streets,  piers^  wharves^ 
or  stations. 

25.  To  require  of  any  officer  or  employee  of  the  city  a  bond 
or  undertaking  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duty ;  to  deter- 
mine the  amoimt,  form  and  sufficiency  of  the  sureties  thereof ;  and 
in  its  discretion  to  pay  the  premium  thereon,  if  any. 

26.  Subject  to  the  constitution  and  general  laws  of  the  state,  to 
provide  for  licensing  and  otherwise  regulating  auctioneers,  pawn 
brokers,  junk  dealers,  dealers  in  second  hand  articles,  hawkers, 
vendors,  peddlers,  public  cartmen,  truckmen,  hackmen,  cabmen, 
expressmen,  car  drivers,  bootblacks,  porters,  scavengers,  sweepers, 
theatres,  bowling  alleys,  shooting  galleries,  billiard  parlors,  skat- 
ing rinks,  circuses,  menageries,  public  exhibitions,  and  other  places 
of  amusement  and  common  shows,  bone  boiling,  fat  rendering, 
slaughtering,  and  other  noxious  businesses. 

27.  To  regulate  the  rates  of  fare  to  be  taken  by  owners  or 
drivers  of  stages,  hackney  coaches,  cabs,  carriages,  taxi-cabs,  omni- 
buses, and  other  vehicles  for  public  hire. 

28.  To  license,  regulate  or  prohibit  within  the  limits  of  the 
city  the  manufacture,  sale,  transportation,  storage,  preparation  or 
use  of  gun  powder,  dynamite,  nitro-glycerine,  and  other  explosives, 
kerosene,  petroleum,  gasoline,  and  other  combustible  and  danger- 
ous materials,  and  to  prohibit  within  the  limits  of  the  city  the 
carrying  on  of  any  noxious  businesses. 

29.  To  regulate  or  prohibit  the  emission  of  smoke,  noxious 
gases,  deposits  or  other  pollutions  from  buildings,  locomotives, 
engines,  boats  and  other  sources. 

30.  To  regulate  building  and  construction,  and  to  prohibit  the 
erection,  construction  or  repair  of  buildings,  docks,  walls,  piers, 
bill-boards  or  other  structures  within  the  city  except  in  compliance 
with  such  regulations. 

31.  To  fix,  extend,  contract  and  alter  the  limits  of  fire  districts, 
and  to  prohibit  the  erection  or  construction  therein  of  buildings 
except  in  compliance  with  such  regulations  as  to  construction  and 
materials,  as  may  be  prescribed. 

32.  To  regulate  the  use  of  all  buildings,  used  for  the  purpose 
of  public  assemblies;  to  prohibit  the  use  of  such  buildings  except 
in  compliance  with  its  requirements  for  the  safety,  security  and 
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health  of  persons  therein;  to  raze  or  demolish  any  buildings  or 
erections  which  by  reason  of  fire,  faulty  construction  or  from  any 
other  cause  may  be  dangerous  to  human  life  or  health. 

33.  To  provide  for  the  collection,  removal  and  disposal  of  gar- 
bage, ashes,  dead  animals  and  rubbish. 

34.  To  appoint  and  determine  the  number  of  conmiissioners 
of  deeds  in  the  city. 

35.  To  determine  the  existence  and  direct  the  removal  of  a  pub- 
lic nuisance  in  any  part  of  the  city. 

36.  To  regulate  or  projiibit  the  places  of  bathing  in  the  rivers, 
streams  and  ponds  within  the  city. 

37.  To  regulate  or  prohibit  coasting  on  the  streets  of  the  city, 

38.  To  establish  and  regulate  public  pounds,  and  to  restrain  the 
running  at  large  of  animals  and  poultry  in  the  streets  of  the  city 
under  penalty,  and  to  authorize  the  distraining,  impounding  and 
sale  of  the  same  for  the  penalty  incurred,  and  costs  of  keeping  and 
proceedings. 

39.  To  regulate  or  prohibit  the  burial  of  the  dead  within  the 
city,  but  it  shall  not  have  the  power  to  prohibit  the  burial  of  one 
body  in  one  grave  in  any  cemetery  now  established  within  the  city ; 
to  protect,  maintain  and  care  for  public  cemeteries  and  to 
restrict  and  prevent  the  extension  of  their  limits. 

40.  To  require  the  owners  or  occupants  o*  lots  abutting  upon 
streets  to  enclose  the  same  by  suitable  fences. 

41.  To  establish  and  proclaim  local  holidays.  To  appropriate 
and  raise  by  tax  money  for  the  celebration  of  general  or  local  holi- 
days or  events  and  for  the  entertainment  and  expenses  of  conven- 
tions and  conferences  held  in  the  city  and  the  entertainment  of 
visiting  delegates,  oflScials  or  persons  whom  it  is  desired  to  honor. 
To  appropriate,  raise  by  tax,  and  contribute  money  toward  the 
care,  protection  and  maintenance  of  Washington's  headquarters  in 
the  city  of  Newburgh. 

42.  To  regulate  by  ordinance  any  matters  within  the  powers  of 
the  city;  and  to  provide  for  the  enforcement  of  ordinances  by  legal 
proceedings  to  compel  compliance  therewith,  and  by  penalties,  for- 
feitures, and  imprisonment  to  punish  violations  thereof. 

43.  To  appropriate  and  raise  by  tax  money  for  any  purpose 
herein  specified,  and  generally  to  exercise  all  powers  necessary  and 
proper  for  carrying  into  execution  the  powers  granted  the  city. 

44.  To  determine  whether  improvements  made  by  virtue  of  any 
of  the  powers  hereby  granted  are  general  improvements  or  local 
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improvements,  and  where  any  such  improvements  are  determined 
to  be  local  improvements  to  determine  the  property  benefited 
thereby  and  to  assess  the  cost  of  such  improvement  either  in  whole 
or  in  part  against  the  property  benefited. 

§  61.  The  powers  granted  by  the  preceding  section  hereof  shall  ^^^^ 
be  exercised  by  ordinance  of  the  city  council,  excepting  those  which  ^°^^^^ 
relate  to  civil  service  rules  and  classification  which  shall  be  exer- 
cised by  resolution  of  the  board  of  civil  service  commissioners;

The  no- 
tice, officers,  polling  places,  manner  of  conducting,  and  other  de- 
tails of  such  special  election  shall  be  determined  by  ordinance 
of  the  council.

inexcusable  absence,  provided  such  absence  has  continued  for  four 
consecutive  regular  meetings;  but  no  expulsion  shall  take  place 
and  no  vacancy  on  account  of  absence  be  declared  until  the  delin- 
quent member  has  had  an  opportunity  to  be  heard  in  his  defense.

lirtSfct'on      §  ^^'  '^^  recorder  of  said  city  shall,  except  in  cases  of  his  ab* 
sence  from  the  city,  or  inability  from  sickness  or  other  causes  to 
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act,  have  jurisdiction  exclusive  of  any  justice  of  the  peace  or  other 
oflScer  of  said  city,  except  the  city  manager  and  judges  of  courts 
of  record : 

To  issue  all  criminal  and  other  process  necessary  to  carry  the 
provisions  of  this  section  into  effect,  and  shall  have  co-ordinate 
jurisdiction  and  authority  with  the  justices  of  the  peace  of  said 
city  to  issue  process  and  otherwise  act  in  .bastardy  proceedings, 
under  the  laws  of  this,  state,  and  shall  be  entitled  to  demand  and 
receive  for  his  own  use,  in  such  proceeding,  the  same  fees  as  a 
justice  of  the  peace  is  or  may  be  entitled  to  by  law,  and  said  re- 
corder and  one  justice  of  the  peace  acting  together  in  such  bas- 
tardy proceedings  shall  have  the  same  power  as  two  justices  of  the 
peace  would  have  therein. 

To  hear,  try  and  determine  all  cas^s  of  petit  larceny  charged  as 
a  first  offense  and  all  misdemeanors,  not  being  infamous  crimes, 
committed  within  said  city. 

To  hear,  try  and  determine  all  other  cases  which  a  court  of  spe- 
cial sessions  now  has  or  may  hereafter  acquire  jurisdiction  and 
authority  to  hear,  try  and  determine. 

To  hear  all  complaints  and  conduct  all  examinations  in  other 
criminal  cases,  following  the  same  procedure  now  or  hereafter  au- 
thorized and  directed  by  law  for  courts  of  special  sessions,  and  to 
commit  to  await  the  action  of  the  grand  jury  all  persons  who  shall 
be  guilty  of  offenses,  felonies  or  other  crimes  not  triable  before 
said  recorder. 

Upon  conviction,  to  impose  and  enforce  sentence  of  fine  or  im- 
prisonment, or  both  in  the  discretion  of  said  recorder,  in  all  cases 
within  his  jurisdiction,  as  is  authorized  by  statute  to  be  inflicted  in 
like  cases  by  the  county  court  of  the  county  of  Orange. 

To  let  to  bail  all  persons  charged  with  crime  or  examined  on 
any  criminal  offense  before  him,  in  all  cases  of  misdemeanor,  and 
in  all  cases  of  felony,  where  the  imprisonment  in  state  prison  on 
conviction  cannot  exceed  five  years. 

To  punish  a  contempt  of  court  in  the  same  manner  and  to  the 
same  extent  as  the  county  court  could  do  in  like  cases,  and  to  pun- 
ish a  juror  or  witness  neglecting  to  appear,  when  legally  notified 
to  do  so,  in  the  same  maimer  and  to  the  same  extent  as  the  county 
court  could  do  in  like  cases. 

To  hold  courts  of  special  sessions  with  all  the  powers  and  juris- 
diction of  such  courts  as  regulated  by  statute,  and  with  the  ad* 
ditional  power  and  jurisdiction  hereby  imposed. 
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To  send  warrants,  process  and  other  mandates  in  any  matter 
of  which  he  has  jurisdiction  into  any  conuty  of  the  state  for  serv- 
ice or  execution  in  like  manner  and  with  the  same  force  and  effect 
as  similar  warrants,  process  or  mandates  could  be  issued  by  courts 
having  jurisdiction  thereof  in  the  counties  where  they  are  to  be 
served  or  executed.

charges  legally  collectible  upon  the  settlement  or  dismissal  by 
consent  of  any  criminal  suit  or  proceeding  pending  before  him. 
All  such  fees,  costs  and  charges  shall  belong  to  the  city  and  to- 
gether with  all  fines  imposed  and  collected  by  him  shall  be  paid 
to  the  city  treasurer  once  in  each  month,  accompanied  by  a  de- 
tailed account  thereof  showing  what  part  of  such  fines  were  re- 
ceived for  public  intoxication  and  violations  of  the  excise  law. 

All  fines  so  received  by  the  city  treasurer  for  public  intoxica- 
tion or  violation  of  any  laws  relating  to  intoxicating  liquors  or 
the  sale  thereof  shall  be  paid  over  by  him  to  the  commissioners  of 
the  home  of  the  city  and  town  of  Newburgh  for  the  support  of  the 
poor  of  said  city  and  town. 

The  recorder  shall  keep  an  account  of  all  criminal  business  ^^^^^"^ 
done  by  him  which  is  chargeable  against  the  county,  and  on  the  JJJJj."^j^j 
first  day  of  November  in  each  vear,  he  shall  file  with  the  clerk  of  »k»«°«*

the  board  of  supervisors  of  Orange  county  an  account  of  such  serv- 
ices chargeable  against  the  county,  in  due  form  of  law  and  prop- 
erly verified.  Such  account  shall  be  audited  and  allowed  by  the 
board  of  supervisors  as  a  county  charge  and  shall  be  paid  to  the 
said  city  treasurer. 

The  recorder  shall  keep  a  docket  containing  a  record  of  all  con-  R«sor««r 
victions  had  before  him  and  all  judgments  rendered  by  him,  which  docket, 
docket  shall  be  open  to  inspection.

Before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  his  office, 
each  constable  shall  execute  with  two  sureties,  to  be  approved 
by  the  city  manager  and  corporation  counsel,  an  undertaking,  and 
file  the  same  with  the  city  clerk,  by  which  said  constable  and  his 
sureties  shall  jointly  and  severally  agree  to  pay  each  and  every

Titie  ot 
apparatus,  appurtenances,  library  building,  and  of  all  other  school  J^^J^ 
and  library  property  connected  with  or  constituting  part  of  the  citj. 
public  school  system,  or  library  system  of  the  city,  shall  be  vested 
in  the  city  of  Newburgh. 

§  81.  The  head  of  the  department  of  education  shall  be  the  Boaraot 
board  of  education,  which  shall  be  composed  of  nine  members, 
residents  of  the  city. 

§  82.  The  board  of  education  shall  appoint  to  serve  during  its  ^l^^^^ 
pleasure :  •ducatioa. 

A  superintendent  of  public  schools. 

All  school  principals  and  teachers. 

All  janitors  and  compulsory  education  officers,  subject  to  the 
restrictions  imposed  by  the  general  laws  of  the  state. 

Such  other  officers  and  employees  as  it  may  deem  necessary  for 
the  proper  discharge  of  its  administrative  duties. 

§  83.  The  board  of  education  shall  establish,  control,  maintain,  JJJJ^j,^n^ 
and  provide  for  the  public  schools,  the  p.iblic  school  system  and  J^^ 
the  general  educational  interests  of  the  city,  and  manage  and  con- 
trol the  property,  both  real  and  personal,  which  belongs  to  the 
city  and  which  is  used  for  the  purposes  of  education,  and  for 
library  purposes,  subject  only  to  the  general  statutes  of  the  state 
relating  to  public  schools  and  public  school  instruction,  and  to 
the  provisions  of  this  act. 

§  84.  The  board  of  education  in  addition  to  all  other  powers  ^^^;^^^ 
conferred  by  law  shall  have  power:  5Jte»"' 

To  establish,  continue,  control  and  maintain  common  schools, 
high  schools,  manual  training  and  industrial  schools,  including 
provision  for  special  studies  and  social  improvement,  vacation 
schools  and  night  schools;  to  discontinue  or  consolidate  schools; 
and  to  supervise,  maintain  and  equip  playgrounds  in  connection 
with  any  of  such  schools. 

To  change  the  grades  of  any  or  all  schools,  and  to  prescribe, 
adopt  and  modify  courses  of  study  and  text-books  therefor. 

To  license  teachers  for  the  schools  of  the  city,  and  to  fix  a 
standard  of  qualifications  as  a  necessary  requirement  for  the  serv- 
ice of  all  principals  and  teachers  in  the  schools  of  the  city,  which 
requirements  may  be  higher  but  not  lower  than  the  minimum 
qualifications  required  by  the  laws  of  the  state. 
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Subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  to  purchase,  lease,  enlarge, 
improve,  alter  and  repair  school  houses  and  appurtenances,  to 
purchase,  improve,  exchange  and  repair  schools,  apparatus,  books, 
furniture  and  appendages,  and  in  general  to  provide  for  all  the 
requirements  of  the  schools  under  its  control. 

To  supply  the  requisite  text  books  and  stationery  for  the  use 
of  pupils  and  to  provide  the  several  schools  with  the  necessary 
apparatus,  maps  and  music  books,  the  expense  thereof  to  be  de- 
frayed out  of  the  school  monies  of  the  city. 

To  allow  the  children  of  persons  not  residents  of  the  city  to 
attend  the  schools  under  the  care  and  control  of  the  board  upon 
the  pajTuent  of  such  tuition  and  upon  such  terms  as  the  board 
may  by  resolution  prescribe. 

To  adopt  rules  and  regulations  for  the  proper  transaction  of 
its  business,  for  defining  the  duties  of  its  officers  and  employees, 
and  for  the  proper  execution  of  all  powers  vested  in  and  the  duties 
imposed  upon  it  by  law. 

To  fix  within  the  proper  appropriation  of  monies  therefor  the 
salaries  and  compensation  of  all  officers  and  employees  appointed 
by  it.

deemed  to  tho  asscssor :  if  the  owner  or  owners  be  unknown  to  the  assessor, 
then  the  assessment  may  designate  the  owner  as  unknown.  There 
shall  be  stated  the  number  of  the  lot  and  the  block,  if  subdivided 
into  lots  and  blocks  and  so  designated  upon  the  city  map  last 
adopted  by  the  city  council,  or  the  number  of  the  lot  or  farm  lot, 
if  not  so  subdivided  into  blocks  and  lots  and  so  designated,  and 
also  the  street  and  number  of  any  building  thereon;  but  if  the 
laud  be  vacant  or  the  building  thereon  be  not  numbered,  then  thc 
name  of  the  street  on  which  it  fronts  and  a  brief  description  of 
the  premises  shall  be  given.  No  assessment  hereafter  made  in 
said  city  shall  be  held  to  be  invalid  because  the  same  may  be  made 
out  in  terms  against  owner  or  owners  unknown  or  the  estate  of  a 
deceased  person,  naming  such  person,  or  the  executor,  admin- 
istrator, heirs  or  devisees  of  a  deceased  person,  naming  such  per 
son,  or  against  a  company  or  a  firm  name,  or  against  a  person  \\y 
whom  is  the  record  title,  though  not  the  actual  title  of  the  pro]) 
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erty,  or  for  any  cause  arising  through  ignorance  or  mistake  as  to 
the  names  of  the  owner  or  owners  of  the  property  assessed,  whether 
individually  or  a  corporation,  provided  such  property  is  suf- 
ficiently described  on  the  assessment  rolls  or  any  books  or  maps 
therein  referred  to  to  reasonably  identify  and  indicate  to  a  person 
familiar  with  the  same  the  particular  property  which  it  was  in- 
tended to  assess.  Every  assessment  roll  shall  be  considered  as 
referring  to  the  last  adopted  map,  unless  it  be  otherwise  stated 
therein. 

§  91.  The  assessment  roll  shall  be  completed  on  or  before  the  r^,*^?~*

The  council  shall  thereupon  file  said  assessment  roll  with  the  city 
clerk,  who  shall  publish  a  notice  in  at  least  one  newspaper  pnl> 
lished  in  said  city  that  the  assessment  roll  has  been  completed 
and  will  remain  on  file  in  the  city  clerk's  office  for  inspection  by 
any  person  interested  until  a  day  to  be  in  said  notice  specified, 
and  that  on  that  day  at  a  time  and  place  to  be  specified  the  council 
will  meet  to  review  such  roll  and  to  hear  any  objections  that  may 
be  made  to  any  assessment  thereon,  and  the  council  shall  have 
power  to  correct,  alter,  amend,  subtract  from  or  add  to  any  of  the 
several  assessments  in  such  manner  as  in  their  judgment  may  be 
proper,  and  shall  then  confirm  the  said  assessment  roll,  which 
when  confirmed  shall  be  the  assessment  roll  for  the  city  of  New- 
burgh,  and  shall  be  delivered  to  the  city  clerk  who  shall  publish 
in  at  least  one  newspaper  published  in  said  city  a  notice  of  the 
filing  of  the  completed  assessment  roll  with  him  as  required  by 
law.  After  confirmation  the  council  shall  have  power  to  correct 
the  assessment  roll  in  the  following  instances: 

Where  the  same  property  has  been  assessed  more  than  once  on 
the  assessment  roll,  the  excess  assessments  may  be  cancelled. 

Where  any  unimproved  property  has  b^n  assessed  as  im- 
proved property  the  valuation  may  be  reduced  to  such  sum  as  may 
be  fixed  by  the  assessing  authority.  ^ 

Where  any  taxable  property  has  been  omitted  from  the  assess- 
ment roll  of  the  preceding  year,  it  may  be  placed  on  the  assessment 
roll  for  the  current  year  at  a  valuation  to  be  fixed  for  the  preceding 
vear  by  the  assessing  authority  and  shall  be  taxed  at  the  rate 
per  centum  of  the  preceding  year. 
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Where  any  taxable  property  has  been  omitted  from  the  assess- 
ment roll  for  the  current  year,  it  may  be  placed  thereon  at  a  valu- 
ation to  be  fixed  by  the  assessing  authority,  and  shall  be  taxed  at 
the  rate  per  centum  of  the  current  year. 

If  there  is  an  assessor  such  corrections  may  be  made  only  on 
petition  of  such  assessor. 

§  92.  No  assessment,  special  assessment  for  local  improve- 
ments, water  rents  or  tax  shall  be  vacated,  set  aside,  cancelled, 
annulled,  reviewed  or  otherwise  questioned  or  affected  by  reason 
of  any  error,  omission,  irregularity  or  defect,  not  actually  fraudu- 
lent, in  any  of  the  steps  or  proceedings  required  to  be  had  or  taken 
as  preliminary  to,  or  in  the  making  of,  the  assessment,  the  special 
assessment,  or  in  the  levying  or  collection  of  the  water  rents  or 
tax,  nor  in  relation  to  or  in  connection  with  any  proposal,  desig- 
nation of  materials,  contract,  work  or  improvement  for  or  on 
account  of  which  such  assessment  or  special  assessment  was  made 
or  tax  imposed.  But  all  property  shall  be  liable  to  assessment 
and  all  assessments  shall  be  valid  and  of  full  force  and  effect  not- 
withstanding any  such  error,  omission,  irre^larity  or  defect. 

§  93.  No  action  or  proceeding  to  set  aside,  vacate,  cancel  or 
annul  any  assessment  or  tax  for  a  local  improvement  shall  be 
maintained,  except  for  total  want  of  jurisdiction  to  levy  and 
assess  the  same  on  the  part  of  the  officer,  officers,  board  or  body 
authorized  by  law  to  make  such  levy  or  assessment  or  to  order  the 
improvement  on  account  of  which  the  levy  or  assessment  was 
made.  No  action  or  proceedings  shall  be  maintained  to  modify 
or  reduce  any  such  assessment  or  tax,  except  for  fraud  or  sub- 
stantial error  by  reason  of  which  the  amount  of  such  tax  or 
assessment  is  in  excess  of  the  amount  which  should  have  been 
lawfully  levied  or  assessed. 

§  94.  No  action  or  proceeding  shall  be  maintained  to  set 
aside,  vacate,  cancel,  annul,  review,  reduce  or  otherwise  question, 
test  or  affect  the  legality  or  validity  of  any  assessment  or  tax  for 
a  local  improvement,  except  in  the  form  and  manner  and  by  the 
proceedings  herein  provided.  If,  in  the  proceedings  relative  to 
an  assessment  or  tax,  entire  absence  of  jurisdiction  on  the  part 
of  the  officers,  board  or  body  authorized  by  law  to  assess  the 
same  or  order  the  improvement  on  account  of  which  the  assess- 
ment was  made  or  tax  imposed,  is  alleged  to  have  existed  or  in 
case  any  fraud  or  substantial  error,  other  than  the  errors  or 
irregularities  specified  in  the  preceding  section,  by  reason  of 
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which  BubBtantial  damages  have  been  sustained,  are  alleged  to 
have  existed  or  to  have  been  committed,  any  party  aggrieved 
thereby,  who  shall  have  filed  objections  thereto  within  the  time 
and  in  the  manner  specified  by  law  therefor,  may  apply  to  the 
supreme. court  at  any  special  term  thereof,  held  within  the  judi- 
cial district  in  which  the  city  is  situated,  for  an  order  vacating 
or  modifying  such  assessment  as  to  the  lands  in  which  he  has  an 
interest,  upon  the  grounds  in  said  objections  specified,  and  no 
other,  and  upon  due  notice  of  such  application  to  the  corporation 
counsel.  Each  such  application  shall  be  made  within  twenty 
days  after  the  confirmation  of  the  assessment  Thereupon  such 
court  may  proceed  to  hear  the  proofs  and  all^ations  of  the  par- 
ties and  determine  the  same,  or  may  appoint  a  referee  to  take 
the  proof  and  report  thereon,  or  to  hear,  try  and  determine  the 
same.  If  it  shall  be  determined  in  such  proceeding  that  the 
officers,  board  or  body  had  no  jurisdiction  to  make  the  levy  or 
assessment  complained  of  or  to  order  the  improvement,  the  court 
may  order  such  assessment  or  tax  vacated.  If  it  shall  be  de- 
termined therein  that  any  such  fraud  or  substantial  error  has 
been  committed  and  that  the  party  applying  for  such  relief  bus 
suffered  substantial  damages  by  reason  thereof,  the  court  may 
order  that  the  assessment  or  tax  be  modified  as  to  such  party  and 
as  so  modified  that  it  be  confirmed.  A  like  application  may  be 
made  to  secure  a  modification  or  reduction  of  any  such  assessment 
or  tax  on  account  of  fraud  or  such  substantial  error  occurring  in 
the  performance  of  the  work  of  the  improvement  on  account  of 
which  such  assessment  or  tax  is  made  or  levied,  and  it  shall  be 
determined  in  like  manner.  If,  in  any  such  proceeding,  it  shall 
be  determined  that  such  fraud  or  substantial  error  has  been  com- 
mitted, by  reason  of  which  the  assessment  or  tax  of  any  such 
aggrieved  party  has  been  unlawfully  increased,  the  court  may 
order  that  such  assessment  or  tax  be  modified  by  deducting  there- 
from such  amount  as  is  in  the  same  proportion  to  such  assessment 
or  tax  as  the  whole  amount  of  such  unlawful  increase  is  to  the 
whole  amount  of  the  assessment  or  tax  for  the  improvement.  An 
order  so  made  in  any  such  proceeding  shall  be  entered  in  the 
county  clerk's  office  of  Orange  county  and  shall  have  the  same 
force  and  effect  as  a  judgment  The  court  may,  during  the 
pendency  of  such  proceeding,  stay  the  collection  of  any  assess- 
ment or  tax  involved  therein  as  against  the  parties  thereto.  Costs 
and  disbursements  of  any  such  proceeding  may  be  allowed  in  the 
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discretion  of  the  court.  No  appeal  shall  be  allowed  or  taken 
from  the  order  made  in  any  such  proceeding,  but  the  detennina- 
tion  so  made  therein  shall  be  final  and  conclusive  upon  all  parties 
thereto.  No  assessment  or  tax  shall  be  modified  otherwise  than 
to  reduce  it  to  the  extent  that  the  same  may  be  shown  by  the 
parties  complaining  thereof  to  have  been  in  fact  increased  in 
dollars  and  cents  by  reason  of  such  fraud  or  substantial  error. 
In  no  event  shall  that  proportion  of  any  such  assessment  which 
is  the  equivalent  of  the  fair  value  or  fair  cost  of  the  improvement 
be  changed  or  modified  for  any  cause.  No  raoDcy  paid  on  ac- 
count of  any  assessment  or  tax  shall  be  recovered  for  any  cause, 
except  the  amount  of  the  excess  of  such  assessment  or  tax  over 
and  above  the  fair  value  and  cost  of  the  improvement.  In  case 
of  the  failure  of  any  assessment  or  tax  for  any  cause,  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  council  to  forthwith  cause  the  same  to  be  re- 
assessed and  relevied  in  a  proper  manner. 

§  95.  Two  or  more  persons  may  unite  in  commencing  and 
prosecuting  the  proceedings  to  vacate  or  modify  assessments ;  and 
when  two  or  more  persons  have  commenced  separate  proceedings 
to  vacate  or  modify  assessments  for  the  same  improvement,  the 
court  before  which  the  same  are  commenced  or  pending,  or  a 
judge  thereof  at  special  term  or  chambers  may,  by  order,  upon 
due  application  and  notice,  consolidate  such  separate  proceedings 
into  one  proceeding. 

§  96.  Whenever  any  assessments  made  or  tax  levied  under 
the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  set  aside  or  be  decided  by  any 
court  having  jurisdiction  thereof  to  hav0  been  improperly  or 
illegally  made,  or  whenever  it  shall  be  ascertained  that  the  pro- 
ceedings under  which  said  assessment  has  been  made  or  said  tax 
levied  shall  have  been  so  far  irregular  and  erroneous  as  to  make 
the  collection  of  such  assessment  illegal,  then  and  in  that  case  a 
reassessment  shall  be  made  with  the  same  force  and  eflFect  as  if 
it  had  been  an  original  assessment. 

§  97.  On  or  before  the  day  of  the  first  regular  meeting  of  the 
council  in  the  month  of  October  in  each  year,  the  board  of  edu- 
cation shall  transmit  to  the  council  a  detailed  estimate  of  the  ex- 
penditures necessary  and  proper  to  be  made  in  the  department 
of  education  during  the  next  succeeding  fiscal  year  and  the  city 
manager  shall  submit  to  the  council  a  detailed  estimate  of  the 
expenditures  necessary  and  proper  to  be  made  for  all  other  munic- 
ipal purposes  during  the  next  succeeding  fiscal  year,  including: 
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the  payment  of  all  interest  and  principal  which  shall  fall  due  in 
that  year  on  any  bonded  debt  of  the  city  and  all  sums  which  it 
may  be  expedient  and  proper  to  raise  by  tax  in  that  year  and 
deposit  in  the  sinking  fund  of  the  city.  The  council  shall  there- 
upon order  said  detailed  estimates  filed  in  the  city  clerk's  oflSce 
and  shall  cause  to  be  published  in  at  least  one  newspaper  pub- 
lished in  said  city  at  least  once  in  each  of  two  succeeding  weeks 
in  the  month  of  October  a  notice  to  the  effect  that  said  estimates 
may  be  inspected  in  the  city  clerk's  office  and  that  the  council  at 
its  first  regular  meeting  in  November  (specifying  the  date,  time, 
and  place  thereof),  will,  after  hearing  any  city  officer  or  resident 
of  the  city  in  support  of  or  in  opposition  to  either  or  both  of  said 
estimates  or  any  item  thereof,  determine  and  fix  the  budget  of 
expenditures  for  the  next  succeeding  fiscal  year. 

At  its  first  regular  meeting  in  the  month  of  November  in  each  JJJ^*™*^ 
year  the  council,  after  hearing  all  persons  who  wish  to  be  heard,  ^"*«•'• 
shall  determine  and  fix  the  budget  of  expenditures  for  the  next 
succeeding  fiscal  year,  and  in  determining  and  fixing  the  same 
shall  have  power  to  increase  or  decrease  any  item  of  estimated  ex-

The  council  shall  levy  as  a  general  tax  upon  all  the  JJIrla  t«. 
taxable  real  and  personal  property  in  the  city,  according 
to  the  valuation  of  the  assessment  roll  of  the  city  for  the 
current  year,  the  amount  of  the  total  budget  as  determined  and 
fixed  by  it,  exclusive  of  the  estimated  expenditures  on  accoimt  of 
the  department  of  water,  which  expenditures  shall  be  paid  out  of 
the  water  rents  collected. 

The  council  at  the  same  time  shall  include  in  such  levy  the  Levy  of 
amotmt  of  any  special  tax  which  shall  h^ve  been  voted  for  as 
herein  provided.    The  city  clerk  at  such  ti^je  as  may  be  directed  AM«Mment

The  collector  shall  deposit  all  monies 
in  his  hands  with  the  city  treasurer,  from  time  to  time,  as  the 
council  shall  direct ;  but  no  such  deposit,  nor  any  settlement,  had 
by  the  council,  or  by  any  city  officer,  with  the  collector,  shall  be 
final  or  conclusive,  and  no  bond  or  other  security  given  by  the 
collector  shall  be  invalidated  by,  or  cancelled  on  any  such  settle- 
ment, but  shall  remain  in  full  force  and  effect

year  of  nineteen  hundred  and  sixteen,  except  that  the  detailed 
estimate  of  the  expenditures  necessary  and  proper  to  be  made 
for  all  municipal  purposes  other  than  in  the  department  of  edu- 
cation for  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  sixteen  shall  be  sub- 
mitted to  the  council  by  the  city  manager  on  or  before  the  day  of 
the  first  regular  meeting  of  the  council  in  the  month  of  July, 
nineteen  hundred  and  sixteen,  and  the  notice  in  said  section  speci-  ^*'''^"*' 
fied  shall  state  that  the  council  at  its  first  regular  meeting  in  ^^^^ 
August,  nineteen  hundred  and  sixteen,  will  determine  and  fix  the 
budget  of  expenditures  for  the  current  year,  and  the  council  shall 
determine  and  fix  the  budget  of  expenditures  for  the  fiscal  year 
of  nineteen  hundred  and  sixteen  at  its  first  regular  meeting  in 
the  month  of  August  of  that  year  and  forthwith  levy  the  amount 
thereof  as  a  general  tax  upon  all  the  taxable  real  and  personal 
property  in  the  city  according  to  the  valuation  of  the  assessment 
roll  of  the  city  for  that  year,  exclusive  of  the  estimated  expendi- 
tures on  account  of  the  department  of  water,  which  expenditures 
shall  be  paid  out  of  the  water  rents  collected.

In  improTe- 
the  total  cost  shall  be  included  awards  for  the  taking  of  real  wcer- 
estate,  rights  or  easements,  awards  for  damages  resulting  from  tincatioa. 
such  improvements,  all  sums  paid  by  the  city  for  surveyors,  en- 
gineers, inspectors,  conmiissioners  and  witnesses'  fees,  the  costs 
and  disbursements  of  the  corporation  counsel  for  and  on  account 
of  such  improvement,  the  interest  paid  or  accrued  at  the  time  of 
the  computation  on  notes  or  certificates  of  indebtedness  issued  by 
the  city  to  pay  the  expense  of  such  improvement,  and  all  expenses 
incident  to  the  improvement  and  the  assessment  therefor.    After 
the  city  clerk  shall  compute  and  ascertain  the  total  cost  of  any 
local  improvement  as  aforesaid,  he  shall  certify  the  same  to  the 
council. 

The  council  by  resolution  shall  determine  the  improvement  to  Apportion. 
be  a  local  improvement,  determine  the  property  benefited  thereby,  co«t. 
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and  fix  the  proportion  of  the  cost  thereof  to  be  assessed  against 
the  property  benefited  and  the  proportion  thereof  (if  any)  to  be 
borne  by  the  city  at  large. 

The  proportion  determined  to  be  borne  by  the  city  at  large  may 
be  either  included  in  the  general  tax  levy  for  city  purposes  for 
the  next  succeeding  fiscal  year,  or  may  be  raised  by  incurring  a 
funded  debt  as  provided  by  section  one  hundred  and  two  hereof. 

The  proportion  determined  to  be  assessed  against  the  property 
benefited  shall  be  assessed  against  such  property  and  the  assess- 
ment when  completed  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  city  clerk, 
who  shall  publish  a  notice  in  at  least  one  newspaper  published 
in  said  city  that  such  assessment  has  been  completed  and  will 
remain  on  file  in  the  city  clerk's  office  for  inspection  by  any  person 
interested  until  a  day  to  be  in  said  notice  specified,  and  that  on 
that  day  at  a  time  and  place  to  be  specified  the  council  will  meet 
to  review  such  assessment  and  to  hear  any  objections  that  may  be 
made  to  any  assessment  thereon,  and  the  council  shall  have  power 
to  correct,  alter,  amend,  subtract  from  or  add  to  any  of  the  several 
assessments  in  such  manner  as  in  their  judgment  may  be  proper, 
and  shall  then  confirm  the  said  assessment.

provided  by  law  of  bonds  of  the  city  to  be  known  as  improvement 
bonds. 

§  103.  Whenever  the  council  shall  be  of  the  opinion  that  the 
interests  of  the  city  require  the  expenditure  of  money  for  any 
extraordinary  or  special  purpose,  not  specifically  authorised  by 
this  act,  it  may  make  an  estimate  of  the  sum  necessary  to  be 
raised  for  such  purpose,  stating  the  amount  and  object  for  which 
it  is  required,  and  cause  such  statement  and  estimate  to  be.  pub- 
lished in  at  least  one  of  the  newspapers  published  in  said  city  and 
to  give  notice  that  a  special  election  will  be  held  at  which  the 
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question  whether  such  sum  shall  be  raised  or  not  will  be  submitted 
to  the  resident  taxpayers  for  their  determination.

be  deemed  public  streets  of  the  city. 

§  141.  Whenever  any  street,  park,  square  or  other  land  shall  ^^""^^^ 
have  been  dedicated  to  tixe  public  use,  the  council  shall  accept  such  "jj^ «« 
dedication  by  ordinance.     Before  any  street,  park  or  square  shall  p"*^*  •**

To  keep  the  property  and  works  belonging  to  the  city  and  used  waur^ 
and  provided  for  the  purpose  of  furnishing  a  supply  of  water,  in  " 
good  order  and  repair,  and  to  see  that  all  proper  measures  are 
taken  to  preserve  the  purity  of  the  water,  and  a  sufficient  supply 
thereof. 

When  the  council  shall  deem  it  advisable,  to  cause  the  line  of 
water  pipes  connected  with  such  water  works  to  be  laid  down  and 
extended  through  any  of  the  public  streets,  lanes  or  alleys  of  said 
city. 

To  make  such  by-laws  and  regulations  for  the  preservation, 
management  and  protection  of  the  water  works  and  the  use  and 
control  of  the  water,  including  the  installation  of  meters  for 
measuring  the  consumption  of  water  upon  the  premises  of  any 
consumer  thereof  as  may  be  deemed  advisable  and  prescribe  the 
penalty  for  any  violation  of  such  by-laws  or  regulations,  or  for 
tampering,  or  in  any  manner  interfering  with  such  water  meters ; 
and  to  alter  or  amend  the  same  at  any  time. 

To  establish  a  scale  of  annual  rates  to  be  charged  and  paid  wat«r 
annually  by  the  owners  of  all  lots  and  buildings  which  shall  be 
situated  upon  any  street  or  avenue  upon  which  the  distributing 
pipes  are  now  or  may  hereafter  be  laid  and  from  which  such  lots 
and  buildings  can  be  supplied  with  water.  Such  water  rents, 
together  with  all  fees  and  interest  thereon  and  the  amounts  due 
and  unpaid  for  the  introduction  and  measurement  of  the  supply 
of  water,  shall  be,  like  other  taxes  of  the  city,  a  lien  upon  the  lots 
and  buildings  against  which  the  same  are  chargeable.

the  sum,  and  with  such  sureties,  as  are  required  and  approved  by 
the  secretary  of  state  and  comptroller  for  the  safe  keeping  and 
prompt  payment  on  legal  demand  therefor  of  all  such  moneys  hdd 
by  or  on  deposit  in  such  bank,  banking  house  or  trust  company, 
with  interest  thereon  on  daily  balances  at  such  rate  as  the  secretary 
of  state  and  comptroller  may  fix.

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  conservation  law,  relative  to  river  regula- 
tion by  storage  reservoirs. 

Became  a  law  May  18,  1916,  with  the  approval  of  the  Governor.    Passed, 
three-fifths  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate 
and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Sections  four  hundred  and  thirty-one,  four  hundred 
JJJ;  iT'      and  forty-six,  four  hundred  and  sixty  and  four  hundred  and 
im!^S^^  sixty-four  of  chapter  six  hundred  and  forty-seven  of  the  laws  of 
tStaOMA.     nineteen  hundred  and  eleven,  entitled  "An  act  relating  to  conser- 
vation of  land,  forests,  waters,  parks,  hydraulic  power,  fish  and 
game,  constituting  chapter  sixty-five  of  the  consolidated  laws,'' 
as  added  by  chapter  six  hundred  and  sixty-two  of  the  laws  of 
nineteen  hundred  and  fifteen,  are  hereby  amended  to  read  as 
follows:* 

§  431.  Biver  regulating  districts  to  be  publio  corporations. 
Bodies  corporate,  which  shall  consist  of  and  be  known  as  river 
regulating  districts,  may  be  created  as  in  this  article  provided, 
to  construct,  maintain  and  operate  reservoirs  within  such  districts 
for  the  purpose  of  regulating  the  flow  of  streams.  Such  river 
regulating  districts  are  declared  to  be  public  corporations  and 
shall  have  perpetual  existence  and  all  the  powers  of  public  corpora- 
tions, including  power  to  acquire  and  hold  such  real  estate  and 
other  property  as  may  be  necessary,  to  sue  and  be  sued,  to  incur 
debts,  liabilities  and  obligations,  to  exercise  the  right  of  eminent 
domain  and  of  assessment  and  taxation,  to  issue  bonds  and  other 
evidences  of  indebtedness  and  to  do  all  acts  and  exercise  all  powers 
authorized  by  and  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  article. 

Any  watershed  of  the  state  or  any  integral  part  of  any  such 
watershed  may  be  created  into  a  river  regulating  district  pursuant 
to  the  provisions  of  this  articla  I

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§  446.  Acqnitition  of  real  estate.  Said  board  on  behalf  of  such 
district  shall,  subject  to  the  limitations  herein  contained,  have 
the  right  to  condemn  for  the  use  of  the  district  any  real  estate 
which,  in  its  judgment,  shall  be  necessary  for  the  purpose  of 
carrying  out  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  articla  It  may  acquire 
title  to  such  real  estate  by  agreement  with  the  owner  thereof  upon 
the  amount  of  compensation  to  be  paid  such  owner. 

Lands  of  the  state  outside  of  the  forest  preserve,  not  used  by 
canals  of  the  state,  may  be  used  for  the  purposes  of  this  article. 
Not  exceeding  three  per  centum  of  the  lands  of  the  state,  now 
owned  or  hereafter  acquired,  constituting  the  forest  preserve  as 
now  fixed  by  law,  may  be  used  for  the  construction  and  mainte- 
nance of  reservoirs  for  the  purposes  of  this  article. 

If  any  real  estate  belonging  to  any  county,  city,  town,  village 
or  school  district  is  required  for  the  purposes  of  this  article,  the 
board  of  supervisors  for  such  county,  tiie  mayor  and  common 
council  for  such  city,  the  town  board  for  such  town,  the  village 
board  for  such  village,  the  trustees  of  any  school  district  for  such 
district,  or  any  persons,  body  or  bodies,  having  a  like  power, 
acting  for  such  public  corporation  may  grant  or  surrender  such 
real  estate  for  such  compensation  as  may  be  agreed  upon  by  such 
official  representatives  and  the  board.  The  compensation  agreed 
upon  as  thus  provided  shall  be  paid  to  the  fiscal  officer  of  the  public 
corporation  or  the  person  or  persons  from  whom  such  real  estate 
is  acquired. 

Title  to  any  such  real  estate  owned  by  any  infant  or  incompetent 
person  may  be  acquired  on  behalf  of  the  board  in  the  same  man- 
ner as  provided  by  law  with  respect  to  the  sale,  mortgage  or  lease 
of  real  property  of  such  infant  or  incompetent  person  upon  such 
terms  as  the  supreme  court  or  the  county  court  of  the  county  in 
which  such  real  estate  is  situated  may  provide,  and  for  such  pur- 
pose jurisdiction  is  hereby  conferred  upon  said  courts. 

If  the  board  cannot  agree  with  the  owners  upon  the  compensa- 
tion and  damages  to  be  paid  for  the  real  estate  so  taken,  it  shall 
thereupon  serve  upon  such  owners  a  notice  that  the  real  estate 
described  therein  has  been  appropriated  by  the  board  for  the  pur^ 
poses  of  this  article,  and  shall  proceed  to  acquire  title  thereto 
under  the  provisions  of  title  one,  chapter  twenty-three  of  the  code 
of  civil  procedure,  known  as  the  condemnation  law. 

Title  to  all  real  estate  acquired  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of 
this  article  excepting  as  in  this  article  otherwise  expressly  pro- 
vided, shall  be  taken  in  the  name  of  the  state  of  New  York,  and 
when  so  taken  shall  be  deemed  to  be  taken  for  a  public  use. 
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All  real  estate  acquired  or  taken  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of 
this  article  is  hereby  dedicated  to  the  use  and  purposes  for  which 
it  is  so  taken,  and  the  right,  title  and  interest  acquired  by  the 
state  therein  is  so  acquired  subject  to  such  use  and  purposes. 

§  460.  Operation  and  maintenance  charges  The  board  shall 
make  an  estimate  of  an  amount  sufficient  to  pay  the  expense  of  the 
maintenance  and  operation  of  the  works  erected  hereunder.  If 
lands  in  the  forest  preserve  have  been  used,  such  estimate  shall 
include  in  addition  a  reasonable  return  to  the  state  upon  the  value 
of  the  rights  and  property  of  the  state  used  and  the  services  of  the 
state  rendered.  Any  amount  so  estimated  shall  be  the  estimated 
amount  required  for  such  purposes  each  year,  and  when  fixed  and 
determined  as  heroin  provided  shall  be  the  amount  thereof  for  a 
period  of  ten  years.  Said  amount  shall  be  readjustable  at  the  end 
of  any  ten  year  term.  The  board  shall  certify  its  determination  in 
this  regard  to  the  commission,  and  upon  the  approval  thereof  by 
the  latter,  such  amount  less  any  part  thereof  to  be  paid  by  the 
state  shall  be  the  amount  to  be  annually  collected  for  such  pur- 
poses, shall  be  apportioned  upon  the  public  corporations  and  real 
estate  benefited  according  to  the  benefits  derived  therefrom  respec- 
tively, and  be  levied,  assessed  and  collected  in  the  same  manner  as 
the  cost  and  expenses  of  the  reservoir  are  herein  provided  to  be 
levied,  assessed  and  collected.  Such  estimates  and  determinations 
as  from  time  to  time  fixed  and  determined  by  the  board  and 
approved  by  the  commission  may  upon  application  of  any  party 
affected  thereby  be  reviewed  by  writ  of  certiorari  by  the  supreme 
court  of  the  judicial  district  in  which  the  reservoir  is  located. 
Upon  the  hearing  of  any  such  writ  the  court  shall  take  the  testi- 
mony and  other  proofs  of  the  parties  and  may  make  an  order 
affirming,  vacating  or  modifying  any  such  estimate  and  determina- 
tion. 

§  464.  Bonds.  The  board  may  from  time  to  time  issue  bonds 
to  pay  the  cost  of  improvements  made  by  it  under  this  article. 
No  issue  of  bonds  shall  exceed  the  aggregate  assessment  upon 
public  corporations  and  real  estate  benefited  made  for  the  im- 
provement on  which  such  issue  of  bonds  is  made.  Such  bonds 
shall  show  upon  their  face  that  the  payment  thereof  is 
secured  by  an  assessment  for  an  improvement  as  provided 
in  this  article  and  the  proceeds  of  the  assessment  for  the 
improvement  for  which  such  bonds  are  issued  together  with 
all  revenues  derived  from  any  leases  of  water  or  water 
power  made  as  herein  provided  are  pledged  for  the  payment 
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of  such  bonds.  Such  bonds  shall  not  be  construed  in  any  event 
as  bonds  or  indebtedness  of  the  state,  and  the  state  shall  not  be 
obligated  to  pay  the  principal  or  interest  therefor.  They  shall 
bear  interest  not  exceeding  five  per  centum  per  annum  payable 
semi-annually.  Such  bonds  shall  be  issued  in  amounts  to  be 
fixed  as  herein  provided.  They  shall  become  due  and  payable  in 
not  exceeding  fifty  years  from  the  date  of  issue,  and  shall  be 
exempt  from  taxation.  Before  issue  such  bonds  must  be  ap- 
proved as  to  amount,  term  and  form  by  the  commission,  and  each 
bond  shall  be  countersigned  by  the  comptroller.  They  shall  be 
signed  by  the  president  of  the  board,  attested  by  its  secretary,  and 
have  the  seal  of  the  regulating  district  aflSxed  thereto.  They  shall 
be  sold  at  not  less  than  par  and  accrued  interest.  The  comptrol- 
ler is  hereby  charged  with  the  duty  of  selling  such  bonds  to  the 
highest  bidder  after  advertisement  for  a  period  of  twenty  con- 
secutive days,  Sunday  excepted,  in  at  least  two  daily  newspapers 
printed  in  the  city  of  New  York,  one  in  the  city  of  Albany  and 
two  within  the  district.  Advertisements  shall  contain  a  pro- 
vision to  the  effect  that  the  comptroller  in  his  discretion  may  re- 
ject any  or  all  bids  made  in  pursuance  of  such  advertisement  and 
in  the  event  of  such  rejection  the  comptroller  is  authorized  to 
readvertise  for  bids  in  the  form  and  manner  above  described  as 
many  times  as  in  his  judgment  may  be  necessary  to  effect  a  sale. 
Said  bonds  shall  be  lawful  investments  for  trustees  and  savings 
banks  of  the  state  and  for  any  of  the  funds  of  the  state  which  by 
law  may  be  invested.

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Sendte 
amd  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

L  iMf.  dL      Section  1.  Section  two  hundred  and  four  of  chapter  thirty- 
'    -  -     three  of  the  laws  of  nineteen  hundred  and  nine,  entitled  "An  act 
in    relation    to    insurance    corporations,"    constituting    chapter 
twenty-eight  of  the  consolidated  laws,  is  hereby  amended  to  read 
as  follows: 

§  204.. Foreign  corporations.  No  such  corporation,  associa- 
tion or  society  organized  under  the  laws  of  any  other  state  or 
territory  of  the  United  States  or  District  of  Columbia,  or  foreign 
countries,  except  such  secret  fraternal  societies  having  subor^

4.  In  event  that  the  corporation  has  outstanding  any  certificates 
or  policies  under  which  any  payment,  other  than  a  disability 
benefit,  is  promised  either  actually  or  contingently  to  be  made  to 
a  living  certificate  or  policy  holder,  or  under  which  the  term  of 
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premium  paid  is,  actually  or  contingently,  less  than  the  entire 
possible  term  of  the  insurance  protection,  an  amount  equal  to  the 
required  reserve  for  all  the  benefits  promised  by  such  certificates 
or  policies,  computed  on  the  net  premium  basis  according  to  the 
American  experience  table  of  mortality  with  interest  at  four  per 
centum  per  annum; 

5.  An  amount  equal  to  the  single  year  term  premium  at  at- 
tained age  upon  each  and  every  outstanding  certificate  or  policy, 
not. covered  by  subdivision  four,  determined  by  the  American 
experience  table  of  mortality  with  interest  at  four  per  centum  per 
annum,  less  a  credit  of  the  amount  of  the  stipulated  or  stated  net 
mortuary  payment  to  be  made,  subject  to  the  laws  governing  said 
corporation,  during  said  year  by  or  on  account  of  each  such  certi- 
ficate or  policy,  which  credit  shall,  however,  in  no  event  exceed  the 
said  single  year  term  premium  charged  against  the  individual  cer- 
tificate or  policy  on  account  of  which  such  credit  is  taken ;

posts,  awnings,  awning  posts,  horse  troughs,  urinals,  posts  for 
telegraph  or  other  electric  wires,  and  other  purposes,  to  regulate 
street  pavements,  cross-walks,  curb  stones,  gutter  stones  and  side- 
walks ;  to  provide  for  regulating,  grading,  fla/sging,  curbing,  gut- 
tering and  lighting  the  streets;  to  regulate  public  cries,  advertis- 
ing noises,  steam  whistles,  and'  ringing  bells  in  the  street ;  to  regu-

relating  to  towns,  constituting  chapter  sixty-two  of  the  consoli- 
dated laws,"  as  added  by  chapter  seventy-two  of  the  laws  of  nine- 
teen hundred  and  thirteen,  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

§  246.  Constructing  laterals  in  such  districts.  The  board  of 
sewer  commissioners  may  in  any  town  where  a  sewer  district  has 
been  laid  out  and  established  as  hereinbefore  set  forth,  construct 
one  or  more  laterals  upon  one  or  more  streets  within  the  sewer

or  portions  thereof  whereupon  it  is  proposed  to  lay  and 
construct  said  lateral  or  laterals.

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate 
and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Article  five  of  chapter  forty  of  the  laws  of  nine- 
te^i  hundred  and  nine,  entitled  ^^An  act  relating  to  membership 
corporations,  constituting  chapter  thirty-five  of  the  consolidated 
laws,''  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows:^

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Such  certificate  shall  not  be  filed  without  the  approval  indorsed 
thereupon,  or  annexed  thereto,  of  a  justice  of  the  supreme  court 
of  the  judicial  district  in  which  said  corporation  proposes  to  act, 
nor  unless  there  is  annexed  thereto  a  certified  copy  of  a  resolu- 
tion of  the  board  of  trustees  of  the  village  or  the  fire  commission- 
ers of  a  fire  district  or  the  approval  of  the  mayor  of  the  city,  or, 
if  not  within  a  village,  city  or  fire  district,  a  resolution  of  the 
town  board  of  the  town  in  which  the  corporation  proposes  to 
act,  or  if  the  territory  to  be  served  by  such  corporation  is  located 
in  more  than  one  town,  a  resolution  of  the  town  board  of  each 
town  in  which  any  part  of  the  territory  in  which  said  corporation 
proposes  to  act  is  located,  consenting  to  its  incorporation.

properly  belongs  to  a  fire,  hose^  protective  or  hook  and  ladder 
corporation,  in  the  city,  village,  fire  district  or  town  or  towns 
named  in  its  certificate  or  as  specially  authorized  by  law.  In 
participating  in  the  prevention  and  extinguishment  of  fires,  such 
corporation  shall  be  under  the  control  of  the  city,  village, 
fire  district  or  town  authorities  having  by  law,  control  over  tibe 
prevention  or  extinguishment  of  fires  therein.  Such  authorities 
may  adopt  rules  and  regulations  for  their  government  and  con- 
trol. Where  a  corporation  which  is  subject  to  the  provisions  of 
this  article  furnishes  fire  protection  to  an  incorporated  village  un- 
der a  contract  with  the  board  of  trustees  thereof  or  with  the  con-

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senaie 
amd  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

I  87B  Section  1.  Section  twentv-seven  hundred  and  fifty-three  of  the 

code  of  civil  procedure  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as  foUaws: 

§  2753.  Commissions  of  executor,  administrator,  piardian  or 
testamentary  trustee. 

On  the  settlement  of  the  account  of  any  executor,  administrator, 
guardian  or  testamentary  trustee,  the  surrogate  must  allow  to  him 
his  just^  reasonable  and  necessary  expenses  actually  paid  by  him, 
and  if  he  be  an  attorney  and  counselor-at-law  of  this  state,  and 
shall  have  rendered  legal  services  in  connection  with  his  official 
duties,  such  compensation  for  such  legal  services  as  shall  appear  to 
the  surrogate  to  be  just  and  reasonable;  and  in  addition  thereto 
the  surrogate  must  allow  to  such  executor,  administrator,  guardian 
or  testamentary  trustee  for  his  services  in  such  official  capacily, 
and  if  there  be  more  than  one,  apportion  among  them  according 
to  the  services  rendered  by  them  respectively : 

For  receiving  and  paying  out  all  sums  of  money  not  exceeding 
one  thousand  dollars,  at  the  rate  of  five  per  centum. 

For  receiving  and  paying  out  any  additional  sums  not  amount- 
ing to  more  than  ten  thousand  doUais,  at  the  r^te  of  two  and  oiie- 
bftlf  per  centum.

The  value  of  any  real  or  personal  property,  and  the  increment 
thereof,  received,*  distributed  or  delivered,  shall  be  considered  as 
money  in  making  computation  of  commissions.

If  an  executor  acting  as  trustee,  or  if  a  trustee  or  guardian,  is 
required  to  receive  income  and  pay  over  the  same,  and  such  execu- 
tor, trustee  or  guardian  pays  over  said  income  and  renders  an  an* 
nual  account  to  the  beneficiary  of  all  his  receipts  and  disburse- 
ments on  accoimt  thereof,  he  shall  be  allowed,  and  may  retain, 
the  same  commission  on  the  amount  so  accounted  for  as  he  would 
be  allowed  upon  principal  on  a  judicial  settlement;  if  he  does 
not  render  such  annual  account,  he  shall  be  allowed,  upon  his 
judicial  settlement,  his  commissions  upon  the  total  inccmxe  from 
any  money  or  property  then  payable  to  such  beneficiary. 

If  the  gross  value  of  the  principal  of  the  estate  or  fund  ae- 
counted  for  amounts  to  one  hundred  thousand  dollars  or  more^ 
each  executor,  administrator,  guardian  or  testamentary  trustee  is 
entitled  to  the  full  compensation  on  principal  and  income  allowed 
herein  to  a  sole  executor,  administrator,  guardian  or  testamentary 
trustee,  unless  there  are  more  than  three,  in  which  case  the  com- 
pensation to  which  three  would  be  entitled  must  be  apportioned 
among  them  according  to  the  services  rendered  by  them,  reflpeo- 
tively.  Where  the  will  provides  a  specific  compensation  to  an  ex- 
ecutor, administrator,  testamentary  guardian  or  trustee,  he  is  not 
entitled  to  any  allowance  for  his  services,  unless  by  a  written  in- 
strument filed  with  the  surrogate,  within  four  months  from  the 
date  of  his  letters,  or  in  the  case  of  a  testamentary  trustee  or 
guardian,  from  the  date  of  his  filing  his  oath,  he  renounces  the 
specific  compensation.  Where  successive  or  different  letters  are

the  approval  of  the  board  of  aldermen  such  expense  and  cost  be 
borne  by  the  department,  shall  be  a  charge  and  lien  upon  the 
premises.

He  shall  also  annually  on  the  first  day  of  No- 
vember cause  to  be  transmitted  to  the  comptroller  a  similar  sepa- 
rate account  for  each  section  or  ward  of  the  city  of  all  lots  against 
which  there  are  unpaid  any  minimum  or  service  charges  or  meter 
charges,  including  charges  for  the  supply  of  water  by  meter  and 
the  expenses  of  meters  and  their  connections,  and  of  their  set- 
ting, repair,  and  maintenance,  which  became  payable  before  the 
thirty-first  day  of  the  preceding  March  with  any  fine  for  viola- 
tion of  rules  and  regulations  imposed  before  the  thirty-first  day 
of  March,  and  any  unpaid  penalty  for  non-payment  of  the  charges, 
together  with  the  amount  due  for  any  such  charge,  penalty  or  fine 
on  each  lot.  The  commissioner  shall  at  the  same  time  notify  the

Passed^ 
three-fifths  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate 
and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Sections  one  hundred  and  ten,  one  hundred  and  ^  m«>.^  a 
eleven,  one  hundred  and  twelve,  one  hundred  and  thirteen,  one  J^^^^^^^^^ 
hundred  and  fourteen,  one  hundred  and  fifteen,  one  hundred  and  l-  im«, 
sixteen  and  one  hundred  and  seventeen  of  chapter  thirty-two  of  < 
the  laws  of  nineteen  hundred  and  nine,  entitled  "An  act  in  rela- 
tion to  the  insane,  constituting  chapter  twenty-seven  of  the  consoli- 
dated laws,"  as  added  by  chapter  fifty-nine  of  the  laws  of  nine- 
teen hundred  and  twelve,  are  hereby  amended  to  read,  respectively, 
as  follows :

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terly  throughout  life,  or  other  benefits  that  may  become  due  and 
payable  hereunder.

Any  employee  of  the  New  York 
state  hospitals  for  the  insane,  including  the  Matteawan  and  Dan- 
nemora  hospitals  for  criminal  insane,  who  shall  have  signified 
his  or  her  intention  to  take  advantage  of  the  provisions  of  this 
article  and  who  shall  faithfully  and  honestly  discharge  his 
or  her  duty  in  one  or  more  of  such  state  hospitals,  or  in  any  former 
city  or  county  asylum,  now  a  state  hospital  for  the  insane,  or 
partly  in  each,  for  twenty-five  years,  shall  upon  his  or  her  applica- 
tion to  the  retirement  board  be  entitled  to  retirement;  provided, 
however,  in  the  opinion  of  such  board,  there  is  sufficient  money 
in  the  fund  to  warrant  such  retirement.  Every  applicant  must 
be  in  the  ser\'ice  of  a  state  hospital  for  the  insane,  as  hereinbefore 
provided,  at  the  time  application  is  made  for  retirement,  and 
shall  remain  in  the  said  service  until  notified  by  the  retirement 
board  of  his  or  her  retirement.  Any  person  retired  pursuant  to 
the  provisions  of  this  section  must  be  awarded,  granted  and  paid 
from  said  retirement  fund  an  annual  amount  equal  to  one-half  of 
the  wages  or  compensation,  including  maintenance,  as  fixed  by 
the  state  hospital  commission  or  by  statute  received  by  him  or 
her,  for  the  year  immediately  preceding  the  application  for  re- 
tirement, provided,  however,  that  no  person  shall  receive  such 
annuity  imtil  he  or  she  shall  have  paid  into  the  said  fund,  by  de- 
ductions from  his  or  her  wages,  or  by  contribution  in  full,  an 
amount  equal  to  fifty  per  centum  of  his  or  her  fir&t  year's  an- 
nuity, and  provided  further  that  any  such  person  who  has  been 
reduced  in  grade  after  twenty-five  years  of  service  shall  be  retired 
at  the  rate  of  wages  and  maintenance  received  by  him  or  her 
during  the  twenty-fifth  year  of  service.  Such  annuity  shall  be- 
come eflFective  from  the  first  of  the  month  immediately  subsequent 
to  the  date  of  the  meeting  of  the  retirement  board  taking  action 
)n  same,  and  shall  be  for  the  natural  life  of  such  person  and 
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payable  in  quarterly  installments,  and  shall  not  be  revoked,  re- 
pealed, diminished  or  subject  to  claim  of  creditors. 

§  112.  Proceedings   for   retirement;    physical   disability.      The 
retirement  board  shall  have  power  upon  its  own  motion  or  upon 
the  application  in  writing  of  any  person  entitled  to  the  benefit  of 
the  retirement  fund  to  retire  any  such  person  who  shall  have 
faithfully  and  honestly  discharged  his  or  her  duties  in  one  or 
more  of  such  state  hospitals,  including  the  Matteawan  and  Danne- 
mora  state  hospitals  for  criminal  insane,  or  former  city  or  county 
asylum  now  a  state  hospital,  or  partly  in  each,  for  twenty-five 
years,  or  who  shall  have  performed  such  duties  for  fifteen  years  or 
more,  faithfully  and  honestly  and  who  shall  have  become  mentally 
or  physically  incapacitated  by  reason  of  accident  or  illness,  pro- 
vided, however,  that  reasonable  notice  in  writing  shall  be  given  by 
the  board  or  one  of  its  members  of  its  proposed  action,  to  the 
person  intended  to  be  retired  and  an  opportunity  afforded  to  such 
person  to  be  heard  before  the  final  action  is  taken  by  said  board, 
and  said  board  shall  certify  in  writing  the  reason  for  such  retire- 
ment, and  that  the  best  interests  of  the  public  service  demand 
the  same.    To  aid  in  such  determination,  the  board  may  cause  the 
person  intended  to  be  retired,  to  be  physically  examined  by  the 
medical  examiners  hereinafter  provided  for.    Any  person  retired 
pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this  section  must  be  awarded,  granted 
and  paid  from  said  retirement  fund  an  annual  amount  equal  to  as 
many  twenty-fifths  of  one-half  of  the  wages  or  compensation,  in- 
cluding maintenance  received  by  him  or  her  for  the  year  imme- 
diately preceding  the  application  for  retirement  as  he  or  she  has 
served  years,  provided,  however,  in  the  opinion  of  the  retirement 
board,  there  is  sufficient  money  in  the  fund  to  warrant  such  re- 
tirement, and  provided  further  that  no  person  shall  receive  such 
annuity  until  he  or  she  shall  have  paid  into  said  fund  by  deduc- 
tions from  his  or  her  wages  or  by  contribution  in  full  an  amount 
equal  to  fifty  per  centum  of  his  or  her  first  year's  annuity.    Such 
annuity  shidl  become  effective  from  the  first  of  the  month  im- 
mediately subsequent  to  the  date  of  the  meeting  of  the  retire- 
ment board  taking  action  on  same,  shall  be  payable  in  quartely* 
installments  and  shall  not  be  diminished  or  subjected  to  the 
claims  of  creditors.     Employees  retired  for  disability  under  the 
provisions  of  this  section  shall  be  subject  to  an  examination  by  a 
medical  examiner  or  board  appointed  by  the  retirement  board,  or

she  shall  be  reinstated  by  the  superintendent  on  the  certificate 
of  the  retirement  board  that  such  retired  employee  is  again  able 
to  perform  duty,  and  such  annuity  shall  cease  upon  the  date  of 
such  reinstatement. 

§  113.  Eetirement  for  disability  caused  by  injury.  Any  em- 
ployee  of  a  New  York  state  hospital  for  the  insane  who  shall  have 
signified  his  or  her  intention  to  take  advantage  of  the  provisions 
of  this  article  and  who  upon  the  report  of  the  medical  examiner 
hereinafter  provided  for  to  the  retirement  board,  has  become 
totally  disabled  by  reason  6f  an  injury  received  in  the  line  of 
duty  or  at  the  hands  of  a  patient  of  any  New  York  state  hospital 
for  the  insane,  including  tive  Matteawan  and  Dannemora  state 
hospitals  for  criminal  insane,  and  incapacitated  for  performing 
the  duties  of  the  position,  shall  be  retired  with  such  allowances 
as  under  the  circumstances  may  appear  fitting  to  the  retirement 
board,  independently  of  length  of  service,  but  such  allowance  shall 
not  be  less  than  ten  twenty-fifths  of  one-half  of  the  wages^  in- 
cluding maintenance,  provided,  however,  in  the  opinion  of  the 
retirement  board,  there  is  sufficient  money  in  the  fund  to  warrant 
such  retirement,  and  provided  further  that  no  person  shall  receive 
such  annuity  until  he  or  she  shall  have  paid  into  the  said  fund 
by  deductions  from  his  or  her  wages  or  by  contribution  in  full 
an  amount  equal  to  fifty  per  centum  of  his  or  her  first  year's 
annuity.  Such  annuity  shall  become  eflFective  from  the  first  of 
the  month  immediately  subsequent  to  the  date  of  the  meeting 
of  the  retirement  board  taking  action  on  same,  shall  be  payable 
in  quarterly  installments,  and  shall  not  be  diminished  or  subject 
to  the  claim  of  creditors.  Employees  retired  for  disability  under 
the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  be  subject  to  an  examination 
by  a  medical  examiner  or  board  appointed  by  the  retirement 
board,  or  by  the  retirement  board  itself;  and  in  the  event  of  an 
employee  so  retired  becoming  able  to  perform  active  service 
again,  he  or  she  shall  be  reinstated  by  the  superintendent  on  the 
certificate  of  the  retirement  board  that  such  retired  employee  is 
again  able  to  perform  duty,  and  such  annuity  shall  cease  upon 
the  date  of  such  reinstatement. 

§  114.  Term  of  service;  how  oompnted.  The  term  of  service 
of  an  employee  of  the  New  York  state  hospitals  for  the  insane 
shall  be  computed  according  to  the  time  such  person  was  upon  the 
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pay-roll  of  any  state  hospital,  including  the  Matteawan  and 
Dannemora  state  hospitals  for  criminal  insane,  or  any  city  or 
oonnty  asylnm  now  a  New  York  state  hospital  for  the  insane. 
Except  that  the  period  of  time  during  which  any  employee  is 
not  a  participant  in  the  fund  and  not  entitled  to  the  benefits  of 
this  article  diall  not  be  considered  in  computing  his  or  her  time 
of  service.  Any  time  for  which  any  contribution  may  have  been 
repaid  to  an  employee  as  provided  in  section  one  hundred  and 
sixteen  shall  not,  in  case  the  employee  ro-enters  the  service,  be 
counted  or  considered  in  making  retirements,  unless  the  amount 
of  such  repayment  shall  be  paid  into  the  fund,  with  interest  at 
the  rate  of  four  per  centum  from  the  time  it  was  repaid  to  the 
employee. 

§  115.  ContribntionB  to  retirement  fund.  Every  employee  of 
the  New  York  state  hospitals  for  the  insane  who  shall  have  signi- 
fied his  or  her  intention  to  take  advantage  of  the  provisions  of 
this  article  shall  contribute  to  said  fund  and  the  treasurer  or 
other  officer  of  any  state  hospital  as  hereinbefore  provided  shall  at 
the  end  of  the  first  full  calendar  month  after  this  section  as 
hereby  amended  takes  effect  deduct  and  retain  monthly  from 
the  wages  and  maintenance  of  such  persons  and  pay  to  the 
comptroller  of  the  state  of  New  York  who  shall  credit  the  said 
fund  by  amounts  as  follows:  Persons  who  have  performed 
such  duty  for  less  than  five  years,  one  per  centum.

to  whom  this  article  applies  who  may  hereafter  be  appointed 
to  a  position  or  place,  shall  be  deemed  to  consent  and  agree  to 
the  deductions  made  and  provided  for  herein,  and  shall  receipt 
in    full    for    the    wages,    pay    or    compensation    which    shall 
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be  paid  monthly  or  at  any  other  time,  and  such  payment  shall 
be  a  full  and  complete  discharge  and  acquittance  of  all  claims  or 
demands  whatsoever  for  the  services  rendered  by  such  person  dur- 
ing the  period  covered  by  such  payment,  notwithstanding  the 
provisions  of  any  other  law,  rule  or  regulation  affecting  the 
wages,  pay  or  compensation  of  any  person  or  persons  employed 
in  the  New  York  state  civil  service  to  whom  this  article  applies.

and  continue  to  contribute  thereto  to  the  retirement  fund  at  the 
rate  of  two  per  centum  per  month  of  his  or  her  wages  including 
maintenance.  All  employees  participating  in  the  retirement  fund 
at  the  time  this  section  as  hereby  amended  takes  effect  or  em- 
ployed hereafter  or  reinstated  shall,  subject  to  the  provisions  of 
this  act,  continue  to  participate  while  they  remain  in  the  state 
hospital  service.  All  employees  in  the  state  hospital  service  prior

§  116.  Bepayments  where  retirement  is  without  fault  of  em- 
ployee ;  payments  in  case  of  death.  Any  person  who  has  not  be- 
come entitled  to  a  retirement  allowance,  who  loses  his 
employment  by  reason  of  reduction  of  force  or  any  change 
due  to  the  action  of  the  hospital  authorities,  and  not  owing  to  his 
own  default  or  misconduct,  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  on  retire- 
ment the  aggregate  amount  of  his  contribution  to  the  fund  or  funds 
from  which  the  retirement  allowances  are  to  be  paid,  and  shall 
not  be  entitled  to  any  further  benefit  under  this  article.

When  employees  are  allowed  to  board  and 
lodge  away  from  the  hospital  on  account  of  lack  of  accommoda- 
tions in  the  infititution  a  uniform  rate  of  not  less  than  sixteen 
dollars  per  month  shall  be  allowed  in  addition  to  the  regular 
monthly  wages,  and  this  amount  shall  be  apportioned  at  the  rate

of  section  one  hundred  and  eighty-seven  of  this  act,  shall 
be  known  as  "corporate  stock  of  the  city  of  New  York," 
or  as  "serial  bonds  of  the  city  of  New  York."  For  the 
redemption  and  payment  of  said  corporate  stock  or  of  said 
serial  bonds  and  the  interest  thereon,  the  faith  and  credit  of 
the  cily  of  New  York  shall  be  and  is  hereby  pledged.  Such 
corporate  stock  or  serial  bonds  shall  be  in  such  form  as  may  be 
designated  by  the  comptroller,  and  shall  be  signed  by  the  said 
comptroller  and  the  mayor  of  the  city  of  New  York,  and  sealed 
with  the  common  seal  of  the  city  of  New  York,  and  attested  by 
the  city  clerk.  Such  corporate  stock  and  serial  bonds  shall  be  in 
coupon  form  in  sums  not  less  than  five  hundred  dollars  each  share 
or  bond,  or  shall  be  registered,  except  as  hereinafter  provided,  and 
shall  be  conditioned  to  be  paid  in  gold  coin,  or  in  the  legal  cur- 
rency of  the  United  States,  at  the  option  of  the  conmaissioners  of 
the  sinking  fund,  except  as  hereinafter  provided,  and  shall  be 
made  redeemable  at  a  period  of  not  more  than  fifty  years  from 
the  date  thereof.  The  commissioners  of  the  sinking  fund  may,  in 
their  discretion,  provide  that  such  corporate  stodc  shall  be  re- 
deemable, before  maturity  at  its  face  value  with  accrued  interest, 
at  the  option  of  the  said  commissioners  after  such  date  as  said 
commissioners  may  determine  and  cause  to  be  set  forth  in  such 
certificates  of  corporate  stock.  Such  serial  bonds  shall  be  redeem- 
abte  from  appropriations  which  shall  be  provided  therefor  in  the 
budgets  of  the  years  when  said  serial  bonds  shall  matura     Such

corporate  stock,  serial  bonds,  and  all  assessment  bonds,  revenue 
bonds,  certificates  of  indebtedness  and  other  evidences  of  indebted- 
ness issued  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  section  one  hundred  and 
eighty-seven  of  this  act,  as  well  as  all  bonds  hereafter  to  be  issued 
by  the  city  of  New  York,  by  virtue  of  this  act  or  of  any  other 
act,  whether  general  or  special,  shall  be  free  and  exempt  from  all 
taxation,  except  for  state  purposes.

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8.  To  pay  the  awards^  costs,  charges  and  expenses  of  acquir- 
ing title  to  lands  required  for  public  purposes  and  which  have 
been  or  may  hereafter  be  authorized  by  or  pursuant  to  law,  and 
subject  to  the  limitations  hereinafter  contained  f 

9.*  For  the  repaving  of  streets  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  three 
million  dollars,  in  any  one  calendar  year. 

Corporate  stocks  to  be  issued  for  purposes  other  than  those  here- 
inbefore in  this  section  specifically  enumerated,  or  for  such  pur- 
poses in  excess  of  the  amounts  therein  specified,  shall  be  authorized 
by  the  board  of  aldermen,  with  the  approval  of  the  board  of  esti- 
mate and  apportionment,  as  provided  by  section  forty-seven  of 
this  act ;  provided,  however,  that  wherever  by  existing  provisions 
of  law  the  commissioners  of  the  sinking  fund  may  be  specifically 
authorized  to  provide  for  the  issue  of  stocks  or  bonds,  said  au- 
thorization of  the  comptroller  shall  be  made  by  said  commis- 
sioners instead  of  said  board  of  estimate  and  apportionment;

shall,  at  the  time  it  is  authorized,  be  determined  by  the  board 
of  estimate  and  apportionment  to  have  a  substantial  present  or 
prospective  earning  power.  Nothing  herein  contained,  however, 
shall  limit  the  power  of  the  board  of  estimate  and  apportionment 
to  authorize  the  use  of  tho  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  corporate  stock 
or  assessment  bwids  to  replenish  the  street  improvement  fund  or 
the  fund  for  street  and  park  openings  or  for  the  purpose  of  meet-

under  the  provisions  of  section  one  hundred  and  eighty-two  of 
this  chapter,  the  comptroller  shall  invite  sealed,  competitive  ten- 
ders for  the  purchase  of  such  corporate  stock  or  serial  bonds  in

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scribe;  and  he  shall  make  award  or  awards  to  the  highest  bidd» 

or  bidders  for  such  corporate  stock  or  serial  bonds  with  the  full 

power  to  reject  all  bids.

Became  a  law  May  20,  1916,  with  the  approval  of  the  Governor.    Passed, 
three-fiftfas  being  present. 

The  People  of  (he  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Sonata 
and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Section  two  of  chapter  eight  hundred  and  sixteen  l.  m«.  «». 
of  the  laws  of  nineteen  hundred  and  thirteen,  entitled  "An  act  r«-inacted

_____^ ch.    41, 

1  The  amendments  effected  by  this  act  are  so  numerous  and  extensive  that 
it  is  impracticable  to  indicate  the  changes  made. 
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in  relation  to  assuring  compensation  for  injuries  or  death  of 
certain  employees  in  the  course  of  their  employment  and  repealing 
certain  sections  of  the  labor  law  relating  thereto,  constituting 
chapter  sixty-seven  of  the  consolidated  laws,"  as  re-enacted  by 
chapter  forty-one  of  the  laws  of  nineteen  hundred  and  fourteen, 
is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows : 

§  2.  Application.  Compensation  provided  for  in  this  chapter 
shall  be  payable  for  injuries  sustained  or  death  incurred  by  em- 
ployees engaged  in  the  following  hazardous  employments : 

Group  1.  The  operation,  including  construction  and  repair,  of 
railways  operated  by  steam,  electric  or  other  motive  power,  street 
railways,  and  incline  railways,  but  not  their  construction  when 
constructed  by  any  person  other  than  the  company  which  owns  or 
operates  the  railway,  including  work  of  express,  sleeping,  parlor 
and  dining  car  employees  on  railway  trains. 

Group  2.  Construction,  repair  and  operation  of  railways  not 
included  in  group  one. 

Group  3.  The  operation,  including  construction  and  repair,  of 
car  shops,  machine  shops,  steam  and  power  plants,  and  other  works 
for  the  purposes  of  any  such  railway,  or  used  or  to  be  used  in 
connection  with  it  when  operated,  constructed  or  repaired  by  the 
company  which  owns  or  operates  the  railway. 

Group  4.  The  operation,  including  construction  and  repair,  of 
car  shops,  machine  shops,  steam  and  power  plants,  not  included  in 
group  tiiree. 

Group  6.  The  operation,  including  construction  and  repair,  of 
telephone  lines  and  wires  for  the  purposes  of  the  business  of  a 
telephone  company,  or  used  or  to  be  used  in  connection  with  its 
business,  when  constructed  or  operated  by  the  company. 

Group  6.  The  operation,  including  construction  and  repair,  of 
telegraph  lines  and  wires  for  the  purposes  of  the  business  of  a  tele- 
graph company,  or  used  or  to  be  used  in  connection  with  its  busi- 
ness, when  constructed  or  operated  by  the  company. 

Group  7.  Construction  or  repair  of  telegraph  and  telephone 
lines  not  included  in  groups  five  and  six. 

Group  8.  The  operation,  within  or  without  the  state,  includ- 
ing repair,  of  vessels  other  than  vessels  of  other  states  or  countries 
used  in  interstate  or  foreign  commerce,  when  operated  or  repaired 
by  the  company ;  marine  wrecking. 

Group  9.  Shipbuilding,  including  construction  and  repair  in 
a  ship-yard  or  elsewhere,  not  included  in  group  eight. 
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Group  10.  Longshore  work,  including  the  loading  or  unloading 
of  cargoes  or  parts  of  cargoes  of  grain,  coal,  ore,  freight,  general 
merchandise,  lumber  or  other  products  or  materials,  or  moving  or 
handling  the  same  on  any  dock,  platform  or  place,  or  in  any  ware- 
house or  other  place  of  storage. 

Group  11.  Dredging,  subaqueous  or  caisson  construction  or 
repair,  and  pile  driving. 

Group  12.  Construction,  installation,  repair  or  operation  of 
electric  light  and  electric  power  lines,  dynamos,  or  appliances,  and 
power  transmission  lines. 

Group  13.  Paving;  road  building,  curb  and  sidewalk  construc- 
tion or  repair;  sewer  and  subway  construction  or  repair,  work 
under  compressed  air,  excavation,  tunneling  and  shaft  sinking, 
well  digging,  laying  and  repair  of  underground  pipes,  cables  and 
wires,  not  included  in  other  groups ;  street  cleaning,  ashes,  garbage 
or  snow  removal ;  operation  of  waterworks. 

Group  14.  Lumbering;  logging,  river-driving,  rafting,  boom- 
ing, saw  mills,  bark  mills;  shingle  mills,  lath  mills,  lumber  yards;

Iron,  steel  or  metal  foundries ;  rolling  mills ;  manu- 
facture of  castings,  forgings,  heavy  engines,  locomotives,  machin- 
ery, safes,  anchors,  cables,  rails,  shafting,  wires,  tubing,  pipes, 
sheet  metal,  boilers,  furnaces,  stoves,  structural  steel,  iron  or 
metal ;  machine  shops  including  repairs. 
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Group  22.  Operation  and  repair  of  stationary  engines  and 
boilers,  freight  and  passenger  elevators,  not  included  in  other 
gi'oups;  window  cleaning;  heating  and  lighting. 

Group  23.  Manufactur.^  of  small  castings  or  forgings,  metal 
wares,  instruments,  utensils  and  articles,  hardware,  nails,  wire 
goods,  screws,  bolts,  metal  beds,  sanitary,  water,  gas  or  electric 
fixtures,  light  machines,  typewriters,  cash  registers,  adding 
machines,  carriage  mountings,  bicycles,  metal  toys,  tools,  cutlery, 
instruments,  photographic  cameras  and  supplies,  sheet  metal 
products,  buttons;  jewelry;  gold,  silver  and  plated  ware;  articles 
of  bone,  ivory  and  shell. 

Group  24.  Manufacture  of  agricultural  implements,  thresh- 
ing machines,  traction  engines,  wagons,  carriages,  sleighs,  vehicles, 
automobiles,  motor  trucks,  toy  wagons,  sleighs  or  baby  carriages;

Printing,  engraving,  photo-engraving,  stereotyping, 
electrotyping,  lithographing,  embossing;  manufacture  of  moving 
picture  machines  and  fihns;  manufacture  of  stationer^',  paper, 
cardboard  boxes,  bags,  or  wall-paper;  and  book-binding. 

Group  41.  The  operation,  otherwise  than  on  tracks,  on  streets, 
highways,  or  elsewhere  of  cars,  trucks,  wagons  or  other  vehicles, 
and  rollers  and  engines,  propelled  by  steam,  gas,  gasoline,  electric, 
mechanical  or  other  power  or  drawn  by  horses  or  mules;  public 
garages,  livery,  boarding  or  sales  stables ;  movers  of  all  kinds.

and  other  structures ;  salvage  of  buildings  or  contents ;  plumbing, 
sanitary  lighting  or  heating  installation  or  repair;  installation 
and  covering  of  pipes  or  boilers ;  junk  dealers. 

Group  43.  Any  employment  enumerated  in  the  foregoing 
groups  and  carried  on  by  the  state  or  a  municipal  corporation  or 
other  subdivision  thereof,  notwithstanding  the  definition  of  the 
term  "  employment "  in  subdivision  five  of  section  three  of  this 
chapter.' 
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Any  employer  not  carrying  on  one  of  the  employments  enumer- 
ated in  this  section,  or  who  carrying  on  one  of  such  employments 
has  in  his  employ  an  employee  not  included  within  the  term 
"employee"  as  defined  by  section  three  of  this  chapter,  and  the 
employees  of  any  such  employer  may,  by  their  joint  election,  elect 
to  become  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  chapter  in  the  manner 
hereinafter  provided.  Such  election  on  the  part  of  the  employer 
shall  be  made  by  posting  notices  thereof  about  the  place  where

plant,  or  in  the  course  of  his  employment  away  from  the  plant 
of  his  employer;  and  shall  not  include  farm  laborers  or  domestic 
servants. 

5.  "  Employment "  includes  employment  only  in  a  trade,  busi- 
ness or  occupation  carried  on  by  the  employer  for  pecuniary  gain, 
except  where  the  employer  and  his  employees  have  by  their  joint 
election  elected  to  become  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  chapter 
as  provided  in  section  two.

11.  "  Child "  shall  include  a  posthumous  child  and  a  child 
legally  adopted  prior  to  the  injury  of  the  employee;  and  a  step- 
child dependent  upon  the  deceased. 

12.  "  Insurance  carrier  "  shall  include  the  state  fund,  stock  cor- 
porations or  mutual  associations  with  which  employers  have  in- 
sured, and  employers  permitted  to  pay  compensation  directly 
under  the  provisions  of  subdivision  three  of  section  fifty. 

13.  "Manufacture,"  "construction,"  "operation"  and  "in- 
stallation "  shall  include  "  repair,"  "  demolition  "  and  "  altera- 
tion." 

§  11.  Alternative  remedy.  The  liability  of  an  employer  pre- 
scribed by  the  last  preceding  section  shall  be  exclusive  and  in 
place  of  any  other  liability  whatsoever,  to  such  employee,  his 
personal  representatives,  husband,  parents,  dependents  or  next  of 
kin,  or  anyone  otherwise  entitled  to  recover  damages,  at  common 
law  or  otherwise  on  account  of  such  injury  or  death,  except  that  if 
an  employer  fail  to  secure  the  pa}Tnent  of  compensation  for  his 
injured  employees  and  their  dependents  as  provided  in  section

§  15.  Schedule  in  case  of  disability.  The  following  schedule  of 
compensation  is  hereby  established : 
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1.  Total  permanent  disability.  In  case  of  total  disability 
adjudged  to  be  permanent  sixty-six  and  two-thirds  per  centum  of 
the  average  weekly  wages  shall  be  paid  to  the  employee  during  the 
continuance  of  such  total  disability.  Loss  of  both  hands,  or  both 
arms,  or  both  feet,  or  both  legs,  or  both  eyes,  or  of  any  two  thereof 
shall,  in  the  absence  of  conclusive  proof  to  the  contrary,  constitute 
permanent  total  disability.  In  all  other  cases  permanent  total  dis- 
ability shall  be  determined  in  accordance  with  the  facts.

3.  Permanent  partial  disability.  In  case  of  disability  partial 
in  character  but  permanent  in  quality  the  compensation  shall  be 
sixty-six  and  two-thirds  per  centum  of  the  average  weekly  wages 
and  shall  be  paid  to  the  employee  for  the  period  named  in  the 
schedule  as  follows: 

Thumb.  For  the  loss  of  a  thumb,  sixty  weeks. 

First  finger.  For  the  loss  of  a  first  finger,  conmionly  called 
index  finger,  forty-six  weeks. 

Second  finger.    For  the  loss  of  a  second  finger,  thirty  weeks. 

Third  finger.    For  the  loss  of  a  third  finger,  twenty-five  weeks. 

Fourth  finger.  For  the  loss  of  a  fourth  finger,  commonly  called 
the  little  finger,  fifteen  weeks. 

Phalange  of  thumb  or  finger.  The  loss  of  the  first  phalange  of 
the  thumb  or  finger  shall  be  considered  to  be  equal  to  the  loss  of 
one-half  of  such  thumb  or  finger,  and  compensation  shall  be  one- 
half  of  the  amount  above  specified.  The  loss  of  more  than  one 
phalange  shall  be  considered  as  the  loss  of  the  entire  thumb  or 
finger;  provided,  however,  that  in  no  case  shall  the  amount 
received  for  more  than  one  finger  exceed  the  amount  provided  in 
this  schedule  for  the  loss  of  a  hand. 

Great  toe.    For  the  loss  of  a  great  toe,  thirty-eight  weeks. 

Other  toes.  For  the  loss  of  one  of  the  toes  other  than  the 
great  toe,  sixteen  weeks. 

Phalange  of  toe.  The  loss  of  the  first  phalange  of  ally  toe  shall 
be  considered  to  be  equal  to  the  loss  of  one-half  of  said  toe,  and 
the  compensation  shall  be  one-half  of  the  amount  specified.  The 
loss  of  more  than  one  phalange  shall  be  considered  as  the  loss  of 
the  entire  toe. 
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Hand.  The  loss  of  a  hand,  two  hundred  and  forty-four  weeks. 
Arm.  For  the  loss  of  an  arm,  three  hundred  and  twelve  weeks. 
Foot.  For  the  loss  of  a  foot,  two  hundred  and  five  weeks. 
Leg.  For  the  loss  of  a  leg,  two  hundred  and  eighty-eight  weeks. 
Eye.  For  the  loss  of  an  eye,  one  hundred  and  twenty-eight 
weeks. 

Loss  of  use.  Permanent  loss  of  the  use  of  a  hand,  arm,  foot, 
leg,  eye,  thumb,  finger,  toe,  or  phalange,  shall  be  considered  as  the 
equivalent  of  the  loss  of  such  hand,  arm,  foot,  1^,  eye,  thumb, 
finger,  toe  or  phalange. 

Amputations.  Amputation  between  the  elbow  and  the  wrist 
shall  be  considered  as  the  equivalent  of  the  loss  of  a  hand.  Ampu- 
tation between  the  knee  and  the  ankle  shall  be  considered  as  the 
equivalent  of  the  loss  of  a  foot  Amputation  at  or  above  the  elbow 
shall  be  considered  as  the  loss  of  an  arm.  Amputation  at  or  above 
the  knee  shall  be  considered  as  the  loss  of  the  leg. 

The  compensation  for  the  foregoing  specific  injuries  shall  be  in 
lieu  of  all  other  compensation,  except  the  benefits  provided  in 
section  thirteen  of  this  chapter. 

In  case  of  an  injury  resulting  in  serious  facial  or  head  disfigure- 
ment the  commission  may  in  its  discretion,  make  such  award  or 
compensation  as  it  may  deem  proper  and  equitable,  in  view  of  the 
nature  of  the  disfigurement,  but  not  to  exceed  three  thousand  five 
hundred  dollars. 

Other  cases.  In  all  other  cases  in  this  class  of  disability,  the 
compensation  shall  be  sixty-six  and  two  thirds  per  centum  of  the 
difference  between  his  average  weekly  wages  and  his  wage-earn- 
ing capacity  thereafter  in  the  same  employment  or  otherwis, 
payable  during  the  continuance  of  such  partial  disability,  but 
subject  to  reconsideration  of  the  degree  of  such  impairment  by 
the  commission  on  its  own  motion  or  upon  application  of  any 
party  in  interest. 

4.  Temporary  partial  disability.  In  case  of  temporary  partial 
disability,  except  the  particular  cases  mentioned  in  subdivision 
three  of  this  section,  an  injured  employee  shall  receive  sixty-six 
and  two-thirds  per  centum  of  the  difference  between  his  average 
weekly  wages  and  his  wage  earning  capacity  thereafter  in  the 
same  employment  or  otherwise  during  the  continuance  of  such 
partial  disability,  but  not  to  exceed  when  combined  with  his 
decreased  earnings  the  amount  of  wages  he  was  receiving  prior 
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to  the  injury,  and  not  to  exceed  in  total  the  sum  of  three  thousand 
five  hundred  dollars,  except  as  otherwise  provided  in  this  chapter. 

5.  Limitation.  The  compensation  payment  under  subdivisions 
one,  two  and  four  and  under  subdivision  three  except  in  ease  of 
the  loss  of  a  hand,  arm,  foot,  1^,  or  eye,  shall  not  exceed  fifteen 
dollars  per  week  nor  be  less  than  five  dollars  per  week ;  the  com- 
pensation payment  under  subdivision  three  in  case  of  the  loss  of 
a  hand,  arm,  foot,  leg  or  eye,  shall  not  exceed  twenty  dollars  per 
week  nor  be  less  than  five  dollars  a  week ;  provided,  however,  that 
if  the  employee's  wages  at  the  time  of  injury  are  less  than  five 
dollars  per  week  he  shall  receive  his  full  weekly  wages. 

6.  Previous  disability.  The  fact  that  an  employee  has  suffered 
previous  disability  or  received  compensation  therefor  shall  not 
preclude  him  from  compensation  for  a  later  injury  nor  preclude 
compensation  for  death  resulting  therefrom;  but  in  determining 
compensation  for  the  later  injury  or  death  his  average  weekly 
wages  shall  be  such  sum  as  will  reasonably  represent  his  earning 
capacity  at  the  time  of  the  later  injury,  provided,  however,  that 
an  employee  who  is  suffering  from  a  previous  disability  shall  not 
receive  compensation  for  a  later  injury  in  excess  of  the  compensa- 
tion allowed  for  such  injury  when  considered  by  itself  and  not 
in  conjunction  with  the  previous  disability. 

7.  Permanent  total  disability  after  permanent  partial  dis- 
ability. If  an  employee  who  has  previously  incurred  permanent 
partial  disability  through  the  loss  of  cfne  hand,  one  arm,  one  foot, 
one  leg,  or  one  eye,  incurs  permanent  total  disability  through  the 
loss  of  another  member  or  organ,  he  shall  be  paid,  in  addition  to 
the  compensation  for  permanent  partial  disability  provided  in 
this  section  and  after  the  cessation  of  the  payments  for  the  pre- 
scribed period  of  weeks  special  additional  compensation  for  the 
remainder  of  his  life  to  the  amount  of  sixty-six  and  two-thirds 
per  centum  of  the  average  weekly  wage  earned  by  him  at  the  time 
the  total  permanent  disability  was  incurred.  Such  additional 
compensation  shall  be  paid  out  of  a  special  fund  created  for  such 
purpose  in  the  following  manner:  The  insurance  carrier  shall 
pay  to  the  state  treasurer  for  every  case  of  injury  causing  death 
in  which  there  are  no  persons  entitled  to  compensation  the  sum  of 
one  hundred  dollars.  The  state  treasurer  shall  be  the  custodian  of 
this  special  fund,  and  the  commission  shall  direct  the  distribution 
thereof.  ,  le.  „ 

§  4.  Section  sixteen  of  such  chapter,  as  re-enacted  by  chapter  S™®u*i9i4, 
forty-one  of  tke  laws  of  nineteen  hundred  and  fourteen,  and^^eniSd. 
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amended  by  chapter  three  hundred  and  sixteen  of  the  laws  of 
nineteen  hundred  and  fourteen,  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as 
follows: 

§  16.  Death  benefits.  If  the  injury  causes  death,  the  compensa- 
tion shall  be  known  as  a  death  benefit  and  shall  be  payable  in  the 
amount  and  to  or  for  the  benefit  of  the  persons  following: 

1.  Beasonable  funeral  expenses  not  exceeding  one  hundred 
dollars ; 

2.  If  there  be  a  surviving  wife  (or  dependent  husband)  and  no 
child  of  the  deceased  under  the  age  of  eighteen  years,  to  such  wife 
(or  dependent  husband)  thirty  per  centum  of  the  average  wages 
of  the  deceased  during  widowhood  (or  dependent  widowerhood) 
with  two  years'  compensation  in  one  sum,  upon  remarriage;  and 
if  there  be  surviving  child  or  children  of  the  deceased  under  the 
age  of  eighteen  years,  the  additional  amount  of  ten  per  centum 
of  such  wageg  for  each  such  child  until  of  the  age  of  eighteen  years ; 
in  case  of  the  subsequent  death  of  such  surviving  wife  (or  depend- 
ent husband)  any  surviving  child  of  the  deceased  employee,  at 
the  time  under  eighteen  years  of  age,  shall  have  his  compensation 
increased  to  fifteen  per  centum  of  such  wages,  and  the  same  shall 
be  payable  imtil  he  shall  reach  the  age  of  eighteen  years;  pro- 
vided that  the  total  amount  payable  shall  in  no  case  exceed  sixty- 
six  and  two-thirds  per  centum  of  such  wages.  The  commission 
may  in  its  discretion  require  the  appointment  of  a  guardian  for 
the  purpose  of  receiving  the  compensation  of  a  minor  child.  In 
the  absence  of  such  a  requirement  by  the  commission  the  appoint- 
ment of  a  guardian  for  such  purposes  shall  not  be  necessary. 

3.  If  there  be  surviving  child  or  children  of  the  deceased  under 
the  age  of  eighteen  years,  but  no  surviving  wife  (or  dependent 
husband)  then  for  the  support  of  each  such  child  until  of  the  age 
of  eighteen  years,  fifteen  per  centum  of  the  wages  of  the  deceased, 
provided  that  the  aggregate  shall  in  no  case  exceed  sixty-six  and 
two-thirds  per  centum  of  such  wages. 

4.  If  there  be  no  surviving  wife  (or  dependent  husband)  or 
child  under  the  age  of  eighteen  years  or  if  the  amount  pay- 
able to  surviving  wife  (or  dependent  husband)  and  to  children 
under  the  age  of  eighteen  years  shall  be  less  in  the  aggr^ate  than 
sixty-six  and  two-thirds  per  centum  of  the  average  wages  of  the 
deceased,  then  for  the  support  of  grandchildren  or  brothers  and 
sisters  under  the  age  of  eighteen  years,  if  dependent  upon  the 
deceased  at  the  time  of  the  accident,  fifteen  per  centum  of  such 
wages  for  the  support  of  each  such  person  until  of  the  age  of 
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eighteen  years;  and  for  the  support  of  each  parent,  or  grand- 
parent, of  the  deceased  if  dependent  upon  him  at  the  time  of  the 
accident,  twenty-five  per  centum  of  such  wages  during  such 
dependency.  But  in  no  case  shall  the  aggregate  amount  pay- 
able under  this  subdivision  exceed  the  difference  between  sixty-six 
and  two-thirds  per  centum  of  such  wages,  and  the  amount  payable 
as  hereinbefore  provided  to  surviving  wife  (or  dependent  hus- 
band) or  for  the  support  of  surviving  child  or  children. 

Any  excess  of  wages  over  one  hundred  dollars  a  month  shall 
not  be  taken  into  account  in  computing  compensation  under  this 
section.  All  questions  of  dependency  shall  be  determined  as  of 
the  time  of  the  accident. 

§  5.  Sections  seventeen  and  twenty-three  of  such  chapter,  as  fi  it.  m 
re^nacted  by  chapter  forty-one  of  the  laws  of  nineteen  hundred 
and  fourteen,  are  hereby  amended  to  read,  respectively,  as  follows : 
§  17.  Aliens.  Compensation  under  this  chapter  to  aliens  not 
residents  (or  about  to  beeome  nonresidents)  of  the  United  States 
or  Canada,  shall  be  the  same  in  amount  as  provided  for  residents, 
except  that  dependents  in  any  foreign  country  shall  be  limited  to 
surviving  wife  and  child  or  children,  or,  if  there  be  no  surviving 
wife  or  child  or  children,  to  surviving  father  or  mother,  or  grand- 
father or  grandmother,  whom  the  employee  has  supported,  either 
wholly  or  in  part,  for  the  period  of  one  year  prior  to  the  date  of 
the  accident,  and  except  that  the  commission  may,  at  its  option, 
or  upon  the  application  of  the  insurance  carrier,  shall,  commute 
all  future  installments  of  compensation  to  be  paid  to  such  aliens, 
by  paying  or  causing  to  be  paid  to  them  one-half  of  the  commuted 
amount  of  such  future  installments  of  compensation  as  determined 
by  the  commission. 

§  23.  Appeals  from  the  commission.  An  award  or  decision  of 
the  commission  shall  be  final  and  conclusive  upon  all  questions 
within  its  jurisdiction,  as  against  the  state  fund  or  between  the 
parties,  unless  within  thirty  days  after  a  copy  of  such  award  or 
decision  has  been  sent  to  the  parties,  an  appeal  be  taken  to  the 
appellate  division  of  the  supreme  court  of  the  third  department. 
The  commission  may  also,  in  its  discretion,  on  the  applica- 
tion of  either  party,  certify  to  such  appellate  division  of  the 
supreme  court,  qu^tions  of  law  involved  in  its  decision.  Such 
appeals  and  the  questions  so  certified  shall  be  heard  in  a  sum- 
nary  manner  and  shall  have  precedence  over  all  other  civil  cases 
n  such  court.  The  commission  shall  be  deemed  a  party  to  every 
such  appeal,  and  the  attorney-general,  without  extra  compensa- 
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tion,  shall  represent  the  commission  thereon.  An  appeal  may 
also  be  taken  to  the  court  of  appeals  in  all  cases  where  the  decision 
of  the  appellate  division  is  not  unanimous  and  by  the  consent  of 
the  appellate  division  or  a  judge  of  the  court  of  appeals  where 
the  decision  of  the  appellate  division  is  unanimous  in  the  same 
manner  and  subject  to  the  same  limitations  not  inconsistent  here- 
with as  is  now  provided  in  civil  actions.  It  shall  not  be  necessary 
to  file  exceptions  to  the  rulings  of  the  commission.  The  conmiia- 
sion  shall  not  be  required  to  file  a  bond  upon  an  appeal  by  it  to 
the  court  of  appeals.  Otherwise  such  appeals  shall  be  subject 
to  the  law  and  practice  applicable  to  appeals  in  civil  actions.  Upon 
the  final  determination  of  such  an  appeal,  the  commission  shall 
make  an  award  or  decision  in  accordance  therewith. 
i  M.  u  §  6.  Section  twenty-six  of  such  chapter,  as  re-enacted  by  chap- 

L.  1916,  ch.  ter  forty-one  of  the  laws  of  nineteen  hundred  and  fourteen,  and 
amended,  amended  by  chapter  one  hundred  and  sixty-seven  of  the  laws  of 
nineteen  hundred  and  fifteen,  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows: 
§  26.  Enforcement  of  payment  in  default.  If  payment  of 
compensation,  or  an  instalment  thereof,  due  under  the  terms  of  an 
award,  be  not  made  by  the  employer  within  ten  days  after  the 
same  is  due,  the  insurance  carrier  shall  be  liable  therefor  and  if 
not  paid  within  ten  days  after  demand  by  the  injured  employee 
or  in  case  of  death  his  dependents  or  by  the  commission,  the  amount 
of  such  payment  shall  constitute  a  liquidated  claim  for  damages 
against  the  employer,  self-insurer  or  insurance  corporation,  which 
with  an  added  penalty  of  fifty  per  centum  may  be  recovered  in  an 
action  to  be  instituted  by  the  commission  in  the  name  of  the 
people  of  the  state.  An  employer  who  negligently  or  intentionally 
defaults  in  payment  of  compensation  in  the  first  instance  under 
this  chapter  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of  not  more  than  ten 
per  centum  of  the  amount  of  such  compensation,  notwithstanding 
the  fact  that  the  insurance  corporation  or  state  fund  subsequently 
pays  the  compensation  as  provided  in  this  section.  If  such 
default  be  made  in  the  payment  of  an  instalment  of  compensation 
and  the  whole  amount  of  such  compensation  be  not  due,  the 
commission  may,  if  the  present  value  of  such  compensation  be 
computable,  declare  the  whole  amount  thereof  due,  and  recover 
the  amount  thereof  with  the  added  penalties,  as  provided  by  this 
section.  Any  such  action  may  be  compromised  by  the  conmiis- 
sion  or  may  be  prosecuted  to  final  judgment  as,  in  the  discretion 
of  the  commission,  may  best  serve  the  interests  of  the  persons 
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entitled  to  receive  the  compensation  or  the  benefits.  Compensation 
recovered  under  this  section  shall  be  disbursed  by  the  commission 
to  the  persons  entitled  thereto  in  accordance  with  the  award.  A 
penalty  recovered  pursuant  to  this  section  shall  be  paid  into  the 
state  treasury,  and  be  applicable  to  the  expenses  of  the  commission. 

In  case  of  default  by  the  employer  in  the  payment  of  any 
compensation  due  under  an  award  for  the  period  of  thirty  days 
after  payment  is  due  and  payable,  any  party  in  interest  may  file 
with  the  county  clerk  for  the  county  in  which  the  injury  occurred, 
a  certified  copy  of  a  decision  of  the  state  industrial  commission 
awarding  compensation,  or  ending,  diminishing  or  increasing 
compensation  previously  awarded,  from  which  no  appeal 
has  been  taken  within  the  time  allowed  therefor,  and 
thereupon  judgment  must  be  entered  in  the  supreme 
court  by  the  clerk  of  such  county  in  conformity  therewith 
inmiediately  upon  the  filing  of  such  decision.  Such  decree  or 
judgment  shall  be  entered  in  the  same  manner  and  shall  have  the 
same  effect  and  all  proceedings  in  relation  thereto  shall  thereafter 
be  the  same,  as  though  said  decree  or  judgment  had  been  rendered 
in  a  suit  duly  heard  and  determined  by  the  supreme  court,  except 
that  there  shall  be  no  appeal  therefrom.  The  court  upon  the 
filing  with  it  of  a  certified  copy  of  a  decision  of  the  state  indus- 
trial commission  ending,  diminishing  or  increasing  compensation 
previously  awarded,  shall  revoke  or  modify  its  prior  decree  or 
judgment  so  that  it  will  conform  to  said  decision.  Neither  the 
commission  nor  any  party  in  interest  shall  be  required  to  pay  any 
fee  to  any  public  officer  for  filing  or  recording  any  paper  or  instru- 
ment executed  in  pursuance  of  this  section. 

§  7.  Sections  twenty-seven,  twenty-nine  and  thirty-four  of  such  n  it.  », 
chapter,  as  re-enacted  by  chapter  forty-one  of  the  laws  of  nine-  w*™*^***- 
teen  hundred  and  fourteen,   are  hereby  amended  to  read,  re- 
spectively, as  follows: 

§  27.  Depoiiting  future  payments.  If  an  award  imder  this 
chapter  requires  payment  of  compensation  by  an  employer  or  an 
insurance  corporation  in  periodical  payments,  and  the  nature  of 
the  injury  makes  it  possible  to  compute  the  present  value  of  all 
future  payments  with  due  regard  for  life  contingencies,  the  com- 
mission may,  in  its  discretion,  at  any  time,  compute  and  permit 
or  require  to  be  paid  into  the  state  fund  an  amount  equal  to  the 
present  value  of  all  unpaid  compensation  for  which  liability 
exists,  together  with  such  additional  sum  as  the  commission  may 
deem  necessary  for  a  proportionate  payment  of  expenses  of  ad- 
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ministering  the  fund  so  created,  such  moneys  to  constitute  an 
aggregate  trust  fund ;  and  thereupon  such  employer  or  insurance 
corporation  shall  be  discharged  from  any  further  liability  under 
such  award  and  payment  of  the  same  shall  be  assumed  by  the  trust 
fund  so  created. 

The  moneys  so  paid  into  this  fund  shall  constitute  an  aggregate 
trust  fund  and  shall  be  kept  separate  and  apart  from  all  other 
moneys  of  the  state  fund,  and  shall  not  be  liable  for  any  expenses 
of  administration  of  the  state  fund  other  than  the  expenses 
involved  in  the  administration  of  such  trust  fund. 

§  20.  Snbrogation  to  remedies  of  employees.  If  an  employee 
entitled  to  compensation  under  this  chapter  be  injured 
or  killed  by  the  negligence  or  wrong  of  another  not  in 
the  same  employ,  such  injured  employee,  or  in  case  of  death, 
his  dependents,  shall,  before  any  suit  or  claim  under  this 
chapter,  elect  whether  to  take  compensation  under  this  chapter  or 
to  pursue  his  remedy  against  such  other.  Such  election  shall  be 
evidenced  in  such  manner  as  the  commission  may  by  rule  or  regu- 
lation prescribe.  If  he  elect  to  take  compensation  under  this  chap- 
ter, the  cause  of  action  against  such  other  shall  be  assigned  to  the 
state  for  the  benefit  of  the  state  insurance  fund,  if  compensation 
be  payable  therefrom,  and  otherwise  to  the  person,  associatioD, 
corporation,  or  insurance  carrier  liable  for  the  payment  of  such 
compensation,  and  if  he  elect  to  proceed  against  such  other,  the 
state  insurance  fund,  person,  association,  corporation,  or  insur- 
ance carrier,  as  the  case  may  be,  shall  contribute  only  the 
deficiency,  if  any,  between  the  amount  of  the  recovery  against 
such  other  person  actually  collected,  and  the  compensation  pro- 
vided or  estimated  by  this  chapter  for  such  case.  Such  a  cause 
of  action  assigned  to  the  state  may  be  prosecuted  or  compromised 
by  the  commission.  A  compromise  of  any  such  cause  of  action 
by  the  employee  or  his  dependent  at  an  amount  less  than 
the  ccMnpensation  provided  for  by  this  chapter  shall  be  made 
only  with  the  written  approval  of  the  commission,  if  the 
deficiency  of  compensation  would  be  payable  from  the  state  insur- 
ance fund,  and  otherwise  with  the  written  approval  of  the  person, 
association,  corporation,  or  insurance  carrier  liable  to  pay  the 
same.  Wherever  an  employee  is  killed  by  the  negligence  or 
wrong  of  another  not  in  the  same  employ  and  the  dependents  of 
such  employee  entitled  to  compensation  under  this  chapter  are 
minors,  such  election  to  take  compensation  and  the  assignment  of 
the  cause  of  action  against  such  other  and  such  notice  of  election 
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to  pursue  a  remedy  against  such  other  shall  be  made  by  such 
minor,  or  shall  be  made  on  behalf  of  such  minor  by  a  parent  of 
such  minor,  or  by  his  or  her  duly  appointed  guardian,  as  the 
commission  may  determine  by  rule  in  each  case. 

§  34.  Preferences.  The  right  of  compensation  granted  by  this 
chapter  and  any  awards  made  thereunder  shall  have  the  same 
preference  or  lien  without  limit  of  amount  against  the  assets  of 
the  employer  as  is  now  or  hereafter  may  be  allowed  by  law  for  a 
claim  for  unpaid  wages  for  labor. 

§  8.  Section  fifty  of  such  chapter,  as  re-enacted  by  ^^^V'^^^IJ!^^ 
forty-one  of  the  laws  of  nineteen  hundred  and  fourteen,  andtj  Jj^i'^*' 
amended  by  chapter  three  hundred  and  sixteen  of  the  laws  of  am««^ 
nineteen  hundred  and  fourteen,  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as 
follows : 

§  50.  Security  for  payment  of  oompensation.  An  employer 
shall  secure  compensation  to  his  employees  in  one  of  the  follow- 
ing ways: 

1.  By  insuring  and  keeping  insured  the  payment  of  such  com- 
pensation in  the  state  fund,  or 

2.  By  insuring  and  keeping  insured  the  payment  of  such  com- 
pensation with  any  stock  corporation  or  mutual  association  author- 
ized to  transact  the  business  of  workmen's  compensation  insur- 
ance in  this  state.  If  insurance  bo  so  effected  in  such  a  corpora- 
tion or  mutual  association  the  employer  shall  forthwith  file  with 
the  conmiission,  in  form  prescribed  by  it,  a  notice  specifying  the 
name  of  such  insurance  corporation  or  mutual  association  and 
such  information  regarding  the  policies  as  the  commission  may 
require. 

3.  By  furnishing  satisfactory  proof  to  the  commission  of  his 
financial  ability  to  pay  such  compensation  for  himself,  in  which 
case  the  commission  may,  in  its  discretion,  require  the  deposit 
with  the  commission  of  securities  of  the  kind  prescribed  in  section 
thirteen  of  the  insurance  law,  in  an  amount  to  be  determined  by 
the  commission,  to  secure  his  liability  to  pay  the  compensation 
provided  in  this  chapter.  The  commission  shall  have  the  au- 
thority to  revoke  its  consent  furnished  under  this  section  at  any 
time  for  good  cause  shown. 

If  an  employer  fail  to  comply  with  this  section,  he  shall  be  lia- 
ble to  a  penalty  during  which  such  failure  continues  of  an  amount 
equal  to  the  pro  rata  premium  which  would  have  been  payable 
for  insurance  in  the  state  fund  for  such  period  of  noncompliance 
to  be  recovered  in  an  action  brought  by  the  commission.

§  52.  Effect  of  failure  to  seenre  compensation.  Failure  to 
secure  the  payment  of  compensation  shall  constitute  a  misde- 
meanor and  have  the  effect  of  enabling  the  injured  employee,  or 
in  case  of  death,  his  dependents  or  legal  representatives,  to  main- 
tain an  action  for  damages  in  the  courts,  as  prescribed  by  section 
eleven  of  this  chapter.

Every  policy  of  insurance  covering  the  liability 
of  the  employer  for  compensation  issued  by  a  stock  company  or  by 
a  mutual  association  authorized  to  transact  workmen's  compensa- 
tion insurance  in  this  state  shall  contain  a  provision  setting  forth 
the  right  of  the  commission  to  enforce  in  the  name  of  the  people 
of  the  state  of  New  York  for  the  benefit  of  the  person  entitled 
to  the  compensation  insured  by  the  policy  either  by  filing  a  sepa- 
rate application  or  by  making  the  insurance  carrier  a  party  to  the 
original  application,  the  liability  of  the  insurance  carrier  in  whole 
or  in  part  for  the  payment  of  such  compensation ;  provided,  how- 
ever, that  payment  in  whole  or  in  part  of  such  compensation  by 
either  the  employer  or  the  insurance  carrier  shall  to  the  extent 
thereof  be  a  bar  to  the  recovery  against  the  other  of  the  amount 
so  paid. 

2.  Knowledge  and  jurisdiction  of  the  employer  extended  to 
cover  the  insurance  carrier.  Every  such  policy  shall  contain  a 
provision  that,  as  between  the  employee  and  the  insurance  car- 
rier, the  notice  to  or  knowledge  of  the  occurrence  of  the  injury 
on  the  part  of  the  employer  shall  be  deemed  notice  or  knowledge, 
as  the  case  may  be,  on  the  part  of  the  insurance  carrier;  that 
jurisdiction  of  tiie  employer  shall,  for  the  purpose  of  this  chapter, 
be  jurisdiction  of  the  insurance  carrier  and  that  the  insurance 
carrier  shall  in  all  things  be  bound  by  and  subject  to  the  orders, 
findings,  decisions  or  awards  rendered  against  the  employer  for 
the  payment  of  compensation  under  the  provisions  of  this  chapter. 

3.  Insolvency  of  employer  does  not  release  the  insurance  car- 
rier. Every  such  policy  shall  contain  a  provision  to  the  effect 
that  the  insolvency  or  bankruptcy  of  the  employer  shall  not  re- 
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licve  the  insurance  carrier  from  the  payment  of  compensation  for 
injuries  or  death  sustained  by  an  employee  during  the  life  of  such 
policy. 

4.  Limitation  of  indemnity  agreements.  Every  contract  or 
agreement  of  an  employer  the  purpose  of  which  is  to  indemnify 
him  from  loss  or  damage  on  account  of  the  injury  of  an  employee 
by  accidental  means,  or  on  account  of  the  negligence  of  such  em- 
ployer or  his  oflScer,  agent  or  servant;  shall  be  absolutely  void 
unless  it  shall  also  cover  liability  for  the  payment  of  the  com- 
pensation provided  for  by  this  chapter. 

5.  Cancellation  of  insurance  contracts.  No  contract  of  insur- 
ance issued  by  an  insurance  carrier  against  liability  arising  under 
this  chapter  shall  be  cancelled  within  the  time  limited  in  such 
contract  for  its  expiration  until  at  least  ten  days  after  a  notice  of 
cancellation  of  such  contract,  on  a  date  specified  in  such  notice, 
shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  commission  and  also  served  on 
the  employer.  Such  notice  shall  be  served  on  the  employer  by 
delivering  it  to  him  or  by  sending  it  by  mail,  by  registered  letter, 
addressed  to  the  employer  at  his  or  its  last  known  place  of  resi- 
dence; provided  that,  if  the  employer  be  a  partnership,  then  such 
notice  may  be  so  given  to  any  one  of  the  partners,  and  if  the  em- 
ployer be  a  corporation  then  the  notice  may  be  given  to  any  agent 
or  officer  of  the  corporation  upon  whom  legal  process  may  be 
served.  Provided,  however,  the  right  to  cancellation  of  a  policy 
of  insurance  in  the  state  fund  shall  be  exercised  only  for  non- 
payment of  premiums.

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  agricultural  law,  in  relation  to  fines  and 
penalties  for  violations  of  its  provisions. 

Became  a  law  May  20,  1916,  with  the  approval  of  the  Governor.    Passed, 
three-fifths  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate 
and  Assembly  J  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Article  eight  of  chapter  nine  of  the  laws  of  nineteen  |  sos  added 
hundred  and  nine,  entitled  "An  act  in  relation  to  agriculture,  con-  S.  §. 
stitutiug  chapter  one  of  the  consolidated  laws,"  as  amended  by 
chapter  four  hundred  and  ninety-four  of  the  laws  of  nineteen  hun- 
dred and  fourteen,  is  hereby  amended  by  adding  at  the  end  thereof 
a  new  section,  to  be  section  two  hundred  and  two,  to  read  as 
follows : 

§  202.  Penalties.  Every  person  violating  any  of  the  provi- 
sions of  this  article,  shall  forfeit  to. the  people  of  the  state  of 
New  York  the  sum  of  not  less  than  ten  dollars,  nor  more  than  one 
hundred  doUars  for  the  first  violation  and  not  less  than  one  hun- 
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dred  dollars  nor  more,  than  two  hundred  dollars  for  the  second  and 
each  subsequent  violation.  When  such  vi(dation  consists  of  the 
manufacture  or  production  of  any  prohibited  article,  each  day 
during  which  or  any  part  of  which  such  manufacture  or  produc- 
tion is  carried  on  or  continued,  shall  be  deemed  a  separate  viola- 
tion- When  the  violation  consists  of  the  sale,  or  the  offering  or 
exposing  for  sale  or  exchange  of  any  prohibited  article  or  sub- 
stance, the  sale  of  each  one  of  several  packages  shall  constitute  a 
separate  violation,  and  each  day  on  which  any  such  article  or  sub- 
stance is  offered  or  exposed  for  sale  or  exchange  shall  constitute  a 
separate  violation.  When  the  use  of  any  such  article  or  substance  is 
prohibited,  each  day  during  which  or  any  part  of  which  said  article 
or  substance  is  so  used  or  furnished  for  use,  shall  constitute  a 
separate  violation,  and  the  furnishing  of  the  same  for  use  to  each 
person  to  whom  the  same  may  be  furnished  shall  constitute  a 
separate  violation.  Whoever  by  himself  or  another  violates  any 
of  the  provisions  of  this  article  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor, 
and  upon  conviction  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than 
ten  dollars,  nor  more  than  two  hundred  dollars,  or  by  imprison- 
ment of  not  less  than  one  month  nor  more  than  six  months  or  by 
both  such  fine  and  imprisonment,  for  the  first  offense;  and  by 
six  months'  imprisonment  for  the  second  offense. 

A  penalty  of  less  than  fifty  dollars  shall  not  be  accepted  from 
any  person  accused  of  a  violation  of  any  provision  of  this  article 
unless  the  person  paying  such  penalty  shall  at  the  time  thereof 
sign  a  written  statement  admitting  the  violation  and  acknowledg- 
ing that  the  penalty  so  paid  is  paid  because  of  such  violation.

code  of  civil  procedure  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows : 
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§  2665.  Appointment  of  appraisers  and  making  inyentory. 
On  the  application  of  an  executor  or  administrator,  an  order 
must  be  entered  in  the  surrogate's  court  appointing*  two  disin- 
terested appraisers,  as  often  as  may  be  necessary,  to  appraise  the 
personal  property  of  a  deceased  person.  The  executor  or  ad- 
ministrator, within  three  months  after  qualifying  and  after  giv- 
ing at  least  five  days'  notice  personally  or  by  mail  to  the 
legatees  or  next  of  kin,  residing  in  the  county  of  the  decedent, 
and  posting  a  notice  in  three  public  places  of  the  town,  or  city 
where  he  resided,  specifying  the  time  and  place  at  which  the 
appraisement  will  be  made,  must  make  a  true  and  perfect  in- 
ventory of  all  the  personal  property  of  the  decedent.  Before  mak- 
ing the  appraisement,  the  appraisers  must  take  and  subscribe  an 
oath,  to  be  inserted  in  the  inventory,  that  they  will  truly,  honestly 
and  impartially  appraise  the  personal  property  exhibited  to  them, 
according  to  the  best  of  their  knowledge  and  ability.  They  must 
in  the  presence  of  such  of  the  parties  interested  as  attend,  estimate 
and  appraise  the  property  exhibited  to  them,  and  set  down  each 
article  separately  with  the  value  thereof  in  dollars  and  cents,  dis- 
tinctly, in  figures  opposite  to  the  articles  respectively.*

real  estate  which  shall  have  been  conveyed,  or  hereafter  may  be 
conveyed  by  the  deceased  judgment  debtor  during  his  lifetime, 
if  such  conveyance  was  made  in  fraud  of  his  creditors  or  any  of 
them,  and  any  judgment  creditor  of  said  deceased,  against  whose 
judgment  said  conveyance  shall  have  been,  or  may  hereafter  be, 
declared  fraudulent  by  the  judgment  and  decree  of  any  court  of 
competent  jurisdiction,  may  enforce  his  said  judgment  against 
such  real  property,  with  like  effect  as  if  the  judgment  debtor  was 
living,  and  it  shall  not  be  necessary  to  obtain  the  leave  of  any

AN  ACT  to  provide  for  the  construction  of  an  addition  or  new 
buildings  for  the  State  Normal  School  at  New  Paltz,  and  mak- 
ing an  appropriation  therefor.

The  commissioner  of  education  is  hereby  authorized 
to  enter  into  a  contract  or  contracts  in  an  amount  not  exceeding 
one  hundred  and  twenty-five  thousand  dollars  for  the  construction 
upon  lands  occupied  by  the  State  Normal  School  at  New  Paltz, 
of  either  an  addition  to  the  existing  buildings  of  such  SQhool  or

The  state  architect  shall  supervise 
the  work  of  construction,  heating,  lighting  and  plumbing  of  such 
addition  or  building  and  shall  see  that  the  material  furnished  and 
the  work  performed  are  in  accordance  with  such  plans  and  specifi- 
cations. Such  addition  or  building  shall  be  erected  as  hereinbefore 
provided,  pursuant  to  a  contract  or  contracts  let  by  the  commis- 
sioner of  education  for  the  whole  or  any  part  of  the  work  to  be  per- 
formed, and  in  his  discretion  such  contracts  may  be  sublet.  Upon 
all  proposals  for  the  work  of  construction,  heating,  lighting  or 
plumbing  a  preliminary  deposit,  in  an  amount  to  be  determined 
by  the  state  architect,  or  a  certified  check  of  like  amount  drawn 
upon  some  legally  incorporated  bank  of  this  state,  shall  in  all  cases 
be  required  as  an  evidence  of  good  faith.  Such  deposit  or  certified 
check  shall  be  deposited  with  the  commissioner  of  education.  Such 
commissioner  shall  determine  to  what  extent  and  to  what  length  of 
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tiiue  advertisements  are  to  be  inserted  in  newspapers  for  proposals 
for  the  erection  of  such  addition  or  building  or  for  heating, 
lighting  or  plumbing.    A  copy  of  all  contracts  awarded  as  herein  [J°^*5Jed. 
provided  shall  be  filed  with  the  comptroller.    All  contracts  in  an  contmctort* 
amount  greater  than  one  thousand  dollars  shall  have  the  per-****" 
formance  thereof  secured  by  sufficient  bond  or  bonds  in  an  amount 
to  be  determined  by  the  state  architect.     Such  bond  or  bonds 
shall  be  approved  as  to  form  and  sufficiency  by  and  filed  with 
the  state  comptroller.     All   contracts  in  an   amount  less  than 
one  thousand  dollars  need  not  be  secured  by  bond,  provided  pay- 
ment is  to  be  made  only  after  the  work  is  completed  and  approved.

CONCURRENT  RESOLUTION  of  the  Senate  and  Assembly 
proposing  an  amendment  to  section  six  of  article  one  of  the  J? 
constitution,  in  relation  to  waiver  of  indictment  and  trial  by 
jury  in  certain  cases. 

Section  1.   Resolved  (if  the  Senate  concur),  That  section  sixw 
of  article  one  of  the  constitution  be  amended  to  read  as  follows:; 

§  6.   Except  in  cases  of  impeachment,  and  in  cases  of  militia  Rights  ot 
when  in  actual  service,  and  the  land  and  naval  forces  in  time  of  JrtSiSii  " 
war,  or  which  this  state  may  keep  with  the  consent  of  congress  in  *****" 
time  of  peace,  and  in  cases  of  petit  larceny,  under  the  regulation 
of  the  legislature,  no  person  shall  be  held  to  answer  for  a  capital 
or  otherwise  infamous  crime*  unless  on  presentment  or  indictment 
of  a  grand  jury.    *Any  person  may,  however,  in  the  manner  pre- 
scribed by  law  after  examination  or  conmiitment  by  a  magistrate, 
waive  indictment  and  trial  by  jury  on  a  charge  of  felony  punish- 
able by  not  exceeding  five  years'  imprisonment,  all  subsequent 
proceedings  being  had  by  information  before  a  superior  court  of 
criminal  jurisdiction  or  a  judge  or  justice  thereof,  ^n  any  trial 
in  any  court  whatever  the  party  accused  shall  be  allowed  to  appear 
and  defend  in  person  and  with  counsel  as  in  civil  actions.     No

ness in  excess  of  such  limitation,  except  such  as  now  may  exist, 
shall  be  absolutely  void,  except  as  herein  otherwise  provided.    No 
county  or  city  whose  present  indebtedness  exceeds  ten  per  centum 
of  the  assessed  valuation  of  its  real  estate  subject  to  taxation,  shall 
be  allowed  to  become  indebted  in  any  further  amount  until  such 
indebtedness  shall  be  reduced  within  such  limit.    This  section  shall  D«bt«  t* 
not  be  construed  to  prevent  the  issuing  of  certificates  of  indebted-  tion  not 
ness  or  revenue  bonds  issued  in  anticipation  of  the  collection  of 
taxes  for  amoimts  actually  contained  or  to  be  contained  in  the 
taxes  for  the  year  when  such  certificates  or  revenue  bonds  are 
issued  and  payable  out  of  such  taxes;  nor  to  prevent  the  city  of 
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New  York  from  issuing  bonds  to  bo  redeemed  out  of  the  tax  levy 
for  the  year  next  succeeding  the  year  of  their  issue,  provided  that 
the  amount  of  such  bonds  which  may  be  issued  in  any  one  year 
in  excess  of  the  limitations  herein  contained  shall  not  exceed  one- 
tenth  of  one  per  centum  of  the  assessed  valuation  of  the  real  estate 
of  said  city  subject  to  taxation.  Nor  shall  this  section  be  con- 
strued to  prevent  the  issue  of  bonds  to  provide  for  the  supply  of 
water ;  but  the  term  of  the  bonds  issued  to  provide  for  the  supply

except  that  debts  incurred  by  any^  city  of  the  first  dasa?  after 
the  first  day  of  January,  nineteen  hundred  and  four,  and  debts 
incurred  by  any  city  of  the  second  class  after  the  first  day  of 
January,  nineteen  hundred  and  eight,  and  debts  incurred  by  any 
city  of  the  third  class  after  the  first  day  of  January,  nineteen 
hundred  and  ten,  to  provide  for  the  supply  of  water,  shall  not 
be  so  included;  and  except  further  that  any  debt  hereafter 
incurred  by  the  city  of  New  York  for  a  public  improvement 
owned  or  to  be  owned  by  the  city,  which  yields  to  the  city  current 
net  revenue,  after  making  any  necessary  allowance  for  repairs 
and  maintenance  for  which  the  city  is  liable,  in  excess  of  the 
interest  on  said  debt  and  of  the  annual  instalments  necessary  for 
its  amortization  may  be  excluded  in  ascertaining  the  power  of 
said  city  to  become  otherwise  indebted,  provided  that  a  sinkinir 
fund  for  its  amortization  shall  have  been  established  and  main- 
tained and  that  the  indebtedness  shall  not  be  so  excluded  during 
any  period  of  time  when  the  revenue  aforesaid  shall  not  he  suffi- 
cient to  equal  the  said  interest  and  amortization  instalments,  and 
except  further  that  any  indebtedness  heretofore  incurred  by  the

be  so  excluded  proportionately  to  the  extent  to  which  the  current 
net  revenue  received  by  said  city  therefrom  shall  meet  the  interest 
and  amortization  instalments  thereof,  provided  that  any  increase 
in  the  debt  incurring  power  of  the  city  of  New  York  which  shall 
result  from  the  exclusion  of  debts  heretofore  incurred  shall  be 
available  only  for  the  acquisition  or  construction  of  properties  to  be 
used  for  rapid  transit  or  dock  purposes.  The  legislature  shall 
prescribe  the  method  by  which  and  the  terms  and  conditions  under 
which  the  amount  of  any  debt  to  be  so  excluded  shall  be  deter- 
mined, and  no  such  debt  shall  be  excluded  except  in  accord- 
ance with  the  determination  so  prescribed.  The  legislature  may 
in  its  discretion  confer  appropriate  jurisdiction  on  the  appellate 
division  of  the  supreme  court  in  the  first  judicial  department  for 
the  purpose  of  determining  the  amount  of  any  debt  to  be  so 
excluded.

shall  be  accepted  as  a  part  of  said  prescribed  course  of  law  study;

state  or  country,  he  must  have  pursued  his  prescribed  period  of 
law  study  after  having  remained  as  a  practicing  attorney  in  such 
other  state  or  country  for  the  period  of  three  years."

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DEED 

CEDING  TO  THE  UNITED  STATES  JURISDICTION 

OF  LANDS  IN  ALBANY  AND  RENSSELAER 

COUNTIES. 


KNOW  ALL  MEN  BY  THESE  PRESENTS,  That 

WHEREAS,  by  section  52  of  article  4  of  chapter  69  of  the 
consolidated  laws*  of  the  State  of  New  York,  passed  February 
17,  1909,  it  is  provided  that: 

"Whenever  the  United  States,  by  any  agent  authorized  under 
the  hand  and  seal  of  any  head  of  an  executive  department  of  the 
government  of  the  United  States,  shall  cause  to  be  filed  and 
recorded  in  the  office  of  the  secretary  of  state  of  the  state  of  New 
York,  certified  copies  of  the  record  or  transfer  to  the  United 
States  of  any  tracts  or  parcels  of  land  within  this  state,  which 
have  been  acquired  by  the  United  States  for  any  of  the  purposes

the  United  States  is  in  possession  of  said  lands  and  premises  for 
either  of  the  works  or  purposes  aforesaid,  under  a  clear  and  com- 
plete title,  the  governor  of  this  state  is  authorized,  if  he  deems  it 
proper,  to  execute  in  duplicate,  in  the  name  of  the  state  and 
under  its  great  seal,  a  deed  or  release  of  the  state  ceding  to  the 
United  States  the  jurisdiction  of  said  tracts  or  parcels  of  land 
as  hereinafter  provided :"

WHEKEAS,  notice  that  application  will  be  made  to  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  of  the  County  of  Westchester  by  the  Town  Board 
of  the  Town  of  Bedford  has  personally  been  served  upon  Edward 
P.  Barrett,  Supervisor  of  the  Town  of  Bedford,  Joseph  E.  Mer- 
riam,  Town  Clerk  of  the  Town  of  Bedford,  Charles  McDonald,

Section  1.  That  the  boundary  line  between  the  town  of  Minerva 
and  the  town  of  Newcomb,  be  and  hereby  is  established  and 
defined  as  follows: 

Beginning  at  a  point  on  the  southerly  line  of  the  town  of  New- 
comb and  the  northerly  line  of  the  town  of  Minerva,  at  its  junction 
with  the  line  between  the  said  town  of  Minerva,  and  the  town  of
